FUTAl REPORT OF THE STAFFORD HOUSE COMMITTEE.

On December 12, 18?6, the Dnke of Sntherfand inTited some friends to Stafford House to 
consider what stpps could be talten to alleviate the great Bufferings which prevailed amongafc 
the Tttrkiah Boldicra. From wcU- in formed sources it was ascertained that the harddhlpa these 
men were patiently enduring were extreme: without tents or other covering than their ragged 
uniforms, they had to pass days and nights inceesantly exposed to rain, sleet, and enow ; 
while the medical arrdngementB for the sick were of the worst deaci-iption, and the medicines 
scanty and ill-aaaorted. 

Under these circumstances it was decided to form a Corumittee, of which the Duke of 
Sutherland was nnanimoualy elected Chairman, for the purpose of inciting subscriptionH from 
the public with a view to supplying the aick and wounded Turkish soldiers with warm clothing 
and medicines. 

At a general meeting of the Committee it was decided that the undertaking should bear 
the name of ' The Stafford House Committee for the Relief of Sick and Wounded Turkish 
Soldiers.' 

Abont this time it became known that another Committee, under the Chairmanship of 
Lord Stanley, of Alderley, having similar objects, was in existence, and the gentlemen com- 
posing it offered their co-operation, which wa« cordially accepted. The funds, however, which 
they had collected, amounting to i^l,100, had already been forwarded to Turkey, and placed 
at the disposal of Ahmed Vefjk Pacha. 

Major-General Sir Henry Green was requested to act as Treasurer, and Mr. Thomas 
Gibson Bowles a« Honorary Secretary. The latler, however, owing to pressure of other 
iroporfant business, retired in the following July, and Mr. Henry Wright continued to 
perform the duties of the oEBce. 

Messrs. Drummonds, Smith Payne & Smith, Bamett Hoare & Co., and King &, Co. 
kindly consented to receive subscriptions. 

Messrs. Taylor, of the Depository, Pimlico, nndertook to store, free of charge, any goods 
sent to their care. 

Messrs. C. Hanson & Co., of Constantinople, also offered their services to receive and 
distribute any stores and money entrusted to them, and Mr. Alexander Carnegie to convey 
gratuitously goods belongiog to the Committee by his steamers to Constantinople, while the 
Turkish Government agreed to pnsa all goods free of duty. 

The proper distribution of the stores on arriving in Turkey was a matter of considerable 
importance, and the Committee did not feel justi6ed, until they ascertained the amount of 
support they might receive from the public, in sending out an agent of their own. In addition 
to the service of Messrs. Hanson, they were fortunate enough to obtain the afisislanco of Ahmed 
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Vetyk pMchs, k TarkiBh genUeman personally well known to many members of 
Committee, esteemed for his integrity and poaacasing the confidence of bis ccnntrymen. 

Tlie above amuigement« having been completed, the Committee made its first appeal to 
the poblic for Kubscriptiona, which broQght in a snm of £4,^15 ; the first list of sobscribers 
wu published in December, 1H76. 

FnrtlieT snlMcriptiona were received, and the amount remitted in cash and stores (chieSj' 
blankets and quinine) to Conslantinople up to the month of May, 1877, was abont £^,700. 

On tlic 25tb of the same month the Hon. Treasurer annonnced at a general meeting that 
the sum of ^■5,3'Xl had been received from India, sabscribed b; tlie inhabitants of Hyderabad, 
and Iransniitted tbrongh H.E. Salar Jnn^. 

At this date the fond amotuttcd to ill'ifiH and the espenditnre to £'5,74<>, leaving snch & 
bulance in band as jnstificd the Committee in carrying into effect an object they had long 
liad under consideration — Tia^ that of sending a Commissioner of their own to the seat of war 
for the pnrpoae of attending exclnsively to the organisation of the relief. 

It was felt tJiat neither Ahmed Vefyk Pacha (who had been appointed Speaker to the 
Turkish Parliament) nor Hesurs. Hanson coald birty be asked to continue a work whicb 
neceaaarily involved more labour and time than they conid devote to it. With this view the 
Committee gladly accepted the olTcr of Mr. Y. Barrington-Kennett, a gentleman who, nndi 
the Red Cross Society, had gained great experience in the Franco- German, Carlist, and 
Servian wars, from which latter he bad recently returned. 

Mr. Barring Ion- Kennett placed himself entirely at the disposal of the Committee, witb. 
uot requiring any rcmnneration beyond his actual personal expenses, and, having been ap- 
pointed Chief Commissioner, left for Constantinople on June 11. 

On his departure be took medical stores to the value of £1,118, and a credit for £2,000 
wa* plaeed at his ilispasal with Sleasrs. Hanson & Co. 

Soon after Kfr. Barrington-Keunutt's arrival in Turkey the following telegram was 
received by the Duke of Sutherland from H.I.M. the Sultan's First Secretary : — 

' It is with great pleasure that I convey to your benevolent Committee, tbrongb yonr 
Iiordabip, the sincere thanks and gratitade of His Imperial Majesty the Saltan, and of all 
Osmanlis, for the help yonr Committee have rendered to the wonnded Turkish soldierB, 
Yuu can well imagine how grateful we all feel here for your help, particularly when mosk 
needed.' 

On July 3 Mr. Barn ngton- Kennett telegraphed for the services of four snrgeonB and 
for a further supply of stores. 

The Committee at once sanctioned his request, and, at the recommendation of Mr. 
MacCormac, of St. Thomas's Hospital, fonr surgeons were selected, their salaries being fised 
at £1 per diem, with £50 for the pafsage out and home. Subeequently as the fnnds at tha 
disposal of the Committee permitted of it, the number of surgeons was aagmented to 38, which, 
with those sent ont by Lord Blantyre, made a total of .^3. In addition to the above surgical 
staff, there were permanently employed by the Committee the following : 5 hospital dispensers,^ 
5 transport agents, 19 dragoman dressers, and a staff of asHistanta at the stores. 
does not include a number of dressers and others temporai-ily engaged at the large hospitals. Mr. 
Barrington-Kennctfs dniiee bad now become most arduous, and one of his personal friends,. 
Mr. K. R, Pratt, h.-iving volunteered to join bim, his offer was accepted, 
appointed an As»ir tan t- Commissioner, 

In addition to the above gentlemen, the services of Mr. Stoncy, a civil eiigini-ur at Coda 
stantinople, were obtained, who was likewise appointed an Assistant- Commissi oner. 

For the account of the work performed in Turkey after the arrival of Mr. Barrin^oi 
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Kennetfc the Committee refer the anbacn'bere to his ' Record of Operations ftt the Seat of 
War,' Pftrt II., wliereio wi)l be found fall details of the work of every hospital, arabnianco, and 
transport, wttli the names of the Staff, and tables annexed shorring the returns of patients 
treated, and distribntion of expenditnre. 

The Committee believe that, from the perusal of this record, the subscribers to the 
Stafford House Fund will best be able to judge of the manner in which the fund has been 
administered, and the Committee feel sure that they will read with feelings of pride an account, 
showing the courage, devotion, and reaolutioa which have been displajud hy tlioir Hospital 
and Ambulance Staff nnder circnmatancea nnpai-alleled in any war of late yeara. Many of 
these gentlemen, while still Bnfferisg from severe illness, nevertheless continued their 
duties. 

It has been the pleasurable daty of the Committee frequently to convey special thanka 
to individual surgeons for their admirable conduct under eiceptional circnmatances, and they 
feel assured that the subscribers will unite with them in thinking that such acknowledg- 
ments have been well merited. 

To Mr, Barringtoii-Kennett the Committee feel that very much of the succeaa which 
has attended their efforts is due. Uniting, aa that gentlemen does, untiring energy with 
great tact and administrati^'e ability, he has been able to orgaisiae a practical syatem of 
■voluntary field ambulance and hospital relief work, under circnmstauces of exceptional diffi- 
culty, and to maintain in barmonious working the many discordant elements with which he 
baa had to deal. 

To Mr. E. R. Pratt, and to Mr. Stoney, the thanks of the Committee are also due for the 
lojal manner in which they supported and carried out the sjsttm of administration and ac- 
counts established by Mr. Barrington-Kennett; and to Mr. Stoney the Committee are further 
indebted for the admirable manner in which he superintended the closing of the work after 
the departure of the Chief Commissioner. 

The Committee's thanks are due to Rear-Admiral Sir Edmund Commerel), V.C, 
K.C.B., commanding the British Squadron stationed off Crallipoli, to wIlobo personal exertions, 
and to those of several of the naval and medical officers under his command, the success 
wliicb attended the working of the hospital established at that station is greatly to be 
attribnted. 

The Committee are likewise much indebted to the ladies and gentlemen who aided the 
fund by organising concerts, theatrical entertainments, &c. Very valuable aid was given by 
those who so kindly forwarded old clothes, lint, blankets, &c., all of which articles assisted 
greatly to alleviate the sufferings of the wounded. 

Mr. Birrington-Kennett haa frequently bronglit to the notice of the Committee the great 
assistance which ho rcii'eived from tbe Turkish anthorities, and the Staff of the Imperial 
Ottoman and the Rnstchuk-Vama Railway Companies, to all of whom the thanks of the 
Committee have been conveyed. 

The Committee are happy to be able to slate that throughout the war their work was carried 
on in cordial co-operation with that of tbe British National Aid and the Ottoman Red 
Crescent Societies, 

The balance- fiheet will bo found in Part TV., containing a detailed account of tbe receipts 
and expenditure, from which it will be seen that tbe total sum received by tbe Stafford House 
Committee amounts lo ;f39,293 8*. lid., and that £38,384 15a. Id. have been by it expended, 
leaving a balance of :tf908 13». lOil 

Amongst the subscriptions the Committee consider it their duty to mention the munificent 
donation of .£0,000 by his Grace the Dnke of Portland. 



4 STAFFOED HOJTSE COiT^TTTEKS FINAL RFPOItT. 

The Committee record with pleoBore tbat a considerable sum was received in Gabscriptiou 
of Bmall amount from working-men's committees. 

In furtheiance of the same objects. Lord Blantyre, one of the members of the Committee, 
has generonaly expended a sum of £3,U57 3s. 5rf., the disburHement of which, however, hu 
been entirely in hia own hands. This snm, together with the £1,100 provided by Lord 
Stanley of Alderley's Committee, makes a total of £43,750 12». 4d. sabecribed as abova 
explained for the relief of the Tnrkish soldiers. 

The Committee woald cilU the attention of the subecribera to the fact that their labonra 
havo extended over a period of upwards of two years, and that no expenses beyond those fi 
advortisoments, printing, and postage have been inenrred in this country, the whole of th 
eorreapondence and other office work having been gratuitonely performed by members of the 
Committee. 

The Committee feel it their duty to record the valuable assistance received on all occasioiiB,' 
from Sir Henry and Lady Layard. 

The Committee have received repeated as an ranees from the Sultan, expressive oE 
bo feelings of gratitude which have been engendered in the minds of the Tnrkish people 
towards tho English nation by the work of the Committee; and in giving audience to Mr. 
Barrington-Eennett before his departure from Turkey, H.I. Majesty warmly thanked liim, 
and the Committee which he represented, -for their generous exertions in aid of the Turkish 
■oldiers. The Sultan desired that the Stafford House surgeons might also be thanked in hie 
name, and that a bst of them should be given to him. He further stated that be had been 
much touched by the kindly and charitable efforts of the British nation, and felt deeply grate- 
fal for all that bad been done for hia suffering people and troops. 

In conclnaion, the Committee would state that this Report has been published not only 
with a view of showing to the subscribers the manner in which the fund has been expended, 
but also in order to record the services which have been performed by Englishmen in 
alleviating suffering hamanity under difficnltics and amidst scenes which the Committee 
believe are almost unprecedented, and in the performance of whieb services the English 
characteristics of courage, devotion, and endurance hare been conspicuous. This history of 
the work performed will also, it is thought, be of cssentied service as a reference in affording 
data for any association of a similar nature which may be called together in fatnre wars.

RECORD OF OPERATIONS AT THE SEAT OF WAR. 

llY Mb. V. B. BABBINGTON-KKNNETT. 



The following is a record of operationa carried oat at the seat of war, from June Prdimiitary 
1877 to September 1878, under myself as Chief CommiBsioner, assisted by Mr. E. B. """" 
Pratt and Mr. W. L. Stoney, ARalstant-ComnussiouerB for Bulgaria and Ronmelio. 
One or other of these two geotlemen acted for me whenever I was obliged to be 
absent from oar Lead 'quarters at Constantinople, and X think it my daty, in the first 
place, to state bow much I am indebted to them for their valuable assistance. 

I have divided the subject matter of tbia record as follows : —

I have devoted considerable attention to making the returns of sick and wounded 
treated as accurate as possible. The figures are based on the original reports written 
on the spot by the surgeons. These reports were many of them drawn up under circum- 
stances of great pressure of work and other difficulties, but where any doubt arose, 
the lowest estimate has been invariably adopted. The numbers mentioned may 
therefore safely be taken as being, if anything, below the mark. 

Tbe following is a capitalised summary of the ' totals ' extracted from the tables 
and statements annexed. I have set it out in this place for tbe purpose of immed ato 
ruferenco in illustrating the remarks which fallow, on the subject of the i-etoma 
daring the various months and relative disbursements. The monthly expenditure 
in the last column is extracted from the Cash Statement, the Turkish pound being 
taken at about eighteen shillings. It must be remembered that these disbarscments 
do not include the value of the stores sent from Knglund.

III uU our opeDifiniia wo endeavoured to make our 
poBHiblc, BO OS to be able rapidlj to place the eectiona v 
wounded was overpoweriug the medical staff at the disposal of the anthorities ; and 
also by eoup- kitchens, improved systems of transport, and otlier means to fi.ll up the 
gaps left by the Governinent in ita medical iid minis tintiou. We hoped thus to extend 
the benefit cf the Committee's work over as large an area as possible. This ifl 
entirely opposed to the system of establishing model traosporta or ambulances in the 
strict sense of the word. 

In my reports I have frequently had occasion to point ont the groat advantage of 
establishing a principle of co-operalion in the work of voluntary Societies. The Staf- 
ford House ti'ansport services, in combination with the Rnstchuk- Varna Railway 
Company and the Imp-^rial Ottoman (Roumelian) Railway Company, afforded 
good examples of the benefifial resnlta of such a system. Again, in most of onr St.af. 
ford House hospitals, by fal.ing in with the general arrangements of the Government 
ftothorities, great economy was oBected, as under these circumstances the Government 
woald generally provide soldiers, infirmiera, ratione, and part of the heavier 
materiel. 

To Sir H. A. Ijoyard, H.M. Ambassador to the Porte, I feel personally grateful 
for the sonnd advice and powerful support which he was alwaya ready to give me. 
And I di'sire alpo to record my sincere thanks to Roar-Admiral Sir E. Commerell and 
the officers of H.M. Fleet at Giillipoli for their valuable assistance; also to Lient.. 
Gen. Sir A, Kemball for the asaistance which he gave to onr sections in Asia. I 
have to thank the reprcBentatlves of the National Aid and Red Crescent Societies 
for their friendly co-operation. I frequently attended the meetings of the latter, and 
received every kindness and courtesy from its members. Among them was Baron 
Muudy, one of the highest authorities on all matters connected with military hygiene. 
To him we all felt grateful, not only for his valuable advice ou ambulance matters, 
bnt also for the unremitting care and attention he bestowed on two of our surgeons 
whom he snccessfnily treated through long and dangerous illneflsea. 

I beg to thank the Stafford Hoase Committee most sincerely for the confidence 
they reposed In me, and for the liberty of action allowed me at the scat of war. This 
enabled me to carry ont many large operations for the relief of distress, which would 
hare lost much of their value, had it been necessary to await the decision of a Com- 
mittee before taking action. The prompt attention paid to every communication I 
made to the eiecutive officers of the Committee aecnred that rapidity of action which 
is of the very greatest importance in time of war. 

In acknowledging the kind way in which the Committee has referred to any 
aervioes I may have rendered, I do eo not only on my own behalf, bnt as representativo 
of my two Assistant-Comniissionei's, and the whole working Staff of the Committee. 
These gentlemen ably and loyally supported me at the seat of war, and to them I feel 
is dne a large share of the thanks of the Committee.

(1) GENEllAL SKETCH OF OrERATIONS. 

OcB first operations took place early in AngBst, in Eastern Ronmeliaand the Danobe 
diBtrictd, where hofipitale were established at RnsCchak (July 20) and Yama 
(Augnst 3) — the two estremitiea of the Bnetehtik- Varna Railway — the Vajna 
Hosptt^l being carried on for two raontha in co-operation with the Red Creaeent 
Committee. At the same time a railway transport service was organised along that 
line, with sonp-kitchens at convenient intervals, and a special service of improvised 
amfanlanne carts was established at Varna to transport the wounded between the 
railway station, the town hospitals, and the pier. The Firsf and Second amhulancea 
of the hoai were formed on Angnst 3 and 25, and attached to divisions in the front. 
This completed our organisation for Bulgaria, At seven ont of the eight battles 
which took place in the district, surgeons of the Stafford House ambulances were 
engaged on the field. 

As soon as news arrived that the Russian forces had crossed the Balkans, a Geld 
ambnlance (the Shipka section) was sent to the front (July 24th), and attached to 
Suleiman Pacha's head-quarters. A hospital was established at Adrianople (August 
12), on which town the wounded from the fighting at Yeni.'^aghra and Eskiaaghra 
were coQcentrated. Soon afterwards the grand attack on Shipka (Angnst 21 to 
27) crowded Philippopolia with wonnded, in consequence of which the Philippo- 
polis Hospital section was at once despatched to that town (September 1). After 
treating large numbers of the wonnded who were scattered about in private honses, 
this section formed two permanent hospitals. At the same time the Roumelian Rail- 
way transport service, with a system of soup-kitchens, was organised on the Imperial 
Ottoman line, along which the wounded were transported from Fbilippopulis and 
Adrianople to Constantinople. 

On September 20 a field ambnlance was attached to the Sultan's Circassian 
Qoard on its expedition to Plevna in advance of Chefket Pacha's reliei-ing column. 

Early in November the First Lorn ambnlance was withdrawn from the Danube 
district and sent to Sofia, where a Stafford House Hospital was at once established. 
Great distress was prevalent in that town, owing to the large number of wonnded 
crowded there from Plevna and Orkhanie. 

The Second Lorn ambnlance, attached to Fnad Pacha's head-quarters, after their 
service on the Lom, joined in the expedition against Elena, December 4, and subae- 
qnently retreated with the Turkish army across the Northern Balkans to Slivno and 
Yamboli, snd thence to Philippopolia.

section was formed and despatched with all haste to the front (December 26) to 
assist in the evacuation of the wounded. The occupation of Sofia and Philippopolis 
bj the Russians rapidly followed (January 3 and 15). In accordance with their 
inatmctions the staffs of the Staflbrd House Hospitals established in those towns re- 
mained at ihcir pists to protect the wonnded in their hospitals (there being no time

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for them to be evacuated), wliile the Stafibrd House Geld nmbuliinces retired witb 
the divieiona to which they were severally attached. 

The Second Lom a,mbu]ance, attached to Faad Pacha's division, and the Shipka 
and Samakov sectiona, attached to the head -quarters of Saleiman and ORmen NoQii 
Pachas respectively, united at Philippopolia in the general retreat. After hflnding 
over their heavy and vataable stores to the StaBbrd Honae Hospital established in 
that town, these three sections retired with Suleiman's army across the Rhodope 
Balkans la Port Lagos, and thence by sea to Constantinople, attending to large 
nnmbers of wonnded who followed the array in its retreat. 

The Stafford Honse Hospilftl at Rnstchnk was bombarded by the RuasianB on 
December 30 and 31, and complebely destroyed. The patients were gallantly rescued 
by onr Hospital Staff. The eiplanation given for this flagrant breach of the cnstoms 
of civilised warfare was that the Russian authoritiea thought that the hospital was 
being used as a barrack. Some of the patients were wounded a second time daring 
the bombardment, and died of the injuries received. 

On Jannary 20, 1 878, Adrianople was occupied by the Russians, but the whole of 
the wonnded in the Stafford House Hospital had been evacuated on Constantinople the 
night before, accompanied by onr staff, while the valuable stores were placed under 
the protection of the British Consul, and came in usefully afterwards for the relief of 
the wounded Turks taken prisoners at Kesanlik. 

The rapid advance of the Russians on Constantinople and Varna followed the eva- 
cuation of Adrianople. Our railway transport aervices kept up their work as long as 
the lines were open, the Rustchuk- Varna service until January 31, and the Roume- 
lian until Jannary 20, while the soup-kitchens established along those lines were the 
means of relieving many hundreds of sick and woanded who were rapidly sinking 
fi-om want of nourishment and from exposure to the cold during that terrible winter 
retreat. 

In the months of February and March much illness broke out among the Turkish 
troops crowded in the unhealthy suburbs of Constantinople on the St. Stefauo aide. 
In order to relieve the distress thus occasioned the hospitals and dispensaries of 
Tohekmedje, Makrikeui, and Tchifout- Burgas were established. 

On February 15 I commissioned Mr. Harvey, a young English engineer, to raise 
a corps of 150 able-bodied refiigees to bury the thousands of decomposed carcases of 
horses, oien, and other cattle, which were lying in ditches and watercourses in 
immediate proximity to the quarters of the troops in the environs of Cousfantinople. 
These carcases poisoned the water supplies, and were considered by our surgeons to 
be the cause of much of the prBvailing sickness. As the Turkish authorities would not 
act, I thought myself justified in undertaking this sanitary measure on the principle 
of prevention being better than cure. 

The Salonica Hospital section was formed on March 1, to alleviate the great dis- 
tress in that town, overcrowded as it was with the wounded from the battles fought 
to cover Suleiman Pacha's retreat. Soon, afterwards (March II), the GallipoH 
section was established and served in that town and the neighbouring Bonlair Lines 
until the middle of September. 

In April 1S7B a resumption of hostilities seemed imminent, and it became neces- 
sary to prepare for the possibility of a Russian advance on Constantinople. We had 
a targe collection of valuable stores in our depot at Galata, and it would have been an 
exceedingly difficult matter, perhaps quite im))Ossible, to remove them to any place of 
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safety had a panic occurred in the town. To guard against thia danger I chartered 
.11 Greek bi-ig, and shipped the most valoable stores on board, making of her, aa 
floating dep6t, ready at any moment to drop down to Gallipoli and anchor 
under protection of the British fleet. 

With regard to the relief farniehed to Asia, large supplies of medical stores from 
the Committee Itad been distributed at Batoam and elsewhere befoi-e my appointment, 
through the medinm of Ahmed Vefjk Pacha (afterward Prime Minister), who then 
l«d the Committee in Tnrkey. 

In July ia77, soon after my arrival. Lord Blantyre's surgeons, assisted by M. 
Zohrab, H.B.M. Consul at Erzeronm, established ahoapital in that town, which waa 
largely siibajdiscd with money and atores, oE which some were pni-chased in Constanti- 
nople and otliers selectod from our depot at Galata. 

On August 22, the Erzeroum staff having been reinforced by a fresh batch of snr- 
geons, a field ambulance under Lord Blantyre's anrgeona waa organised and attached 
to Mnkhtar Pacha's bead-qcartcrs in the Ears district. 

In consequence of the increasing distress in Asia, a strong Stafford House slaS*, 
with a large supply of stores, waa despatched from Constantinople on November 12, 
and ivithin a fortnight was hard at work at Erzeroum in charge of a large hospital. 
This was kept up until the middle of April 1878, when the united Stafford House and 
Lord Blantyre's staffs were withdrawn from Asia. 

During the months of March, April and May, 1878, Vice-Consul Biliotti on 
behalf undertook a system of distributing rehef in small snma of money among the 
convalescent soldiers who were passing through Trebizond in large numbere on the 
road home, many in a state of extreme poverty and distress. This work was well 
carried oat and relieved a great deal of suffering. 

For further particulars and all det«ils of the diffLTent hospitals, ambulance and 
transport services, I beg to refer to the selection of ' Reports from Seat of War,' 
p. 14, and to the statements at the head of every section's report.

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(2) RETURNS OF SICK AND WOUNDED TRKATEP. 

Referring to the recapitulation of totals on p. 6, it will be seen that during August 1877 ( 
the number of sick and wounded treated by the three sections of Stafford House and two J 
of Lord Blantyre's was 3,884, the proportion of sick to wounded being as 1 to 10, and I 
the average treated per day 412. In September the number of sections was increased to | 
ten, and the number of different patients amounted to 11,534; the relative propor- 
tion of sick to wounded remained about the same as in August. The avemgo under ] 
treatment per day was &81. During October, with the same sections tlie numbers I 
treated fell off to 8,744, the sick being more than half as numerous again as the 
wounded, a result which is accounted for by the large number of sick treated by the 
Xjojo ambulances and transported by the Ruatzhuk- Varna railway section. In spite 
of this decrease, the average under treatment per day rose to 1,004, which shows that 
the pationia were longer under the surgeons' care. 

In November, with nine sections at work, 7,442 patients were treated, the propor- 
tiou of sick to wounded being about as 1 to 3, and the daily average 953. In 
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December eleven aections treated 6,947 patieate, the proportion of sick to wouniied 
being OS 1 to 7. The daily average I'OBe daring this month to 1,270, which shows 
that the length of treatment of the cases still fnrther increased. 

The first month of the New Year saw eleven sections at work, and 7,528 patients 
pass through the hands of our snrgeons, the proportion of sick to wounded being as 1 
to 3, and the average 1,152. In Febvaary the number of our sectiona was reduced to 
eii, and the total number of cases treated was 3,036, the sick being more than three 
times RB numerous as the wounded. The daily average, however, only fell to 1,003. 
In March nine acctiona treated 2,754 patients, the relative proportion remaining about 
the same, the daily average falling to 959. In April, the Asia sections having been 
withdrawn, there remained only six Stafford House a ections. These treated 1,300 cases, 
the proportion of sick to wounded being abontas 3 to 2, and the daily average 535. 
In May three sections treated 717, the aick being nearly five times as numerous as the 
wounded. The daily average in this month fell to its minimum, 217. In June the 
Boulair Lines Diapensary was established at Gatlipoli. This section, with the two 
others which remained, treated 7,897 patients, of which only 93 were wounded ; the 
daily average increasing again rapidly to 664. 

In July, August, and September 1878, the Bonlair section, Gallipoli, waa the only 
one loft, but was worked on a large scale by means of the-aaaistance of the officers of 
H.M. fleet at Gallipoli. The numbers treated by our section during these three months 
were C,724, 4,915, and 2,684, respectively — all sick; and the corresponding daily 
averacres were 583, 5b5, and 258. The large majority of these cases were slight. 

The mdii mum total number treated in any one complete month was 11,534, in Sep- 
tember 1877, and the minimum waa 717, in May 1978. The average number of 
cases treated per month was 5,436. The maximum daily average for any one com- 
plete month was 1,270 in December 1877, and the minimum 217 in May. The 
average number of patients under treatment daily calculated for the entire period 
from August 1877 to September 1878 was 751. 

The total number of caaea treated during the whole period was 38,499 sick and 
32,775 wounded, making a final total of 71,274 ca«ea. Of these 11,526 were ireated 
in hoflpitala, 12,133 by field ambulances, 21,233 by dispensaries, and 26,382 attended 
to during transport. 

NeceEsariJy many of the pick and wounded were treated by more than one of oar 
Bectlona, This fact tended to multiply the aggregate total of different cases treated, as 
the same man might be evacuated from one of our sections in the front to another in 
the rear, and thus count as a 'case' in the books of both, One case came particularly 
under my notice, that of a man wounded at Shipka. He wae first treated by oar 
Shipka ambulance and counted as one of their cases. He was subsequently trans- 
ported tt) a Stafford House hospital at Fhilippopotia in one of Surgeon Stoker's Red 
Crescent carts, and was entered in the books of that hospital, where he went tbrongh 
a long course of treatment. When well enough to stand transport he was handed 
over to our Roumelian Railway section, and waa taken to the Stafford House Adria- 
nople hospital, where he was treated for a considerable period, and ultimately 
sent up to Constantinople convalescent. This of course waa a rare case, but it waa 
by no means unusnal for the same man to pass through two or thi'ee of our sectiona in 
the course of his treatment and evacuation to the rear. Thus the number of ccuet 
reoordfd esceeda considerably the number of dif^vnt men treated. 
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The nuniber of ratious iesued at the Bonp-kitehena of the Stafford House Com- 
mittee were as (ollows ; —

and where practicable a cap of coffee or milk ; sometimes also a packet of tobacco I 
and cigarette papers.

(3) STORES, 

The amoHTit spent on the purchase of stores in England was 8,2651. 11*. 7d., and ii 
Turkey 2,398/. 3s. 8J.; making a total of 10,6631. los. 3J., being above one-fourth 1 
of the entire fnnds of the Committee. 

Daring the early part oE the war our stores were warehoosed in a depAt kindly 
placed at our disposal by the Red Crescent Society. This depot became aubaeqnently 
too Hniali for ng, and in consequence we transferred the stores to a very convenient 
warohoose in the Ottoman Post Office Buildings, Galata. The greater portion of 
the stores sent out to Turkey by the Committee after my appointment were required 
for the Committee's sectionH. Considerable aupplies, however, were furnished to the 
Bed Crescent Society from time to time, especially for its hospitals on the Bosphoms, , 
at Begler Bey and Kavak. Chests of selected stores were also snpplied to suckv 
English doctors in the Tnikish service as required them for the treatment of their'f 
patients in the Government hospitals, a system which was found to work well. 

On the transfer of a Stafford House hospital to the Government or Red Cres- I 
cent, we nsually handed over with the sick and wounded all the heavy mattSriel, and I 
a certain snpply of medical stores, so that the change of administration might be ] 
effected with as little inconvenience as possible to the patients, or those to whoae | 
care they were deUvered. A responsible supercargo was sent with every supply rf 3 
stores forwarded to the different sections when it was possible to do so. By these £ 
means alone we oould secure their rapid and safe delivery in the general confusion of] 
traffic which the war entailed. It was oar practice never to baud over stores with- T 
out receiving an acknowledgment from some responsible person entitled to give it I 
Also, in order to keep an accurate register of the stores, strict orders were given to I 
the storekeeper never to allow any stores to be taken from the dep6t, even by the^ 
chiefs of sections, without a written order from one of the Commissioners, except of ' 
conree in cases of urgency. 

Mr. Stoney, Assistant- Commissioner, exercised a general control over the busi- 
ness at the depiit, which was carried on by an active and responsible staff. Before , 
finally delivering over the remaining stores to the care of Rear- Admiral ConunereU,iBl 
Mr. Stouey made a carefnl inspection of them, and also examined the dep6t bookcfl 
of account, inventories, &c. He reported that all was correct and in order. 



(4) ACCOUNTS. 

Thk total amount remitted to me io Tarkej by the Hon. Treasurer noa 22,3941. 9«, 
(see the Comraittee'B Abstract of Receipts and Espenditure, p. 183), which, together 
with a flum of 1221. lis. received by privat* subscriptions, and on the transfer of 
Lord Blantyre's sargeons, makes a total of 22,5172. 

The eipcnditure of this sam between the different hoapitiilB, field ambulances, 
railway transports, itc, is set forth in a tabular form in the Chief Commissioner's 
Abstract of Expenditure, p. 184. Referring to this it will be seen that, ez- 
clasiTB of salaries of surgeons and cost of stores sent from England, the working 
expenses in Turkey of the fised hospitals was 6,7971. 13«. 3rZ, ; the field ambnlances, 
2,-t73i, 5s, Dd. ; and of the railway transport services, including soup-kitchens, 
l,541i. 15s. 2d. The amount paid on account of salaries of surgeons and others 
was 6,806i. Os, 5d., and for the purchase of medical stores and other hospital and 
ambulance materiel, &c., 2,3'^*82. 3s, 8d. The cost of transport of personnel and 
materiel was 7322. 88. 7d. For other details I beg to refer to the Abstract of Expendi. 
tare itself. In comparing the relative expenditure of the different sections, it must 
be borne iu mind that some sections were obliged to purchase articles which in others 
were gratuitonsly supplied by the Government, or provided from our depots. 

With regard to the espenditnre during the different months, referring to the 
table, p. C, it will be seen that tUo expenditure up to the end of August 1877 
was 2,7112. 0«. bd. This was heavy owing to considerable purchases of stores. 
During September the expenditure was 1,490Z. 8s. 2d., and during October, 
1,4221. 5s. lOd. The increased expenditure during the next fi^e months, reaching a 
maximum of 3,1^12. 2*. in December, was owing to the organisation of new sections, 
and the operations being conducted on a large scale (see returns of numbers treated). 
The number of sections and consequent expenses was reduced in Api'il and May, in 
the latter month the expenditure being but l,2'19l. 17g. 5d. In June, owing to 
several payments made on accouut of salary, the expenditure was raised to 
1,5811. 13«. )id. The expenses of the last three months, July, August and September, 
were small, there being only one section employed. 

The General Account presented to the Committee was kept in Turkish cur- 
rency, and shows the details of expenditure of all the funds remitted tome in Turkey, 
References are made in this account to the ' vouchers ' which accompany it, and 
which are grouped according to the several months. In order to secure an accurate 
record of the details of expenditure of funds paid through me to the different sections, 
the following system was pursued ;- — The chief surgeon of every aeclion was supplied 
by me with money from time to time, the several items of whiL-h were entered in tho 
General Account, and he was held responsible to me for its expenditure. On his section 
being dissolved, his account was made op in a special ' Section Accouut- book,' and 
the balance, if any, refunded. Cross-payments between the different sections were at 
the same time carefully recorded to secure the accuracy of the final estimate of 
total expenditni'e of the different sections. The Dep6t Account-book was kept in 
a similar manner. The surgeons' salary accounts were kept distinct from the 
accounts of their sections. For further particulars I beg to refer to tho books and 
voucbers themselveB, which I have placed in the bonds of the Hon. Treasurer. 



No little difficalty was esperienced hy the ciitefs of section in keeping tbeir 
acconnts accurately uuder the trying circumstances in which they often found thein- 
selves placed. This difficulty was increased in aome parts of the couutry by the 
carrying on of buainesB transactions in Cairae (Turkish bank-notes). The rapid 
fluctuations in the value of these notes as against gold made prices very unsteady, 
and also cansed considerable trouble in the final settlement of some of the section 
accounts. The currency of debased silver was also very inconvenient. It was our 
practice in settling up section accounts to convert into gold currency all accounts 
kept in Caime or debased silver, with a view to securing uniformity. The whole 
of the accounts (including the section accounts) and the vouchers, up to July 31, 
1878, were submitted to Mr, Rcaife, an auditor appointed by Messrs. Hanson and 
Co., the Constantinople Bankers of the Committee. In my absence from Constan- 
tinople Mr. Stoney undertook to act for me in the matter. 
The following is the report of the Auditor ; —

I have examined the acoounts and original vouchers of the Stafford House Committee 
at ConBtontiuople, preBsnted to me by Mr. W. L. Stoney, Asaiatant-Commiiiaiuner, oud 
hereby certify that the accounts are correct, and that the vouchers correspond with the 
amounts charged in the accounts to which they respectively refer. Further, that the rates 
of excliange are correct, and calculations accurately made. I have signed the bouks and 
sheets of accounts presented to me as correct.

The expenditure after July 31, which was small, owing to beiug mainly con- 
fined to the work in the Boulair Lines and the business of closing the acconnts, is 
cwntaincd in the supplementary accounts, which have been audited by Mr. CoiverweU, 
Lord Blantyre's expenditure on account of the salaries of the fifteen surgeons 
whom he sent to the seat ot war, and expenses connected with the British hos- 
pital at Ersieroum and the Kara District Ambulance, amounted to the sum of 
3,<ilt7l. Ss. 5(2. The diaborsument of this sum was controlled by Lord Blantyre. 



(6) REPORTS FROM THE SEAT OF WAR. 

(A) — Reports from Mb. V. B. Barrington-Kennett, Chief 
Commissioner. 

VnrnmJuly 4. 1877. 

On arriving in Paris, I enquired at Walcter's manufactory about stretchers and cacolets, 

■ and put him into communication with the oommittee. I consulted with the committee of 

the Red Cross of France as to the help they were sending to Turkey. At the request 

of the Turkish Red Crescent, they are sending 10,000 francs' worth of stretchers and 

' tentes d'abrt.' 

I arrived in Constant in opie on Saturday, June 20. On the 2lBt I sent telegrams to 
Sir Arnold Keml>aU at Brzeroum, Dr. Crookshauk at Rustchuk, and Dr. Roy at SbunJa. 
I received the answers enclosed from the two former. As Drs. Casson and Fetherstouhaugh 
were going direct to Erserotus, I bought at Constantinople at wholesale price a large seleo- 
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tion of medicineB, bandages, &c,, wliich I consigned to Ihe care of C&sson, who will take _ Hr. 
them to Erzetoum, and diatributo thera peraoaally under Sir A. Kemball's general 
directions. A similar Bolection will arrive hera on Saturday, and be handed over to Dr. 
Cmuksliank, to whom I shall also give a money aubsidy of 502. for further relief. I have 
telegraphed to Dr. Willioma, of Sienitza, but have not aa yet received an answer. 

On June 26 I called on Ahmed Vefyk Pacha and Mr. Layard. The former received 
ma very well, and offered mo every assistance. He told ma tliathehad spent all the 2,0001. 
entnisted to him by our Committee, except COOJ., and had diati'ibuted all the stores. I had 
a long conversation with Mr. Layard on the 25th, and also on the 28th. His advice 
^reed with the general plan of action which I had laid out, 

I presented my letter of introduction to Safvet Pacha, and was introduced by him to the 
Grand Vizier. They both received me well, and gave me papers to facilitate my work ; the 
latter recommending me to act under protection of the Red Crescent. I attended two meet- 
ings of the Red Orescent Society on June 27 and 30, which were held in the Dolma Bagtoh^ sTleV^ 
Palace. I decided to accept the honorary post on the committee offered me, and find it a great 
help to me and beneficial to our Stafford House position and work. I have aubsidised with 
money and materials many local committees. I shall give particulars In my next report. 
1 am bard at work organising relief here, and Mr. R«ade, the Consul of Rustchuk, who 
lias gone on to Kiisteudje, has at Ilia disposition 501. of ours to distribute there, in supply- 
ing wants of wounded. 

Our help is received with the greatest gratitude. I find I can buy many things cheap 
ill Constantinople, aa people are anxious to realise. Several violations of the Red Crescent 
on the part of Riwaiais are reported. I helped Drs. C.isaon and Fetheratonaiigh in every 
way in my power. The former was very glad to take on the stores to Erzeroum, aa it Eiri,' tl!*""' 
will make his position stronger. 

CflnatKntinoplB, Julj- 18, 1877. 

I have lately returned from my visit to Shnmla and Rnstehuk. I am sending a second Funher mp. 
large supply of storea purchased here to Erzeroum, under the supervision of the Consuls of £[xeioDin. 
Trebizond and Erzeronm ; an American missionary acquainted with the language and 
country will accompany them. InSrmiers and a further supply ot stores are being sent by 
me to Ruatchuk and Yania. Lord Melgund hai kindly taken charge of some money to be 
spent in relief in the Osman Bazar district. Mr. Reade, Consul at Rustchuk, informs me 
that he haa made satisfactory arrangements at Kuatendje about the expenditure of the remit- 
tance he received torn me for the relief of the sick and wounded from the Dobnitscha dis- 
trict. I saw Mr. Layard ye.tterday, and am acting with hia approval in my "ijerations with 
regard to eatabUshing hospitals and transport service*. When our stores arrive from 
England I shall at once devote myself to their distribution. They are much wanted. 1 have 
received nothing but kindness and assistance from the authorities, and the deepest gratitude 
from the sick whose evacuation I assisted in carrying out from Shumla. 

Cimalanlinnple, July 20, 1877, 
As I informed you by telegram, hospitals have been established at Varna and Rustchnk, Establulunenl 
and 1 have guaranteed keeping them up for two months, putting a fimil of from 250t. to 3001. uf Vtmn and 
each. The hospital site at Rustchuk is so good that the Government Buthoritiea have ^nliuUnJs 
applied for a portion of the building not occupied by us, with a view of forming their own 
hospital there. It ia situated about three-quarters of a mile ontaide tlie town, so there will be 
no fear of any bnt an intentional bombardment. In addition, notice is being sent to the 
R\issian authorities that a hospital is established there. 

On Tuesday last I sent to Varna by steamer six infirmiors, whom I engaged from the 
Scutari hospital, at about lO^, a month, and uniforms at about 30«. each ; four of these 
have gone on to Rustchuk in charge of a Mr. Johnson, who will assist Crookshank, and 
the other two will remain for the Varna hospital. T also sent a further supply of stores. 
Our hospital is the only one in Rustchuk ; the others have been completely destroyed or aban- Rmtehuk. 
doned, owing to their dangerous position in the centre of the town. 
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D™. OrooltBhank and Stiven buy beds and bedding ftt a low price in Hufltchuk. Some of 
the former are even giTen for nothing, the owners thinking that the Red Crescent flag 
over the Stafford House hospital will be respected. The medicines, Ac, I have bought 
of Deliu Sudda in Stamboul, a large wholesale druggiat, who supplies medicines under 
the strict surveillance of Dr. Sarell, a leading English si>rgeon here. Crookshank reporta 
that with the 2001. I have placed at his disposal he can, in addition to fitting np 
100 to 160 beds, organise a field ambulance to follow the Rustchuk division in any 
sorties should the position be blockaded, which is expected to be the case. I had engaged 
Dr. Stiven, who speaks Turkish, and has had eleven months' active service in the Servian and 
in this campaign, aa Crookshank's assistant. Crookshank had accepted service from the 
National Society, but, not having received any definite instractions, placed himself at my 
disposal until such should arrive. [N.B. — Before the hospital was finished. Dr. Crookshank's 
services were required by the National Aid Society, and Dr. Stiven succeeded him.] 

The Vaiiia hospital ia established in a newly erected mill. Tt required about 801. to put 
it in good tirder for receiving wounded. The site is the beat in the town, being on the rising 
ground at the north-weat comer, with large open spaces on every side. One of our doctors 
will be in charge there. I have not received any report from Col. Borthwick yet, but Mr. 
Layard, Col. Baker, and all authorities seem to think that I have been very lucky to secure 
his services under auch good conditions. 

Mr. Reade reports that he loft the 501. put at his disposal by me for Kustendje in 
the hands of the director of the railroad, who will employ an English doctor, Mr. Ball, when 
necessary. Kustendje is now occupied by the Russians, but I hope that good was done during 
the rapid evacuation which took place. Lord Melgund undertook to employ 40i. in relief of 
the wounded in the Osman Bazar district. 1 could not liave left money in better hands, aa 
he will be where the fighting actually takes place. A large supply of stores is being 
shipped for Trobizond for Cosaon's distribution at Eraeroura, subject to the direction of any 
of our doctors who may arrive there. Until one arrives Casson will distribute, assisted 
by the British Consul, M. Zohrab, and Sir A. Kemball. Lieut. Drunimond, R.N., here on 
leave, haa kindly consented to accompany pereonolly these stores through to Erzerouni. 
Protection ia necessary, owing to the many delays which will occur if sent alone. An 
American missionary will probably accompany them up country. Mr. Dnimmoud goes at 
his own expense, hut, through the Red Crescent, we can secure free pajisage for him and for 
all our goods. 

1 am supplying bandages, mattromes, shirts, &o., to the hospitals made by the different 
ladies' cominitteea on the Bosphorua, especially Mra. Layard's. I subsidise them with 
money and materials, and they work up the things exceedingly rapidly and well. 

The following is my diary during my last journey ; — July 3.— Started from Constanti- 
nople by Bteamer after purchasing stores, <&c., and spent night in ship. July 4. — Arrived at 
Varna. Well received by Ali Bey, civil governor ; arranged about scheme for hospital and 
relief with Mons. Court, the director of the tittoman branch bank. July 5. — Meeting of Red 
Crescent Committee, who offered all help ; scheme met with approval. Started by evening 
train, where spent night. July 6. — Rustchuk. Arrived at Tchervenavoda at 2 p.m., 6tovo 
on to Rnstchuk with Col. Lennox, met Crookshank, decided on site of hospital so much 
required. Soldiers with fever, &o., under hot bell-tenta. Well received by Muchir Eskreff 
Pacha. Found Stafford Bouse stores (Vefyk's) in possession of Ohonnes Bey, head surgeon 
in tent hospital. Expressed wishes of Committee. July 7-— Arranged details with Crook- 
shank. Returned towards Shumla with Dr. Stiven. (Slept in train). July 8.— (Shumla), 
Arrived daybreak. Called on Commander'in- Chief, Abdul Kerim, Borthwick, and hospital 
authorities. Visited hospitals ; 1 ,600 sick. Well received by everybody ; had conversation 
with Nedjib Pacha aa to our operations. July 9.— Started in evening after further oon- 
snltationa with medical board and Borthwick. (Slept in train). July 10. — (Varna). Arrived 
in morning, and settled site of Stafford Hospital ; arranged details, July 11. — Returned 
towards Shumla, after arranging contract about site of hospital and alterations in house. 
Report of heavy fighting between Shumla and Rustchuk, which proved false. (Slept in 
train). July 12.— (Shumla). Colled again at camp. Long conversation with medical board 
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and otheiB. Received well by Abdiil Kerim, Commimder- in-Chief, &c. Arranged about 
transport service under Burthwick. Began hy undertaking evacuation of 600 aick (in- 
valided) from Shumla ; accompanied them from the station. Supplied them with refresh- 
ments and help. Namyk Pacha inspected hospitals with me. Took list of reciuirements. 
July 13. — (Slept in train and at Varna). Arrived in Vania at 3 a.m. with 100 sick. 
Arranged with civil governor for gates of tonn to be opened, and carts sent to bring sick to 
hospital for the night. Five dangerously ill. July 14.— (On s.a. Aniitria), Arranged 
details about Vama hospital, and left further money for Borthwick and Crookshank at 
Ottoman Bant. Embarked late. 150 sick on board. July 16. — (Constantinople). Arrived 
in afternoon. Supplied sick with necessary comforts, lemonade, syrup, &c. They were 
taken off on arrival. July 16. — (Therapiu). CaUed on Mr. Layard, after purchasing stores, 
&c., tor Aaia, Vama, and Riistchuk. July 17 to 20. — {Constantinople). Arranging expe- 
dition of stores, hire of infirmiers, selected stretchers, and assisted in committee meetings 
of Red Crescent. Assisted in getting papers required for National Society staff just arrived. 
Made tlesigns for new ambulance carriage for Bed Crescent, &c. 



I shall take care that tlie stores which I buy here or you send me from Engla:id shall he 
distributed under the control of our own or other English doctors, or such rcspomiible men 
as the staff of the Ottoman Bank, &c. The National Society staff arrived about two or ^ 
throe days ago. They offered to carry our stores, and oo-operate with ua in every way ; of i 
course, I agreed to work aa far as possible in co-operation with them, and thus all hands will 
be strengthened. I have drawn up to the present moment 1,168 Turkish pounds, including 
provision tor Rustchuk tor two months (300(.), transport service, Borthwick (200;. and 
stores), Tama (50i. and stores), Reade, tor Kustendje district (601,), Melgund (40(,), Casson 
(lOOr.), and large aupply of stores ; Mrs, Layard's committee (1001.) I shall have to pro- 
vide tor Casson'a second 1001., and for further stores for Vama and Asia. 

Pera, July 81. 1877. 

I have occupied myself with forwarding Lord Blantyre'a surgeons, and providing them I 
with papers, firmans, diplomas, dragomans, and, when necessary, money, in the same way as ' 
Stafford Bouse surgeons. This, I believe, ia in accordance with the wish of the Committee. 
Five out of these fourteen surgeons sent out have served with me in Servia, and they 
will be most valuable, owing to their previous practice in gunshot wounds. On July 12 I 
sent Mr. Johnson with stores and infirmiors to Rustchuk. On July 23 I sent Lieut. Drum- 
mond with stores to Erzeroum according to list sent by British Consul at Erzeroum. I 
obtain now free passages for personnel and mat^rieL The Brighiman bringing our stores is 
delayed at Malta owing to the death of her captain. I have been appointed one of the Com- 
mittee of Installation of Red Crescent hospitals. Owing to your letter about funds, I shall 
leave further expenses tor materiel at Vama to the Red Crescent Society, which has now 
in hand nearly 10,0001. I have been very much occupied with the Installation Committee, 
and the Red Crescent will in return furnish oiu' Stafford House and Lord Blantjire's 
surgeons with materiel for flying ambulances, should they require it. All the societies, ^ 
the National Aid, Red Crescent, Stafford House, and Lord Blantyre's surgeons, are working 
hand in hand. It is the first time I have seen so much good feeling and sensible co-opera- 
tion, from which immense benefits for the great end, the good of the wounded, will 
inevitably result. The Government authorities are assisting us in every way. I go 
to the front to-day with Hnyes, Wattie, and Boyd. The Red Crescent are moat 
anxious that I should eatablish a transport service tor them also, and have voted 
a credit for it. I may do so if I have a good opportunity, and place one of our sur- 
geons in charge. I engaged two surgeons here for Varna hospital. All ia going well. 
The non-arrival of the ^p with our stores from England is a great conlrelemps, but we shall 
make the best o( it. Attwood and party are already in the front beyond Adrianople, 
and Edmunds and party somewhere in the front near Raagrad or Ruatchuk. I send al 
telegrams free, and they are not examined ; this makes me doubly careful iu not giving you 
WKT news. You will easily understand how necessary is this precaution. 1 am expect 
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ing Pratt by the next mail, and ehall oak him to remain at Pera until ni7 rctiira from the 
fvniit. I nupplied Attwi>od and party with 200 liraa ; EdmutidB and party with 50 liraa ; 
Buokby and Guppy with 10 Urns. I hsva also bought large supplies of stores from the firm 
of Delia Sudda ; these have nil gone to the front, to Asia and the Rustchulc district. I 
called last Sunday on Mr. Layard and iiitornied him of our work ; he seemed quite aatiafied. 
Dr. Sarell and Br. Bartoletti nf the Quarantine assisted me in purchasing stores before 
Attwood come ; the latter chose his own stores for Adrianople, as also Edmunds for those he 
took to Shumla. I consult the doctors who are proceeding to the fnjnt as to the stores 
they require, as different doctois like different selections of medicines.

The stores you entrusted to me were landed and placed in the Red Crescent magazine 
last Saturday. Kennett arrived here from Varna on Sunday, and left for Adrianople an 
Monday. Operating cases, bandages, lint, splints, and quinine have been sent to Adria- 
nople. Operating cases and sheets were sent to Varna yesterday ; some medicines are readj 
to go on Friday. Splints have been sent to Erzeroum.

At the Uat two arrivals of 
of Roumellsn Wounded, Noun Pacha, President of the Medical Coimcil of the War Office, and other members 
railwiv tnuu- of the Council, came down to inspect our arrangements, and they one and all expreesad them- 
Eiteb". '""^ selves highly satisfied. It was difficult to make the wounded men believe that it was the Staf- 
ford House Committee which was providing thom with aoup, coffee, tobacco, 4c. ; they think 
that no one but the Sultan could snpply them with such good things. At Constantinople, 
the cost per head for soup, coffee, bread, and, if necessary, milk, is one piastre and a half 
(threepence), all included. At Tchorlou it is slightly more. My original opinion was that 
the greatest want likely to be eiperionced by the Turkish ambulancw would bo the absence 
of any proper organisation for transporting wounded on a large scale, and that we ought to 
come to their aid in this important branch of their ambulance service. The Stafford Honse 
transport services already in work are doing eicellent work. Dr. Barker has just arrived with 
a train of 401 wounded. Four waggons of the train were fitted up with eight beds each for the 
most seriously woimded. The train was accompanied by the special ambiilanco brake-van of 
Stafford House. At Adrianople every man's wounds were dressed, and the worst cases were 
dressed again to-day by Br. Barker and his stafi'. The whole of the wounded received soup 
and other refreshments at the Stafford House soup-kitchen estabhshments at Timovo, 
Tchorlou, and Stombnul.

1 might attach them to Turkish military hospitals, but aa 1 consider that under Creicent 
e:xisting circumstances the services of these surgeons can be best employed tn the Jitld, I ^'^ '' 
have with their ctmsent transferred their services to the Red Crescent Society. Tliese surgeons 
will form the personnel of the largest and most important field-ambulance yet attached to any of 
the Turkish armies. It will be under the direct command of Baron Mundy, M. D. , Professor 
of Mihtaiy Hygiene, Imperial University of Vienna, and Head Surgeon of the Order of 
Malta. The ambulance will consist of five secttoiis, each containing one surgeon, two 
dressers, and twenty-five stretcher-bearers. There will be one surge on -in- chief, and perhaps 
some supernumerary surgeons. The medical staff will be mounted, and the sections will 
be accompanied by convoys of native waggons. It will work under the Bud Crescent, but 
will be subsidised by Stafford House stores. In my quality of member of the ' Committee of 
Oi^aniaation ' of the Red Crescent, I do not lose all control over the opteration and maniac- 
ment of this ambulance. The Mundy ambulance will operate in the Plevna district, which 
I agreed to leave to the care of the Red Crescent. Eight surgeons of the Stafford House Com- 
mittee and of Lord Btantyre left this morning for Philippopolis, on their way to the front. 
Mr. Culleniuidl>r. Sketchley are waiting for them at Philippopolis, with the horses and con- 
veyances which tliey had purchased for our Stafford House Plevna ambulance and transport, 
but which will now be handed over to the Rod Crescent at cost price. Want of means, and 
thia alone, compelled me to abandon the Plevna ambulance, which is sure to do splendid ser- 
vice. It is, however, a consolation to me to know that it will be in good hands, and worked 
by men chosen by Stafford House. The Red Crescent lioapitala of Beyler Bey (300 wonnded), 
Eavac (260 wounded), and Dr. SareU's hospital established at the Ecole Militaire (SO wounded) f-nre^ nippUa 
have been supplied with nearly the whole of their medical stores, blankets, iSc., from the ioR^^,Soro 
Stafford House depot.

Captain Biimaby caJled to see me on his arrival at Constantinople. 1 have given him a „ .. 
letter to take to Osman Pacha in case he should visit Plevna. The letter enquires after the Turkish f 
state of the wounded, and offers to send medical help if necessary. I supplied Admiral Eobart 
with a selection of medical stores to be distributed under his personal supervision on the 
occasion of his last leaving for the fleet. I have received information from Trebizond slating 
that Dr. Ryan's party with some of the stores started for Erzoroum immediately after their 
arrival, and Williams tollowod tbem with the remaining stores yesterday. I have to-day 
received a telegram from Dr. Stiven, Rustchuk, informing me that a battle took place 
yesterday near Kadikeui, that he aud Dr. Lake served on the field, while Dr. Beresford 
attended to the wounded on their arrival at the StaSTord House hospital, 180 beds of which 
were filled with serious cases. This hospital has been of great service during all the recent 
engagements near Kadikeui and Pyrgos. It is within range of the Russian batteries, but 
being nearly a mile distant from the town, there is no danger of any shells falling into it by 
accident during the periodical bombardments which take place.

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Letter from Mk. BabrinotokKennett to Sm A. H. Layaud. 

{Oa Ihe eracuaiioii of titc Turkiih n-niinded from PlrvHa.) 

878 Grand Rue. Nov. 21, 1877, 
Sib, — The circumHtancea attending tlie depiu^iire i>f the English surijeonB from Plevna 
buying been much commented upon, I think it my duty to lay before your Excellency the 
facta of the case founded upon the reports of Dr. Ryan, Dr. Mnckellor, and Dr. Bond Moore, 
and aIho the opinion I have formed on these and verbnl rejiurts from other members of the 
Stalfurd Houxe Plevna ambulance. 

Dr. Bond Moore, with an ambul&nce section, was attached to the Sultan's Circaasian 
Guard, coumianded by Kiaisim Pochn, and accompanied them in the Plevna district, in 
advance of Shefket Pacha's relieving column. He was accompanied by Dr, Mackellar, una 
of Lord Blantyre's surgeuus, whose services had bean lent to the Red Crescent Society. Df. 
Bond Moore, when at Tillich, hearing of the great diatresa in Plevna, detached hia ambu- 
lance from the Circassian Guard, and proceeded to Plevna, where he arrived late at night, 
and where it aptieors that he was somewhat badly received by the Calmacam (Governor of 
the town), when he called to ask him for ijuortors. 

The following day the whole party had an interview with Osman Pacha, who received 
them courteously, and thanked them for their offer of remaining in Plevna to attend to tho 
woimdod. He however rec[tteBted them, rather than remain in Plevna, to proceed to Sofia, 
on which town he intended evacuating at once nearly all his wounded, and where he con- 
sidered that their 8e^^il;es would be most required. 

I wish here to caU special attention to the fact that all the three surgeons agree in 
atating that Osman Pacha personally waa courteous and polite to them. 

There may have been coolness, amounting to incivility, on the part of the Caimacam, 
whose position is invariably a most unenviable one, and {>erhap3the interrogations of Tahir 
Bey, the head of the staff, were felt by the surgeons to be superfluous under the circum- 
stances of Dr. Bond Moore having a ' Boyourouldon ' from the Grand "VJEier, and all his 
otlier papers in order. Foreign surgeons, however, entering a fortified position of the 
importance of Plevna in tho middle of the night, and without prorious notice being given of 
tlieir arrival, must be prepared to put up with httle annoyances of this deacriptiou, so trifling 
in comparison with the momentous events occurring round tliein. 

With r^ard to the telegram of Osman Pacha, mentioned by Dr. Mackellar, requesting 
for Austrian and French but not English surgeons, I should remark that this information 
was based on hearsay, and, oven if confirmed, cannot be construed aa a discourtesy towards 
the English as a nation. 

Osman Pacha has been severely and, I think, unjustly criticised on account of his 
decision to evacuate all his wounded from Plevna— a measure which, owing to the rude 
means of transport at his disposal, entailed undoubtedly an immense amount uf huroan 
suffering, and many deaths amongst the severest cases. But I bog here to coll attention to 
the fact that the majority of tho cases were alight (ace Dr. Ryan's report). This decision of 
Osman Pacha may be looked upon from two points of view — viz. military and sanitciTy. 

From a military point of view, it must be remembered, he had before him the prospect 
of a siege, and it was therefore his imperative duty ta reduce, as far as possible, the number 
of mouths to be fed. In addition, there was every probability of an epidemic breaking out 
amongst the wounded, which might extend beyond the hospitals, and seriously diminish the 
number of fighting men. About tliis there can ha uo difference of opinion. 

With reference to the mniUiry point of view opinions differ. Dr. Ryan, who had been 
fifteen uiontlis in the Turkish service, and had been during the last five of them in Ple\-na 
itself, and who was therefore far better acquainted with the conditions of the wounded than 
any of our surgeons could be, considers Osman Pacha justified. Ue gives as liis reasons tho 
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iniposaibility of providing proper food and surgical npplianceB, and the imheallhy c 
crowded Btate of the hospitals, impregnated m they were with aeptic germs, making it ' 
extremely probable that Bome iterious epidomic would break out. He also calls attention to 
the outbreak of cholera at Plevna about seventeen years ago. Dr. Mackellnr, of St. 
Thomas's, who has had the experience of three caupeigns, speaking as a profesBJonal 
man, considers that Osman Pacha was not Justified in evacuating, without aplints or other 
apparatus, certain severe caaes of fracture which he observed ; and he complains, moreover, 
of his oQer of extemporising some such apparatus not being accepted by the medical 
authorities (not Osman Pacha). 

Great allowance uiust be made for the hurry and confusion which attended this evacua- 
tion ; those reHponsible for its execution beingin hourly expectation of theirretreat being cut 
off. It must also be remembered that Dr. Mackellar'a services were so far highly appreciated 
by these same Turkish medical authorities that they invited him to a consultation on many of 
the most important cases, and paid him the highest compliment for which a medical man 
could wish, in requesting him to operate on any canes he might Belect aa being of special 
difficulty, Dr. Mackellar accordingly performed several major operations in presence of the 
principal memherB of the medical staff. 

Dr. Bond Moore in his report agrees with Dr. Mackellar in condemning the evacuation 
of the severe caaes, and protested strongly against it in a letter addressed to Oniuhu Pucha, 
a copy of which is in your Excellency's hands. On the other hand, he statt^s that Osman 
Pacha BO far acceded to his suggestions as to order the wounded to be taken as far as 
Orkhanie only, instead of to Sofia, as originally ordered by him, 

I have been associated with the working of six field ambidances, four hospitals, and two 
Eyatems of railway transport, during the greater part of the present war, and consider that 
the Stafford Hoiwe staff, including myself, have always received kindness and courtesy at the 
hands of the Commanders-in-Ohief, and (with very few exceptions), at those of the other 
military officials. Jealousiea and bad feeling have occasionally arisen between doctors of 
different nationalities and different schools, and difliculties in consequence arisen, but 1 can 
state from an experience of four campaigns that this is by no means peculiar to Turkey. 

I have the honour to enclose the reports of Dr. Eyan, also an extract of Dr. Bond 
Hoore'a report, and have notified in the margin the passages most important to the subject 
«f this letter.

Reports of 'Mr. E. R. Pratt. 

{Aeting at Chief Cemminvmer.) 

Tatar-BaiaTdjik, Dec. SO, [877. 
I arrived at Adrianople on Wednesday, Dec. 5. Dr. Melvor and the surgeons with him 1 
were working weU. There had been several deaths from eihaiiation, apparently owing to , 
exposure during transport and want of necessary food. I brought up a large quantity of 
stores, including blankets, and, with a few trivial exceptions, these surgeons are well supplied. 
Dr. Barker still appears to render great service to the wovmded during their railway trans- 
port. Dr. Oalfoglou lias entered the Committee's service, and assists Dr. Minassian at the 
Philippopolis hospital. Hearing from Dr. Barker the condition in which he received the f 
wounded arriving from Sofia at Tatar- Hazard jik, 1 immediately had built a small wooden ' 
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barrack an a soup-kitchen, and five days afterwnrds the next convoy of woiuided received 
soup before starting on their railway journey. On repaaaing to-day I aaw that 450 aict and 
ided from SoSa (who had arrived under the care of one of the Red Creicent surgeons) 
received soup, toba.cco, firing, and other requisites. A aiuiilar ration will be given to- 
morrow morning, before embarking on Dr. Barker's transport. Bra. Busby, Wattle, and 
Boyd ore working neU at Sofia, having three Turkish houses, with about 50 wounded id 
each, nnder their charge. They had, however, several diflicultiea to combat with regard to 
administration. 150 beds, with all requisites, ore now ready, and, ovring to the kindness 
of Kirkor Bey, the miidecin-eii-chef, a large hospital pavilion has been placed at their service. 
I herewith enclose Dr. Busby's report. Before arriving at Sofia I met a convoy of bullock 
arabas with 180 wounded proceeding to Tatar- Bazardjik. On seeing their condition I 
lediately attached to the convoy J. Gorlitz, a Stafford House pharmacien, who was with me. 
He was of great assistance in insuring their proper housing at night, and iu purchasing soup 
and bread whenever it was possible to do ao. Hearing from Captain Bumaby at Sofia that 
three £ngliah bui^oub in the Turkish service were in great need of medicinea and other 
necessaries, I took up to the front the next morning two cases and one bale of selected store*. 
Undoubtedly here the great deficiency is that of properly organised transporL The sick and 
wounded men are carried in bullock arabaa over bad roads in snow and rain, with no further 
covering than their thin greatcoats, and often with an insufficient ration of bread ; owing to 
the exigencies of the case, many men are transported who are physically nnjit to bear the 
fatigue of so long a journey — soma absolutely dying on the road, and others arriving at their 
destination in a sinking condition. I commenced arrangements for the amelioration of this 
transport, but at the special request of Dr. Sarell, of the Red Crescent Society, I have ceded 
this work to him. Ue sent me yesterday an official answer to the effect that he has two 
surgeons, witli dressers, and hospital servants, supplied with money, clothing, and neceasaiy 
requisites, already engaged tor this service. I shall supplement liis work if necessary. I 
find I could save a great amount of suffering with blankets, socks, and woollen underclothing. 
There are 5,200 wounded in Sofia. The district is at present well supplied with European 
surgeons, there being at the front at Eaniorli throe English surgeons in the Turkish service, 
two Ited Crescent surgeons, three National Aid Societir's surgeons, five Red Crescent surgeons 
at Taahkesen (between Kamarli and Sofia) ; in Lady Strangford's hospital at Sofia, one 
surgeon, and four nurses ; on the transport between Sofia and Tatar- Bazardjik two Red 
Crescent surgeons, and eleven German surgeonn in Turkish service. The Egyptian and Tur- 
kish Government hospitals are doing good service, the former with two surgeons and three 
dressers. I shall inspect the Philippopolis and Adrianople hospitals and Dr. Attwood's 
ambulance, and report their condition to you before returning to Constantinople.

Assistant-Surgeon Sketchley and Messrs. Banfather and Williams will stui immediat«ty 
to Tatai^Bazardjik, and the district beyond, with a supply of waterproofed sheeting, blanketa, 
clothing, sheets, and money, to ameliorate as tar as possible the condition of the wounded 
during their transport. Dr. Attwood's ambulance has gone to Ichtimou, to follow wherever 
fighting is probable, Dr. McQueen's ambulance, which has crossed the Balkans with Fuad 
Pacha's division, will remain attached to it, and proceed in the same direction.

Cunstnntiiiople, Jan. IG, 1878, 
1 have just received your telegrun of 15tli inet. enquirmg if Stafford House funds are 
being diabuTBed on ajiy other charity than the relief of sick and wounded Turkish soldiera, 
and have telegraiihed reply :—' Stafford House fuads expended only on aiok and wounded 
Turkish soldiere. Write to-day.' Our swiup contractor has a contract to suppi}*, on the some 
terms as ourselves, the Committee of the Turkish Compassionate Fund and the repreaenta- 
tive ot Baron Hirsch's Committee. The trains arrive crowded with wounded soldiers and ( 
fugitives. The soldiers are served first, the refugees after. Stafford House pays for the ^ 
rations served to the soldiers, the other societies for the fugitives. The soup-kitchen and , 
boilers are the property ot Stafford House, The service is paid for by the contractor. ' 
Trains arrive at all hours without sufficient, Boraetiiaes without any, notice — such is the 
confusion on the line. Tlie plan adopted ot having one contractor for all three societies in- 
sures a supply of soup always ready day and night, a result which could not be so economi- 
cally and so satisfactorily arrived at iu any other manner. 

Caneunllnnple, Jsn. 19, 1878. 

No inform&tion from Eraeroum since Dec. 31 until last night, when a letter dated 2nd ' 
inst. was received from Dr. Denniston. Dr. Stoker, who happened to be here, at once j 
volunteered to go up to the assistance of hit friend Dr. Ryan, and as I can spare Dr. Stiven 
for a time, he will go too. They sail this afternoon for Trebizond, taking with them medical 
comforts and such storoH as they consider may be useful. Mr. Layard will give them letters 
tt> Sir Arnold Kemball, who can perhaps facilitate their movements. I cannot obtain infor- 
mation about any of our sections in Riiiimelia, with the exception of Adrianople, where the 
hospitals have all been evacuated to make room tor fresh cases in the event of f^her 
fighting. 



My letters of last week will in part have prepared you for the sad news contained in the ( 
letters of Mr. Biliotti and Dr. Denniston. I very much fear poor Byan will not pull ! 
through. If he should, however. Stoker and Stiven will soon be with him, and their instruc- 
tions are to bring the survivors out ot Erzeroum at once, and return to Constantinople with 
them as quickly as their condition will allow, There is no use wasting more valuable lives 
in a pest-house. Since Jan. 12 I have no news of the western sections, but suppose 
Sketohley's, Attwood's, and McQueen's to be falling back with Suleiman's army, which by 
latest report is supposed to be near Lagns, on the southern coast. Of Busby's sections you 
may perhaps have had news through Russian sources ; we have had none. Mclvor's party 
from Adrianople have arrived here, and will remain for a iew days until it shall be deter- 
mined whether we are to have further fighting or not. If a resistance should be made on 
the lines ot Constantinople, they will go out as an ambulance party. Having heard that a 
large influx of wounded was expected at Salonica, I telegraphed to the British Consul there 
to know if assistance was reiguired. His reply was — 'Authorities say no need now of 
s for wounded soldiers.'

Herewith I beg to forward (1) a tabulated statement of the total expenditure on the 
various sections up to dato ; (2) a statement of our liabilities to date ; (3) a rough estimate 
for the month of February ; (4) an abstract of doctors' acconnts for salary to date ; (5) the 
cash account for the month past. The tabular statement will eventually be considerably 
modified when the final accounts are received from the several sections, but the total amount genl "u tbe^' 
emoin the ume. I have sent out two ambulance wctioni to the lines of Constontuiople lines of durenca. 
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I near Haidemkeui — Dr. Mclvcr with Dr. Kirker and Dr. Barker with Dr. Edmunds, Their 
. base of operation ia at. Hademkeui, where they have two railwiiy wagons on n aiding. The 
soldiers, sick, weary, and worn from the retreat from Bazardjik, airiTo in a deplorahte con- 
' dition, barefooted and half clad. I had 390 blankets in store, which I have sent out, and 
would liAve purchased more, but that your letter advised me of the dispatch of 2,000 from 
England. I hope thuy will arrive soon, as the want of covering is severely felt by the poor 
fellows. The three aiubulaTice sections — Altwood's, McQueen's, and Sketchley'a— are atill 
witli the army of Sideuiiau at Fort Lagus, or on the way up attending to the wounded at hiL 
request. 1 

Peru, Feb. 8. 1878. 
Suleiman Pacha's generals, Chakir, Baker, Daman Nouri, and Fuad, like to have our 
surgeons attaelied to their divisions. It was clearly their duty, as attached to flying anibu- 
lunces, to stick to their divisions us they did. Dr. KJrkpatrick (one of those transferred to 
1 the Bed Crescent by Stafford House), Drs. Leslie and Neville, of the Bed Cross, and Mr, 
Bell, artist {lUttgtraled London Newa), arrived yesterday from Adrionople in wretched plight. 
They bad been taken prisoners at Taahkessen, and have suflered terribly at the hands of the 
Russians, who robbed them of everything, and marched them on foot through Bulgaria 
and over the Sliipka Pass to Adrianople. There Consul Blunt had them liberated, 
took their depositions, which go by this mail from Mr. layard to Lord Derby. 



Reports from Mr. Barrington-Kennett, Chit-f Commhsionet: 
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I have the Jionour to report to tlie Committee my arrival here on Feb. IG. 
of our ambulances have been broken up during the recent disasters. The surgeons 
of these, with few exceptions, returned to Constantinople shortly before my arriT»l. 
I cannot praise too highly the skill and energy with wliich Mr. Stoney has conducted 
our atTairs during the crisis through wliich they have just passed, and at the aanic time 1 am 
glad to report that all the members of our staff, both in the front and at Constantinople, 
have done their duty to a man, under difficult and trying circumstances. 

The following is a short ri^imi of the operations and routes of some of our sections 
during the retreat of the Turkish armies. I follow the order of the accompanying printed 
monthly list. 

B\iMch\ifi wirfion(Drs. Stiven, Lake, and Beresford, with assistants). — The Stafford Hoas« 
hospital at Bustohuk was bombarded ou Dec. 29 and 30 ; patients removed to Biistchuk, uid 
on Jan. 5 evacuated to Varna. On 9th materiel sent to Varna, and steps taken to form d 
hospital there. | 

On Jan. ID Dr. Stiven was sent, together with Dr. Stoker, to the assistance of out 
Erzeroum section. Owing to the large number of refugees flocking into Varna, and ocoupy- 
ing every available building, and the presence of a great many sui^eons of the Turkish 
service who had retired from the front, it was not considered expedient to form a hospital at 
Tamo, and accordingly, on Feb. 10, Drs. Lake and Beresford returned to Constantinople, 
leaving all onr outstanding materiel in charge of Dr. Hayes, who has since forwarded the 
greater part to Constantinople. No materiel lost. 

ErwroHm tection (Drs. Ryan and Stoker,'Capt. Morisot, T. Williams). — Affairs went 
on well at Eraeroum until the end of December, when there were in full working 
order, the Stafford House hospital under Dr. Ryan, with over 300 patients, and the 
English hospital under Dr. Fetherstonhaugh, with 160 patients. Dr. Fetheratonhaugh then 
fell ill, and giving over the hospital to Dr. Denniston, returned to England. Dr. Pinker- 
ton, who was suffering at the same time from the fever which ended fatally, was too iU 
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be moved. Subsequently Dr. Bjan, Mr. Morisot, and Williama their dragomwi, were 
token ill with the aame fever, and Dr. Deiiniiton, with Turkish surgeona, took charge of 
both hospitalK until Drs. Stivcn and Stokor came to the reaoue; aince then the three invajida 
have partially recovered, and Dra. Ryan, Stoker, and Denniaton are carrying on our work 
with their hospitala full. Dr. Stiven and Mr. Morisot are on their way home. 

Adriain^U «M(i«n (Drs. Mclvor, Eirker, Sandwith, Stewart, and Azzopiirdi, Dispenser 
SpanopouloB, J. Cowon). — Everything went on smoothly unti] Jan. 18, when official infor- 
mation waa given of the impending occupation of the town by the RusBians. Dr. Mclvor 
evacuated hia 130 reuaining wounded by rail ; left his mabjriol in charge of the British 
Consul ; sent horses and hospital attendants by road to Constantinople. All matifriel iaved 
except beds, which could not he transported. Hospital burnt. 

Philippopolia (lale Ec-tlei') KCfinn (Drs. Minasaian and Calfoglou, Dispenaer Theodore 
Akestoridea). — On retreating through Philippopolis (Jan. 14), Saleiman Pacha asked the 
British Consul if any Stafford House doctors would volunteer to remain there with those 
wounded who could not be evacuated in time to escape capture. Dr. Minassian at once 
volunteered, and two English doctors in the Turkish service being placed under hia immediate 
orders, he waa left in charge of all military and civil hospitals. He woa well supplied with 
Stafford House stores by Dre. Hume and Sandwith, who were passing through Pliilippopolis 
with the retreating army, and who thus saved their heavy stores from capture by the 
Russiaju. Communications are interrupted with Dr. Minassian, but I have every reason to 
believe that he and hia wounded are doing well. I am sending Dr. Hume with further 
■tores to his aid. 

Sofia section (Drs. Busby and Wattie, Dispenser Gorlitz, A. Colby).— The Stafford 
House hospital at Sofia consiated of ISO beda, and waa well supplied with materiel. 
Diuring the last few days of December as many of the wounded as passible were 
evacuated in compliance with ordera from head-quarters, while freah wounded came in 
from the actions at Toshkessen. On the night of Jan. 2 the town was evacuated, and on the j 
following morning a panic took place among the wounded at tliis and the other hospitals, ^ 
and all who could leave their beds rushed out from the hospital ; thone who did not perish 
from the cold were captured by the Russians and brought baok. The town waa occupied j 
by the Ruaaiana on the 3rd. Dr. Busby and stall' remained and attended to thetr wounded, as 
weU OS to others brought in by thoRusaions, many of them frost-bitten; in addition they tended 
the wounded, in some of the Turkish hospitals, who had been deserted in the panic, and 
were left in a most miserable condition. Order was subaequeally restored. At the end of the 
month Dr. Busby considered that there was a aufficient number of surgeons, exclusive of his 
staff, to look after the remaining wounded in Sofia, and accordingly lianded over hia wounded 
and materiel to tijo Turkish medical authorities, whom the Russians left at liberty to discharge 
their duties. Dr. Busby, with his staff, returned to Constontinople by the only route per- 
mitted to him, namely, by Nisch, Belgrade, and Trieste. I may here add that General 
Gourko, who visited our hospital, highly complimented Dr. Busby on its condition. All 
materiel saved. 

Stambaul lectioa (Dr. Neylan, with cUnical class of Turkish medical students). — 
Dr. Neylan has been steadily employed at the Mundy barni«k-hoapital. His chnical 
class of students has been dispersed among different hospitals, but he expects a new class 
shortly. This hospital ia always full of the severest cases. On the occasion of the railway 
accident near Tchataldja he proceeded immediately to the spot with Baron Mundy, and 
brought back the wounded. 

Shifika Mction (Dr. Attwood, Dr. Sandwith, Dr. Hume). — Several other nmhidances 
having been stationed at Shipka and the neighbourhood, I had given orders to this section to 
proceed to the front in the Sofia district where hoatilities were imminent. Dr. Attwood and 
■taff, with horses and materiel, proceeded, -rid Philippopolis and Baxardjik, to Ichtiman on 
the Sofia road, where they arrived on Jan. S, aft«r sending back Dr. Hume to recover his 
health and fetch money and stores from Constantinople. They here met Zabit Paclia, who 
informed them of the occupation of Sofia. 

Leaving Ichtiman aa the Buasiann entered it on the opposite side, they retired to Yetrena, 
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where, at the request of Muchir Satvet Pachft, they obtained posBession of some houeea for « 
hospital and visited sick and wounded soldiers. They Hubst^iiuently fell back on Bazardjib, 
and on J»n. 10 proceeded to Otloukeui, on which Chakir Pacha's and Baker Pacha's diviaionB 
hnd retired. They were able to aMist very materially the aiubulances of thuso diTisioiia 
which had lost all their stores. The same night the retreat was made upon Bazardjik, which 
was extremely difficult, owing to the state of the roads and the wagons in consequence 
breaking down. Saudwith reached Bewardjik on the evening of the 11th, and, by advice of 
Baker Pacha, proceeded to Philippopolis. [Note. —It was afterwards ascertained that the 
party separated on the retreat from Otloukeui, Dr. Attwood remaininK behind at the village 
of Fepcnsey in order to save the stores in tlie broken-down wagnn. He was captured the fol- 
lowing day by Cossacka, and, after sufferinggreathardsliips, was inarched back to Otloukeui.] 
On Jan. 14 Dr. Hume reached PhilippopoUs after a perilous journey along the line on a 
' trolly' during the night, the Russians being in close proximity to the line, and all trains 
having in consequence stopped running. In the meantime Dm. Hume and Sandwith had 
joined at Bazardjik Dr. McQueen (from Elena) and Dr. Sketchley, with fianfather and Wil- 
liams (from Samakov), and the united staff worked on the field during the three days' battleof 
Stanimaku at the foot of tlie Rhodope Balkans, south-east of Philippopolia. Under circnm- 
stances of great difficulty and no little danger they retreated with the beaten Turkish army 
over the mountaina to the sea-coast at Porto Lagos, Diirijig tlie whole of the five days' weary 
march they attended to tlio 500 sick and wounded under their charge. With the exception 
of tliose who succumbed on the way, the whole of these were shipped on board the transport 
steamer SiiUanit on Jan. 27. Our surgeons accompanied them as far as Constantinople, 
where they arrived on Feb. 2, bringing with them twelve of our ambulance horses. Mr. 
Young, Ohief Commissioner of the National Aid Society, met our ambulance moat opportunely 
at Porto Lagos, and supplied them with provisions, bandages, and warm clothing, of all of 
which our staff were in great want. I beg to call the special attention of the Committee to 
the great services rendered by these sections during the above retreat. Portions of the mat^ 
riel, including heavy stores, were left witli our section at Philippopolis ; a few cases were 
abandoned in the mountains at Stanimaka, owing to the impossibility of the transport up 
the mountain paths, covered, as they were, with ice. 

SfnniiJ Lom Atnhulawe aeclion (Dr. McQueen, Dr, Edmunds). — After the battle of Elena 
Drs. McQueen and Edmunds accompanied their division (Ftiad Pacha's) over the Balkans to 
Yamboli, where it was intended to form an ambulance, this being the terminus of the railway 
line nearest the Shipka army. Dr. Edmunds had returned to Constantinople to get money 
and stores, but in the meantime, about Jan. 11, the Russians cut off communications with 
Yamboli. Dr. McQueen accordingly joined Dr, Skotchley's section at Bazardjik on Jan. 11. 
and Dr. Edmunds, with stores, remained working with Mclvor's section at Adrianople. 

Huitchuk- Varna Bailtcay Tramrport (Dr. Hayes, with assistants at two soup-kit^jiens). — 
Dr. Hayes continued accompanying the trains of wounded from the Danube district to Vama, 
until the destruction of the Rustchuk hospital, when he joined Stiven's statfand superintended 
the transport of his materiel and wounded to Vama. He remains there now to collect oar 
mat^el, distribute some of it, and forward the rest to Constantinople, and generally to wind 
up our aflairs in his district. 

Jiuume'iaji Raihni.!/ TratmiH'rf (Dr. Barker, with assistants at four Bi)up-kitchens). — Dr. 
Barker was incessantly employed during the large influx of wounded to Constantinople, ao- 
companying the ti-ains, dressing the wounded en route, and superintending the soup-kitchena 
up the line. During tlie latter part of the great rush when there was such need at Stamboiil, 
Dr. Barker, with CoUey, by night, and Dr. Azzopordi with Mont^ by day, were engaged 
attending the wounded at the t«rminus. They all showed great devotion in this work. 

SamaJiov xctiott (Dr. Sketchley, E. H. Banfathur, Roderick Williams).— This section 
arrived at Samakov on Jan. i with instructions to assiut in the evacuation of wounded which 
had been ordered on the rapid advance of the liussians. On the l)th an action took place 
near Samakov, and this section was engaged on the field till 2 a.h. the following day, and 
did great service, being the only ombuhmce with the army. After the battle they retreated 
with the army in charge of 110 woiuided and 200 sick, Tliey accouipauied these during a 
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march, which lasted 20 ooii»ecutiv6 hoiira, and arrived aafely at Bazardjit, where tlioy were Mr. 

joined by Dra. McQueen, Hume, and Sandwith, bb stated above, ajid finally returned to ^^""'^"]J?"" 
Cnnstantinople with their wounded. Part uf materiel Iwit. tcjiortH. 

We are now entering upon a new phase of our work. The following are the changes in ' <" ' 

onr personnel and operations, namely ; — Drs. Mclvtir, Kirker, and Woods returned to Eng- ti^u'^KtipnB 
land, having concluded their service and being desirous of returning home. Dr. Wattie 
returned to England from 1'rieste on Fob. 9, for the same reasons. Drs. Busby, McQueen, 
and Sandwith will return to England next Saturday, Feb. 23, fur the same reasons. 

1 have begun the following new operations which I consider desirable in the altered 
state of circumstanoea : — 1. Owingtotheeutremepoverty of the Government, it cannot afford 
to supply milk to the hundreds of cases of typhoid fever and dysentery among the soldiers in 
hospital here. I have therefore established a system of providing this in locked cans, sent to 
EnglishdoctorsintheserviceoftheGovomment. 2. I am giving each of auch doctors a locked- 
np cheat containing medical stores, which he will use for his own ward and also distribute to 
others under hia own observation. 3. I have established an hospital in two new barraaks 
erected by the Goremment in the gardens of Marco Pacha's hospital — 150 beds. 4, Also an 
evacuation hospital and soup-kitchen at Kutdiuk-Tchekmedje [afterwards trEuisferred to 
Makrikeui], the hesd-quarters of Mukhtar Pacha in the lines before Constantinople. In 
the event of the Government sending a transport ship to fetch its wounded from Galatz or 
any other Danube port, I have offered to fit it up as a hospital-ship with mattresses, &o., and 
some medical stores. 

I should add that the Government hospitals are in great want of every description of 
materiel, and we can sensibly ameliorate this bad position of affairs in the way I have indi- 
cated. To-day I had an interview with Prince Vladimir Mestchersky, President of the 
Kussian Red Cross, on the subject of our ambulances left in Russian lines. This interview 
does away with the necessity of my visiting the Russian lines for the present, which is most 
fortunate, as I have plenty of work to do here. I am sending Dr. Hume with relief to Dr. q^'V^"" ^ 
Attwood and our Philippopolis section next Sunday. He ia bearer of a letter of introduction 
from Prince Vladimir Me.itcheraky which will facilitate his journey up country. I have lent 
Dr. Barker's and Dr. Edmunds' servioes for a few days to the Compassionate Fund. They 
are engaged in discovering and isolating cases of small-pos and typhoid fever among the 
masses of fugitives crowded in the mosques, and also in vaccinating. 

ConstanliDnple, Msrch 1, 1878. 

As the Committee is aware, Drs. Stiven and Stoker had been sent to ErEeroum by Mr. SurKeotisftt 
Stoney on receiving the bad news that Dr. Ryan and Messrs. Morisot and Williams were -'^'''''"""* 
ill with typhus. Dr. Stoker in his report gives a graphic account of the journey up 
country, which waa accomplished with great rapidity under most trying circumstances. 
Arrangements had been made by the British Consul at Trebizond, Mr. Biliotti, which 
enabled the party to start from that town two hours after they arrived by steamer from Con- 
stantinople. In a jirivate letter from Dr. Ryan to Mr. Stoney, the former says, in reference 
to the arrival of the party : ' 1 can't tell you what a pleasure and unexpected surprise it waa. 
Stokeris assisting me in the hospital and seems to be waiting orders before deciding whether 
he will remain or not ; there's lots of woi^ to do, but, if he is much wanted, I can and will 
get on without him. He himself is anxious to remain and assist me. There are great 
rumours here of peace. I wrote to the RuHsian General about twelve days ago asking him lotersopti™ of 
if he had any of our letters to send them in . I received in reply a very polite letter telling """^ ^^ "■"" 
me that he very much regretted that a post with letters for us was intercepted and destroyed, 
but be added that since the occupation of Erzeroum by our troops was a question which would 
be settled in a few days, we coidd then make arrangements for our correspondence. In the 
event of peace being declared, there will be lots of work for us fora month or six weeks at 
least. Of course in such an event, and when the line is open, I await your orders. Every- 
thing is quiet ; we have had several parlementaires (Russian), but what has been their busi- 
ne«B I don't know. ' 

Dr. Hayes retomed from Varna on Feb. 27. To-day he begins his new work ■■ head of 
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n section to relieve the numerous sick in the battaliona in the liuos outside Cotutantiuople. 
Mr. Harvey began liia work to-day as head of a section to distribute fresh milk to the ho«- 
pitoU and to bury the masses of doad oxen and horses in the neighbourhood of the enoamp- 
menta. For the latter purpose we have citUed for votunteera among the refugees and found 
200 willing to work for a loaf of bread and sixpence a day. We provide thera with 
spades and pickaxes. The bodies will be buried, having previously been covered with quick- 
' lime. The existence of these unburied carcases has caused a great deal of faver and other 
' iUness amongst the troops stationed in the outlying viUagea, In some places durinii a recent 
visit of inspection, I found the roads literally blocked with dead horses, oxen, and donkeys, 
within a hundred yardH of the encampment, all in a state of putrefaction. Raouf Pacha, 
tlie Minister of War, exjH^jssed himself very much pleased at this useful work which we are 
undertaking, and has promised us every assistance. The two new barrack hospitals are 
progressing rapidly. The bedding for 150 beds will he ready in a day or two. Dr. Neyhut, 
with Drs. Lake, Barker, and Clements (the latter I have recently engaged), will form the 
working staff. I shall reserve all details of the new barracks until they begin work. The 
Government gives us the building, 140 beds, hay to fill the mattresses, and rations. W« 
supply the rest. Dr. Stiven and Mr. Morisot arrived from Erieroum yesterday, Drs. 
Barker, Clements, and Edmunds are devoting their spare time to the refugees, until our 
new hospitals are full. The greatest exertions are required to prevent an epidemic, which 
would be a terrible scourge to the anny. Dr. Hume started 24th uU. to the assistance nt 
Dr. Attwood. I regret to report tliat 1 received a telegram to-day from him, dated Philip- 
popolia, Feb. 23, in which he states that Dr. Attwood was seriously ill and also Dr. Cal- 
foglou; the latter, however, is recovering. He also states that our hospital at Phihppopolis 
is working well, with over 300 patieuts. I have received further very bad accounts of the 
state of the wounded at Salonica. Our amhulance section sent there under Dr. Eocles will 
be of the greatest service. 

Const uitinople, Hnrrh H, ISTS. 
1 beg to report to the Committee the following ambidance operations :— Dr. Barker starts 
to-day for Gallipoli to take over the hospital of the National Society established there, Hr. 
Young having decided to withdraw his staff from that place. Dr. Clement, with a dreasar 
and storekeeper, starts to-day for Salonica, taking selection of stores in compliance with a 
telegraphic request from Dr. Eccles. I regret to report the iUness of Dr. Beresford, attached 
to this section. Dr. Eccles reports that tliere is frightful want in Salonica, and that typhua 
is raging there. Dr. Neylan starts to-day for Philippopolis with a special wagon kindly put 
at our disposal by the Red Crescent Society for conveyance of Dr. Attwood to Constantinople, 
t have no recent information as to the state of Dr. Attwood, but he is under good medical 
advice, and will have every comFurt during his transport. Mr. Morisot will leave next 
Monday to rejoin Dr. Ryan's section in Asia in charge of money and instructions. This sec- 
tion will follow the wounded to whatever station they are evacuated, and assist in Uieir 
transport, establishing, if necessary, soup-kitchens on the line of march. We anticipate great 
Ines of life among the troops in retiring from Erzeroum, owing to the insufficient supply of 
food and the intense cold. There is a report that a great disaster has fallen on a large body 
of the Erxeroum garrison on their march to Ersinghian, owing to its being overwhelmed in a 
snowstorm. Particulars are wanting. All our surgeons being now required for our own 
ambulance work, 1 have withdrawn them from the mosques. Major de Winton, who is 
administering the relief of the Compassionate Fund, has expressed himself extremely satisfied 
with the good services they have rendered. Five English surgeons in the Turkish service 
working at tho hospitals of Selimie, Kuleloe, Medjidie, and Coumbarkhan^ are now pro- 
vided with large cheats of stores from our depot, sufficient for the treatment of the sick 
and wounded in their respective wards. Average number of patients to each surgeon 80. 
We have also supplied blankets when necessary for their wards, and extra stores as occasions 
arise. The surgeons report very satisfactory results. One of our stablemen, who had served 
in McQueen's section during the Lorn campaign, died on March 1. His funeral was attended 
by Dr, Edmunds and some other members of our staff here. The horses of the Committee 
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in the Constontinoplo district lire now all in active use, except thuae inTalided, Mout of them 
BuSered terribly diuing the retreat across the Rhodope Balkans, but they have been well 
taken care of since, and are now, with the above exceptions, in fair condition. Dr. Langdon 
has juat called. Ea was under Dr. Minaasian at Philippopolis. He saw Dr. Attwood on 
Tuesilaj last (March 5) at ti p.m. Ue was tlien suffering from typhoid fever, and was deU- 
rioUH at intervals. He was cousidered in a critical condition. Dr. Hume waa attending him. 




Constnntinople, Marcli 17, 1877. 

Many Turkish wounded ore being brought in by rail from the Russian lines. The Red 
Crescent sanitary train is in full work, and will continue running between Bazardjik and 
gtamboul until all the Turkish wounded are brought here. Aa our two new barracks are 
close to the railway station, the wounded can be brought in upon stretehers from the car- 
riages themselves. We are fortunate in having Dr. Stiven here ; I have appointed him head 
of the new barrack hospital. His kuowledge of Turkish, and the long exi>crionce he baa had 
in managing Kustchuk hospital, Gt him particularly well for the post. 

With regard to my having lent four surgeons temporarily to the Compassionate Fund, Relief t" p 
the following ore my reasons ; — Tliere waa no proper staff of medical men attending the ^^^^ 
masses of refugees in the mosquoa of Sultan Achmet and St. Sofia ; Hmall-poi and typhoid 
fever were rapidly on the increase, and a great epidemic of these diseases appeared imminent. 
In the meantime, surgeons came in batches to Constantinople from their broken-up sections, Epiiiernie 
and I had a few to spare while making new arrangements for the redistribution of our staff, iraminfnt. 
An epidemic in the town would be a terrible danger to the troops, as it would be sure to ox- 
tend to them. To check this aa far aa lay in my power, I lent the services of tour surgeons, 
which were gladly accepted by the Compassionate Fund Coiimiittee. By all accounts they 
have been doing eicellent work, searching for the cases of smatl-poi and typhoid among the 
masBes of people huddled together, and isolating them until they are sent to the hospital 
eatabliahed for those diseases. At tlie same time I supplied out of our stores a few disinfec- 
tants and some commou medicinoa, of which we have an abundant supply. In exchange we 
have received a large supply of bandages, &c., from the Compassionate Fund, which were 
not required bj it. This I consider a most satisfactory arrangement for both societies. 

We have juat received more reports from Drs. Ryan and Stoker, dated Feb, 18. There Eneroum i 
are 21)0 patients now In the Stafford House hoapitaJ. The Turkish soldiers ore leaving '"'"' 
Erzeroum to make way for the Russians. Ryan is in some difficulties, as several of his 
Turkish employes, and one Turkish surgeon, have deserted their posta in his hospital at the 
approach of the Russians, and have gone to Erzinghian ; I hope that Ryan will catch them 
and have them punished. 

Should the Turkish hospitals be evacuated our nnited Erzeroum sections will assist in 
the evacuation, establish sonp-kitchena on the road, and attend generally to the wounded. 
There is still great need of Stafford Houae help, owing to the extreme poverty of the Govern- 
ment and, I am sorry to say, some apathy on the port of certain of the hospital authorities 
as to the state of the wounded. 

Lady Strangford is here ; I shall snpply her with some stores from our depAt, and Lady Strsi 
give her what other help we can afford. '""'■ 

The English doctors in tlio Turkisli service have terminated their contraots with the 
OoTBmment, but some will stay ou, and so wu can continue our system of snpplying them nith 
nturea tor their own words. 

CongtanliDOple, H«r;h SO. 

I enclose reports from our sections at Enseroum, Salonica, Philippopolis, Tchifout- ConditioD c 
Burgas (lines of defence), Makrikeui, and Gallipoli, also copy of oflicial despatches of ■'ni""'""™ 
Suleiinnn Bey, chief surgeon of the Government hospital at Kesanlik, containing upwards 
of 900 Turkish sick and wounded. 

ErTi^Toum eeelion. — The reports from Erjwroum are very interesting, and show how well 
the Stafford House and British hospitala are working. At the same time these reports show 
that there is no longer any great necessity for us to keep up our sections (liere. The Turkish 
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GuTemineiit hocpitaU have be«n eraciuited, and the T«inaiiuiit{ aick and wounded placed in 
our hoapitaJs, in conaequence of which there are many GoTemment aurgeona to apare. After 
due oonaideration, and coDsulting with Mr. Stoney and Dr. Stiven, the latter of whom has 
recently returned from Etzeroum, ore hare unanimously come to the conclusiun that we 
nthdniwal of ahunld withdraw our huepital staff from that town. The following telegram htis nccordinglj 
been sent to Dr. Ryan through Mr. Biliotti, Trebizond : — ' If you consider advisable, hand 
ir both hoipitala, aasust traasport where practicable, gire remaining stores to Aiaerican 
D for diatribntion toTarkith sick and wounded ; return yoursulveg b; Trezibond.' I 
•hould add that the recent arrival of a large Ked Crescent ambulance at Elrzeroiim has in- 
fluenced our deciaiun. Sir Arnold Kemball, who haa personal knowledge of the work of our 
Alia section, apeaka in the highest terms of Dr. Ryan and his energetic staff. 

SalonUa jerfimi. — Dr. Eccles' report gives a terrible actouut of the distreaa amotig the 
uck and wounded at Salonica. Large numbers continue to arrive, and, in spite of the high 
rate of mortality, all the hospitala are overcrowded. He states that ' the suffering at thia 
present time is increased tenfold compared with what it was during the war.' In accordance 
with a request bom Dr. Eccles I have increoaed bis medical staff, and sent bim Dr. Roe (re- 
cently retired from the Imperial nervice), Dr. Ariatidea Michaelidea (a Greek surgeon, who 
was working for aix months under our staff atAdrianople), and also a good dresser and store- 
keeper. I abo sent a secund large supply of stores. I instructed Dr. Eccles to eit«nd hia 
operations to Volo, should he find it desirable, and be is accordingly going to innpect that 
town immediately. Three surgeons of the National Aid Society were sent to Salonica a 
abort time after the despatch of our section, and a fourth has since followed. I understand 
from Mr. Young that they have taken over some wards of the Government hospitals there, a 
•yatem which we found to answer so well and economically at Adrianople. There is a Taat 
field for the operations of both societies at Salonica, and I am very glad to have the powerful 
co-operation of the ' National Aid ' there. Dr. Bereaford has so far recovered from the fever 
from which he was suffering as to be able to resume his duties. 

PhUippop^ii Kctiim. — On March 18 Dr. Ilunie arrived hero from Philippopotis in charge 
of Dr. Attwood, who remains dangerously ill froai enhaustion consequent uiwu recurrent 
fever. Dr. Neylan also returned by the some train. It appears from what these doctoi* 
report, as also from a letter which I have received from Dr. Minaasian, that our work at 
Philippupolis haa been carried on under very great difficulties. The Ruaaian authorities re- 
cogniaed Dr. Minaasian aa the head of the Turkish hospitals, and accordingly allowed him a 
certain sum per head for ration money. By supplementing thia from our funds in hia poa- 
session, he has provided fairly well for the nouriahment of all the sick and wounded left 
behind in Philippopolis, nearly 400 in number. Unfortunately, however, his hoepital 
r^^r^'' attendants were all attacked with fever, as alao his colleague Dr. Oalfoglou, while he himself 
was at the moat critical moment severely indisposed. He was obliged to employ some 
Bashi-Bazouks for in&rniien, and struggle on as well aa be cuutd. We had arranged that the 
Red Crescent sanitary train ahoald take away the Pliilippopolis wounded, but, owing to sonte 
difficulties, this train never arrived, and the Russian authorities requisitioned onotlier train, 
by which all, except 50, severe cases have been removed to Constantinople. These 50 cases 
have been left at our Philippopc)liB hospital, and yesterday, when I was at the War Office, 
Borou of the authorities expressed their sincere thanks that our section bad remained behind 
to look after tlieni. I have given instructions to Dr. Minassian to bring these 50 cases up, and 
close our operations at PhilippupuHs aa soon aa possible. The town la a hotbed of fever and 
dysentery, and the Russian commandant haa ordered liis sick and wounded to bo at once re- 
moved to neighbouring villages. 

T(ki/iiiit-Burgaf (Dr. Ifayei') Mciion. — I have but little to add to Dr. Hayes' report. 
He is working steadily and well, and, by treating the siek promptly on the spot, saves mauy 
of them from coming into the crowded and impoverished hospitals of Constantinople. 

Makrikf^ii. — I rode out and inB[)eclt'd Dr. Sketchloy's section last Sunday. I found 
everything goii^g on well in the hospital, and was pleased to see that iie had established a 
■jrsteui of outdoor relief as welL The hospital is always fulL 
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Dacxid Pacha section (Mr. Hnrrty'a). — This swtiuu b conipf)aetl of Mr. Harvey, an 
energetic young engineer, uccuBtomed to manii^e Turks, and g^icakiug their laligiliige fluently, 
with ttbofly of 100 Turkish refugees, who volunteerfiii to ftccompaay him. Tlioae are divided 
into parties of ten men, who elect their own chiefs. Mr. Harvey Buperintenda all their 
Operationa. The Ouverniwent provides Mr. Harvey with tents, and affords us every facility 
for our work. The carcases are buiied one metre below thu surface, being previounly covered 
with quioklime. Nearly 1,000 have now been buried. In some plnces in the immediata vicinity 
of the villages hundreds of dead animals were lying in the ditches in groupn of from four to 
ten. They bad died on the road, and been pushed into the nearest ditch, where they lay in 
hideous heaps, damming up the stream and poisoning the water, wliioh would probably be 
drunk by other animals farther down. I need not describe to you the hon'ible sleucli 
emanating from these masses of decaying animal matter, spreading fever and pestilence 
around. The soldiers, worn out with the long campaign and insufficiently nourished at the 
present moment, are most apt to catch fevers and dysentery. No doctors are attached to liis 
Rection, It costs us about 1301. a month, including pay. 

OalUpoli. — Dr. Barker's report does not give a very favourable view of the Gallipoli 
hospital which we have just taken over. Another house has now been chosen for our hospital, 
into which the sick will be removed. I am sending Dr. Barker another doctor and a large 
supply of medical stores for which he has written. Sir B. Commerel! strongly approves of our 
establishing a good hospital there, aa abio a transport service from the ' Unas ' to the hospital. 
This, however, we cannot do at present from want of meanja. I am afraid that our present 
expenditure will be considered very high, though the strictest economy is practised in ail our 
sections. 

Kesanlik. — I received Suleiman Bey's urgent appeal for help officially from the War 
Office on the 0th. On the lltli Mr. Stonej prepared a large selection of stores, which were 
forwarded for Kesanlik the following day in charge of K. Williams, formerly our storekeeper, 
Hid since attached to Sketcbley's and Harvey's section. His instructions are to proceed to 
Seaanlik as fast as possible vid Philippopolis ; he will receive other stores from our depot 
there shouldhe not liave sufficient withliim. Thorebeingnowant of medical men at Kesanlik, 
we are not sending a iKf'um there ; the more so as the Red CrcHCont surgeons are sending 
some of their surgeons to relieve the Government surgeons ; the latter will then return to 
Constantinople. Except at Philippopolis, we have not as yet furnished any help to the 
TurkiBh wounded in Russian hands. This case, however, was very urgent, and in conse- 
quence I considered it my duty to send help without an hour's delay. 

Dr. Hayes has just come in from Tchifout-Btu'gas since I began this report. There are 
no rations allowed the troops but biscuits ; those very sick cannot out them, and conse- 
quently often go without eating at all. He hoM come to fetch some beds, and also soup, and 
other provisions, to supply this urgent want. There ore six battalions of infantry at 
Teh if out-Burgas, besides artillery, and Dr. Hayes is tlie only medical man there. In addition 
to these duties. Dr. Hayes distributes necessary medicines to some of the doctors in the 
neighbouring divisions, who are completely destitute of some of the most essential medical 

On the whole, the Turkish sick and wounded are in a miserable condition. The Govern- 
ment cannot afford to purchsso the most nocc^aiy requirements for their hospitals, and the 
medical staff have to work under great disadvantages. In addition to tliis, the hospitals are 
over-crowded, and in loo many the most ordinary annitary precautions are neglected. 
Never, perhaps, during the whole course of the campaign, was help more needed than now. 
The number of sick and wounded is aa great as ever, while the means of the Government to 
meet the torrent of misery which has overwhelmed them are less than ever. I eameitly 
hope that those who backed up and sympatliised with the brave fellows who fought so hanl 
during the recent campaign, will not forget them now, when many of the bravest of them 
are lying in agony and want, their wives and children outcasta and refugees. Can one 
imagine greoter misery than this ?

Since writing mj last report I have received jonr aecond telegr&tn, dated March 23, in- 
forming me that, in addition to the 2,0001. credit which I uked for, I could coant on another 
2,5001. tor winding up. Under these altered circumstances, I have decided as follows : — To 
keep up Gallipoli, Salonica, Tuh if out-Burgas, and Hftrvey'a section to the end of April ; to 
keep iip barrack hospitals, Stamboul, nntil end of May ; to efacuate PlulippopoliB on Con- 
Btantinople ; to hand over Makrikeui to Red Orescent ; to hand over Erzeroum to Oovem- 
ment. I estimatQ that we shall be able to do tliis on the 2,5001. winding-up allowanoe. I 
shall, however, keep a sharp look-out, and hand over Salonica, Hayes', and Harvej^s sections 
should I And myself running too near the limit of our eipenaes. I enclose reports from the 
following sections : — Stamhoul, Salonica, Stamhoul Musqiiea, and Teh ifuul^ Burgas ; also 
copy of letters from Sir E. Commerell relating to Gallipoli, and from M. BiKotti relating to 
the convalescents in Asia. 

Sfumbo^U (barrack hospital)."— Dr. Stiven's report is rery satiatactory. I inspect 
the hospital nearly every day, and find everything going on well. The Saion Siatem of 
Charity (profesawi) are working from morning until night. I have handed over the depAt of 
the hospital to them, including the case of linen, itc. We have everything ready for the 
second barrack, but it is not yet cleared of convalescents. I have had the greatest difficulty 
in persuading the authuritiee to remove them into an adjacent house hired by ua for the 
purpose. 

Saloaiea. — Dr. Eoclea' report is satisfactory. He has since started for theVolo district 
with a few stores, leaving Dr. Bereaford in charge of the hospital. Our fundu will not permit 
us to build a barrack as suggested in his reptirt, hut we are applying to the Government for 
■omo tents which will, no doubt, be lent to iis- 

Stamhmil Mnniiici, — Aa the Committee is aware, I lent for a short period to the Com- 
paaaionate Fund the services of Drs. Barker, Lake, Clement, and Edmunds. Their duty was 
to detect and send to hospital any cases of small<pox or typhoid, and to treat in the moequea 
those of the sick whom they considered it sate to leave there. For this purpose I ouppUeil 
them with medicines from our store. I enclose Dr. Clements' report on his work ; it serves 
as an example of what they all did. It was an understood thing that the services of these 
surgeons were lent only during the period which was required to redistribute our medical 
staff. Mr. Bartlett, the Commissioner of the Compassionate Fund, be^ed me to convey to 
the Committee his sincere thanks for the services our doctura rendered to his society. 

Tchifoyit-Burga). — Dr. Hayes continues his work steadily, and is gradually extending 
his operations. Ditemiittent fever seems to be now the prevailing complaint. 

OaUipoU.^Aa will be seen from Sir E. Commerell's letter, the Stafford House hospital 
is now established in a new house, and all seems going on well. Here as everj'where else 
where we have been engaged, the soldierx are extremely grateful t^i us. The authorities also 
assist ns when tliey can, and whenever I have any communication with them, express sincere 
t h ft uk " for the work of the Committee. 

CowsaUiceytU in Ana. — Mr. Biliotti, tlie British Vice'Consul at Trebizond, has been of the 
greatest service to us during the whole war, and lately he has formed our means of communi- 
cation with the Erseroum section. Hearing that a large number of convalescents were likely 
to bo sent to Trebizond, I had telegraphed acredit of LT.200, in favour of Mr. Biliotti, to be 
administered as he thought best. His letter will show how much he appreciated having tJie 
disposition of the money. He wUI make it go as far os poaiible, and alleviate the immediate 
wants of some of the poor fellows who are returning to their liomes in poverty and bad health. 
Yesterday t visited the new Turkish encampment in the vicinity of the Bosphonis (northern 
sliore). A great many sick were continually on the rood finding their way, mostly on foot, 
to Constantinople. 1 shall ttj and organise some sort i)f transport tor these poor fellowg. 
The Government has plenty of available oronibuses and hnraei for this purpose. The noise 
being very warlike, I am nmliin g arrangoments to meet the contingency of hostilities breaking 
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Conatantioople, March 29, 1878. 
I have to-day receivod yoiira of March 20. With regard to the burying of the dead RjaRiNGTos 
horses, you may be certain that it is a good work— a work rather of prevention than cure. I Kennett'h 
acknowledge that the Tiirkish Government ought to hnre done this work ; biit, as I could not , rfpori*. ^ 
persuade the authorities to move in the matter, I thought it my duty to undertake it myaelf. 
We have now buried 3,600 horses and oxen, at a cost of &i. or M. each, ijiduding Harvey's 
salary and the pay of the refufiees. The burial of a horao or en costs ua leas than the treat- 
ment of a wouuded or sick man for oue day. This work will be quite finished in a, weok 

I enoloHB a repoi-t from Dr. Buckle, who has lately been visiting our hospitals at Stam- ''"'*' ("'J""^" 
boul and Makrikeui. With regard bi our future movements, much will depend upon whether ties between 
or not war breaks out between England and Russia. I have prepared as far as possible for England and 
this contingency, in keeping our hospitals at Salonica and Galllpoli well suppUed with all 
Tei[uisites, and in recalling our Erzerouui stalT. Also in arranging to hand over the Makrikeui 
hospital to the Red Crescent, as I think that the hrst move of the Russians might be to 
occupy that village, and facilitate their communications with Constantinople, if tbey did 
not occupy Constantinople itself. 

The sections of Harvey and Hayes could ho withdrawn at a day's notice, and they have 
neither of them any valuable material to lose. I calculate that, if we were pressed, we could 
clear our depAt at Oalata in a single night, andshipoff our stores to Princes Islands or Scutari 
the following day. Williams duly arrived at Kesanlik with the storeit, and has telegraphed for 
a further supply, which under the circumstances will not be sent. Ho has been ordered back to 
Constantinople. The line of railway being obstructed owing to an accident. Dr. Minasstan 
cannot evacuate his wounded from our Philippopolis hospital tor a few days. However he will 
come with the wounded on the first opportunity. Dr. Attwood continues to improve, and we 
hope that he will be suflicieatly restored to bear removal to Italy a fortnight hence, 

CDnBtsntiiiople, April 10, IBTa. 

I beg to report to the Committee that on Saturday, March 30, I proceeded to inspect ^f (j^fii^ 
our hospital at Galllpoli, and subsequently visited the old Crimean war hospitals at Nagara bos^itil. 
Point, near the town of the Dardanelles. My object was to find some convenient place on 
which we could concentrate remaining stores and staff in the event of hostilities breaking 
out, and rendering it necessary for us to evacuate Constantinople. 

At Galllpoli I was most kindly received by Admiral Sir E. Commerell, and also by the 
civil and military Governor. I found everything most satisfactory at our hospital. It is 
established in a Greek house in the upper part of the town. The wards are of a convenient 
size, well ventilated, and perfectly clean. The hospital can contain 120 patients, and 
more than half the beds were occupied on the occasion of my visit. Dr. Barker has a good 
supply of wines, soups, and other medical comforts, which have done more than medicine 
towards curing the sick and worn-out soldiers. 

The moral effect of this hospital is extraordinary. There is scarcely a man among the Jj^"^"'.'*'! , 
15,000 troops la the Gallipoli lines who does not look upon it a.i a sign of English sympathy, dicn. 
for which he is deeply grateful. Admiral Commerell considered it most important that we 
should not close the hospital for the present, and to show how strongly he felt on this sub- 
ject, he promised a subscription of 35t. towards keeping it up. 

On Tuesday I went to the Dardanelles in H.M.S. Siiltan. I visited the militaiy Propped 
governor, who seemed well acquainted with the Stafford House work. I made myself ''"'P'"' ■' '"* 
acquainted witli the different sites convenient for a hospital, in the event of a resumption 
of hostilities, and subsequently visited Nagara Point, and made a careful inspection of the 
old Crimean war hospitals, English and French. The old English hospital is in a very bad oirl Crimpim 
condition. It consists of two long barracks, containing eiglit words in each barrack, 22 paces *si bosiiitsU. 
. long by 10 paceH wide, the whole surrounded by a high wall. All the ofBues are in ruins. 1 
donotooTisiderthatrestoring this building woidd be worth the expense. The French hospital

secured the refiual of Ihem in tile event of hostilities breaking out again and the coaiiDitt«e 
continuing operations. 

Harrx^t leetion. — This section was wound up Tliureday, April 4. The 120 voliinteen 
were paid off, each man receivii^ his blanket and the a[>Bde or pick which he used. Though 
serving under most unfavourable sanitary conditions , their general health was go<"L lEr. 
Harvey started on Baturdfty, April 6, to Sofia to bring buck some stores which have been 
left there bj Dr. Busby in charge of the French Consul, and on his return tlirough 
Adrianople to pick up the Stafford House stores left there by Dr. Mclvor in charge of the 
British Consul. 

Mahrikeai Mctioii. — The hospital is doing excellent service, though there have b«ea 
lately several deatlis owing to an outbreak of typhus fyver. Ghazi (")wnan Pacha visited 
the hospit&l on Friday, April 6, and expressed himself highly gntisfied. The hospital will 
be transferred m it stands to the Government at the close of this we«k. 

Rxutrh'ik-VaTiui Transport. — This section was wound up on Saturday, April 6. Some 
of the medicines were distributed by Dr. Hayes l<i the military suj^eons in the neighbour- 
hood of his ambulance, for which he Laa taken official receipts from the regimental 
committees. The remaining and most valuable medicines he has returned to depot. Dr. 
Hayes leaves the Stafford House service to-day. 

Oaltipoli itetUm. — Dr. Clement takes the place of Dr. Barker, tomporarily invalided, 
and returning to Constantinople on leave. 

Hahniai MciitHi.^Dr. Ecclos' two reports are very satisfactory. I have heard several 
independent authorities speak in high terms of his hospital, and the gootl aerviccs it hoa 
rendered. Dr. Bereaford returns homo on private affairs, and leaves the Stafford House ser- 

Erxnmm trriion. — Dr. Ryan's report shows good work being done. I hope that by 
this time his hospital has been transferred or evacuated, and that he and his staff are on 
their return home. I regret extremely to have to report an act of unjustifiable cruelty 
towards the wounded in Dr. Deuniston's hospital, au act tor which Hussein Effendi, the 
head surgeon of Erzeroum, seems to be responsible. 1 lieg to refer you to Dr. Deuniston's 
report of the occurrence, dated March 20, and also to his spirited protest to the Turkish 
governor, Hakki Bey, which has resulted in the imprisonment of Hussein Effendi. Dr. 
Attwood's condition is ho far improved that he is enaliled to leave Constantinople by th« 
Meaaageriea steamer to-day. He will be accompanied by Dr. Huuie, who leaves the Stafford 
House service to-day, and a dragoman. We all consider that he owes his life comphstely 
to Dr. Humo, who, since he found hjni lying insensible and in a dying state at Phllippopolis, 
hju scarcely aver left his side. 

Kentniik tection. — Roderick Williams has returned here after a successful mission to 
Kesantik and Carlovo. He arrived safely at Kesanlik with a large supply of stores from 
our depot here, and with a furtlier selection from our depot at Pliilippopolis. He found 
that Suleiman Bey's re[X>rt, nliich was sent to the committee on March 20, was only too true. 
There were plenty of doctors at Kewinlik, but no stores ; his arrival was, therefore, a 
goilsond to those poor fellows loft beliind and almost forgotton. After distributing the sloren, 
Williams took an active part in the evacuation to Philippopolia of the greater part of tbesa 
wounded, by means of Russian ambulance waggons lent for this purpose, and established tem- 
porary soup-kitchens on the line of evacuation. It is right to state that the Russian authorities 
rendered every assistance in their power. On theirarrival at Philippopolia, Dr. Min&ssian took 
charge of 200 of the wouuded, and there being a good supply of stores remaining in our 
Philipi>opoliB depflt, he was enabled to meet all necessary wants. Dr. Mlnossian will hand 
over tliese wounded, as also the old patients 'if the Stafford House hospital, to the Red 
Crescent on our closing operations ut Fhilippopolis, which will take place at the end of next 
week. I have given instructions for all our stores at Solonica and here to be ready for 
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removal at 24 hovira' notice, mi that wo are not unprepared Sur any cnioniency tliat may Mr.

I am taking core to keep well witliin the sum allowed by the committee for winding up, 
I consider that it is most desirable to keep up one or two hospitals till the present crisis is 
Tlie effect of our suddenly closing all our hospitals would be very bad, the more bo 
as the Ji^ational Society have now practically brought their operations to a close. It is most 
important at this moment that we should not do anything which might be construed aa 
showing a diminution of British sympathy. Further reports have been received and will be 
sent by next Friday's maiL 

ConitnnliDDpIe, April IZ, 1878. 

I enclose reports from Dr. Eccles, Dr. Hayes, and R. Williams, also general cash account Improved 
for the months of Feb. and March. Br. Ecoles' reports show that tJie sanitary state of the o'^'. '. 
wounded in Salonica has been rapidly improving, while large numbers have been evacuated 
on Constantinople, tinder these circumstances, I have thought it desirable that our hospital 
should be transferred at an earlier date than I had anticipated. Accordingly Dr. Ecelea, 
w ith his staff of surgeons and hospital assistants, with a selection of stores, not immediately 
wanted, will embark for Conatantinople on a Government ship next Sunday. Few things in 
this war have been more satisfactory in their results than the missions of the National Society 
and Stafford House to Salonica. Dr. Crooksbank, chief surgeon of the former, veiy kindly 
handed over to our section eight cases of hospital stores, when he left Salonica. As will be 
seen from his report. Dr. Eccles was able to render good service in an action which took place 
recently on the eastern slope of Mount Pellou on the Greek frontier. Dr. Hayes' report shows 
that the sickness in the lines of defence is decreasing, which is most satisfactory, especially 
when compared with the rapid increoao of sickness in the Russian lines. I do not doubt that , 
thisresidt is partially due to the good work done by Harvey's section in burying 3,000 carcases V 
of horses and oxen, which were poisoning the air and the water of the immediate neighbour- 
hood. Hundreds of carcases are lying in the Rnssian lines opposite, and, as long as they 
remain unburied, sickness is sure to be prevalent among their troops. I have received a 
telegram from Trebizond to the effect that Dr. Ryan and party had arrived there safely 
yesterday afternoon, and are coming hero by next Saturday's steamer. I assume that Dr. 
Dennistcm will be with thoin. Dr. Attwood, accompanied by Dr. Hume, left for Naples 
last Wednesday ; satisfactory arrangements were made on board the ship for his com- 
fort. Lady Strangford has established a. hospital at Scutari with English nurses, and Dr 
Stevenson as head Burgeon ; I have supplied her with a few medicines and other things 
which we could spare, including some bedsteads, which we had ordered for the second 
barrack, and which she took at cost price. Dr. Barker has arrived here for a little change of 
air, but returns to Gallipoli to-morrow ; he reports that everything is going on satisfactorily 
there ; we have 200 mnttreMes and bedding, with complete hospital stores for 200 woimded, 
ready to be sent down at a few hours' notice to GaUipuli, should hostilities recommence. We 
shall also have sufficient money over, to start a new ambulance. With regard to money 
matters, you may rely upon me to keep well within the mark, especially now that there is 
some chance of our being able to relievo wounded 'allies.' Should affairs take a decidedly 
peaceful turn, we shall be able to fit up a hospital ship for the Government to send to Russia, Eitimitrd 
for transporting here the Turkish sick. According to advices from Baron Mundy, now on a -""!'*[ "^ 
tour of inspection in Russia, there are 20,000 sick and wounded Turks there and in jiriHiners. 
Roumania. There are over 22,000 here in Constantinople. 

J regret to say that Mr. Bartlett, the commissioner of the Compassionate Fund, and 
Dra. Tritton and Leslie serving under him, have been attacked with typhoid fever. Atkinson, 
our Salonica dragoman, who is also Buffering from typlioid, is doing as well as can bo 
expected. The new barrack at the Ecole Militaire is working well : the misdical comforts, 
such as soup, tobacco, Ac., are distributed by German sisters, sent by the Queen of Saxony, 
who also have charge of the linen and stores. Between 20 and 30 Ttirkish medical students 
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have been placed, by Maroo PachB, the director of the school, under Dr. Stiveii's orders, in 
order to letim English hospital practice with regard to the tioatmiint of wounds and saiiitarj 
reporU. oiTMiKeinents.

n of staff Acting on my inHtructlonB, the Stafford House staff left Erzoroum on March 31, having 

handed over the Stafford House hospital with 250 patiunts and a complete supply of stores 
to Ismad Bey, chief doctor of the Imperial Hospitals in -Asia. Hakki Bey, Civil Govemorof 
Eraerouro, gave nn oliiciiil receipt for the matB'riel handed over, and offered his warmest 
and most grateful thanks for the ssrvicea rendered to the Turkinh soldioTB by the Stafford 
House Committee. 

X>r. BenniHton, after the evacuation of the English hospital (Lord Blantyre's), attached 
himself to the Stafford House staff at our hospital, and returned with them to Constantinople. 
To Dr. Denniston more than one of our staff owes his life. Single-handed, he stuck to 
his post after seeing two of his colleagues die, and three others almost at death's door. 
Dr. Stiven's report of the work in the new barrack hospital at Stamboul is very satisfac- 
tory ; 35 medical students from the Government medical school have been appointed to 
study under him the English system of treating wounds. Though all of these do not 
attend as regularly as might be wished, yet there ia no doubt that Dr. Stiven's instruction 
will be of immense ratue, not only to them, but to the wounded whom they may be 
called upon to treat hereafter. The wounded in this hospital are doing very welL Out of 
the 105 patients 13 have been disoharged cured, and only one haa died. When they firat 
came under our care, they were all in very bad condition, suffering, not only from old 
wounds, but also from insuflicient nourialuuent and rough transport. 

Tahir Bey, cliief of the Gendarmerie in the lines of defence, an officer well known in 
India and the Crimean War, was deputttd by the Turkish authorities of the outlying 
districts of Constantinople, where our sections have been recently working, to express tlieir 
thanks and deep gratitude for the assistance given by those sections to the sick and wounded 
Turkish soldiers. The sections referred to were tlioee of Dr. Sketchley, Dr. Hayes, and 
Mr. Harvey. We continue supplying Lady Strongford's hospital at Scutari, as also the 
compassionat* and international funds, with such medicines as we can spare from our depfit. 
Oil the other hand, we have received great assistance from Mrs. Layard's Indies' committee. 

Conalanlinoplf. May !, IS78. 

I have the honour to forward to the Committee two reports from Dr. Eccles, relating to 
the transfer of our Salonica hospital ; a report from Biliutti, H.M. Vice-Consut atTrebiiond, 
concerning distribution of relief to convalesc«nta ; a report from Dr. Stoker containing statis- 
tical account of the work done by his ambidance ; and two reports of tlio Stafford Houae 
hospitals at Stamboul and Gollipoh respectively. 

Salonka, — 348 patients have been admitted into this hospital, of whom 138 hare been 
diachai^ed cured, and 87 are convalescent— a most satisfactory result. On April 13, 103 of 
the convalescents, auoompanied by Dr. Hoe, were shipped on board a Turkish tranaport for 
Constantinople, en rout« for their homes. On April 15, the hospital building, with the 
greater portion of the stores and materiel, woa formally handed over to the Imperial 
Ottoman Government, and placed under the superintendence of Dr. Rutledge, a British 
medical officer in the Ottoman service. The letter of thanks &om the governor of Salonica, 
and by other authorities, copies of which are enclosed, testify how much the Committee's 
work baa been appreciated at Salonica. 

Trchiumd. — Mr. Biliotti gives a detailed report of his distribution of money relief to 
convalescent soldiers passing through Trebiiond. Though the amount given to each man is 
small, yet it goes far in that country. The total amount at Mr. Itiliotti's disjioBal is about 
12W. His report contains the name of almost every man who has received help, and the 
district in which he lives. 

Slokrr't Hepaii. — Dr. Stoker's tabular statement of work done shows tliat in four months he 
transported in the Bed Crescent wagons over 2,000 wounded with only eight deaths. In addi- 
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tion to this, Dr. Stokor'a lection, conBiatiiig of himaelf. Dr. Waller, Mr. Banfftther, imd Mr. 
Smith, dreaaed huudreds of tbe worst caseB during transport, and ot^niaed soup-kitchens.&c. 

Slambo-iU HotpUal. —Dr. Btivon'H report ahowa tliat everytliing is going on satisfactoriJy. 
Gangrene haa almost disappeared from the hospit*!. I have repeatedly viaited the barrack, 
and can say that I never aaw wounded men better treated in any military hospital in Turkey 
or elsewhere. 

GnHipoIi.— Though everything ia going well nt the Stafford House hoapital, yet I am 
Bony to report that many complaints reach me of the state of the wounded in the Turkish 
hospitals. Mr. Laynrd forwarded me yesterday the following telegram from Admiral 
Oommerell ;— 'There are 1,000 sick aoldiers here, and the Turkish medical officers complain 
they have no medicines or stores ; can you do anything with Turkish GoTcmmont I ' I had 
partially anticipated this telegram by sending stiires laat Saturday to Admiral Comnierell j 
and Dr. Eccles will proceed with a further large supply of stores next Saturday. I shall also 
try to put pressure on the medical authorities at the War Office, to induce them to pay more 
attention to those important hoapitala. At tho request of the governor of GaUipoli, T aeut 
ground plana, and also elevations and sections of a system of hoapital barracks to contain 
about 800 wonnded in all. T distrlbutod these barracka in double echelons, which experi- 
ence haa shown to be the best syatom to prevent the spread of infectious diseases. Tlieee 
hospital barracka will be constructed at the expense of the Government ; a portion of them 
will be delivered over to Stafford House. 

Dr. Eccles ia preparing a report of the stato of the sick and wounded in Constantinople. 
There are 23,000 in hospital, of whom 4,000 are wounded. A great many of the generals, 
with whose divisiona the Stafford House sections were engaged, are now in the neighbourhood 
of Constantinople ; they all express their aatiafaotion and gratitude for the good services 
rendered by those sections. 

Congtantinople, May 8, IS'8. 

I enclose a copy of Dr. Ecclea' report of the military hospitals in the Constantinople 
district, and a copy of letter from Rechid Pacha, governor of GaUipoli, conveying his thanks 
to the Committee. 

Dr. Secies' Report. — Acting on my instructions, Dr. Eccles made a careful enquiry into 
the state of Constantinople hospitals ; his knowledge of the Turkish language, and his long 
services as a surgeon of the Imperial Ottoman army, fitted him peculiarly for this duty. 
There are 22,000 patients in the 27 hospitals, of whom 4,000 are suffering from wounda 
received iii battle, 3,000 from other wounds, such as frostbites, and the remainder, with few 
exceptions, from fever, dysentery, and diarrheea. The prevailing fever is typhoid or inter- 
mittent. A few coses of small-pox are reported, and no mention is made of typhus. I quite 
endorse all that Dr. Eccles states aa to the causes of the nnsatisfactoiy sanituy state of the 
patients, and also the remedies which he suggests. It is most important that soldiers who 
are only suffering from complaints such as cold, diarrhoea, ague, &e., should not be sent to 
hoapitela full of severe fever caaea, where they run the risk of catching some new diaeaaes, 
instead' of being cured of a . slight complaint. The question of diet is also most important. 
Some of our surgeons have been surprised at the rapid recoveries of patients in onr 
hospitals, who have been many months under treatment elsewhere, and attribute their 
recovery mainly to the more delicate and varied diet which they received when under our 
care. We have endeavoured to carry out the principle of camp hospitals on the Lom, 
Tchokmedje, Tchif out- Burgas, and Makrikeui. Theae hospitalsdid excellent work, especially 
when thesmall expenses which they incurred are taken into consideration. Of course we were 
unable to supplement the dieta of many of the large Government hospitals, but in certain 
oases where we have done so, aa at Selimnie and Medjidieh, tho surgeons of those hospitals 
report a great change for the better. I hope to be able to establish a system of supplement- 
ing dieta at the Government hospitals of GaUipoli. It consists in supplying milk, soups 
(and occaaional stimulants), and other medical comforts not provided in the Government 

OaUipoli.—iyr. Eccles arrived at Gallipoli on May 5, accompanied by a chemist, and in 
oiia^e of a hirge selection of stores. He will take the place of Dr. Barker, who is returning 
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to England, after having rendered most valuable aervice during nine montliB. Dr. Ecdes 
will take cliar^ of our operations at GallipoU, and will open a second hoHpital there, l)e8ides 
superintending distribution of stores to out-patients. I have lately experienced great 
difficulty in Bending «ff at short notice stores by tlie ateamere from hero, owing to the rapid 
exodus of paasengera and goods, whenever the news looks very warhke. U is eaay to fore- 
tell that, in the event of the recommencement of hoatilitios, and our wishing to send any 
considerable quantity of stores to Gallipoli or elsewhere, the freight would 
indeed we should be enabled to transport the stores nt all. To provide for this contingency, 
I have chartered a brig, the ' St. Nicholas,' at the rate of 36!. per month, for three montlM, 
with right to tenninate the oontract at the expiration of the first or second month. lOJ. per 
month extra to cover aU expcuaea, port dues, lighthouse, &c., if she goes to sea ; salaries of 
captain and crew are included in above sum. Ship sails under a Turkish flag, orew is composed 
of Greeks very well disposed. The aliip ia to be painted white with red porta, in conformity 
with the 13th additional article of the Geneva Convention, paragraph 3. One month's stores 
have been selected from dei>6t, and sent to our Stamboul barrack hospital. The whole of the 
remainder, con&iating of 200 cases and bale:), have been shipped on board the ' St. Nicholas,' 
where they are under the charge of M. Isidore, director of our depdt. The stores hare 
been valued by Drs. Stivcn and Eccles at about 1,5002., and will be insured (tlkroiigh the 
agency of Messrs. Hanson & Co.) np to that value. 

CoBBlantinnple, May 1", 1878. 

I enclose a report from Dr. Eccles, on the sanitary condition of the Turkish troopa at 
Gallipoli. The principal causes of the prevailing illnesses there seem to be bad water, 
inanfiicient transport, want of accommodation for those slightly sick, and entire absence of 
extra diet and medical comforts, withoutwhich the 1>eHt doctor's work is almost thrown away. 
We shall endeavour to supply those wonts as far as is in our power by establishing a ounp 
hospital and dispensary, with soup-kitchens annexed, in the Boulair lines, also a transport 
service of two light w^jonettet (and any other country carts we may pick up on the spot), 
between the linoa and Gallipoli, nnder Roderick WiUiama. Dr. Eccles will superintend tho 
whole. I am very sorry to report the severe illness of Dr. Stiven. He is now being nnrsed 
by bis friend Dr. Stevenson, at Lady Strangford's hospital. Bis illness has not yet declared 
itself, but it is probably typhus or typhoid accompanied by congestion of some of the organs. 
Dr, Bloke takes Stiven's place at tho barrack hospital. I have been urgently requested 
by General Baker Pacha to send a field ambulance to his corps d'arm^e. In the present 
state of our funds J regret that I am unable to comply with his request, but I shall send him 
some medical stores which we can spare. 

Naples June 8, l«78. 

I beg to report to the Committee that I left Constantinople on Wednesday last, June S, 
to return home. Before leaving I made all arrangements for the transfer of our Stamboul 
barracks to Marco Pacha, the director of the Ecole Militaire, in the gronnda of which 
institution the two barracks were constructed. Mr, Stoney will visit GoUipoli to-day, to 
settle an important ijuestion about a change in our plans there. We have decided to move 
the whole of our staff from the town into the lines of Boulair. on the recommendation of Sir 
E. Commerell and Dr. Eccles. Dr. Sketcbloy will return home shortly, as also Dni, Roe and 

It may interest the Committee to know that, out of 36 surgeons who have served on 
the Stafford House and Lord Blontyre's staff, there have be^n thirteen cases of typhus, 
typhoid, or other dangerous illness, including two deaths. Out of 45 surgeons who have 
served in the Red Crescent, there have been fourteen cases of dangerous illnesses, seven of 
which tiirmiuated fatally. In the Red Cross (British National) Society, there were fourteen 
surgeons employed. I am informed that there were three cases of dangerous illnesses, one 
of which terminated fatally. In the Turkish Compassionate Fund there were eleven doctors 
employed, of whom three suffered from dangerous illneaaea. There were also 40 French 
sisters of charity in the service of this society, of whom 13 died of fevers ; the number 
of sick I do not know exactly, but 30 is a minimum. The result of tho above numbera ia 
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that 31 '4 per cent, of the doctors engaged by tha four aodeties saffered from dnngerous 
illnesses, and 0'6 per cent, of thetn died. If we take the sisters into culcuktbn, 1d'9 per 
cent, of doctors and sieters died. 

Before leaving Constantinople, I W4W frjrmally rei^uostod to convey to the Stafford Honae 
Committee the sincere thanks of the Red Crescent Society for the great asaiatEiiice rendered 
to the latter during the formation of their hospitals at the beginning of the war, and also for 
the transfer of some of the Stafford House surgeons to their servic*, when it was found 
necessary to increase the medical staff of their nmbulHiicea. The President gave me a letter 
to the cliairman of our Committee eipressing these thanks. Ghazi Osman Pacha sent me a \ 
message the same day, expressing his gratitude and thanks, and stating that he would have 
come to the ship to see me ofl' had he not been detained by important business. Namyk 
Pacha, Nedjih Paclia, and many others of the authorities desired me to convey their thanks 
to the Committee. Last Monday I called on Safvet Pacha, now Grand Vizier, and on 
Ahmed Vefyk Pacha, late First Minister ; they both desired me to convey to the Committee 
their feelings of sincere gratitude, on behalf of themselves and the whole Ottoman people.

Gallipoli, .luna 21, 1878. 

We have handed over the hospital at Gallipoli to the Turkish medical staff, and 1 
transferred the section to the lines of Boulair, where more effective service can be rendered 
without increased expense. Drs. Ecclos and Clement liave pitched their tents in the Sultan j 
Fort, which crowns the ridge between the two seas. Close by is a large barrack, now empty, 
as the troops are all under canvas. One large room in this barrack is devoted to receiving 
and examiningthe sick, who to the number of about 300 per day present themselves for 
inspection. About five per cent, are sent to the hospitals in Gallipoli, and the remainder 
are treated on the spot. The room is divided by barricades, as shown in the rough sketch 
enclosed. And the men according to their brigades, following the course of the arrows, are 
examined by one or other of the doctors, as they pass his table. Each man has a sheet of 
paper, which he receives on his first visit, and which he hands back on his last. The doctor 
marks on this paper the medicine to be given, and passes the man on to the pharmucien, 
who administers the dose, and turns the man into the compounds, either tu the right or [eft, 
to wait for his soup. A clerk at the table of each doctor fills into n hook the particulars 
written by the doctor on each paper, and thus a complete registes of the work is kept. The 
inspection begins at 7 A. U., and generally lasts till after 13 o'clock. The men ordered to 
hospital are then packed into carriages or mounted on horses and sent to Gallipoli. The 
average number treated each day is about 300, niauy of whom are not fresh caaes. To give 
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Total 329, of whom 15i were fresh cases ; 18 were sent to hospital. The following day 
306 were examined and 11 sent to hospital, 

A glance at his register book shows the doctor in which brigade exists the greatest 
amount of sickness, and in his afternoon ride he visits the camp of such brigade to c 
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into tho caiise of tho evil, and if possible Aireat it. Already the aonitary arrangements are 
, coDaidorablj imiiroved, and Consequently the health of tho camp is becoming daily better. 
Oaman Nonri Pacha, commander-in-chief, is so much pleased with the excellent work done, 
that he has aent all the regimental surgeons into Gallipoli to look after the hospital, and 
given over to the care of the StaSbrd House section the entire force at the lines, amounting 
to more thfiQ 15,000 men. The coat of the section, now that it is in working order, does not 
exceed I50I. per month. It was with great regret that I telegraphed yesterday to Dr. 
Bccles to prepare to close the end of June. Admiral Coiiuiierell, who takes a great interest 
in onr work, and lends ns every assistance in his power, lias eipressed his entire satisfaction 
with the work now being done. 

The ' winding up ' ia progressing, but not so fast as I could wish. The brig will be 
given up to-day, and all stores embarked on board tlio ' FVasinet' Bt«ainer. Isidore will 
go down with them on Satnnlay, and hand them over to Admiral Oommerell. He and 
Lanzuni spent the day yesterday repacking the cases, as many of them hod been opened 
from time to time since they went on board the brig. There ore some 70 cases in all, I 
believe, besides bales. 1 am in constant commnnication with the Admiral, by letter and 
telegraph, and lie is quite prepared to receive the stores and look after the sections at the 
lines, I will pay everything np to July 1, and hand over to him any cash balance I may 
have. I have already advised him that the sections can be maint.iined to end of July. 
Writing on the Ist inst., he says, ' I do most devoutly hope that the field hospital will be 
kept on. Eocles and Clements are doing splendid work for minimum of cost. So strong 
are the doctors about it, that Clements offors to serve without pay. 

Poor Masters was buried last Sunday. All Stafford House staff attended the fimeral. 
We all liked him very mucli. He worked well last winter when the trains used to come in 
crammed with fugitives and soldiers, pell mell and half froceu. 

Coiigt.iiitiiinplc, July 1,'S, 1878, 
Isidore, in charge of the depot, returned from Gallipoli on Saturday, having delivered 
lur remaining stores to Admiral Commerell. Ha brought me letters from which I 
send you extracts . 

To do the work wo have undertaken at Gallipoli, we ought properly to have at least 
double the staff we have at present, which is of coutmb out of the question, so 1 very much 
tear the poor fellows will get seriously knocked up. They certainly deserve every credit top 
sticking to their work so well. Ecctes was determined to make it a success, and hue been 
most ably backed up by Clements and the entire staff. It would be a gracious act on ths 
part of the Committee to pass them a vote of thanlia. Poor Williams is, I fear, very ill. I 
sent his brother John (of Erzeroum fame) down on Saturd.iy to nurse him. He had typhus, 
•s you know, at Erzeroum, and therefore does not run so much riak as others might. 

As r^ords the winding-up. I hod hoped to have got all finished by to-day, but you 
know bow difficult it is to calculate on anything in this country. And there has been a 
great deal of accountant's work, which must all pass through Williams' hands. I must retain 
him till the end of this mouth, as also the office, and Sklerakis ; but the sale of onr furni- 
ture will cover those eipcnsos.

Bcports to Oie Chief Commissioner jrom Mh. E, E. Pratt,

The Committee employed in Biilgaria, for which I waa ABsifitant -Commissioner during Mr. Phatt 
the campaign under Mehemet Aii and Suleiman Pacha, olevun Burgeons (and about ninety ^ ^ ifif i otu . 
ftssistanta), four of whom were engaged in fixed hospitals, sii in flying ambulances, and one genera] raw 
in charge of a railway transport. * There were, during the advance and retreat from Biela, of Enat«rti B 
eight battles fonght, where the wounded averaged from two hundred to eight hundred, and ff/nuuT^B- 
of these the Stafford House surgeons were fortunately able to be present at seven — Kara- trict. 
hassan-lieui, Kaselevo-Ablava, Sinanbeui, Kadikeui, Giovan-tchiflik, Fyrgos, Elena — and at BtttlPH diirii 
the eighth, that of Cherkovna, more than halt of the wounded were dressed by surgeons of f;'''''i"^'^ 
the National Aid Society. w«un>i«L 

The average daily number of sick treated by each of our two ambulances at the front Number o( 
were thirty in August, but rose to nearly three hundred per diem in the month of NoTember. ""'' "fa'*''- 
In fact, it appears that nearly all the sick within a radius of two milea came to the 
Stafford House ambulances, inasmuch as the Tui'kish surgeons were not sufficiently provided 
with medicines. To these two ambulances were attached a transport of twenty and twelve 
light wagons respectively ; these wagons were employed in bringing provisions and surgical 
stores up to the &ont, and taking sick and wounded to the Turkish village hospitals in rear. 

Of the two hospitals in tliia district, Riistchuk, situated in the railway workshops, was Huaiiitala. 
able to be of the greatest use. The hospital was nearly always full ; its height, excellent 
ventilation, isolated position, and the fact that the sick came straight from the battle-fields, 
caused the comparative mortality to be very much less thou that of any other hospitals in 
Turkey. The Varna hospital, supported by the Red Crescent Society, under our surgical 
control, also remained in full employment while in our hands ; it was transferred entirely to 
the Red Crescent in November. 

The system of relief to wounded during railway transport wafl s'milar to that on the Ksilwsy 
Boumelian railway under Dr. Barker ; but it was not found necessary to have a van fitted up "'"I"''** 
for the surgery, owing to the shortness of the distance traversed, and the fact that depots of 
stores were placed at various points on the line — i.e. at Ruatchuk, Tchervenavoda, Rasgrad, 
Shumla, and Vama. There was such a scarcity of railway wagons on the lino that none 
could bo spared to be fitted up for ordinary ambulance purposes. It was more convenient, , 
therefore, to improve the ordinary trucks by means of mattresses and so relieve larger num- 
hers at less cost. Nearly all the wounded were accompanied by Dr. Hayes to Varna, and 
many thence in Me ten ambulance wagons to tlie hospitals ; the only other means of 
transport being the town hackney carriages engaged for the occasion. The soup given at 
Tchervenavoda and Sheitandjik (and by the National Aid Society in Raagrad) was of the 
greatest benefit, sick men never being provided by the Government with mure than biscuit, 

The aim of the Stafford House Committee hero, as in other parts of Turkey, instead of 
instituting model systems of relief in a limited area, woh rather to subsidise quickly the 
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Turkiah ajstem wherever its weaknesa was most apparent and tha necegRity most preuing, 
and thus perhapa obtain the tnazinmm of result with the minimum of coat ; and in pursnaiice 
of this object the CoinmiaBioDer in charge of the district distributed both money and Bt'>rea 
when he found such necessity. 

Tlie greutoat dislriMs w&s as elaewhcre during transport from the front to the rnilway. 
With but httle exception the buUock-arabas were the only means of transport used bj the 
Turks, and those were incapable of improvement in the way of comfort on an emergency. 
Bad regular ambulance wagons been provided they would have proved utterly useless in 
BUch a roadless country. Corps of stretcher-bearers would have been useful at iutorvnis, as very 
severely wounded men seldom left the battle-field ; but it is questionable whether tho benefit 
occasionally derived would in any way have corresponded with the cost of their maintenance. 

Shumla, Sept. 1, 1877. 
I left Constantinople with medicine and stores forYama, accompanied by Drs. Berosford 
and McQueen. Mr. Young very kindly gave us a pasiin^ on board the National Aid Society's 
steam-ship BdU of DuiArrq-ne. I found tho Varna hospital, under Drs, Cullen and 
Kouvaraa, in every wav lUitisfactory ; but at that time no wounded had been sent by tho 
authorities, thi Aug. 31, I saw IUi)ut Pacha, who at one* telegraphed that wounded should 
be sent from Ras^ad, which wounded came down the line at last with many others, nnder 
the charge of Dr. Hayes. Tlio authorities at Shiimla and Prince Hassan having requested 
the formation of a Red Crescent transport, Dr. Hayes and myself thought it better to send 
his Varna tranaport to the front ; and, M. Court having moat eipeditiously placed at my 
dispoaal twelve horaes, 1 formed a small transport, which left Varna Aug, 2G, and arrived in 
camp at Shumla at 11 p.m. on that day. It consists of two surgeons, nine wagons, twenty 
oacolets, brancards, and mattresses, &c., and eighteen men. After waiting Monday for 
orders, we proceeded at 5 a.m. on Tuesday, Aug. 28, to Eski-Djuma; and on the road thither 
overtook his Excellency Mehemet Ali Pacha, who courteously roijuested that wo should 
diverge to Yonikeui, where we arrived on Wednesday morning. The village of Yenikeui having 
been evacuated by the Russians four days previously and the houses empty, we made what 
arrangements were possible for receiving wounded. There were nine sick and wounded at 
Yenikeui ; and, as there was no hospital accommodation for them, I took them to £ski-Djuma, 
arriving Thkirsday nioniing. The Government hospital is inadequately provided in every 
respect ; it is in the Bulgarian school — gangrene, fever, and heitlthy wounded are side by 

Hend-quarlers of Uchvinct Ali, Sept. 12, I8TT. 

I bog to inform you that I loft Shnmla on the date of niy last report (Sept. 1), for 
Varna, by a train in which there were 8(1 severtdly wounded men. There were no 
Turhish surgeons to meet them on their arrival at Varna, and Dr. Hayes and myself had, 
with the aid of his transport drivers, with onr own hands carried out of the trucks and 
placed on the tranajwrt wagons more than two-thirds of their number before the Turkish 
surgeons and their carriages arrived. 

The Red Crescent hospital under Drs. Koavaraa and CuUcn (StaSbnl House surgeons) 
Is full and working well. 

On Sept. 4 I left Varna for Rasgrad, and thence on horseback to the front with Drs. 
Cheyne and JoUy (National Aid Society). Wo arrived late— the fighting at Ablava and 
Kaaelevo was just over ; we had time, however, to collect some twelve severely wounded 
men, and place them in a t«nt, out of the rain for the night. Next morning their wounds 
were dressed by Dr. Wattie. We ou the same morning found a lai^ number of slightly 
wounded men at Cherisaa ; we dressed some of their wounds, the remaintlor were attended 
to by Drs. Wattie, Busby, and Lake, after their severer cases had been disposed of. Tha 
same day I rode to Yenikeui, and brought back with me Drs. McQueen and Beresford and 
their transport to Cherisaa. We found Messrs. Wattie and Busby, Botoro night the 
lighter owes remaining were dressed and transported to the Turkish hospital, and the 
Heveror ones not admitting removal remain at present under the care of Drs, McQuL'en am] 
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Beroaford, on empty houBe having been prepared as a temponuy hoBpitat. During the few 1 
dajB that Dra. McQueen and Bereaford wore at Yenikeui they were not allowed to perform .^ 
any operations bj the Turkish anrgeonB there ; men with undressed nounds being seat to 
Shumhi and Eaki-Djimia. Dr. McQueen will report, however, to you with regard to tliiB. 

I ™jted Dr. Wattle's ambulance in camp opposite Ablava. Dr. Iiake was suffering 
severely from dysentery. He was very anxious to remain, in expectation of more work, but \\ 
SB Drs. Wattie and Busby both agreed that it was not advi^ble that he should do bo, he 
left the next morning for Varna with a convoy of siok. He has since written to offer hia 
Borvices at the Imperial hospital at Varna, where help is very much required. Hehaa stipu- 
lated for the care of wounded men only, and for independent action with regard to treat- 
ment in his own wards. Dr. Busby will report to you as to the large number of wounded 
that have passed througli their hands lately. I have appropriated an empty house at Yeni- E 
keui as a store for Dr. Crookshnnk (National Aid Society) and Stafford HouHe ambuloncea. ^ 
As this village is protected by a very strong and fortified position, it is not lilcely to be af;aiji 
in poBBeasion of the Russians. 

I have sent the atorea destined for Eski-Djuma to YenikeuL I visited the Government 
hospital yesterday, and aa several very bad caaos had disappeared, it did not appear to be in 
aoch an offenaive condition as I described in my last report. They are still without disin- 
fectants. On the two chief doctors writing me that they were in great need of certain 
medicinea, which they could not procure immediately, I gave them a small quantity, and 
some hospital requisites that they were obviously in need of. I have done the same at 
Yenikeui. 

The voluntary aid given to Mehemet Ali Pacha's army may be thus deacribod ; — Dra. i 
Crookshank, Cheyne, and Jolly (National Aid Society), in camp with south wing ; Dra, ■ 
Wattie, Busby, and Mr. Boyd (First Lom ambulance), with their tronsptui, in camp with 
north wing ; Dra. Beresford and McQueen (Second Lom ambulance), with transport, in 
village in rear of centre, with orders to move forward in whatever direction the fighting next 
takes place ; Dr, Hayes, in charge of railway transport from Ruitchuk to Varna, which is 
doing excellent aervioe. The Varna and Rustchuk hospitals are both now full. I proceed 
to the latter to-morrow. 

Conatiinlinople, Sept. 27, 1677. 
I loft Varna on Friday, Sept. 12, the date of my last report, and proceeded to Riistchuk, ^ 
doing the latter part of the journey on horBeback. The Stafford Houje hospital there was f 
full, and working most satisfactorily under the care of Drs. Stiven and Edmunds. The 
building a peculiarly well suited for a hospital, the ventilation perfect, the attendance and 
food good, and the patients most contented and grateful. I saw Ohannes Bey, the ' chirur- 
gien en chef ' of the Turkish ambulance, and, after some discussion, thought fit, with Dr. 
Stiven's advice, to make him a proposition to the following effect, viz. : That the necessaries 
for 100 additional beds, sheets, mattresses, coverlets, and other hospital materiel, alialt bo 
provided, aa far aa possible, and the building cleaned, by the Stafford House ; and that the 
Turkish authorities, on their part, shall undertake to provide all the ' personnel,' that is, assis- 
tant-surgeons, pharmaciens, inflrmjora, and servants ol all descriptions, entirely at their own 
cost ; also oil, coals, &o. The whole to be imder Drs. Stiven and Edmunds ; they having 
entire Ubeny of treatment, subject only to the supreme medical authorities. On Monday, 
Sept. IT, I rode by Kadikeui and Senankeui to Nankeui, where 1 found Drs. Wattie, Busby, 
and Boyd, with their ambulances. On the 19th, I anived at Cherissa. Dr, Beresford had 
left for Varna, owing to a severe attack of dysentery. Dr. McQueen and I decided that we 
should take his ambulance and transport, and work with Dr. Wattie till Dr. Beresford's 
return. The next day I left for Costova, where I toiuid Dr. Crookshank and ambulance 
(N.A.S.}, and alio the Heinrick ambulance (Red Crescent), 1 saw Dr. Roy (Turkish , 
service) at Kasclevo; he assured me that the wounded in his charge, and shot in the face, had 'i 
only hard biscuit given them. I, therefore, gave him two lirss to purchase sheep, which are 
very cheap, to boil down for broth. On Saturday, 2lBt, I arrived at Osman Ba7.ar, and tho 
next day crossed tlie Balkans to Isltmyeh, thence to Eski-Soghrn iiod Constantinople, when 
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I Anired on Mondaj, Sept. 24. Upon the whole, the work being done under Stafford 
Hoiue doctors U most Eatiafactoty. I may state that 1 have mod do sign of distrew Among 
the Bulgarians north of the Balkans. 

Shnmla, Oct 13, 1877. 

Z left Conatantinople on Oct. 2 for Voma, taking with me 42 casee of stores of all 
kinds. The Red Crescent hospital, under Drs. Kouvaraa and Oullen (8. H.), was working 
aatiafactorily. The former has reported to you the necessary details. Dr. Lake had just 
recovered from his recent illness, and accompanied me to Rustchuk, where he has taken 
Dr. Edmunds' place in the S. H. hospitul ; the Utter haa gone to the S. H. ambulance with 
Nedjib Pacha's diyision at Kadikeui, under Dr. McQueen. I left nine cases of stores at the 
S. H. depot at Shumla Road ; they contain medicines of various descriptions, and remain in 
reserve under my charge. I brought 26 cases for Dr. Stiven. Ou Tuesday, Oct. 0, I found 
tlie two S. H. Lom ambulances at Kadikeui, within half a mils of each other ; Dr. Busby 
with Assaf Pacha's division, and Dr. McQueen with that of Nedjib Pacha. They were 
each treating more than 100 sick daily — dyaentery, fever, and camp sores being the most 
prevalent complaints. They told me that they had all the medicines they required, and had 
no complaints to make. On arriving at Tchen'enavoda I found that 15U sick were without a 
doctcr, and sent at once to Dr. Stiven at Rustchuk to send over a surgeon, medicines, and 
soup, until they could be evacuated. 

I arrived at Shumla yesterday, and this morning surrounded a house with police, and 
seized some S. H. stores, which had been stolen by an ambulance chemist — blankets, qui- 
nine, &c., which ftre now in laj possession. 

.Shnmlfl. Oi'l. !7, 1877. 
On Oct. 19 Nedjib Pacha's division retired toRasgrad, and Drs. McQueen and Edmunds 
and ambulance accompanied it. Both this and Dr. 6usb]''B ambulance arc woU supplied with 
all necessanes. On Oct. 24 I was present at the battle of Giovan-Tchitlik (the attack on the 
Turkish camp at Kadikeui) ; the wounded were carried to the Verbandplatz, in rear of 
the village, where the Turkish and S. U. surgeons — Drs. Busby, Beresford, Wattle, and 
Boyd— were at work. The wounded were immediately attended to, and carried to the 
village of KadikeuL We volunteered to go over the battle-field that night, but the Turkish 
lurgeoD-in-chief, after enquiry, assured us that there were no wounded remaining. 
Drs. Busby, Boyd, tuid 1 afterwords went into the village, but found nothing but Rus- 

1 accompanied the wounded next morning to Rustchuk, where all, with the exception 
of throe Turkish officers and nine Russian prisoners, were received by the S. B. hospital 
tliero. In less than two hount we had them all dressed and in their beds. Some of tho 
wounds were most serious, one man dying at the hospital door ; others, on the contrary, 
were very slight indeed. Dr. Stiven had everything prepared, and worked most assiduously 
with Drs. Lake, Beresford, and Boyd. On Oct. 27 I procured the remainder of tlie ampu- 
tation cases sent by Ahmed Vefyk Pacha, from the central hospital at Shumla. Six I have 
already accounted for ; six I liave now, and sLi more are distributed to the Turkish ambul- 
ances at Bhumla, Rasgtad, Eski-Djuma, SolonitK, and Osmau Basar. 



Rustchuk Hospital. 

This hospital was established in the depot of the Rastchnk- Varna Railway 
Comiiany, conveniently sitnated ul the head of the line, about three-qoartcrs of a 
mile fram the town, and was orgttniscd and fitted np by Snrgcon Stiven. In addi. 
tion to their ordinary hospital work, tbo Staff were engaged in the field in the actions 
of Kadikeui and Pirgoa. On the occasion of the bombardment of the hoBjiital

(Dee. 30), Rnr^eonB Stiven and Bereaford displayed great gallantry in rescuing 
their wonnded, for which aemces a high distinction was conferred on them by the 
Saltan.

AflBT aniionsly waitiop from day to day tor something tc do for the Hick and wonnded, we Dr. Stiveh'i 
hare at last received all at once all the work that two doctors can undertake. On Ang. 31 there ^_ reporta. 
was a recomuisance here, at which date our hospital was prepared to receive 60 patients.

and doing what lay in our power in the shape of ambulance work. Taking bandages, splints, ftc, 
with us, we went out and attended to the wounded as they were brought oat from action; some Atleorling 
30 to 40 men, comprising Turkish soldiers and Circassians, passing through our hands. We wounded at 
fully expected to receive our Erst instalment of patients that same evening, bat were disappointed "'"'''" 
in that respect ; still, we had the satirfaction of haviog done something in the shape of work. 
We have now been in fuU swin^ for fire days, and I am thankful to say tliat everything it going 
on satisfactorily, and, as far as the wounded are concerned, they seem very contented, happy, and 
comfortoble. On the morning of the 7th instant, on account of our having about 20 to 25 
Bfryptian soldiers among our wonnded, we received a viait from the Egyptian General Osman Bgyptiwi 
Pacha, who, after he had walked round and inspected all the patients, in a nice little speech """^ 
complimented ns on the appearance of our hospital, and tJianked us for our attention to the 
wonnded, and hoped we would continue our care of them, Sio. On Uie afternoon of the same date 
the 'VbU' Ahmet Ktusserli Pacha paid us the honour of a visit to the hospital, which be 
inspected, and personally expressed his satisfaction and thanks to me, in Turkish, for our efforts 
and attflolion to the soldiers. Early nest morning we received a viait from the Caimakan, who 
also expressed himself satisfied, and again repeated tliat the 'Vali 'Pacha had informed htm that 
he was exceedingly well pleased with our hospital. 

RuJilohuk, Oct. 1,1877. 
On Sept. 4 a fight took place at Kadikeni, of which we had been previously advised by the Battls atKsdi- ] 
Caimakan of the military hospital. As he iwid all the wounded would come direct to our hos- ', 
pitnl, we thoaglil it advisable to stay at home and receive them. The first woiwded man « 
arrived about 11 A,K., and from that time up to E P.M. they were brought into our hospital in 
batches of twos and threes. During that time Dr. Edmunds and myself attended to the wonnded, 
redressing their wounds, and getting them into their beds that were all ready to receive them. 
The total number of wonnded we received and attended to was 110 ; but the latter ten we were 
obliged to send to the mililar? hospital, as we had only accommodation for 100. Six of these, 
however, did not go, but returned to their tentfi, and came two days afterwards to us, whom we 
took in, as some of the more seriously wounded died shortly after admission. On Sept. 7 we 
received another wounded man i he was suffering from a shell-wound received during the bom- 
bardment of Ruslobnk. The servants at present in the boepital and paid by us are — one barber, 
two water-carriers, two dressers and poultice- makers, and two women for washing, one for 
sewing and repairing sheets, one lad to assist apothecary, and the cook. On account of want ol 
accommodation and the inclemency of the weather, it has been necessary to build wooden bar- 
racks for the kitchen and woshing-honse. With a view to the winter coming on, brick stoves are 
being built, which will not only keep their heat longer, but save expense in tie consumption of 
fuel. The number of patients received up to the present date is 107 ; of these, fourteen have died, 
and 27 have been already discharged to their battalions, leaving at present fi6 patients in hos- 
pital. The nnmber of deaths may seem large, bnt when one considers Ihal all the wounded 
received were brought direct from the battle-tield, and many of ihese mortally wounded, only 
reaching the hospital to die within its walls, and Iliat, had the hospital heen more distant from 
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the aaeoe of fi^ht, tliej would never have reached it alive, the mortatilf U not above tliu arerAge, 
, Host of these were serioual; naondod in Ike abdomen and cliest, and died within 31 or 36 hoan 
of admittanoe, Putlicg aside these cases, the wounded liave done eiccedinglj well. The 
palienia have been kept in a perfectly healthy condition, showing the aptness ot the /abri^Ht fgr 
a niilitary hospital. 

KusWhuli, Od, S, 1877. 

On Oct. 5, one patient waa admitted, being a cose of fracture of the leg-, sent in from Dr. 
Busby's nmhnUnce at Kadilteui. Four patients were sent back to their baltaliona. No deaths 
have occorred during this week. Total number of patianta left in hospital 63. On Mr. Ptatt'a 
arriTal, on 6th inst., I received orders Co make the wards ready to receive the additional 100 beds, 
which work has already been entcrctl into. Dr. Lake arrived here on the 7th to take Dr. Edmonda' 
place in the hoapltal, as the latter leaves to join Dr, McQueen, 

Roftchuk, Oct. ID, 1877. 

The two new wards have been cleaned and white-washed, the tloors rcpnircd, and engine pits 
boarded, stoves bnilt in all three wards, and the lower parts of the windows boarded so as to 
eiclude all possible dmught. The 100 straw mattresses and pillows, soft woollen mattresses, and 
thick yorgans oil now ready, and as we have been supplied with the necessary number of sheets^ 
shirts, ic., brought lately by Mr. Pratt, the hospital is now ready for 200 wounded. No wouided 
have been entered into the books this week. Fourteen have been discharged for duty, seven Irans- 
ferred to Constantinople for change of air ; one death from gangrene of the lungs. Total uamber 
left in hospital 41. 

Rualchuk, Oct. 30, 1877. 

The total number of patients treated in hospital has been 43. Of these sixteen have been dis- 
charged lit for duty. There have been no deaths. The nnmber of patients under ti

From this number three patients have died, two 
of whom bad perforating wounds of chest and lungs, and the third was wounded in the leg, bat 
succumbed, not from his wound, but from a severe attack of typhoid fever. The patients dis- 
charged and fit for duty have been eight, thus leaving a total of 140 patients at present In hospital 
under treatment. A separate ward of ten beds is being prepared for the reception of ofHoera, but 
the aotual number of beds from 300 has not been incieased. There not being sufficient room in 
the/airJ^H^ buildings for all the inlirmiers to occupy one room and bealways near the ward, I have 
formed n ' Zimlik.' or mud-house, for their accommodation.

Our hospital contnins 180 patients, and I 
expect the other empty beds to be filled to-morrow, as ii wounded are at present lying at Eadikeui 
in the Turkish hoapilal, ready tu be passed on to us. 

Bnstchuk, Not. 34, 1877. 
This is now the third occasion that the Stafford House hospital, KaBtchak, has been of value ^ 
to the Turkish wounded, in affording accommodation and treatment to the victims of the fight of 
the 19th inst. at Pyrgos and Oiovan-TchiQik. Being informed that a great battle was taking place 
at Pyrgoa and in the vicinity of KBdilteui, Dr. Lake and myself started (or the scene of aotion to 
assist in helping the woimded, leaving Dr. Beresford in charge to receive any wounded that might 
arrive on that day. Finding that the Turkish doctors were short of hands, I left Dr. Lake with 
them, who stayed all night at Eadikeui, and assisted the dressing of the woanded. Fearing that 
wounded might airive at our hospital. I returned in the evening to Rustohnk, and found Dr. Beres- 
ford with the assistants, Mebemet ESeudi. a Turkish sorgeon (who, Imay add, has done exceedingly 
^m>d work in connecUon with the hospilal since its opening), busily engaged in attending to a 
large nnmber of wounded that had just arrived. Taking up my share of the work, we got them all 
(Go in nnmber) safely into bed about 6 F.h. On (he following day Dr. Lake returned to his duties 
at the hospital, as no farther fighting was expected on that day, the weather being nnfevourable 
for any field operations. Our hospitnl wss very nearly full then, only some eighteen beds being 
vacant for the service of any fresli wounded that might arrive on the following day. On the SIst 
inst. the 32 wounded and two offiocrs were sent down to our hospital from Kadikcui, from which B 
iiumhet we took in 23 of the graver cases, and the two officers, who were both severely woanded in 
the arm. The ten that remained were slight Unger oases, and were sent to the military hospital, 
where they were admitt-ed. The hospital has now for the first time been filled up to its full com- 
plement of beds, excluding the ten l>eds of the officers' ward, of which two are occupied. At the 
close of last week the hospital contained 117 paiienls; on the 19lh it admitted 65 patients ; on 
tlie Slst, 23; and on Iho 23rd, one: it also admitted on the 21st two officers into the lately. made 
ward for the latter patients. During the week five patients liavc died, three of which were severe 
cases from the fresh arrivals.

dono to the third ward was not bo greJit, the shell which entered not being of fluoh a large oalilire, 
the loss sustained being chiefly in the pecnliar pro|ierly of the hospital ; fonr other bedsteads being 
broken to fragments, and several mattresses, ooverleta, blajikels, and sheets being reduced ta 
ahreds. After the second shell fell inta onr hospital, we went to see if there was any probable 
cause for (he firing, and observed some cannon on tlieir way to Ruslchuk from Mnratin had 8topp(^d 
bebiod the slaughter-bouse, a bailding on the banks of the Dannbe some 100 metres distant from 
our hospital. I demanded that these cannoti should be removed at once, aa that was the probable 
canse of the BusMians firing in our direction, bat was unsuooesstul in gelling theni removed. Tha 
darkness had sol In, however, by the time the Bussian battery ceased firing. During the night 
thi=<e cannon were removed, and nothing remained on the following day that conid give any cause 
for Uie ttussians firing in the direction of our hospital. We waited anxiously on the following daj-, 
Dec 30, to see if the Buasians had inlentionaUy fired on our hospital on the precedingday, for if so 
they would be certain to open Ere again upon the hospitAl hoiMings, as tljere was no other cause in 
OUT neighbourhood which could give them any ground to direot their cannon towards onr hospital. 
' At about S.SQ P.M., while returning fromourdutieaattbehospital, we observed the Russian batter; 
called ' Menachikoif ' open fire, and the shell passed directly over our hospilaL This was followed 
immediately afterwards by two shells from the ' Esmorda ' battery, which fell in the immediate 
vicinity of the hospital. Dr. Beresford and myself immediately returned to the hoepi'al to do 
what lay in our power to place the patients, who were onable to movB out of the wards tor them- 
selves, into positions affording the greatest amount of safety from the entry of the shells. There 
was DO doubting now the intention of the Bnssians as regarded onr hospital, as shell after shell 
fell in our vicinity while we were busily engaged in placing the patients under the protection of 
the centre wall of the first ward. So great was the panic caused by the first tliree shells that 
were fired, that all the patients that were able (o walk took flight into the open plain, where tha 
SDOW is at present lying over three feet deep, and not only they, but all the domestics and other 
otHcers of the hospital, so that Dr. Beresford and myself were quite alone with soma SO patients to 
do what best we cotild for their safely. We went to oni work, nevertheless, and lifted the 
patients in our arms, and placed Ihem on mattresses under the wall for protection, which I am 
thankful to say we had just aocomplisbed in time when the firat shell struck and burst in the 
empty ward of our hospital. The Bussians kept on firing till sunset, up to which lime th^ had 
fired between 30 and 10 aheUa at onr hospital, eight of which entered into the dilferent wards ot 
the hospital, and three into the private dwelling, one into onr own premises, another completely 
destroying the room and goods belonging to the interpreter, and the third entering the house of tho 
apothecary. No further accident occurred lo the patients, though several have received a severe 
shock ; two of whom have already died from its effects, 

Aft«r the bombardment on the evening of Deo. 29, 1 informed the governor of the vilayet, 
Ahmed Eafsserli Pacha, of the oocnirenoe by letter, who immediately sent down an officer to see 
the extent of damage done, and forwarded for na a telegram of the occurrence to Mr. Layard, at 
Constantinople. On the evening of the JtOlh, the stafF officer from Ahmed Kaisserli Pacha again 
paid us a visit after the bombardment, and took notes of the occurrence. That evening, in 
company with the officer, we paid a visit to Ahmed Eaisserli Bicha, who received us with 
all kindness, and immediately forwarded for ns another telegram to Hr. Laynrd luid to Ilie 
Sublime Port* : and we hove to thank him exceedingly for the B.'siatonce lie afforded ns in pro- 
Oxuing wagons for the removal of onr wounded that night. We pressed that a parlemmtairt 
should tie immediately instifuted to enquire into the cause of the firing on our hospital ; but op lo 
Ihe lime I write one has not been formed. Having procured some 40 or 30 wagons, Dr. Beres- 
ford and myself started to get our patients removed into the town, which we were obliged to 
do during the night, tho thermometer at that time standing at 9 deg. F., and in the early morning 
at 2 deg. P., a severe trial indeed for our wounded patients to snffer. Nevertheless, it had to be 
done, as our hospital was totally destroyed and untenable, and in twelve hours we had removed kII 
the patients and property of the ho.opilal (except the wooden bedsteads), along with private goods, 
ke., into the town. The patients, numbering in all at present \'i\, are distributed in ten different 
houses in one quarter of the town, and are as comfortable as possible after the trying circDm- 
stances they have had to pass through. I may as well add before closing IhiH report, that the 
workshops belonging to the railway company are sitnaffld fully two kilometres out ot the town, 
in the midst of a lai^ plain, perfectly isolatud from all buildings, and not in the immediate

In tbe Timet dated Jan. T I have seen the following extract, taken from an official Russian 
report, regarding the tximbardment of the i^tafford House hospital at Rosrchnk : — ' On the 2Dth alt. 
the Giurgcvobatcencs opened Ore uponaTorklshdetaclimentof 2,000 men with four gunstnarehing 
from the south-east in the direction of Koslchak. One shell atriiok tho horses attached to the 
gons, wlierenpon the whole body took shelter 1>ehind the heaps of stones which were thrown up by 
the aide of tbe road. Upon their reappearance on the road the Russian batteries Ried unceasingly, 
when a ball accidentnlly hit a house on which a Sag bearing the Red Crescent was Sying. Tlie 
conseijucnw,' says the report, ' was that 300 aimed soldiers rushed out of tbe hoose, which proves 
tliat the Turks hoist the tlag with the Red Crescent upon their lianaeks. On tbe 30th ult., there- 
fore, our Oiurgevo batteries again opened Bre opon the said house and upon the quarantine build- 
ing. The Turks replied from two batteries and fium Port Subtabla.' I have already written a 
report concerning the bombardment of tbe gtaOord House hospital at Rustcbuk, and the plain aud 
simple facte connected with It ; but on seeing such an atterly false statement as is contained in 
the official Russian report, I feel it myduly to write a few lines in reply, and cipose the utter dis- 
regard tbe Bussians have for the trnth, and the shameful manner in which tliey attempt to throw 
a aliiaic over their acta of cruelty and barbarity. As regards the Srst portion of the report, I can 
confidently assert thai there was no detachment of ^,000 men marching from tbe south-east in the 
direction of Rualcbnk. As to the four guns, I have already reported thlit tbey came along the 
shores of the Danube from Maratin to Roslchuk, and had been seen for miles by tbe Russians 
before they came into the vicinity of our hospital, and not a shell was fired in their direction. 
These guns stopped behind the slaughter-hoDsc, a building on the shore o( the Danube, 100 metres 
distant from our hospital. I demanded (unsuccessfully) their removal from the Egyptian oolonel 
In command, as that might have given canso to tbe Rossians lo fire in oar direction. They were 
Temovcd in the night. Not one shell fell in the vicinity of tbe slaughter-house or guns during the 
whole time that the Russians Bred, but all without exception fell in the grounds of the hospital 
and its immediate vicinity, and two (not one) burst in tbe wards of our hospital, killing one patient 
and wounding five others. ' The consequence,' says the report, ■ was tbat UOO armed soldiers rushed 
out of Che house, which proves that the Turks hoist the fiag with the Bed Crescent upon their 
barracks.' Tbe statement is utterly foUe. If from a distance of three to four kilometres tbe 
Bussians could give the exact nomber of men, and see that they were armed, Ihej might have seen 
that they were dressed in white shirts, white cotton drawers, whi1« nightcaps, stockings, and 
slip|>erB, and with nothing further than a blanket thrown over their shoidders to protect them from 
the oold. Indeed, they wore more like a number of old 
of 300 only 70 palleuts oat of the 150 Chen in hospital 
neighbouring plain. 

In oonolusion, I give an nnqualiSed denial of the 
man that never unce iJic building was handed ove 
barracks for Turkish soldiers or for any other military porposea than those of a military hospital 
for tbe wonnded ; tbat it has never at any time oonlained soldiers buc those wounded and Iboso 
employed as infirmier^ and servants ; and from the month of July to Che daCe of tbe bombardment, 
on the 29lh and 30th lUt., it has always showtd its nature by the display of two large hospital Hags 
bearing the Bed Crescent on a while ground.

RusTCHUK- Varna Railway Transport. 

(^Ofmbiiud Semice with the Rutlehuk-Vta-iia Sailmif Company.) 

This service was formed in connection with the hospitale of Bnstcbnk and 
Varna and the two ambuliinceB of the Lorn. Every facility was given to onr Staff by 
the railway authorities. Soap -kitchen a were eetablished at Sbeitandjik and Tcher. 
venavoda, A service of improvised ambulanco wagons was organised at Varna, to 
ran between the railway etation, the town hospitals, and the pier. 

The transport operations of this section were terminated on January 31, when 
tile RtuEiians cut the line about thirteen miles from Varna. 

A large dcp6t of stores was established at Vamft under Surgeon Hay ea, from 
whioh supplies were sent to the Lom Ambulances, the Bustcbuk hospital, and, in 
cases of argent necessity, to some of the Qovemment hospitals, especially daring the 
early part of February. Sals-depSts were established at Bustchok, TcherTenavoda, 
Rosgrad, and Sbnmla. 

15, 1877, to Jan. 31, 1878.— Total nnmber of sick and 
wounded transported and attended to during 62 railway journeys, 0,265 ; by Staf- 
ford House wagon transport, 2,100 ; total nnmber of rations of soap, &c , given at 
Ko up- bitch SOB, 8,659.

Torkiah army. There wore about BOO sick here ; but none of them (or rather very few) looked 
really ilL, At Shomla there is a very large military hoapilal, in which, at the time of my visit, 
there were I,30Q sick, including 100 wonnded. Tlie hospital makes np 2,000 beds, and there are 
other boildinga in the town which can be adapted to honpitnl purposes. 1 have had curtains made 
and rings fixed in the railwuy carriages to place beds on for wonnded. Yesterday evening 9* 
sick arrived from Hasgrad ; the militai? anthorities were more on the alert this time than last, 
but they had only a few miaemble carts, so they aetually took hold of the town carriages, forcing 
the people that were in them and their luggage to get out, and then they placed sick, vermin- 
covered soldiers in tUem. For this there was no eicnse, as almost all the sick were in a condition 
to have waited an honr or two without barm. I sent the only two reaUy bad cases in one of oar 
carts, and the stretchers had only to bo used for one man. The Stafford House stores, of which 
we have got some, and which we guard, are really heautifDlly packed. StOl, there is a lack of 
those useful astringents catechu and rhalany.

at 8 A.M. on Sept. 1, and were told (hat the wounded were at tho hospital near the town. It is 
nearly two miles from the station. I went there immediately, and found a wretched state of 
aSairs. The chief doctor, Hayreddin Bey, a most intelligent Turk, was up to bis eyes in work ; he 
seemed the only oompetent sur^reon there. I went to work along with him at once, and stayed 
till after a p.m., when I visited our doctors' tent, which was, of course, empty, they being at the 
front with Nedjib Pacha's division, where they had done right good service, as I have learnt from 
quite independent sonrces ; and the Turkish soldiers themselves, 49 of whom are now in the Rod 
Crescent hospital, speak feelingly of the kind and prompt attention they received at the hands of 
the English doctors. At 4 P.M. we had 163 wonnded placed in the train on mattresses, strelobers, 
and straw, A sm^eon in the Turkish service, a Qrcek, was supposed to be in charge of the men, 
but he seemed to know nothing about the nature of their injuries, nor the numlior of the men, 
though he had come from the hospital with them. One man died on the road, just as the train 
was stopping at Ishiklar station ; he was removed on a stretcher and given over to some raptieha 
to he buried. The men had bread with tbem, and they were given water at each station on the road. 
We arrived at Varna about 11.46 P.M., and, after a good deal of heavy work, got them out of the 
train, and the worst cases were placed in our wagons. I think tbey were all in hoapilal by 1.30 a.m. 
lAst evening T3 more arrived; and, on the part of the Turkish authorities (medical), there 
was no one to receive tbem. We went to work and got them out of the train, and sent aa many aa 
we could in our wagons. After we nearly had finished this work, a species of Turkish doctor 
arrived with some bearers ; and, with the aid of them and some of the town oarri^res, the rest of 
the wonnded were got to the hospital by 10 p,m. I have already established at Basgrad and 
Shumla Road depfits where there are beds, cushions, ic., under the charge of competent persons ; 
and I can easily make an artan^ment to have some soap ready for Ihe linsgrad wonnded at 
Sheilanjik. As for those from Shnmla, there are no stations on the road where food can be got. 
The soldiers have always bread with them. 

Vanw, Sept 10. 1877, 
On Sept. 4, GSwoanded came in by train, and on the Sth 63 wonnded and sick more. On the 1 
evening of the 7th, I started for Basgrad; and on the 8tb, at Basgrad, superintended Ihe placing ' 
of 200 wounded in the train, and escorted them to Varna, and supervised their removal to 
hospitals here. On the Dih, EGn wounded arrived here by train, escorted by one of my transport 
peopjle. I was at the station, and supervised their removal to hospitals, I am informed that above 
120 more will arrive this morning. On all occasions wagons and bearers have attended Mid

p ready at Sheitanjik for those ooming From Ilasgrad. The railRay authorities 
afford OS every facility ia their power. 

Tarns, Sept. 13, 1S77. 
I have arranged that at Sheitanjik sonp-kitchen the wounded have Bonp ready for them, and 
they have already partaken of it, and enjoyed it much. On the night of the Sth I received 6E3 
wounded at the station here; on the 10th, 229; on the 11th, 69 very liatU; wonndcd. On all 
these occasions 1 personally assisted and snperintended the matter, and our WBgoca were of mnch 
Dr. I^e IB now here; he arrived on the night of the 11th. The trains conveying 
wonnded often arrive after 10 P.M., and we have been at the station as late as 1.30 A.H. next day 
before we oonld got all the wounded away. My teaaona for having established the local transport 
were, that when I came here every one was lond in complaining of the way in which the 
sick and wounded were received here on their arrival ; that they were left all night in the station, 
&c So I set to work to remedy this, and since we have been here no wounded have been left ; 
they liave always all been carefully removed. Often have 1 been down when there was no one on 
the part of the civil or military authorities to receive them, and our people have carried them to 
the ambulance wagons. 1 most say that, stimulated perhaps by the eiample of others, tha 
aolhorities seem lo be working out of their lethargy now, and to be becoming alive to the UteXi 
that badly wounded men cannot walk, and roquiro somewhat lender removal. 

Knsgrad : One man permanent and three occasional bearers; one man to travel with Irain 
to see after soup, tee. Shumla Rood : One man. Yama : One (^laonsh, seven drivers, four 
bearers, Vilal^ Ptperes as agent, thirteen horses, six pair-horse wa^ns, one single-horse waf^on, 
twenty- two mattresses, twelve stivtchers. On the railway line : Eight stretcheis, eighty carriage- 
coshions, thirty-Gve mattresses. 

JVotf.— Five pair-horse wagona take two persona each ; one w^on, one man full length or 
three sitting ; one wagon, six men sitting. The wagons have sometimes to make fooi trips per 
diem from station to hospital. 

Tnniit, Sept. 2T, 1877. 
On SOlh lost., 87 sick came from Tchervenavoda ; on the S3rd we were advised of a train of 
448 sick and wonnded from the shumla hospitals. We waited at station till 4 P.K. on 34th, and 
transported a great nmnber to tlie pier. By 6 A.M. thpy were all removed ; bat thoy remained at 
the pier some hnurs in the cold, and did not leave Varna till the neit day. On the same day I 
it to Itn.sgiad, and on the 2Sth escorted 65 wounded to Varna. The soup at sheitanjik is much 
appreciated by the solilieni. On the S6th 280 wounded arrived. We were dctaineil till 1 AM. 
to-day before they could be removed. On all these occasions our transport-wagons have been of 

VsnimDec. !4, 1877. 

Soup has been given from Sept. 11 to Nov. 30 to 4,027 sick and wounded soldiers. Th« 
contractor's price per tin of soup is one piastre metallic, or a fraction over one penny Knglich 
money, which I venture to think can hardly be called expensive when the difBcnlties of obtaining 

Lt for soap for 200 or 300 men, at three hours' notice, in the middle of this country, are oon- 
cemed. Our soup-room at Tchcrvenavoda has now been opened since the end of October, and 
about 400 wounded have been supplied with soup there, when often they have had to wait 
several hours, or even a night, for the train. I have made twenty journeys by railway, either 
with the wounded or on the Stafford House Committei^'s business. On no occasion have sick or 
wounded travelled by train since the beginning of Aogust without a Stafford Honae transport 
employ^ accompanying them. The Stafford House ambulance carte here stationed have on all but 
two occasions of the above-mentioned dates been on duty, and sometimes our bearers and carts 
are the only ones at the station. They have carried upwards of 1000 sick and wonnded from the 
station tu the town hospitals, and have on many occasions carried convalescents from the htia- 
pilals lo the pier tor embarkation. Before our work was begun here last August, the wounded 
and sick often remained all night witliont shelter in the station. Since we have been at work 
this has never liappened, though I and my helpers have often lo wait at the railway till ! 'A.M. 
before all can be got away. 

I visitod Mctjueen's ambalance at a village called Marian, near lo Elena; since then I hkve 
been to Ruitchnk, and have been very bos; attending to the transport of 1,081 wounded ; many

The weather at the beginniuK of December was fiae, bat on tbe 9tb it became very oold and 
oontinaed so nilhont iolenaissioD till entl of month. Moch scow fell, and at times the lioe uC , 
railway n^a blocked ; in places tbe snow was piled higher than the camitge roofs. TliP traitia I 
were greatly delayed, and gometimoa the woundi^d wore sixteen hoars in the tiain. They were 
supplied with BODp often twice on the joaiaey, and when required lobacoo was given to them. As 
will he seeo, remarfcably few deaths occorred — sevea. The tcmperatoie was on aome occaaiona 
as low as 12 deg. below zero, Bcaumnr. 

Our large depflt at Tohervenai'oda, where there were beds and a stove, and where soap and Tchi 
tobacco were distributed, was of immenBe service after the severe halile of tie 12th on the Lorn '' 
near Metcbka and Kadikeui. On the I4th and IGth I was occupied in dressing large niunbeni of - 
tbem, many of whom had never been touched since they were wounded. Had it not been for 
our depot, many of these most Bcrerely wounded men must have perished from cold and liitugcr. 
There was mach snow at the time. AU the transport trains were accompanied by me or one of 
my agents, and oar ambulance carls at Varna were always at the Vama station to receive the 
sick and wounded and transport them to the hospitals— a work which frequently occupied the 
whole of the night in most inclement weather. Frequently none but tbe bearers and carts wore 
to be found, and thej transported 6G0 sick and wounded, It is hardly necessary to mention that 
all the trains were provided with mattresses, and were accompauied by men who attended to 
the wants of the soldiers, gave thorn wat«r, im.

Our ambulance carta rendered also great service in carrying refugees from the station to the Owupstion ol 
town, in number BOO. On Jan. 31 traffic was suspended on the line, the Bussians having broken it 'i™ ^^ ""*" 
about thirleou miles from Vama. 

V»nis,Fcb. 1878. 

Tliere was no railway transport this month. My time was chiefly occupied in sorting the DiBtribnlion i 
Stafford Honse stores at Vama and distributitig a large quantity of them to the military hospitals "'u'u' ISiii" 
there ; for them there is a masbuta or acknowledged list given. They were received with mucli 
gratitude, and many of them were much wanted ; for instance, they had neither iiaudages nor 
charpio to dress the woonded with. 1 forwarded a large quantity of stores to Constantinople, 
and having paid off all the employes in my seation, lef t Vama on the 25th for Constantinople, 
where I arrived on the 2Sth. I may mention that oor ambulanoe-corts were employed in carrying 
refagees, and our men in aiding to give soup to these greatly distressed and moat an/ortonate 
people daring a great part of this montlj.

The foUowirg are extracts from reports to tbo Chief Commissioner : — 

Assaf PKhn's Camp, Senaolceal, Sept. 18, 1877. 
I lieg to forward some liclails of the work wo Lava done since we left Varna. We reached 
Baagnul on Aug, 2, and after some liiiys we went on to Shnmla, wliere we were conrteonalj 
received by Mchemet Ali, the Cnmmunder-in- Chief, who promiseil na all rusislance. and tele- 
graphed to the different statiooa aa to where onr service* would be most urgently wanted. 
Accordingly, on Aug. 1 4, we set out for Roagrod, and, joining' with Drs. Bushy and I^ke, became 



attached to the division nndor Nedj'ib Foolia. For the next nine days, we treated, ri 






H) rick Cttfles a duy, mostly ague and dysenfi--ry. On Aug. 21, we mored alongwith Nedjib Pacha's 
division up h) Bpngalar. Here we rctuained till Aog. .10, the sick-list averagiiig 40 per dny, all of 
which were treated by as, while wo transported some of the more lu-gent cuea to Rasgrad. There 
were also occasional wounded brought in by recoimoitring parties from day to day. On 
- Aug. 30, we were present, with twenty ambulance wagons, at tlie battle of Eatabassan, where 
nearly, if not all, the Turkish wounded fell Into our hands. During that day and the following 
nigbt and uornitig, we attended to (inoluding operations) SGI wounded ; rcmnining with them 
during the nigbt, and transporliug as many of the more urgent cases as possible to Kasgrad, the 
Turkish ambulance helping with the remainder. Next day we passed on with the army to Eais- 
bassan, and there remained a few days, the sick-list averaging 36 per day. On Sept. t, the army 
advanced to Yenikeui, where we spent the night ; and nejLt day, 166 wonnded were attended to bj 
us at the battle of Kaselevo. During tliat day and the following, we remained with thewounded, 
also throughout the night, making tbem as comfortable as possible beside a stapk of barley. The 
night was very wet and cold ; the wounded suflero'l terribly. Next day, after the wotinded were 
transported to different places, we went forward to the village of Kaselevo to look for more 
wonnded, but finding none, we went on to Cherissa, where, during that day and the following, 
SUS woundod soldiers passed through our hands ; these being collected from the left bank of tbe 
Lorn by the Turkish ambulance, Ur. Doyd at this time working, with the Turkish ambulance 
Our wagons here did good work in transporting the wounded to the Turkish hospital at Salonica. 
During the afternoon of the following day, we were joined by Mr. Pratt at Cherissa, acoompanied 
by Drs. Beresford and McQueen, who attended to the remainder, we returning to the camp of 
tiitvet Pacha. During the oeit few days, we were engaged In attending to the usual numlior o( 
sick cases, about 40 a day, chiefly ague and dysentery, with occasional woiuided ; and on Sept. 13 
we advanced with Assaf Pacha 12 miles in a westerly directiun, and at ni^jht encamped near the 
village of Senankeui. Mr. Lake, who had suffered severely from dysentery, had, two days pre- 
viously, left us to recruit at Varna. Next day, Sept. 14, at the battle of Senankeui, we attended 
ISO wounded men, employing our ambulance! in transporting the wounded from the field. Next 
day we asked hi* Excellency Assaf Pacha to lend ua help in the transportafioo, which be at once 
did, sending for 60 wa;;ons lo help ns to send them to Itasgrad. In this battle, as at Eorahassan, 
almost all of the wonnded were attended to by us. Tlie wounded suffered badly in the night, 
which was very cold, we doing our best in making large (ires and collecting fuel from the neigh- 
bonring woods. We have received many severely wounded which had been dressed by Turkiah 
surgeons previously. In none of these cases whatever have we seen a splint used or the bulleta 
extracted.

a dnj, rhoumatiam boooming very prevulent. On Oot. 2 we oaraped on the Lom, and on Oct, 3 
cnnie here to Kadikeni. The number of siclc has atcadijy increased to about 180 a day, but theae 
numbers vary much, and have amounted to 300 ocoosionally. Aa far as we can gatlier, sick oome 
to us from Fuad Pacha's division, a. mile off, as wall as from that of Assaf Faoha. The men suffer 
from camp-aures, which havo oonaiderably increased, dysentflij, diarrliojB, ague, rheumatiam, 
bronohitia, and (cdema of the leg^. Scurvy has apparently decreased. We du not uunsiiler that 
the sick-rate is large conaidoring that the men are insofHciontlj clothed, liadly housed, and tlmt 
tJie weallier lately has been most inulemunt. 

[After this ambulance was dissolved, Dra. Busby, Wattle, and Assistant-Surgeon Boyd wcra 
sent to form a hospital at SoSn.] 



Second Ambulance of the Lom. 

Tliis ambulance was organized by Mr. Pi-att at Varua at the end of Aog. 1877, 
and placed under Surgeon McQueen, with a transport aervice of nine improvised 
country carts. The Red Crescent Society supplied twelve horses for this section. 

The section attended to the wounded after the battle of Kaselovo, and aubse- 
qnenlly was attached to Ncdjib Pacha'a division. Oq Dec, 1 it waa attached to 
Fnad Pacha's division, with which it served in the expedition against Elena, and sub- 
sequent retreat across the Northern Balkans to Slivno. It served in the fighting 
near Tatar-Dazardjik, and retreated with Fuad Pacha's division over the Rhodope 
Balkans to the sea-coaat, in company with the Shipka and Sauakov ambulances. 

Period of service : Aiig. 25, 1877, to Jan. 31, 1878,— Number of sick treated, 
2,322; number of wounded treated, 689— total, 3,011. The staif consisted of Sur- 
geons McQueen and Edmunds, with assistants for tracwport. Colonel BorthwJck 
(Mahir Bey) rendered great assistance to this section. 

CheriBsn, Si^pt, IS, 187T. 
On Aug. 29 Dr. Beresford and myself, accompanied by Mr, Pratt, atiivctl at Yenikcni to form 
a temporary hospital there, using oar wagons to trajisport the wounded from the field to 
our hospital, and from there as soon as poRsible to the nearest large hospital in the rear. We 
found a Turkish hospital already established in the best houses of the village, so that we bad some 
difficulty in securing suitable places for our hospital, but at last lixed upon a house capable of 
containing twelve bods, and a hitge hny-ahed, which we had cleared ont, capable of containing 
30 or 26 beds. On the 31st we set out with our arabas, cacolets and borsea, and worked over the 
battle-field of the previous day along with Dr. Crookshank and Dr. Roy, bni found no wounded, 
Tlie tow sick or wounded that came into the village were taken to the Turkish hospital, wheie 
they lay without anything being done for them— several oases of gunshot wounds with ballets 
nnextracted. smashed Gngera reqniring amputation, &o. When asked why they did not operate, 
they said they had not proper instruments, and afterwards that they hod received ordE^rs not to 
operate ; and though we bt^ged to be allowed to operate or to take charge of the cases, we were 
always put off for a day or two, and then the cases were sent olf to Eski-Djuma untouched. On the 
4th we had five sictc soldiers in our bospitoL We tran8port«d from the Turkish hospital at 
Yenikeui to Eski-Djuma on the 30t.h nine dok and wounded, and on the 3rd twenty sick and 
wounded. On the evening of the 6th Hr. Pratt arrived from Cherissa, where he had seen numbers 
of wounded unattended to, so. as there was no work at Yenikeui, we started ofli early next morning, 
and arrived here late in the afternoon. We fotmd numbers of wounded lying about the streets in 
a deplorable Blat«, with undressed wounds and unset fracturea We got ttiem as comfortably 
housed as possible, with mattresses and blankets for the bad cases, and diatribnted bread. Early 
next morning we dressed seven fresh co^es and performed amputation of the thigh on a poor 
fellow we found the evening before, lying on the bare floor of a room, suffering great agony from 
a gunshot smash of the leg, the wonnd being in a bad state, swarming with maggots. We fortu- 
nately were able lo buy a supply of bread from a pawing cail ; seat oB an araba to Rasgrad f'.r 
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EEOOBD OF OPBRATIONS. 

Iwo sliepp to make souji for Uio wounded. On tlie 9th we were able to secure seven nrabas, snd 
transported fourteen sick and wounded Ui Rasgmd (sii OT seven Lours from here), and in I lie 
of the day we treated thirteen siok and wounded, and sent them off the next morning to 
Raxgrad. On the 10th we treated seven fresh aiclc oases, and on the luh one. Tu-cLiy Dr. 
Bereaford hae taken aU the eases from here to fiasgiad. These include the amputatiou case, 
which has been doing famously. 

K»ljib Pacha's Divislini, Oot SO, 1877. 
After writing my last report, Dr. Bcrestord having gcme with a convoy of wounded, I started 
Ui Bhumla for tents and Htores, and arrived bock at Clierlasa on the IBtb, when t heard that Dr. 
Bereaford was taken suddenly il] with dysentery, and removed by Dr. Hayes to Varna. On tile SOth 
I moved my ambulance to the camp, thence (« Easeleva on 26th. 1 worked with DuEby np to 
Sept. 30, when Nedjib Pacha, having expressed a ^wish that one of our ambulances should join 
him, I moved up and pitched my tcni alongside his. On Oct. 2 wo raoced to Kadikeni, and on 
the SIth I was juincd by Dr. Edmunds. During this time we had but one wounded man. When 
at Easelcvo our dail; number of sick was about 40, but since that time the number, varjiing 
according to the weather, hns grwliially increuaed up to 200 per diem. The caaea treated have 
ohiefly consisted of dlurrhcea, dysentery. inlermit(<mt fever, and rheamalismi with cases of 
scurvy and camp-sores. Unless I am very mnch mistaken, all the cases of sickness in Nedjib 
Pacha's division have been treated by ns, 

T»mbo1i, Dec. !8, 1877. 
Since the date of my report up to Nov. 23, Dr. Edmunds and I remained at Baagrad, attached 
to Nedjib Pacha's division, treating an average of 100 sick each morning at the camp. We 
reached Osman Bfliiar on the 27Ui, the last part of tlie jonmey being performed in a Btonn of 
sleet and snuw. On arriving at Osman Bazar we learned that the camp was at Achmelli, at tlie 
base of the Balkans. On the morning uf Dec. i the Torks attacked tlie Russians, and drove tbem 
>■ from Marian and Elena. Early in the day we stationed onr ambulance at a bonse in the village 
of Marian, and were en^raged until after dark, extracting bullets and dresung the womids of 
the men as they were carried off the field. We attended to over 120 cases that day, to 70 
cases on the 6th (not seen on the previous day), on the <ttb to seventeen cases, and on the 7th to 
twelve cases which had been brought in from outlying villages, and cases previously treated bj 
Turkish surgeons, but anxious to liave their bullets extracted. We thus attended to 219 wounded ; 
these included thirteen Rmnians. On the day of the battle a numtier of Russians were taken 
prisoners. Over 60 of these were placed under our care and protection by Suleiman Pacha, who 
also entrusted us with the care and treatment of the RuHsian wounded, who remained in our 
house until Dec. S ; one of these, a captain, with a gunshot wound at the upper part of the fpine, 
causing paralysis of both apper and lower extTemities, died on evening of the Gib. We also hod 
a Turkish colonel, mortally wounded in the abdomen, in the house under our treatment. The 
wounded were distrihated among the houses in the village, which were deserted by the Bulgarians 
on the approach of the Turks; and having thirteen Russian wounded in our house, with only « 
scanty supply of biscuits, we could do bat little towards giving them food. We applied to the 
authorities for bulloiik arabas.and transported the wounded to Achmetli, about eight or nine 
miles distant, where a tompomty hospital had been formed ; from thence they were sent on to 
hospitals at Kezan, and across the Balkans to Slivno. On the forenoon of the 8th we had all the 
wounded (2I>8 in nnmber) tmnsportod from Marian. On the early morning of Dec. our lioose 
took Ore, and we had lo bundle out our goods and stores and sleep in the yard nmon^ the snoir 
until daylight. The same day we moved on to the camp at Elena ; the weather was now very 
severe. We remained at Elena until the night of the 13th, when the camp retreated towards 
Achmetli ; we travelled oil night, and reached Achmetli at daylight. We rested the day, and 
started the next morning to cross the Balkans at Eexan, to Slivno and Yamboli. Owing to the 
nature of the roads and the difficulty of getting; the artillery along, we travelled slowly, and had 
to spend the night among the Balkans without any shelter except a good covering of snow. We 
started on the forenoon of the 19th by a bridle-path across the Balkans to Slivno; the snow bad been 
falling fast sinoe the previous afternoon, and was then over two feet deep and drifting. We dept 
in the little village of Vetslma, and went on the next day, reaching Slivno after a very difficult, 
cold, and fatiguing journey. The road went right over the very high Bolkans, and in many pla«se 
the snow was up to the horses' neoks. At Slivno we learned that Fuad Pacha had gone by r»U 
from Yamboli to Tatar- Baiardjik, where we now are about to follow him.

I will endeavour to save aa much of my slotes as poaeible, but am afraid some of them 
will have to be left behind. I will follotv the aimy as much as possible so as to be in all the 
fighting, if there should be any. 

ConsUatiaopIe. Feh. 2, 1878. 

After iny Inst report I started, on Dec. ST. for YamboU, where I bad left the ambulance. I did 1 
not reach it until the night of the 30th, the trains having been blocked up by a heavy fall of snow. ^ 
The trains were almost stopped running on the Tamboli section of the line, being engaged in ] 
carrying fugitives fromTatar-Bazardjik, sothat we were onable to leave until Jan. G. Dr. Edmunds 1 
left me at Tiroova-Semenly for Constantinople, to have a few days' rest, I arrived at Tatar- ' 
Bazardjik with everything safe on the 6th. and reported myself to Fund Pacha, who was acting- 
governor of the place. I expressed to him a desire to go to the front, wheri^ I might be of sorvicc 
until his division should have some prospect of fighting ; and at his soggeslion started for Sama- 
liov on the loth, and arrived at Banya that, night, after an eight honra' ride, Next morning early 
the troops from Samokov marched into Banya, having evacuated the place and being in foil 
retreat on Tatar- Bazardjik, so there was nothing left for me bat to return. At Tatar- Bazardjik I 
attended to seveml men who had been wounded in skirmishes during the retreat. On Che evening 
of Jan. 13, I started, along with Drs. Sandwith and Sketchley. for Philippopolis, which we 
reached on the afternoon of the I4tti. The same evening we received a message from Suleiman 
Pacha (hrongh the British Oonsnl, expressing a wish that all the StailoTd House doctors should 
remain with the woimdcd in Philipoppolis. At that time there was not a wonndcd man in the 
town. We replied that we were essentially engaged in the work- of fiying ambulances, with all 
the requisites for such, and with none of the appliances necessary for an hospital ; tliat there was 
a Stafford House hospital in the town, the surgeon in charge of which was prepared to remain ; 
and tiiat we did not see the necessity of impairing the futiu*e nsetulnesa of the Stafford House by 
so many surgeons being left. On the 16th, at the station abont a mile and a half from the town, 
we saw Chakir Pacha, who asked us to remain and go along with him. Between ten and eleven 
o'clock that night we were prepared to start, and had the arabas along the line, when suddenly 1 
the Bussians, who had crossed the river in the darkness, opened fire at us at a distance of iOO oi 
300 yards ; in the coofosioo resulting on this sorprise ono of my aiabas containing stores got 
separated from the rest, and I never saw it agun ; abont ten minntcs after the firing commenced 
the station buildings were in a blaze, including, I believe, the wooden abed containing about 100 
wounded awaiting transport. We travellei] all night, and arrived at the village of Slwiiinaka in ^ 
the morning, and here we attached ourselves to Baker Pacha's brigade. Boon after arrival we i 
learned that an attempt woold be made to cross the Rhodope Balkans lo the sea, and as there 
was merely a track and no road available for wheeled vehicles, I had to leave the arabas behind 
and pnt the stores on pack-horses. 

[Dr. McQueen in the latter portion of his communication gives an account of the further 
progress of the retreat, which corresponds with that given by Dr. Sandwith, pagi- 64. Tlie Second 
Ambtilance of the Lom was dissolved after the retreat, and its staS, Drs. McQueen and Edmunds, 
were detached temporarily to attend refugees in the mosques at Stambonl.]

Shipka Ambulance. 

The ataS* of this soction, under SnrgeOQ Attwood, was despatched from Constan- 
tinople on July 24, 1877, and was soon aiter actively engaged at Tiruova-Semeuly 
railway station attending to large nambers of wounded being sent to the renr, aftep 
Haonf Pacha's defeat at Yenisaglira. It subsequently undertook the charge of 300 
wounded in an iraprovieed hospital at Adrianople, until they were handed over to the 
permanent S. H. Adrianople bospitnl staff, 

The section was attached to Suleiman Pacha's head-qoartors in tho Balkans on 
Aug. ly, and was engaged during the grand attack on the Russian positions in the 
Shipka Pass at the end of that month, and during all the anhsequent attacks. On 
these occasions very large numbers of woupdcd passed through the hands of the 
snrgeona. When there were no wounded they were employed in treating the sick in 

On Dec. 11, the ambulance was withdrawn from Shipka, and early in Janoary 
proceeded to Ichtinian and thence to Otionkoui. 

During the retreat from Otloukeui on Baitardjik (Jan. 11) some of theambalanee 
wagons broke down. Surgeon Attwood, biiving at no small risk remained behind to 
guard the stores, was taken by Cossacks, and, in spite of his formal protest, conducted 
back to Otloukeui. There he was employed in attending to wounded Tnrkish prisoners 
nntil he w'as invalided to PhilippopoHs. Surgeons Hume and Sandwith, with the 
remaiudcr of the ambulance, succeeded in joining the S. H. Samakoy and Second 
Lom sections neaj- Bazardjik, and thence retreated with Suleiman's army across the 
Bhodope Balkans. 

I wish here to record the gallant conduct of Surgeon Hume, who, at great per- 
sonal danger, rejoined bis ambulance at Philippopolls by means of ti'a veiling along the 
railway line on a trolly at night in close proximity to the enemy. He was carrying 
tDBtmotions and a considerable sum of money from Constantinople,

staff of this section ; Surgeons Attwood, Hume, and Sandwith, with assistants for 
transport. 

The following are extracts from reports to the Chief Commisaionor : — 

Suieimnn PachH'e hEiul-qnnrten, Ort, 1. 1877. 
Mc^ts. Attwood, Home, and Sandwith fonnd at Adnunople on July ^5 about 400 patients 
uiidec tour doctors in three hospitals. Nine-tantha o£ Ibo cases wore suffering from dyBenteiy, the 
remainder being wounded from the Turko-Servian war. The treatment ot the hitter did not 
appear to be all lliat conld be deslied. On July 38 Ihey went to the head qnarlere ot Snleiman 
Facha, and on the 30th Ibey establiahed themselves at Tirnova-Semenly, on the line between 
Adrianople and Yenisaglira. Two days ,Ioter namerous trains arrived from the latter place, 
where lUouf Pacliu liod jnct sustained iwo severe defeals. From Aug. 1 to ."S thej were occupied 
in attending npon the graver cases of those wtao thus paased to Iberear. On Aug, 5, learning

)iat but tew wounded remained at the ttoot, tlity returned to Adrianopic to detenninc the natura 
of t)iQ proTJsion there, for the large Dumber of wonmled that hod pnseed through tlieii hands. On 
Hr. Barrmgton-KeDTiett'B arrinkl at Adrianople it was determined that they should remain there 
nniU the arrival of the other S.H. snrgeonB &oni Constantinople. Two hnildings were assigned to 
them, in one of which tJiere were 205, and in the other 101 wounded. The condition of the patients 
was moflt pitiable. Most of them were lying on the bore ground, the remainder on bare matting. 
The stench was sickening ; the wounds of many liad not been dressed since their infliction, in 
some caaea for as long as nine days. The arrangements for feeding them were extremely in- 
adequate, the supply of fond being insufficient and irregular. This was aa far as possible 
rcme<lied by the purchase of food, coffee, and tobacco. During six days Messrs. Attwood. Hume, 
and tSaudwitb were engaged, from morning till night, npon work of an nnmually trying character. 
On Aug. 13 Nonri Pacha, In speetor- General of Hospitals, proposed that the patients should 
be transferred to a partially demolished barrack, without and on the opposite side of the town, 
where it was intended to place 1000 wounded. In the evening Dts. Moore and Hclvor, B. H. 
gnrgeons, tc^cther with Dtb. Kirker and Woods (IjOrd Blantyre), arrived from Constantinople. 
The following day, Aug. 14, Dr. Bond Hoore and Dr. Attwood accompanied Nouri Pacha to the 
barrack to determine the question of transference. The site wos found to be healthy, the 
accommodation satis&otory. Having regard to the better nature of the conditions under which 
the patients woold find themselves, Dr. Bond Moore and Dr. Attwood concurred as to the 
advisability of transference of the patients, althongh on other grounds it bod been wi.thcd that 
lliey should ho treated in buildings entirely under the control of English surgeons. This 
transference was effected on Aug. 16 and IT. On Aug. 16 Dre. Sandwith and Hume left 
Adrianople to join the army of Suleiman Fucha. They arrived at the camp on the mth, and 
two days Uter the attack on the Bussian positions in tbe 6hij>ka began, lasting six daj-s. Tlie 
Turkish loss was over 10,000. During this lime and the two following days Drs. Sandwith and 
Hnme were Incessantly occnpied in operating upon and ilressing wounded men. With the 
exception of Dr. Leslie, of the National Aid Society, there were no other operating surgeons 
present. In more than half the eases in which amputation was deemed necessary the patients 
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wood left Adrianople for Shlpka. He reached Keaanlik, five miles from ( 
He found the town literally full of wounded, to the nnmber of over 4,000. ] 
n adttiualc idea of the terrible condition of things. Many budly wounded 
ireetB, in the eitremity of torture ; others were seen at the windows of 
llie houses, imploring assistance for themselves, and the slill worse cases within. At the request 
of Dr. Coostantine Carcollis, a Greek gentleman of exceptional skill and energy. Dr. Attwood 
remained to operate, and to assist in making general arrangements. The transport service coining 
into full pluy, nearly 3,000 of the wounded were removed to Fhilippopolis during the next, ten 
days. The next day a number of Red Crescent surgeons arrived to aid Dr. Carcallis, and Dr. 
Attwood went on to join his colleagues, whom he found oonsideiobly exhausted by their recent 
labours. No further fighting of a serious character took place till the night of Sept. IS, when ] 
3,000 voltmteera made a determined attack npon the Russian hatleries. The proportional loss I 
was very great ; 1,100 were brought to the Turkish, Stafford House, and National Aid S"0icties' 

rilQJBnoes ; three-fifths of the cases were treated by the English sorgeona, by whom were pet- 

mtA all tlie important operations done npon the field. 
igriring to the unhealthy condition of Eesanlik, they requested the authorities to send all 

6 iaaes direct to Fhilippopolis, with the exception of such as could not possibly bear the 
journey. From Sept. 19 to the present time (Oct. 1) some of the uniled party of English sur- 
geons have paid daily visits to Eesanlik, in accordance with an anangoment made with Dr. 
Carcallia. They have urged the necessity of evacuating tlie district to the fullest possible eitonl, 
and of employing energetic sanitary measures to combat the unhealthy state of the town, wliere 
typhuH fever and gangmuc have made their appearance. At the present moment there remained I 
(romaoo to 300 wounded and sick. The camp is in a genenJly healthy condition, there being ' 
hut a relatively small nnmber if coses of sickness, chiefly of intermittent fever and diarrhoea, 
notwithstanding an almost total disregard of the simplest sanitary rules. 
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Since Nov. 1 no wounded have been treated in the ambulance. In spite of occasional heavy Qeneml 
artillery fire, there have been very tew casualties upon the Turkish ride. The (ew wounded hnvn report. 
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bpen Irealeii by the Turkish sargeons, with the exception of a casi 
(sliell wound), in whioh ampulatioa was perfonned by Mr. MaoKellar, who w 
visit to Shipka. The health of \he camp has been exceptionally good. The prevailing diseades 
^dyaenlery, diarrhcea, and intennittent (ever— have hugely diminiahed. B'orly-sevon casea of 
these di^rdors — tiveof the lirst, tweuty-eight of the second, fourteen of tJic last — hare been treated 
in the smbulanee, On Nov. i, Dt. Sandnith, in accordance with instnictioiis from Constjuitinople, 
left fiiT the hospital at Adrianople. Eighteen men, victims of iU-treatment at the hands of tha 
Bulgarians during the retreat of the Bnwians from Eaki-Zaghra, have {ires^nted themselves at the 
arahnlatice for examination and treatment. Some of these were sent by Mr. Blunt, to whom 
reports upon the nature of their injnrie* have been fumished. On I>ec. 11 the ambulance left 
SUipka, its longer continuance there being deemed ondesirable, owing to the unlikelihood of 
{uither fightlDg. 

Conalanfinnple, Feb. 2, 1878. 
In accordance with your desire I beg to inform jod of the pmceedingH uf the Shipka ambu- 
lance fruin Dec. 13 until the present date. The ambulance remained at Philippopolis until 
' Dec. S,1, awail ing instmotions from Ur. Pratt, bat oo that day Dr. Attwood proceeded with it to 
Tatar- Da 'ardjik, taking Eosloff as interpreter. Ur. Hume was at this lime advised to relum to 
the rear for a few days to recmit his strength after a troublesome illness contracted at Pbilippo- 
polls. I joined the ambnlance on Jan, 2 at Baiaidjik, and, after buying some horses and tnnlciQg 
other necessary preparations, started on Jan. 1 with Dr. Attwood for Ichtiman,in order to discover 
the most usefnl point for establishing the ambulance. While crossing the £apiiilchik Derbend 
Pass we encountered long trains of refugees from the neighbouring villages, whose oxen and 
horses were soocnmbing in great numbers to their prolonged eiertions in attempting to Iraversa 
the icy roada. On arriving at Ichliman the following day we learnt from Zabit Paciia lluit aO 
the troops and population liad been evacuated to the rear, and that no fighting was expected. We 
accordingly left the town, which was already in flames, at daybreak, with the Paclia, it being 
immediately entered by the enemy. At Kapudcbik village we had an interview with Huohir 
SaXvet Pacha, who detailed Dr. Atrwood to form a small ambulance in the village of Tetrena, to 
be prepared for the forcing of the Eapudchlk Pass by the enemy. Dr. Attwood accordingly 
obtained possession of some Huiiahle houses for this purpose, and after visiting the sick and 
wounded soldiers and inhaliitanls of the village, we returned to Bamrdjik on Jan. T lo procure 
additional stores. News having arrived in the meantime of the retreat of Chafcir Pacha and 
Baker Pacha's armies on Olloukeni, and of the complete loss of medical stores and of most of the 
doctors attached to those armies, Dr. Attwood was requcatod by Fuad Pacha to proceed tbitber 
to make any arrangements he thonglit neces-tary for the wounded during the (then supposed) 
armistice. The chief Bulgarian of Bazardjik left the town on Jon. B, and requested Dr. Attwood 
to try to protect his honae with the Stafford House flag, in return handing over to Dr. Attwood 
unconditionally horses, carriages, and other necessaries most acceptable in a portly deserted 
town. Reaching Otloukeuf on Jan. 10, Dr. Attwood immediately reported himself to Baker Pach^ 
and gave medical stores to the English military doctors upon his staff. Very shortly after arrival 
we Icamt that the whole army was in retreat, and that it would be necessary for as to leave that 
night. A previous thaw of two days' duration was now succeeded by a sharp frost, and the roads 
became so slippery that the horses were only able to advance very slowly. About one hoar from 
the village the horses of the fourth carriage proved unable to ascend the thick sheet of ioe which 
coated the whole surface of one of the hills. Leading it in charge of a soldier, we continued oar 
journey until, in another half hour, the wheel of the third carriage came off, and we were obliged 
to relinquish it also. Soon afterwards the second carriage became lixed in a stream, and the 
tired horsea were enable to drag it out and carry it up a steep hill, It being then about one boor 
after midnight. Dr. Attwood proceeded with the dragoman to the nearest village to find oz arabaa 
to transport oar stores, while I remained with the second carriage. I was fortunately able to 
moke a large Ore and warm some of tbe sick and stragglers who passed me during the night. Of 
the former many were Arabs, and nearly oil were suffering from frost-bitten hands and feel. 
Eight soldiers and doietis of horses succunibed during the night to the severity of the climate 
and of the night's march. At daylight I secured the aid of twenty soldiers, and succeeded in 
getting the third carriage to the top of the hill, and then continued my journey, meeting Koatoft 
about 11 Ajf., relaming with three ox arabas lo bring on the contents of the alwndoTied Tehiolea. 
In the aftcroooa I come up to Dr, Attwood, and found him in the Beru:,'cGs' Barrack eroclod last 
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j-oac by Mr. Long in & Tillage (Kaliglari) Imlf way between Oeloukeui and Bazardjik. Ho expressed 
his determiDBtioQ to remain there nntil the relum of EtMtofl, but cequeHted me to proceed at onco 
to Baiardjik with all ihe remaining portion of the ambulance. The road being then fairly level, 
and no longer blnclted by masses of men and pack-horaeB retreating with the army, 1 was able lo 
t BazBxdjik the same eveniiig, and there learnt for the first lime of the non-existence of 
On the morning of Jan. 12 I returned to repaif the first carriftge, whicii had 
broken down and been left by roe in a village the previous evening. I also rode for one hoar and 
a. half on the Otioukeui road, in Ihe hopes of meeting Dr. Attwuod. Bozardjik at this time was 
in a very excited state ; incendiariea were diligently at work ; roving Bashi-Bazouks were forcing 
their way into many of the houses, and the Stafford House flag was able to afford protection for 
the night to many frightened women and children. I left the town during the night to rejoin the 
army, which had retreated lo nn adjacent village, and returned the next morning (o End Dr. Attwood 
and KostoS still missing, and left word for them in the event of their arrival. [See Dr. Attwood'a 
report following this.] By the advice of Balccr Pacha we left forPhilippopolis the same afternoon. 
The telegraph and the railway liad then ceased to work, and the environs of the station were crowded 
with refugees who had been unable to get away by train. As we passed through the town we saw 
many lai^e buildings on fire, and groups of Christian inhabitants accosted us with every expression 
of sorrow. After proceeding for one mile outside Bazardjik we were ordered to retreat by Osmao 
Nouri Pacha, who was drawn up with his division on the main Philippopolis road to receive some 
Cossacks who had been seen in the neighbourhood. The ambulance which had now joined those 
under charge of Dr. McQueen and Dr. Sketchley therefore accompanied the army along a bye- 
road towards Phillppapolia. Owing lo ttie narrowness of the road and the amonnt of traffic and 
the nomber of cannon, for which we bad to wait at every rough piece of ground, we had not 
advanced vety far by two o'clock a.m., and encamped in a village blazing and smoking like the 
otbeiH on our route, in order to rest our horses till daylight. Cr.issing a rickety and very slippery 
ning tight a cannon fell into the river, closely followed by one of our small 
re only enabled with difficulty to save the horses and the stores contained in 
living at Philippopolis the ambulance was joined by Dr. Hume, who had mode 
tions to do so, having travelled on an engine, and for the Inst part of the 
journey on a trolly worked by hand. I had been enabled to bring all the Btores with me, and 
now banded over to Dr. Minassian all the heavy materiel tor use in his Stafford Hni^se hospital. 
Suleiman Pacha telegraphed to Mr. Consul Calvert asking which Stafford House doctors would 
remain in the town to take chai^ of any wounded who might come in after the Hghting at this 
time going on ; and on Dr. Minassian volunteering to do so, assisted by Dr. I^ngdon and Dr. 
Heath, of the Turkish service, his Excellency at once ordered all the military and civil hospitals 
with their personnel to be placed under the control of the Stafford House representative. On 
Jan. Ill a battle in the plain furnished Dr. Hume and myself with some patients, who, after being 
dressed, were sent to the Stafford Honse hospital. We proceeded to the railway station in the 
afternoon, and placed ourselves under the orders of Safvet Pacha. At midnight we started with 
the Pacha and troopa tor Stanimaka, when the enemy, who had advanced to within a dislance of 
300 yards, opened a vary brisk musketry lire as we left the station. Our servants and arabajis 
on this occasion showed the greatest fortitude, and exhibited no anxiety to leave their posts, in 
spite of the confusion and flight of the Turkish cavalry around us. Beaching Stanimata the next 
morning at 6 A.M., we rested there until the night of the 17th. Dnring our stay we attended the 
wounded who acoompanied us from Philippopolis and those who resulted from the lighting then 
going on immediately without the town. We now learnt from Captain Bumaby that it would bo 
impossible to toko wheeled vehicles further, and accordingly procured pack-saddles, on to which 
we transferred as many of our stores as it was possible to carry upon horses. The carriages, 
stretchers, and some stores were of necessity abandoned. BtHrting with the staff of Buker Pacha 
at 3 i-M. on the 18tb we proceeded, wilh the exception of four hours' halt, until 8.30 p.m. After 
five bourn' sleep in the snow we proceeded once more, and at daybreak commenced the ascent of 
the Rhodope Mountains, The hill-side, covered with deep snow, except where its many Eigiag 
paths bad their surface beAten into glassy ice, seemed an almost insuperable obstacle to tired men 
and horses. On every side, upon the ice and in the snow, atniggling and falling horses, soldiers 
and woimded mixed in frightful confusion with women and children Sying from their burnt 
houses, all toiling wearily upwards. During the ascent the explosion of an ammunition box, 
which had fallen from a mule, added not a little to the general confusion. In Ihe plain below 
could be seen tie Cosaacks advancing to the foot of the hill, and as. from there, they Bred on the 
struggling masse!, aoldien with pack-hoiseB on all sides cut loose their baggage and so hurried 
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to Bflcape. Onr Bervanta exerted themselveB ho well tlmt they mnde the asoetil with the loss of 
00)7 one box, a somewhat lieavf case of proviijioiis. After the climb of three hoiua we halted on 
the hill-top aad caaCiously advanced through the district, where roada from Haskeni oSered an 
opportnnily to the enemy to eat off our retreat. We went on tJnough tJie hilU, the bitter cold 
gradually relenting from day to day &a we travelled Bouthworda, until, after spending a. oifdit >t 
the amali town of Sirikh-Ali, on the banks of the Arda, halting at various hamlets and tiaveising 
the alnloHt pathleaia mountain gorges, wu reached Gumurgina on the morning of Jon. 23. Here wo 
were very hoBpitabty entertained by the Qreek bishop and other iidiabitauta of the town, who 
afforded us miHt welcome food and rest. On the afternoon of the 24th we proceeded fonr houis 
to Bnmbaya, and on Che following day by fording two arms of the sea reached Porto I^i^u* 
(Eara^tah), Gti the 26th and 2Tth we were occupied in dressing the wotinded, of whom w« hjul 
suuceeded in bringing eome through the hilla. Duriog these two days our patients were giadnallj 
embarked and placed on board the steamahip StiUanii, where we joined them on the eveitirig of 
the 2Ttb, having been speoiolly requested IjySuleimanl'ncliatoacoompany them to Constantinople. 
The decks being covered with between 3,000 and 4,000 troops, the wounded and sick, the fonner 
numbering 3S0 and the latter 120, were crowded together in the state saloon and the after cabina 
of the vessel. The authorities were unable to provide them with anything but biscuit, and it waa 
with great difficulty that we suoceeded in obtaining a ver; inadequate supply of water for them. 
By tbe kindnesa of Mr. Yoong, chief commissioner of the National Aid Society, who arrived in 
the steamship OmuiHii on the morning of the 28th, we were enabled to supply them with soa^ 
bread, and underclothing. To the some source we are indebted for seventl hundred bandogea, of 
which oar own stock wn.t hy this time nearly ezhanated. They were assisted on board by a willing 
giaT of Turkish dri:Baer9. Bight men Buccnmbed during the voyage, but we had the satisfaction 
of relieving to a great extent the sufferings of the wunnded and of curing a large proportion of 
the sick. At Oallipoli we were enabled to jirocnre oranges and tobacco, for which our patients 
were deeply grateful. We arrived at Constantinople on tbe evening of Feb. 2, end on the follow- 
ing day the wounded were removed to various hospitals. Tliia report cannot be closed witbont 
acknowledging the unfailing kindness of General Baker and Captain Bumaby. 

Loudon, Feb. 28, 1679. 
Dr. Sondwith and 1 left Tatar- Basordjik for Otloukeni on Jan 9, arriving the following afler^ 
noon. This was done after consnltation with Fuad Pacha, in command at Baiardjik, who said 
that there was an armistice, and that we should do well to join Chakir Cacha and General Baker 
Ptuslia at Olloukoni, where we ahonld probably lind wounded for whom there was little aorgieal 
provision, while at Buxardjik there was a auffioient number of surgeons. We took fonr oairiagei 
oontainiiig su^oal stores and provisiona, and were accompanied by KostoH, a Bulgarian inter- 
preter who had been transferred to me at Philippopolis by Dr. Minassian. OnroaohingOtlonkeni, 
however, we found that the wonnded had been sent forward or left at villages on the w»y, 
tihortly afterwards word was brought to us that the retreat waa to be at once continued, and that 
General Baker desired us to return with the troopa. tincli as we might have wished to remain to 
restour tired horses, it waa clear that we could not do so in the face of the General's recomtnen- 
dation. About nine o'clock at night we set out on the retnm-joumey. It had unfortonatclT 
happened that, whereas for two or three days previooaly the weather had moderated and the roads 
were soft, just as we reached Otloukeai a sudden severe frost set in, rendering the roada extremely 
slippery. We had therefore every reason to tear that onr journey would be attended with 
difficulties. The first of our carriages got along well enongh, and reached Bazordjikwithont mis- 
hap. Of the remaining three, one broke down so completely a short distance outside Otlonkeoi 
that I directed it to be nbandoned, transferring its contents to the others. These other two wa 
managed to get along with great labour aoroe nules over the frozen bridgeless roods, but at length, 
■bent four o'clock in tbe morning, they came to a complete stand-still. 1 went forward with 
Koatott to the village of Popensy, to procure aid in the shape of men and oxen. This was accom- 
plished between seven and eight o'clock. I instructed Kostoff to retnm with the men and oseD, 
and remained at the village in ohargp of the horses taken from the abandoned carriage, my own 
horse, papers, and some articles of value. Eostolf was conlidant that he should be able to bring on i 
the carriages in a few hours with the md obtained, A little after mid-day Dr. Sandwith oxriTDd 1 
at the village with one of the carriages. He had got it along by impressing into his service ai 
soldiers, and had met Kostoff, who had gone on iti search of the other carriage. He offete 
await Kostofl's return, leai-ing me free to proceud to Baiirljik with the carriage, but we agreed

that ho should go on and that I should follow Inter, allowing three or four hours for Koatoff lo 
ntiim. When it began to get dark, about five o'clock, I considered I hod wait«d long enough, uid 
nukde towards the road, which was at a dislitnoe of 400 or 500 f ante from tbe villnge. On ap- 
proaching it I wBS met bj some of the villagers, who tt>Id me that tlie rtiad had 
distance ahead, and was occupied by Cossacka and armed Bulgatiana. I determined to return to 
the village and make another attempt at dAfbreak, hoping that the CoBsacks bad bat mode a reoon- 
naissajice and would retire to Otloukeui for tbe night. At earl; dawn I madeforthe rood, leading the 
horses, and seeing it apparent!; clear.thoaghtthere was a prosper of getting away, but when within 
60 or 60 yards of the road,sii or seven CosaackB,ridingr^idlyrQimda bend in it some 300 yards off, 
in tbe direction of Otloukeai, drew np opposite me and lirod. Tlie light being dim and the road 
raised high above tbe frozen ground 1 was traversing, they did not pniiiue me. Returning to tbe 
village, I tried to engage some-one to conduct me across countiy in the direction of Philippopolis. 
When ntnan bad been found looaderlake this, and we were on the point of quilling the village on 
tbe side opposite Uj the road to Bazaidjik, it was BorTonnded by Cossacks. I was detained until 
tbe arrival of the Oeneral. To him 1 gave an account of myself, and requested to be allowed to 
make my way to Philippopolis, making reference to the Geneva Convention, which seemed but to 
provoke amtaement. I was ordered to remain in the village in charge ot some ofHoere ot the 
ImperiaJ Ooard, who bad advanced with the Cos»ack Iroopn and were to await the coming of the 
rest of the army, I made an unavailing protest against tbe seizure of the hotses I had with me. 
Next morning General Enidenei arrived. 1 ag^n clniroed to be allowed to betake myself to 
Philippopolis or Adrianoplu, bnt the General told me I must go to Otloukeui and there remain 
nulil the arrival of tbe Qrand Duke Nicholas, which would probably be a matter of bat two or 
three ilays, after which I should no doubt be set at liberty. I was then rejoined by Koaioff. He 
told me be hnd met Dr. Sondwith, that he had then proceeded in sesrcb of the other carriage, that 
be found that the men in charge had left it — they having, as was afterwards ascertained, become 
alarmed for theu- safety and gone off with the horses to Bazonijifc, where they rejoined the rest of 
the ambulance — that he had then, notwithstanding my express injonctJon to the contrary, gone on 
to the carriage abandoned close to Otloukeni, and that while taking it along towards Popensy he 
was made prisoner. He was allowed to remwn with me, and we weredirect^ toset outin charge 
oC a Cossack for Otloakeai. After having gone about a quarter of the way, we halted at a shed, 
wher« were collected some GO or 70 Turkish soldiers— stragglers— many of them sick and frost- 
bitten, under the charge of a dozen armed Bulgarians of the worst type. Our C ssaok declared 
that he sbonld go no farther, having eicpected 1o he relieved at this spot., and that we must gn on 
with the others. This was aboat mid-day. We then continued om journey, whioh was of a pain- 
ful character. On the way we met a nrnnber of Rnssian linesmen, and were made to bait that ttiey 
might Inspect as. Here one ot tbe prisoners was by one of tbe escort wantonly struck to the 
ground, and then by another shot throngh the head. Several of the Russian soldiers could have 
prevenl«d this act by simply stretching ont their bards, Tbey did not seem to me lo have sug- 
gested or encouraged it; Iheir attitude was that of amused indifference. Three times on tbe way 
was this repeated, in each case no provocation l>eing given other than inability to march as rapidly 
as the escort desired. Later on a holt was made, and. from what I oould gather al the time and 
subsequently by qnestiaoing Kostoff, a geDoral masHacre was proposed, bat was negatived by the 
less savage and eicited among the escort. At dusk we reached Otloukeui. Tlie Russian Comman- 
dant sent word that he was too busy to see me, and that the police were to Bnd me a lodging for 
tbe night. Neit morning I was taken before him. On my narrating the occurreuces of the pre- 
vious day, the chief of the police stated that it was impossible to bring the escort to account for 
their conduct, as they were unknown at Otloukeni, and had gone off in various directions inune- 
diately after their arrival. The Commandant told me that if I would pledge my word not to 
attempt to escape he would allow me to shift for myself in the village, that he knew nothing as 
to Che coming of tbe Grand Duke, and that I must remain there nntU further orders in attendance 
upon the sick and wounded Turkish soldietE there collected to the number of about 300. I was 
thus engaged until tbe middle of February, when I fell aiuidenly ill. A few days later the Com- 
mandant received orders to evacuate Otloukeui with his prisoners, I was put into an ox-wngon by 
Kustoff and carried olf to Philippopolis. A fortnight later my colleague. Dr. Hume, hearing of my 
condition, came from Constantinople to look after rac; and tended me through a long and severe 
Illness witli tbe greatest skill and IdndDsss. 

[AVf — Dr. Atlwood returned to England invalided in April, 187S.] 
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Adrianople Hospital. 

Tliis hospital was first formed in two empty houHes, on the great influx of 
wounded to Adriauopio after the battles of Yenisf^Lra and Enkisaglira, and was sab" 
eeqnently ttansferrod to a wing of the large cavali^ havracks. In addition to tlieir 
hospital work, the Staff were frequently engaged at the railway station in attending 
to the large numbers of wounded pasBicg through on their way to Constanlinople. 

The wounded were evacuated the day before the occupation of the town bj- the 
RasBians, and the Staff retired at the same time, after leaving the valoable part of 
their stores in the hands of the BritiEli Consul. 

Period of service : An-j.\2, 1877. fo Jan. 19, 1878.— Average number of beds 
occupied, 200 ; treated in hospital, sick, 200 ; wounded, 983 ; treated at railway 
station, 3,180 ; total, 4,3f;3. The following served at different times on the staff of 
this section : Surgeons Moore, Mclvor, Kirker, Wood% Sandwith, Assistant- Sargeona 
Stuart and Azsopardi, Dispenser Spanopoulos, and Turkish assistants. 

The following are eitracis from Reports to tho Chief Commissioner :— 

Adrianopli, Aug. 39, 1877, 
I beg herewith to send you tbe foilowinf; report of the woanded men we bave bad in oar 
' charge since eui arrival here. Men in old hospital when I took cliaTge, 20(i ; sent to Constanli- 
nople oonvulescent, B7 ; died before removal to Barrack Hoapital, 3 ; removed to Bairrtck 
Hospital, UG. Of these there have been sent to Constantinople, 76; died ia Barrack Hospital, 4; 
men remaining in hospital too seriously wounded to be removed, 66. When next I see yen, I will 
explaiu the difficulty of giving on occnrnte report of patients tianafened to our wards daring oar 
absence in the night-time by the Turkish surgeons. Wo hove not in any single instance objected 
\a attend to these men. They were nearly all suffering from active erysipelas or ita results ; and, 
in justice to the Stafford House Committee (without I have your aulJioritj), I object on their 
behalf to be resitonsible for the high rate of mortality which occurred amongst these men, irre' 
speclively of the instances in which oar patients contracted from them the contagion. We have 
received information that about 000 wounded men are en route for oar hospital. 

Adrisnople, Sept 8, 1877. 
Everything is going on now pretty smoothly, quite as well as wc ought to expect perhaps, all 
tilings considered. I cannot make you a report as to work done very well ; for tbe patieats are 
moved so often that it is neil to impossible to keep a list of them. And it ia in this way. A 
batch of weary, wet, but slightly wounded arrive with six or eight days' interval of dressing. We 
take tliem in, give good food, warm beds, and clean dressing for two or three days, when they are 
fit to go on to Constantinople and make room for the most argent cases. Scadamore and Cowan 
are of great assistance to iis, and to-day a French officer who speaks English fluently hua offered 
his services gratuitously.

I have also to report that during the past week wc have 
incrMsed the nnraber of beds in one hospital by 63. These also contain most severe cases. Dur- Eulension of 
ing the past week we have performed three capital operations. We also operated on a case of hoapitsl. 
fistula in the person of an officer who had twice before been operated on by Turkish doctors, but 
without any beneficial effect, and during Uie past fortnight 40 minor operations have been per- 
formed in our wards, which include incising abscesses, removing dead bono and parts of fingers 
and toes, and extraction of ballets.

During the past 
week, six partial resections were performed in hospital— two of both bones of forearm, one of tibia, 
two of bones of feet, one of part of sacrnm. The resection case we received from you has enabled 
DH to perform these operations efficiently ; and as those patienls on whom we have operated are 
progressing most satisfactorily, we hope to substitute resection for amputation in certain cases— a 
matter wliich is evidently a great boon lo the patients, who would otherwise be crippled for life, 

Wrei ending Dee. 8, 1877. — Patients in hospital, Deo. 1, 260 ; discharged during week, 3 ; 
dietl, 9- total, 12 ; in hoapilal, Deo, 8, 248. The following oiieiaiions were performed during the 
week, the patients being nndec the inllnence of chloroform ;— Two patients, resections of humerus ; 
one Chopert's operation ot foot on account of gangrene caused by frost-bite ; one bullet removed 
from thigh after an interval of four months (bullet removed on admiaalon) ; three amputations of 
lingers and one of thumb ; one partial resection of ulna ; one partial resection of lower jaw ; one 
partial resection ot chivicle ; one amputation ot five toes on aoconnt of gangrene caused by frost- 
bite. On Dec. 1, sixteen patients were admitted sufiering from diarrhcea and dysentery of the 
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I most aggravated chnraoter, which Ihoy had contracted at Plevna and Shipka. On admiBsion, six 
, of them were in artieuh mortii. The best treatment was of no avail, as they were almoat unable 
to take either medicines or food. Three died on eeoond day, two on thini, and one on foorth day ; 
the temainder, who wore in a most jirecarioos condition, are now gtadoally improving.

The ambulance wagon lent by Baton Mundy is being usedto convey our wounded to the bath of the 
palaoe, about half -a mite distant ; his Majesty, the Snltaa, having placed the bath at the dispOEal 
of the wounded. 

Weei endins Dee. 3i), 18T7. -Patients in hospital, Dec. 32, 243 ; admitted daring week, 71 — 
total, 8H I discharged during week, 67 ; dead, B i remaining in hospital, 3E1. Operations performed 
daring the week : two parliiil resections of humerus, two of tibia, one of fibula, and two of (atvus j 
one eitraclion of bullet from calf of leg ; one removal of toes ; and ten minor operations. Dnrlog 
the week Mahmond Damod Pacha visited the hospital, and on leaving eipresaed himself highly 
satisfied with the oare we look of the patients, saying he would speoiaUy mention the same to his 
brother-in-law the Sutlan. 

IFec* ending Jan. B, 1878.— Pat ien Is in hospital, Deo. 29, 251 ; admitted during vreek, 60 — 
total, 314 i discharged during week, Wl; dead. 11 ; remaining in hospital, Jan. G, 213. Opera- 
tioTU: one excision of os calcis; six minor operations. I have, to report that daring the p^at 
month, our hospital has been enlarged by the addition of two wards containing seventeen beds 

Weti eadiitg Jan. 12, 1878.— Patients remaining in bospilal, Jan. 5, 213; admitted during 
week, 48 — total, 2B1 ; discharged during week, 250; died during week, II — total, 2G1 ; patients 
remaining in hospital, Jan. 12, none. OiKrations performed during week : one excision of meia- 
taraal bone of right foot ; one partial resection of tibia ; one partial resection of femnr ; one partial 
resection of astragalus ; one amputation of toes. On Wednesday, Jan. 9, we received official orders 
that all paticniB were to be removed from hospital next day, which ordei« were accordingly carried 
out, although wo protested against tbe ex-acuation of some patients wbo were unable to undergo 
the journey. On Friday we received notice that 1,600 wounded were at the station. We proceeded 
there with all oar staff as quickly as possible in our ambulance wagons, and attended to between 
400 and 600 men. Owing to the wounded having objected to being dressed with cold water, we 
have made arrangements that hot water will always be in readiness on their arrival. We have 
retained our full staff on account of tbe near approach of the Eussians and the likelibood of early 
fighting ; in the meantime I will ntilise them as far aa possible in attending lo the wounded at the 

Week ending Jan. 19, 1878,— Patients remaining in hospital, Jan. 12, none. 19th : Patients 
admitted during the week, 130; discharged. 130. On Sunday, Jan 13, a train of 300 
wounded at station was dressed by us. On Friday morning we receive! official information 
from Djemid Pacha that it would be necessary for us to leave as soon as possible, aa no resist- 
ance was to be made to tbe enemy by the garrison. I bad scarcely received this informa- 
tion when all our servants left with the regiment of soldiers quartered in another part of the bar- 
racks. I proceeded immediately to the Commandant (Ahmet Eyoub Pacha), and asked him for 
means lo transport our wounded lo the railway<station, a distance of three miles. Ho promised to 
send some if possible. After waiting two Uours we sent a second time to him,. receiving the sane 
reply. As tbe day was now far advanced, and still no appearance of arabas. we were obliged to pro- 
ceed to the sarronnding districts tosearoh for them, and after much difficulty succeeded in obtaining 
twelve ; into these we put all those patients who were unable to walk, and conveyed the remainder 
on foot to tbe station. After having disposed of oar woanded, we removed the greater part of 
our medical stores to the British Consulate, and it being now night we were unable to remove the 
remainder. For our ambulance wagon and horses we could not procure transport by rail, and at 
twelve o'clock at night we sent them by road in care of our personal servants. The medical staff 
owing to the kindness of the Tali, were able lo obtain places in the same carriage aa himself, and 
after a jonmey of (our days and five nights we arrivedat Stamboul safely. At Tchorlon, Dr. Kiriter 
performed a Lyme's amputatioti of toot with instruments contained In a small pncket-case. The 
doctors went into tbe fields, caught the oxen, yoked them up, and then carried down the wounded 
from the wards themselves. All the Turkish staff had lied. Firing from windows on the flying 
Turkish population was going on, and pillage on all sides, as tliey left.

Philtppopolis Hospitals. 

{InHiidiHi/ geHcral relief in private home),) 

This section, tinder Surgeon Nejlan, was deapatcliod early in September to 
Philippopolis, where there was a great and Hudden influx of wounded from the fight- 
ing in the Shipka Pasa. Thirty houaes in the town were tnnied into hoapitaU and 
crowded with wounded, who were in a moat pitiable state, owing to the iuanffirient 
number of the Government Medical Staff and want of moat ordinary hospital enp- 
pliea. The auperviaion of all tho Government hoapitala in the town was entrnsted to 
Snrgeon Neylan by Ibrahim Pacha, the Governor; at the same time two hospitals 
containing 130 caaes were specially handed over to the Stafford Houas Staff. In 
October these were established in the Bulgarian Metropolitan's Palace and the Ctreok 
School. 

Snrgeon Neylan returned invalided at the end of September, when Surgeon 
Ecclea was appointed chief of section. This gentleman returned invalided with 
typhoid fever in November, when Snrgeon Minassian was appointed chief. Surgeon 
Calfoglon, another of the Staff, suffered severely Irom typhoid. 

During the fighting in the neighbonrhood, preceding the occupation of the town 
by the Enssians, the S. H. Staff was actively engaged. On abandoning the town, 
Suleiman Pacha left the greater port of hia wonnded in the charge of the S. H. anr- 
geoQS, wbo volunteered, under Surgeon Minaiisian, to remain at their posts. • 

The section was continned for three months after the Ru^iaian occupation, dnring 
which time, in addition to their work at the hospitals, this section relieved the wantfi 
of many hundred wounded who were sent through PhiJippopoha from Sofia and 
Keaanlik, on their way to Constantinople. 

The hospital was ultimately handed over to the Red Crescent Society. 

FeHod of acrutcB; Sept. 1, 1877, to April 15, 1878.— Treated in hospital, sick, 
322; wonnded, 2,084^-total, 2,40ti. Avei-age number of beds occupied, 140. No 
record waa kept of the nnmbera treated at the railway station or in private houaea. 
The following served at different times on the staff of this section; Surgeons Neylan, 
Eccles, Wood, Minassian, and Calfoglon, Diapenser Akeatoridea, and Turkish 
aasistonts. 

The following are extnicts from Reports to the Chief Commieaioner ; — 

Philippopolis. Oct 1. 1877. 
On the receipt of news tliat PhitippopoUs was fall of wonnded, who were wii)iont any proper 
at tention, I proceeded there in acoordaace with j-nur iDstxootions on Aug. 31 with Dr. Mina^siBii and - 
two asHiBtantB. On mp arrival (Sept. 2), Ifoond 3,000 wonnded »catl«redabont the oitj in 30privttte ,' 
honses. The cases brought from Shipka by the tmnspotc service under Dr, Stoker and Wellerwere 
well cared for j but the Dondition of those brought by the authoritlea was drcadfnl in tbe extreme. 
The journey from the Pass, occupying four days in open oien-wngons OTer rough ronda, without 
proper food or attention to their woonda, many of which were full of maggots, lessened considerably 
tbeir chances of recovery. At a meeting convened by the military comnmndant (Ibrahim Paelia), 
1 was given SBpreme control over all tho hospitals. As a pleliminary to getting uiiira into order, I 
Bant 600 of the lighter coses to Constantinople ; tlie remainder were placed in nloc large buildings 
(Bulgarian schools, mosques, Ice) in airy situations. Myself and colleague look charge of three 
of these and had them filled with the most serious cnaes. The rest were under the care of the 
Turkish military soigeoni^ and were visited daily by me. Gangrune, pyiemia, erjraipeloa, and

anas were rife, but tho mortulity was not high, as I at onc« iaolHti>d tbo worst ciueB in teota 
removed some distance from the hospitals. The serious natare of the cases wiD be seen by tli« 
fact that, in a hospital coDtaining 46 beds, there were eleven compound frncnues of the femur and 
six penetrative wounds of the knee-jnint. Cartwlio acid and dminnge- tubing worked marvels Id 
wounds of tho most foiU descriplion. Hypodermic injection of moqibia was very much appreciated, 
all the Dcoupnnta of an hospital where it had been once or twice naed crying out for it. The sick, 
which at first were not nmneroas, increased afterwards, and by the end of Septcinber, fonned aboot 
one-Bfth of the cases brooght from the front. Nearly all were snSering from dysentery and inter- 
mittent fever. The aatliorities provided matlresees and blankets, and, after ten days, 600 bed- 
steads. I had an operating-mom fitted np in a central position, to which all cases were brou^t. 
Dr. Woods (Lord Blantyre), Stafford House, and Dr. BJnnoury, French Society tor the Relief of 
Otloman Woanded, and Dr. fiazis. Croissant Bouge, arrived on the IGth, and immediately took 
clia^e of an hospital each. It wasextremclydiffimilt to obtain the patients' consent to ampntation ; 
in fact, they mrely gave it, except when they thought themselves iit eirtninii. AU were 
'secondary,' and many fltteen days after injury. 

The result of 42 major operations performed by myself and the above-mentioned soij^eoiiB 
from Sept. 2 to Sept. 29, incloaive, was to-day (Oct. 1) as follows; — 
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A very large number of minor operations were done which I had no time to make note of. 
Chloroform was administered 139 times without mishap. Out of S,000 cases, there were only 
fifteen oases of sabre and bayonet-woiuids, and about 160 shell-woands, the rest being rifle buUet- 
wounds. In the vast majority of instances, the bullut passed through the arm or leg. I eztraotei] 
28 bullets. About 60 per cent, were wotwds of the fingers and harui (generally the left). There 
were man; wounds of the knee and elbow- joints ; wounds of the bead were uncommon. In two 
instances the inferior maxilla was blown completely away, and the men are recovering. [N.B. — 
Dr. Neylan returned invalided and was succeeded by Di. Eocles.] 

Philippopolis, Oct M, 1877. 

The residence of the Bulgarian Metropolitan, and the Greek school for boys, have been placed, 
with three dressers, an apothecary, and a st^ff of hospital attendants, under the control of the S. H. 
officers, and we trust in a few days to have arranged for 152 patients. On Thursday 300 patients, 
whose wounds or diseases were of a slight tuktnre, or bust able to travel, were forwarded to 
Adrianople at the request of the Deputy- Inspector of Hospitals here. Hr. Eocles, with two drago- 
mans, assisted in the transport of patients to the station, where they were confided to the care of 
Dr. Barker's 8. H. railway ambnhince, The following evening about 500 sick and wounded 
arrived from Ecsanlik, and were distributed among the hospitals. Thirty-five were received Kt 
the Metropolitan's hospital, and 24 into the Greek school ; tbe majority of them are suffering front 
diarrbtea, dysentery, and miaamaiic (ever, only one or two cases being wounds. The pntictita were 
literally starving with cold and hunger, and parasites had even carried their attacks inlu the ean, 
noslrila and eyelids. Some of the sufferers were so exhausted that it was found impos^le to 
send them to the baths, or even to employ fomignlion. There is great need of bed-linen, night- 
clothes, and mattresses stuffed with a material softer than hay ; ua it is impossible to avoid bed- 
sore* nnder tbe present condition of aSaiis, and any attempt to keep patients at rest for the union 
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of fraaturea ia fnutrated by the uucudarable pain occasioned bj lying in one position on bags x)r Euci 
staffed with hay. reporti 

PhilippopolJB, Oct. !0, 1877. 
The number o( patienta in the S. H. QrMk School hospital on the 18tb was S2, of whom two _ 
have rBtnmed to their regiments and 24 hava been sent lo Adrianople ; tha remaining 26 were all UinBaisn 
cosea of gunshot wounds, one having also an ntlaok of typhoid fever. On I9th Inst., 2i patients bospiud. 
were received from Shipka, of which five were from gunshot wounds, and nineteen Buffering from 
diarrhoea, Jtc. ; thus making total of number now in hospital 50, of which there are 30 caaes of 
gunshot wounds, one typhoid fever, one sciatica, ten diarrbtcs, one conjunctivitis, five debility, ono 
iugninal hernia, one bronchitis ; total, 50. 

Phiiippopolii, Oct 27, 1877. 
At present there are nearly 2,000 sick and wounded in the town, about 300 of which lie in 
the 8. H. hospitals. The majority of the sick are in a fit state for transport to central hospitals, 
and not a few are convalescent, and await orders to be sent to their homes on sick leave. 
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Hiilippopolia, Nov. 8, 1877. 
On Friday, Nov, 3, 300 patients were conveyed from Philippopolis to Adrianople. This Evanintion I 
evacnation has relieved tbo hospitals of overcrowding, and has enabled as to take measures for Adriiuiopla. 
cleaning the wards. Every day the want of a central hospital with good arrangementa becomes 
more apparent, and the necessity of a strict observance of hygiene is painfully shown in the 
high rate of mortality, and in the condition of the sick, who are in many cosea suffering from 
the circumstances in which tbey are placed, rather than from the disease which originally 
brought them into their present miserable position. 

Philippopolis, Nov. 10, 1877. 
Nnmber of patients in Bulgario Metropoli, 61 ; Qreek school, 46— total, 106. Fourteen are 
progressing favourably, two of them being cases for operation ; but interference has iicen delayed 
that the patients may be brooght into a soScient state of health to sustain the shock. During 
I the past week two patients have snccumbed to the fatal effects of overcrowding and neglect. 
[Note. — Di. Eccles returned invalided and was succeeded by Dr. Hinassian.] 

Pbitippopolis, Doc 8, 1877. 

Owing to the fact that the antborities here have made no transfer of patienta to Conittan- 
linople since my last report, and no additional wounded have arrived from Shipka, the number MtsAMiii 
in hoflpital has not much varied. Diarrhoea and dysentery are the usual complaints as yet, which reports. 

I find difficult to treat from the fact that the cistern in the hospital is almost empty, and wa " '^ 

have to wait tor a good rain to have a supply of water. The river-water will only keep up the 
action of the bowels as long as it is used. I try, however, to get cistern water from other 
places as much as I can. The changes in boapilal since my last report are as follows : Remaining 
at last report, 78 ; admitted during week, 2 ; died (typhoid fever), 1 ; remaining at present, 79 ; 
and Dr. Calfoglou has tliis morning reported himself for duty, 

Philippopolis, Dec IS, 1877, 

Our new hospital arrangements are now quite completed. I have placed both the laundry 
andlutchen in working order. The number in hospital has not yet undergone great change, 9ame 
bnndieda were sent to Constantinople this week, hot only six taken away from onr hospital, and 
DlaMinily at my request. There were three cases of diarrhcea admitted, and one died this morning, 
* GMB of diarrhcea being of long standing, thus leaving 74 in hospital. Dr. Calfoglou has com- 
menced visiting a second hospital, which of course needs a good deal of metamorphosis before I 
can say much about it. It contains 7G patients, some still having their beds on the fioot. It will 
take me some days to hava bedsteads made, iic 

Philippopolii, Jbd. 6, 1877, 

Sinoe mj last report we have received no new cases in our hospitals, for the reason that none 
have arrived at the front. Qentlemen passing through the city, who visited Shipka and neigh- 
bourhood, report that there is a Urge number sick in that looalily, and many cases of frost-bile. 
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yet none have been bronght to this place for some Utile time now. The umnbor in Bnlgsr 
Metropole is now *7, and in Karaloptakli 49. bo that we have about 60 cmpt; beds in Iht two 
. bospilata. I am hoping every day, for tbe Bafce ot the poor Eofferera, that new casea woQld be 
broaght in ; bat wc all know how slow things move here, even in fair wiather, and it would bo 
doubly BO in the winter-time. I met Kifaat Paoliu yesterday, who ie second in oommand in this 
district, and asked him why the sick (rom Shipka were not brought here. He replied, in their 
characteriHtio way, that ' Thank God, we have very few sick now — vary few indeed, almost none ; 
and what few there are could be cared for at Kesanlik ; ' while gentlemen report here that the 
hoipttaiB there are full, and medical men are very much driven for work. Additional supplies ot 
medicines having arrived, our patients have everything they need now, while our neighbouring 
hospitals lack everything, and the chief pharmacien begs of Mr. Akeatorides (our dispenser) to I«(>d 
biw medicines. [I have given instniotlona to give medicines when possible to Turkish hospi- 
tals.— W. L. S.] 

FtuUppopoli^ FeL 28, 187& 

On the morning of the Ilth nit. all the hospitals in the city were evacuated in aocordanoe 
with an order from Nouri Pacha, and all the inmates, aboat 8GD, were placed in a large barrack 
near the railway station, together with a portion of the hospital furniture tnkcn from the different 
hospitals, expecting three trains from Constantinople, as stated in the order, to take patients, 
fDmiture, and all medical stalf, to the capital. The trains never arrived, and the result was the 
stale ot things as will be subsequently described. Hatters in the city grow worse from day to 
day, and two days before the arrival of Saleiman Pacha's troops, Jan. 15, it wua almost imposaible 
to go oat withoat some risk. The Circosstaua and Baahi-Basooks had commenced their work la 
earnest ; portions of the city were on iiie ; the local authorities poweitcsii ; Turks mnoing away, 
as it were, to save their lives ; and, lastly, a mrnoai went about diat Suleiaum Pacha intended to 
bum the t^ty, which last was not very pleasant news for na, cold as it was in those days. On the 
day of the skirmish here, Jan. 15, Suleiman Pacha sent a letter to me, through the British Consnl, 
to take charge of the wounded, together with what was left here ot the Tarkish medical staff, wben 
1 immediately had the Bulgor Metropole hospital placed In order to receive the wounded, and 
Mr, Akestorides, the phannncien, superintended the removal oif the woonded from the hill, where 
> battery was in action, oommanding the bridge ot the Horitza river, the soldiers fighting ah» 
from rifle-pits all around the hill. The last ot the retreating army loft the railway station at 
midnight, and the neit morning, Jan. 16, the city wan occupied by the Russians. 

Early in the morning of the IBth I directed Mr. Akestorides and the storekeeper to have the 
patients taken to the hospital, as I knew they would have suflered much from hanger and ooldi 
which after proved to have been the case. Of the 850 sick and wounded, only about 130 were 
tttken back to the hospitals ; about as many were found dead, and the rest had esc^ted. Many 
had theiz fingers ax toes frozen, and it is a wonder that all of them were not froien t« death, 
since there were no fires kept in the place. We liail thus lEO in the two hospitals ; and snbseqaent 
arrivals of sick and wounded prisonets broaght up our number to 260. Of course the buildiiip 
e very much crowded, and the medical men of the Turkish staff had a building given them foi 
hiispilal purposes, to accommodate the new arrivals. 

Dr. Attwood's wounded men came from Ottoukeni the same day that doctor fell ill 
with typhoid fever, and the total number in hospital is now 373. I was unable to get aay 
rations for the men until the 9th instant, when they commenced paying IB kopecks per head, Ce. 
obont 90 paras per day, so that I was able to get along with what Stafford Honse fiuids I bad 
on hand. The first few days after the occupation of the city we had great difficulty in finding 
provisiona, wood, coal. Ice I always saoceeded, however, in getting wood enough tot all parpoeee^ 
I now draw all the ration money tor the 370^ and provide for them all, as 16 kopecks per day la 
not sufficient for the wants of the patients. In the Stafford House hospitals we now Iiave 193, 
the reot being in another building, attended by the Turkish military doctors, Dr. Calfoglon waa 
taken ill with typhoid fever on the 17th inst., and I was obliged to get Dr. Tlathos, a very good 
a of this city, to help me. Dr. Calfoglon is now doing very well ; Dr. Actwood also is, I think, 
improving. Dr. Hume will stay until Dr. Attwood is able to be token away ; and I shall forward 
this with some one Intending to leave for Constantinople on Uonday nest.

This section was organised in the middle of Atigast, to aapply medical attend- 
ance and uonrishment to the mosses of sick and wounded brought by train from 
Philippopolta, Adrianople, and the Balkans to Constantinople. 

A railway Tan was fitted np by Snrgeon Barker as a dispensary, while the Rail- 
way Company farniabed fonr other vans with beds for the worst cases. The five 
carnages were attached to the trains full of wonnded. Sni^eon Barker attended to 
the gravest cases en route, and the surgeons from the S. H. hospitals at Philippopolis, 
Adrianople, and Stamboul met the train at their respective stations whenever their 
services were required. Where practicable Snrgeon Barker had mattresees placed on 
the bottom of the Inggage-vana in which the wounded were transported. 

Soup-kitchens were established at the stations of Bazardjik, Tchorlou, Tirnova, 
and Stamboul terminus. At these rations of soap, bread, cigarettes, and sometimes y 
coffee or milk, were served ont to the wounded and sick. 

This service continued until the occupation of the entire line by tJie Russians up 
to Tchekraedjo. 

Period of comhined service: Aug. 20, 1877, to Jan. 20, 187S.— Total number of 
sick and wonnded transported in trains accompanied by our medical staff, 11,253 ; 
total number of rations of sonp, &o., S9,004. Snrgeon Barker, with Golley and other 
aBsistants at the soup-kitchens, were in charge of this sec^n.

In iiccotdaDoe with instmctions, I proceeded, in conjanotion with Mr. Cullen and dragoman 
Williams, to Adrianople on Aug. 30, our object being to accompany the wounded from station to 
stSition, giving any asaistance which migbt be required. AC the station in Stambonl, we found await- 
ing Its a vaji which had been kindly lent to ua by the isilway company (or stores, and a free Qrst- 
class pass all along the line. On arrival at Adrianople, we met the Stafford House surgeons under 
Dr. Bond Hoore. The following day, on arriving at the station, we met the Pacha, who welcomed 
us, and told oa that be expected a train of wounded to arrive from Philippopolis shortly. We fortli- 
vrith prepared our stretchers, so that we were quite ready to receive them on their arrivnl, much to 
their astonishment, many of them remarking on the interest token in them by the English sur- 
gBODS. We were able to render them good service, I myself having dressed 66 and arapolated a 
finger. Messrs. CuUen and Williams were both equally busily engaged, and had not linlsbed dress- 
ing tbem by the time the train moved off out of the station. The next morning we proceeded to 
Philippopolis, where we found large numbers of wounded continually arrivingfrom the front, most 
of them in a wretched condition, many of them not having hod their wounds dressed for twelve 
orfourteen daj-s. We called on the Pacha, wiio received us cordially, and entered fully into the 
spirit of oor work. He expressed himself highly pleased with our object, but thought thiit a road 
transport from Eesanlih to Philippopolis vat absolately necessaiy, as they had no means of oon- 
veying the badly wounded from the front. Nereitheleu, he said he would afioid as everj ossis* 




le in bis power. We started that ofterDooQ with S50 wounded, oar van tieing attjicbed tor 
Adrianople. We drcaaed the woimded all the way to Tirnova, passing aloni; from carriage to 
carriage, till darkneaa pat an end lo our iBbours. We were then enabled to procure a Httlo soap 
for the worst coacH. Manjr of the wounds, thoogh tritling in tbemaelves, wore, from want of 
1, beooming gangrenous. On arriving at Adrianople, tbe worat cases were sent to the 
hospitals ; and aoother train of 580 was made ap for Stamboul. We dressed whilst the li^t 
lnat«d, but were nnable to get through so much na on the previoua day, there being no commani- 
■a between the oarriages. At Tchorlou, we distribot^d soup, each man receiving a bowL Tho 
following morning, we bad a few bad cases of haemorrhage, doubtlesa dne to oaciUation, one of 
which was so serious that it demanded an opemtion, which I had to perform under most disodvao- 
tageous oirctunBtances, the operating-table being a railway trolly, with a burning son overhead. 
The shock, thongh severe, I am glad to say, was almost recovered from by the time we arrived at 
Stamboul, tbe man having been supported by stimulants. With regard to storce, I foand the 
assorted cases meet uaetul (or dressing at railway stations, and would propose that one be left »£ 
Adrianople under the charge of tbe station-master. I also gave some of my stores to lAd^ 
Strangford. 

SUmhoBl, Stpt le, W7T. 
Wo started from Stamboul on our scoond jonmey to transport tbe wounded by railway ambo- 
lances on Sept, 6. An hour from Stamboul, we passed a train of 600 wounded, most of them sliglit 
es, but thought it better to go on, as they were so near the end of their journey. At Toborloa 
we mot another train, but they were very slight cases ; and, there being no time to transfer Ur. 
Sketchley's stores, we went on, arriving at Adrianople at 8 p.m. the same evening, having given 
tobacco to the wounded in t^e secood train. We slept in the von at Adrianople during tbe night, 
going on in the morning by the mail to Philippopolia. Tbe following day (Saturday, the 8th inst.), 
I accompanied Dr. Neylan to bis hospital, where 1 was struck by the number of bod case*, there 
being a good many cases of etysipelas and pyemia, also several coses of incipient gangrene. 
Collen, arriving Sunday evening, brought me four ambulance railway-wagons for the transport of 
. Each contains eight beds, and is well tittednp, having all the necessary applianccB ; 
e to be attached to my van wherever it goes. Monday, 10th, we started at 1.30 P,Jt. 
with 130 cases, most of whom were only slightly wounded. At Tirnova, we gave tbem soap. At 
Adrianople, Drs. Temple, Hoore, Mclvor, and Girker assisted me to dress all the wounded, and 
picked out nineteen of the worst cases to stay behind. At 3 PJ4., we resumed oar journey. At 
Tchorlou, each man received a bowl of soup, bread, and tobacco. The following morning, 1 dressed 
as many of the worst cases as posBible, till we arrived at Stamboul about 3 P.M, on WodueBday, 
IStb inst., when each received soup, bread, and tobawo. Thus ended aj second joamey. 



Our transport service arrived at Adrianopleat 8.6 p.m., on Aug. 30. The next morning, the 31st, 
- alargelrainofwoiwdedmenarrivodfromPhilippopoUa. They were at onoe removed to a temporary 
shed which had been erected near the line for their reception. Mr. Barker was the only surgeon on 
the spot at the time, and removed the first man who left tbe train on a. stretcher of oar own. Dr«. 
Moore and Mclvor came down soon afterwards, and were at once in full work. Daring their 
labours, Djetnil Pacha and Mr. Blunt, our consul, several times passed through the building and 
saw the Stafford House men at work. Tbe Pacha expressed himself in high praise of their labours, 
and held them up to the native doctors and dressers as an example which they would do well to 
follow. It did one good to hear the thanks and blessings the wounded so liberally bestowed on 
our men for the care and attention they had shown them. On Saturday, Sept. 1, we proceeded to 
Philippopolis, and arrived there at 7 fJt. On Sunday, Sept. 3, 1 went with Dr. Barker and Mr. 
Shetchley to Mr. Calvert's, the British Consul, and Uionce to the Pacha. The latter was exceedingly 
cordial, and gave me aU tbe information I wanted. He said that were between 1,000 and 6,000 
men at Kesonlik, and that every day the number was adiled to; that there was no properly 
organised tiansjiort service, no competent surgeons, and no stores ; and that he should be only too 
thankful if we would undertake a service of oor own between Philippopolis and Kesanlik. The 
aarao day at 3 f.n. we started for Adrianople with a train of wounded, and were all of us hard at, 
work dressing the poor fellows. At Tiruova, we procured soup (or the worst cases, and saw 
tbem safely discharged at Adrianople, where we arrived at 3 A.H. on Monday, Sep. 3. At 3 P.H, 
the same ^y, we started for Constantinople with a train of £20 wounded men, who were being sent 
on from Adrianopls hospitals. These wo tended on the road to the best and ntmoat of otu abilitiei^ 
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and, imvicg telegraphed from Adrianaple, we were able lo distribute soup to every one of Uic pool i 
fellows at Tcltorloa at 3 AJt. the next morning. The military officer io charge of the wounded, ^ 
who journeyed with OB from Adrianople to Constantinople, partioularly requested me to famish 
him with oar namos, as he wished to report them to the Seiaskeriat for the care we had taken of 
the men under his orders, and oxpresaod his personal gratitnde to me for what we had been able 
to do for them. We arrived at Constantinople at 4 P.u, on Tuesday, and soup was distributed 
under yonr orders to all the wounded men before they left the station. 

Per., Aug. 81. 1877. 
I attended at the terminns of the Adrianopls railway to-day to receive a train of wounded i 
soldiers from the front, expecto<l to arrive at 12.30 F.M., and to organise a system for distributing 
to them quiolily. between the time of their arrival and their transhipment tor Scalar!, certain 
rcfreshmenlB impplied to me from the funds of the Stafford House Committee. I brought with r| 
me a body of znptiebs (gendarmes), and these men I told off, bo that each should take charge of a aj 
carriage immediately on the arrival of the train, count the number of wounded it contaiued, and 
when the provisions were properly issued, see that those who were unable to feed themselves 
were oared tor. The station-master, from whom I received every assistance, kindly ahovred 
me the exact spot and line of rails on which Uie traiii would be brought up, aud at a central point 
were placed two large cauldrons of hot soup, which was ladled into large bowls, each containing 
sufficient for twenty men ; these bowls were then token up by a fatigue-party of soldiers, who were 
extended along the line, so that a bowl would rest opposite each carriage on the arrival of the 
train, and, the instant the train stopped, woold be deposited in that carriage : at the same time 
two gentlemen commenced from each end of the train distribntiog small loaves of bread, being 
informed by the zaptieh in charge of each carriage how many men it contained ; another gentle- 
man took charge of the tobacco and another of the coffee. Thus, in a very few minutes, 709 
wonnded soldiers bad been served with soup, bread, tobacco, aod coSee. This system seemed to 
me to work thoroughly, and I can recommend ita adoption in other places. 

Adrianople, SepL 25, 1877. 

I left Stamboul on Sept. 13, arrived nt Adrinnople the game night, and delivered Dr. Moora 
his stores. On the lath and 16th, I assisted Dr. Meylan in hia hospital. Heard that woanded ^ 
were to go on the 19th, and left with a train of 337 wounded. Gave them tobacco on the road, 
and 160 bowhi of soup at Timova. The cases were mostly slight. I find that the ambulance 
wagocB kindly placed in my charge by the isilway company are admirably adapted to the severer 
rases. I have great difficulty in preventing the wounded from appropriating the bedclothes, they 
liaving in many cases liardly any clothes of their own. 

On Sept. 33, I found a train of 60 carriages containing 450 wounded from Tatar- Baiardjik, 
and afterwards we received 400 from here ; in ilresaing I found many to be hod cases. In the night, 
about 10 p.ii„ the engine broke down and we were detained tour hours. We were told that only the 
wonnded from Philippopolis were to remain in the hospitals of Adrianople, and that the i«st were 
to continue their journey. So we sot to work to dress them, bi\t later on we received a telegram 
from Constantinople to Bay aU were to stay Uiere ; so we sent Ibem up to the hospitals. 

Blambool, Nov. 19. 1877. 
I left Stambool by the post train with my wagon and two wagons with beds, and arrived the 
same evening (Monday, the 12th insl.) at Adrianople, On the road I met Dr. McKellar. On 
Friday, the 16th inst., having learnt by telegram that there were 160 wounded to start from Philip- 
popolis, the next evening I proceeded there, and found the men ready seated beside the line. I 
picked up the worst cases, and put them in the beds, many of them being in a very feeble state, 
the greater part of them being sick, and some seriously so. We were supposed to start in an hour's 
time after my arrival— vii. at 6 p.m.— but owing to some bridge requiring mending, we were kept 
at Philippopolis station Ull 1 o'clock, a.m. At i.30 a.«, wc arrived at Tknova-Semeoly, where soap 
was ready, and awaiting our arrival. Each manalso received bread and tohacoo. Between Timova 
and Adrianople, at which place we arrived at 11 A.M., I was able, with the assistance of a Turkish 
dresser, to attend to all the wounded. On arriving at Adrianople the wonnded were placed in the 
Government barrack erected beside the line, where each received a piece of bread. At 4 
P.M. we left Adrianople with 465 wounded, fcc We travelled very slowly, only arriving at 
Tchorlon the following day at 4 A.M., where soup, tobacco, and bread was again served out. 
Two men who were In a very eihaoaled state, died on the way, notwithstanding that every oaie 



Dr. Babkkb's was token of tbem. At Kabailjiu I was able, owing to a, long stoppage, to drcas manj' of tlut 

^ leportj. ^ wounded, and ilnring the day I maimged to get all dressed by passing from carriage to oarruige. 

' In this I was nssiated by aome Turkish dreaacra who aooompBnicd the wounded. These men were 

sick, not wounded, and, like many others, in mj opinion onght not to hare been moTad bom 

, Philippopolis or Adrianople, as the case may be, being; hardly able to crawl oat of their carriages. 

Bonp-kltchenn ^ith n^ard to the StaRord House soup-kitcheDs at Timova and Tchorlon, I think it is one of the 

at TirDovs and best nndertakings we have, and that many Torkisli soldiers conJd say, ' We owe oor life to British 

icBorlou. generosity in feeding as during our return from the front ' ; those from Philippopolis only having 

received loaves of bread for rations from the Oovettuaenl daring 4S hoars. I have to thank the 

railway officials for kind assistauoe, 

StuDboul, Dec 1, IST7. 



On arriving at Philippopolis I foond that the wounded were to leave there the next day. Iliej 
were placed in their carriages at 6 P.M., but wa did not leave till 1 a.m. At Timova they were all 
provided with soup. At 11 P.u we arrived at Adrianople, where the wounded were handed orer to 
the authorities. Tbe following morning wo left for Bazardjik, but on arriving at Philippopolis 
found wounded were again to leave the following day, and on 30th we left with 2S6 men, mostly 
sick. At Timova they all received soop, bread, and tobacco. We arrived at Adrianople tbe follow- 
ing morning at six o'clock. 

Stsmbonl, Dec. 8, 1877. 
Left Adrianople for Tatar- Bazardjik on 3rd lost., with all the wagcos. On arriving there w 



I found a train of 371 wounded, who had been placed in wagons, on their arrival from Sofia, by the 

kindness of the station-master, there being no place of shelter or banujue for them ; and only a 
snail hospital (a private hoose) of 60 beds to be found in Bazardjik itself ; so that the men on 
tbeir arrival from Sofla— a three days' journey at least in bollock aratias — have to undergo a fur- 
ther fatigue ot two days in the railway. None of tbe socicticB are represented at Bazardjik, bat 
there are two military Turkish doctors, I believe. Wo placed the beds in the wagons, which 
makes them more comfortable and decidedly warmer. At the Stafford Hoose kitchen, Timova, 
they all received soup, bread, and tobaooo. On arriving the following morning at Adrianople, the 
wounded were all transferred to the baraque, where they were all dressed ; they were then replaced 
in their wagons, and the same evening we resomed our journey, and arrived next morning at 
Establisbment *'"** o'clock at Tchorlon ; here again the men received sonp, bread, and tobacco. We arrived at 
of smp-kitchBi Stamboul the same evening at nine o'clock. Since writing this report 1 have seen Mr, Pratt, who 
■t Bszantjjk. has authorised me to institute a soup-kitchen at Tatar- Bazardjik station, and it is to be placed 
under thecliarge of myself, forming part of my ambulance. The men can now obtoin food on their 
arrival from Sotia if brought to the station, 

[JBrfa. — At the Bazardjik soup-kitchen 3,37* rations were served between Deo, 12 and the end 
of tbe month,— V. B.-E.] 

Stambonl, Dec 16, 1877. 
Hearing there were wounded to leave Philippopolis on the 10th ioat., we had our van attached 
to the post at Bazardjik and went down. The same evening we left with 255 wounded for Adria- 
nople. At Timova they were all served with soup, bread, and tobacco, and resuming the joomey, 
we arrived at Adrianople at 7 A.u. on the 1 1th inst. On tbe Hth inst. we left Bazardjik with 2M 
men by tbe post ; these also were nerved with soup at Timova, and at Adrianople on arrival were 
placed in tbe station baraque. These last were met by Mr. Pmtt on his road to Sofia, who sent back 
with tbem the pharmacien from Eofia to provide sonp for them on the road to Ichtiman, and to give 
Hont4 notice at Bazardjik. Since my last report I made a contract with a man to build a hut at 
Bazardjik railway station for the eonp-kitcben : and before I left it was finished and in wotkuiE 
order, Hont4 leaving given soup to the men onoe. 

Slsmbool, Doc S3, 1877. 

I started from Adrianople on 17th inst. by post train from Btambool with 345 sick and wounded 
men, who received soup, bread and tobacco at Tchorlou, and arrived at Stambonl the same evenit^ 
without any deaths. I look over 480 wounded on 22nd inst. from Dr. King (Rod Crescent) at 
Bazardjik, found tbem lodged in a khan and two Bulgarian houses without food or fuel ; went to 
the Bey, who promised bread. Monti (Stafford House) supplied the men with soup and charcoal. 
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Thej were In a miaarable state, being sheltered in some oases on ahelres and cupboards, Bomo in I 
the open aXi in verandahs. I placed all under cover, and on tiie 2lBt and 22nd soup was served out 
in the toirn. The Government also gave bread the same days, '' 

SWmbouI, Dec 28, 1877. 

On the 23rd inst. at BaEardjik eonp and eharooal were served out to the men (480 in nnniber) 
and their wounds attended to. On the S4th Bonp served out, and they reooived bread for two days 
from the GovcrnroGnt. Tlie morning of Ibe 2Bth oconpied in preparing the oBrriages for the 
wounded. At twelve o'clock soup was served out to the men in the carriages, and we left about 
S P.M., arriving bj B p.m. at Pbilippopolis. We did not Io4ve Phllippopolia till J p.m. the next day, 
during which time the men remained in their carriages. When we started we got to the first e'a- 
tion, where we had to wait two hours and a half (why, I know not). After which, at the three sue- 
ceedingstatianB, we had a stoppage of two hours each, and arrived atTirnovaatS A.m. Here it poured 
with rain, and as it fell it froze, so that it was only with great difficulty we could distribnte the 
aoiip, the carriages all being locked by the frost. At Adrianople we had only one man dead. All 
the men wore sent np to the hospital. Nest day (27th) another train arrived from Baairdjik, in 
which there were said to be 700 men. We ataried in the evening with 629 wounded, the worst 
cases being left behind at Tchorlon. Received soup, bread, and tobacco. At RIamboul all the men 
received good soup. We collected all the blankets which wo had distributed at Adrianople and 
placed them in a wagon for our next trip. 

Btambflul, Jan. 12, 1878. 
left Adrianople for Pbilippopolis, on arriHngat which place we were informed that E 
isoomingthatnight fromBaznrdjik. We loft Pbilippopolis at 1 A.M. AtTimova,of J 
jived aonp, and the whole either biscnits or bread and tobacco. On the jonmey, 
;on, we found two men frozen to death, and another dying; a fourth had his 
d had lost his senses— I was able to restore the circulation in his fingers by the 
low. He was much better after the administration of brandy, which I find the 
most useful medicine I possess for the chief part of the cases. Another man, who had got out of 
his wagon, fell down and went lo sleep on the snow, but finding bim in this state I was able to 
restore his vitality. At Adrianople they were placed in hospital ; we had live deaths — four soldiers 
and one fugitive— all being from cold, as well as we conld make out. On the 8th started from 
Adrianople at 8.30 p.m. witli BIO. At Tchorlou 300 obtained soup and all bread or biscuits, time 
not allowing of tobacco. 

Stamboui, Jan. 19, 1878. 
Left Stamboui for Adrianople on Saturday, the 12th inst™ where we arrived the same evening, ' 
to find the station filled with refugees, who are to be found in all sorts of conceivable places ; all 
the luggage vans and wagons for merchandise being I iterally crammed outside and in. On enqnir- 
ing of the station- master I found that, there were some 2C0 sick and wounded to leAve in Ihe morn- 
ing by the Red Crescent sanitary train, and that these were the Inst tliat there were, so I ordered I 
my van to be attached. On the ISth inat, wo were engaged placing the men in the wagons and 
in changing the dressings, in which we were assisted by Drs. Stevrart and Azzopardi, of Mclvor's 
section. We started by 8,30 p.m., the men having all been previonsly fed. At Pavlokeui station 
we had to stay to let the post from Adrianople to pass, about six hours. We then made another 
start at 3 P.M.; when we arrived at Baba-Eaki station, part of a fugitive train was placed in rear of 
our carriages, At Baba-Eski we met another train of fugitives which had stayed where it was 24 
hours. These fugitives and those aiiached to our train, thinking it was our fault that they were 
delayed, threatened to kill the station-master, drivers, and railway officials, as also the doctors, if 
they were not immediately sent on. Mr. De Castro, of the Rod Crescent, taking the responinbility, 
ordered Ihe train on, but it was only lo find at each station several trains of grumbling fugitives. 
At Siedler station we had to stop (or coals to be sent up from Tchorlon, since by our iengthy stop- 
pages we bod burnt all we had. After two hours' waiting another engine was sent to our help, and 
we managed to get lo Tchorlou about 9 p.m. Here the soup, which I had ordered by lelegram, was 
given out lo the men, and it was fortnnate I had done bo, for the kilohon stove of the train had set 
Are to the bottom of the wagon, rendering it unfit for cooking in. The cause of onr delay was due J 
to a refugee train that had mn off the line at Tariro-Bonrgas. Tchorlou presented a more imposing ' 
sight than Adrianople, for all its lines were taken up wilh wagons— filled inside and out with ^ 
fugitives— and between the lines at night they lit their camp fires. Some of the tnuns had been 
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I there two days. Colonel Blunt was there providing soap and brand for them. On the 16lh inst. 

, wo had still to wait at Tchorfoo ; meanwhile tbo number of fugitives kept iooreasing, there bring 
two imins in rear of ourselves and we not l^ing in the station, several of whom died from expo* 
sure, I believe, there being conlinnoua frost, I found some more wounded, to the number of 60, 
scattered about amongst the refugees, so I ordered them soup. On the ITlh inst., at 4.30 A-M,, we 
left Tchorlon, having the post attached to our train. At each station en route we paused trains of 
fugitives. At Tchataldja we were joined bj Baron Mund;'. At Stambonl the men all received 
«oup, tobacco, and bread. 

\Kate. — On Jan. 18 Adrianople was evacuated by the Turks and aU the wounded sent to Con- 
stantinople.] 

Stambonl, Jan. SO, IST8. 
In acoordance with fonc wishes, on Mondaj (21st) I proceeded to the station at Stamboal to 
await the arrival of the trains containing wounded. I arranged that Dr. Aizopardi, with Uonti ■• 
dragoman, aliould take duty from 8 A.ii. to 8 p.m. and I, with Isaac CoUey, the night duty. At 
9 P.M. a train, which had met with an accident, by three of its carriages running off the '&ab, 
arrived. It contained 48 soldiers, one of whom had been wounded by the accident, his foot bein^ 
smashed. They all received soup, and we dressed their wounds. On the night of the S3nd iiict> 
four trains arrived containing in all about 6G0 wounded ; these all received toltacoo, hut owing to 
to their lieing transported away so quickly to make room for others, some of them foiled to reoeire 
soup. We attended to as many of them as possible. The soup .supplied was very good in quality. 
On the 211rd inst. I was informed that our wagon was to tic removed to Kt, Stcfano station, so, id 
accordance witli your ordeis, have had all the contents and stores removed to our store, the cop- 
beards alone being left in. 

Stamboal, Feb. 2. I8T8. 

In accordance with yoni instructioiiB Dr. Molvor and myself, together with Colley as diago- 
toan, left Constantinople on the 2Sth ulL, and proceeded up the lines as for as possible to gun in- 
formation as to where the fighting was, and it there were any wounded requiring assistance. Oo 
arriving at Tchalaidja, ihe first station beyond tbe lines— which is the furthest point to which tiains 
run St present — we were fortunate enough to obtain a train through the kindness of the inspector. 
It consisted of a fourgon, service -carriage, and engine. After frequent stoppages, owing to the line 
being used as a road bj Circassian fugitives, we arrived the same evening at 8inekli ; here wa 
passed the night, the inspector kindly pladng his carn^« at our disposal. The next momiiig we 
returned, it being considered not safe to go to Tcherkesskeiu, the next station. As we returned wo 
could see tbe villages on either side of the line being burnt by the Circassians. On the 31st we again 
Btarted from Constantinople by boat with stores for Son Stefano, where we arrived the same even- 
ing. Wc had the stores placed in my old wagon, and another one which I have obtained of the 
company. On the morning of the 1st inst. we bad our two wagons attached and came up here 
We are still here, and shall continue to remain till further orders or fighting. 

[Since the withdrawal of the Turkish troops from tbe lines these sections have been withdrawn. 
Another under Dr. Sketchlej is with the forces at Eutchuk Tchekmedje, where there is mooh 
sickness and distress amongst the soldiers. — W. L. S.] 



Plevna District Ambttlance. 

Snrgeon Mooro and a emaJl staff were attached to the Stiltan'a Circasnan 
Bodyguard, under Kiazim Pauha, on the occasion of their expedition to Plevna Id 
advance of Chefket Pacha's relieving' colnran. They had with tbem the materiel for 
a small * cacolet ' (litter) ambnlance transport. Thia section accompanied tbe oolamn 
to Plevna, and subsoquently, at the reqnest of Oaman Pacha, returned to Sofia with a 
large convoy of wounded. Chefket Pacha's colnmn was only engaged in a few 
small skirmishes dnring this expedition, and in eonseqnence the work of this seotion 
was confined to attendance on sick and wonnded on the line of march, and no record 
kept of tbe exact numbers. 
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Period of senice: Sop. 20 to Oct 10, 1877.— The staff employed were Stu^eon 
Koore, and MeBsrs. Morisot, Harvey, and Scudamore. 
The Following are extracts of reports : — 

Adiiuiople, Sept. 19. 1877. 
Eiaiim Tacha was uomenscl}' pleased when Uild last night that Stafford Soase Bnrgeons were 
to accompanj him and (he Sullan'a body-guard. He stated thai every man in liis regiment would 
die (or the StafToid Hoiue surgeoDs.

Orkhanie, Oct 3, 1877, 
I decided to go to Osman PBclia atid volimteer the Berricaa of m j little ataS to work is the 
Flernatown boapitals. Be explained to me that he was very much obhged to England for sending 
oar doctors and stores, bat that the former were not required there, and he would bo glad if we 
would take our staff to BoGa. Afteraoonsoltation I sent Captain Morisot to beg his BxcellGncj to 
riiconsider his decision. The reply received waa, ' If yoa wish to see any lighting or my batteries, 
you are welcome to remain here as long as yon like j but if you want to help my woonded, go to 
Sofia and help them there.' 

[Jfata. — Dr. Byan informs me that not more than 200 wounded wore left in Flevca after the 
general evacuation of wounded i Oaman Pacha liadthereforegood reasons forrequesting Dr. Moure 
to follow the great masses of wounded evaouated on Sofia. Hoots left all his stores in Plevna, and 
acted as Osman Paoha wished.— (See Letter to Sir A. H. Layard, p, 32.)— V. B.-K.] 



Sofia Hospital. 

In November 1877, in consequence of ni^ent requestB for help from Sofia, an am- 
balance seotdon under Sorgeon Bnaby was sent to that town, together with a largo 
Hnpply of stores. Snrg^eon Busby first undertook the charge of 150 wounded men in 
three private houses, and then established a hospital in the Pavilion. The town was 
occupied by the Rnsaiaua on Jan. 3, bnt the S. H. Burgeons continued at their posts 
nntil the end of the month, when they evacuated or transferred to the Government 
hospitals all their wonndod, and returned themselves to Constantinople. 

Period of gerviee: Nov. 14, 18/7, to Feb. 14, 1878.— Treated in hospital, 269 
wounded ; average number of beds occupied, 130. The following served on the staff 
of this section: SurgoonB Busby and Wattie, Assistant-Surgeon Boyd, Dispenser 
Gorlitz, and Mr. Cnllen. 

The following are extracts from Reports to the Chief Commissioner: — 

Sofla, Nov. SB. 1877. 

We arrived here Friday afternoon, and dehvered your letter to the mMeoin-en-chef the next 
morning. I told him we were prepared either to do work as an ambulance at the front or establish . 
an hospital here. He said that should Mehemet All approve of the latter course, he would give us 
a hospital, bat that we must wait for Mehemet All's decision as to which of the two we should do. 
Uufortanately he was away at the front, bat his return was expected daily. Wo set about hiring 
arabas so as to take us up to Oikhanie. But aiabas here are very scarce, and we found we conld not 
organise this in so short a time ; moreover we heard that all that ground was well occupied by the 
Bed Crescent men. Being convinced that we were more Ukely to do good by remaining here, I 
went to the mMccin -en-chef again and told him we were anxious to get to work at once, and pro- 
posed taking an hospital without waiting for Hehemet All's return. They promised to see about 
tbjs, and let me know later, but nothing came of it. We told him we were not willing to remain 
inactive so long, and proposed that, if he could hand over to na an hospital with its patients, a,nd 
all the neoessacy requisites for carrying on the work, we would replace these requisites with our 
own as soon as we could get them np from Constantinople. On these conditions we are to 
lecoive an hospital for 150 beds, and begin work to-monow. 
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Sofia, Doc. IB. 1877, 
Drs. Wattie, Boyd, and myself began work oq Dec. 1, in a house with 87 woimded. On tha 
. following day another bouse, cootainiog; BR more, was handed over to as ; and on the 6th we re- 
ceived a tbiid iioose, full of patients, making the total number of wounded under our care ]B9, 
The houses are overcrowded, tlie patients lying on the floor, the bedding being miserably insufficient 
and dirty. This is at present nnavoidablo, owing to the largo number of wounded eonsMntly 
coming in, and the disturbed state of tbe l<iwii, making it impossible to obtain immediately what 
is necessary ; bat I hope the next report will show a considerable improvement. The rnrkufa 
regular hospitals, bowcrer, ore good and well found, and are managed by a competent Hurgical 
sbiff. Amongst the more important cases we luive as follows ; — Thirty-live woniids of thigh ; fotu 
bullet-wounds of tnee-joint (one death), seventeen of leg {one death, three amputations), fire of 
ankle-joint, seven of (oot (one froet-bite, loss of toes both feet) ; ten wounds of arm (two ampn- 
lations), six of forearm and nineteen of hund, seven of back and loins ten of head (one death) ; 
four non-penetrating wonnds of chest, and one woond of chest with penetration of long (death). 
Tlia remainder are lighter gaBes— flesh-wounds and wounds of fingers (of which there have been 
four amputations). 

ConitsutinoplG, Fi-b. 14, 1878. 

I have been unabla to send any report since the third week in December, in consequence of 
the communication being Interrapled by the Russians. On Dec. 27, admitted 30 wounded from an 
engagement neat TBshkessen, and on the same evening 25 more ; the hospital was already over- 
crowded, but as their woimda were tor the most part confined to the upper extremity, we were able 
to find shelter for these additional cases. During the next day or two all those caees that were 
able to bear transport were evacuated in compliance with an order from the Turkish anthoritiea. 
A very large nnmber of wounded were sent away from Sofla at this time. Host of tbe hospital 
tnplegit also left as ; indeed there remained but one Timardji (dresser) to assist Dr. Wattie and 
myself in carrying on the work. 

On Jan. 1, admitted some 35 fresh wounded from a fight at the covered bridge, Taahkeasen 
road ; and on Jan. 2, 20 more from the earae engagement. During the night of the 2nd the town 
was evacuated by the Turkish troops. Early the following morning the patients in hospital were 
seized with panic : those in any way able to move left of their own accord, notwithstanding all the 
endeavours we made to induce them to remain. Their fear of falling into Russian hands was veij 
great. Many were very severe cases, and all in a condition quite unfit to bear the exposure to tbe 
intense cold. This left us with many empty beds. The Turkish hospitals close by bad been 
deserted by the siugeons and attendants, tbe wards were in a bad state from the aoonmulated 
filth and the dead not having been removed. The patients that by the nature of their injoriea 
were compelled to remain, were in a most miscrsble condition, without food, and their wounds not 
dressed for many days. We attended to some of these, and were able to remove annmber at them 
to our hospital, placing them in the beds vacated by those who had left so hurriedly in the eaxXf 
morning. On this same day (the 3rd) the Russians entered the town. Owing to the great dis- 
organisation, the food supply was at this time irregular and iusulHcient, wood very scarce — some 
days njne — so that the suffering from cold was great. On the second day of the Russian occupa- 
tion, TSequested Qeneml Goorko to send ns back to the Turkish lines. This he said he was unable 
to do, but that we were free to return by way of Belgrade. On the day following this interview, 
many of tbe Turkish wounded that had tried to get away were brought back as prisoners. I learnt 
that some bad got as fares Samakov.nnd that others had died on the way frozen ;of those brought 
Into the town the greater part were severely frost-bitten. As there seemed to be great need of 
lurgical Bsaislance, I thought it best to remain in Sofia for tbe present and carry on the hospitftL 
All the patients subsequently admitlert were cases of frost-bite. During the following ten days, 
the number of severe cases became much lessened, and having ascertained that there were qnita 
sufficient surgeons remuning in the town to attend to all tbe wounded, I applied ia the 
Commandant for permission to leave for Belgrade ; but he would not grant it, and suld we mnat 
go by way of Bucharest ; this I declined to do. Some four days later, however, we were provided 
with the necessary papers to leave by way of Nisch and Aleiinatz. We accordingly started on the 
morning of Jan. 21, on horseback (Dr. Wattie, myself, Gorlitz, CoUey, and Conslantine), with one 
extra horse to carry provisions and sumo baggage. The weather was very severe, onr joumcT' 
being much hindered by the slippery stale of the roads and the drifting snow. At Pilot «e came 
under Servian conttoL We reached Alexinati on the 36th, Belgrade on tbe 3<Hh. Here Mr. 
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Wbite, tbu British Consul, onanged mntlera tor ua, and on Feb. I we crossed over the Save to 
Bemlin, on the Austrian bontier; we were then free to continne our journey as wb pleased. 
AniTed on the oppoaitc aide ol the Danabe, we hired sledges nud started for Pauchovar, whiob we 
leaclied that Dif^ht h; crossing three other rivers. Lett Fanchovar tho following' morning (Feb. 2) 
for Vtr»:hatz, where we arrived that evening. Here there was a railway, so left by train the 
ttaoie night, going by way of Legedin, Vilany and Agmtn to Trieste, whioh was reached on Feb. 6. 
I. together with Gorliti:, Conslantloc, and Colley, left Trieste by the Anstrian Lloyd's steamer on 
Feb. », »nd arriTed in Constantinople Feb, 14, all safe. 

Dec. 16, 1877.

Stamboul Mundy Barrack Hospital. 

This boHpital was bnilt at the expense of the Red Crescent Society, from deaigns 
hj Baron Mnndj, and was handed orer by that Society to the Imperial Medical 
Suhuol. The Stafford House Committee provided the surgical staff, beds, and medical 
stores, and undertook the general working of the hospital. Foar Saxon Sisters sent 
by the Qneen of Sasony formed the nnrsing staff. It was intended to receive only 
very grave cases. 

Period of terviee: Deo. 4, 1877, to June 8, 1878.— Treated in hospital, 77 
wonnded ; average nomber of beds occupied, 23. Sargeon Ifejlan, and aubaeqaently 
Surgeon Lake, assisted by Dr. Manssner (chief surgeon of the Kailway Company), 
act«d as surgeons in this section. 

The following are extracts from reports to the Chief Commissioner : — 

Stamboul, Dec 4, 1S77. 
To-day the new model barrack hospital in the Military Medical School, Stambonl, was 
visited by the Princess Benss, to introduce there the four sisters of charity sent by the Queen of 
Suiony as nurses. The Prinoess, with the Prince and a large suite, were received at the entrance ' 
of the hospital by Marco Paoha, Director of the Medioal School (Gnl-Hand) ; they were then con- ( 
ducted over the bariaok by Dr. Mundy, and the Princess expressed her satisfaction with all the ' 
arrangeioents. The design is an original one of Baron Mundy, M.D., who has also superintended 
all the steps of the constraction, aa well as its total internal fittings. It is a re^aognlar wooden . 
building divided in two, longitudinally, by a partition. These divisions ootmnunioate at one eod. 
There are four entrances. Each half contains fourteen beds, which are again separated in the 
centre bpttoeen each seven beds by a movable curtain. It is heated by tour large porcelain sloves. 
It is lighted and ventilated by skylights and altemote side windows, whioh are arranged so aa t-o 
give complete ventilation without causing an injarioos diaagbt. In each oompariment are clocks, 
barometetB, thermometer^ and calendars, both in European and Turkish styles. At each end of 
the two divisions four small rooms are curtained off. Ot these, one is fitted up as an operating- 
room, and contains an operating-table (Baron Mundy's desig;n), of ingenious mechanical construc- 
tion ; a aeooml, as a depository foe drugs and appliances ; a third, a-f an olBce,*c.; and the 
remaining one ia for the use of lady nnrses. There is araised plalformaronnd the hospital covered 
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in awning, which can be nsett as a promenade by convBlesoontB even in inolcaieiit weather. It 
n, be mentioned that both aides of the hospital can be lifted iip> thoa in Hammer converting 
that part ot the building into a tent. The closets are erected at aboat 20 jorda' distanoe (to 
which a covered way loads), and are c instmctcil according to modem sanilory mice. Each inm 
bedstead is provided with a straw paliasse, horsehair mattress, two pillows, ditto linen sheets and 
blankets; by its side is a handsome walnut stand or table for the patient's medicine, drinka, 
cigarettes. Sea. The dressing-tables, fitted with every necessary, are on rollers, and can be easily 
propelled (rom b«d to bed. Commodes also on the same principle. The ward table*, gilaas cftDCW 
for instruments, &c., are of superior manufacture ; in fact, the furniture is good enough ftir a 
respectable residence. Most modem surgical appliances are employed— amongst many the fol- 
lowing may he enmnerated : English, French, and Qetman splinU ; Esmnrch's bloodless ligatures ; 
irrigalurx and triangular bandages ; carbolic acid and ether spray-producers ; cradles for snapend- 
ing fractures and keeping off the pressure of the bedclothes ; water-heda, air-cushions, and pillows ; 
amputation and resection instruments ; urinomelers ; clinical thermometers ; hypodermic syringes ; 
enema apparatus ; stomach-pump ; Nelatun's and other bullet-probes and forceps ; drainsigc 
tnbing ; basins and trough for fonl wDnnda— in fact, nothing which could contribute to the 
patient's comfort or recovciy has been forgotten or neglected. From its admirable hygiene, and 
the facility it affords for the isolation of the gravest from the less severe cases (and it is to be 
devoted solely to heavily wounded), it is pre-eminently a model barraclt -hospital. That this will 
be of benefit, not alone to the wounded, but to the country at large, will be at once Been if Ila 
sitoation is considered. It is placed iu the centre of the quadrangle of the great military medical 
school of the empire, where nearly GOO students may become daily familiarised, if they wish, with 
modem surgical appliances and treatment. The benefit so derived will be, no doubt, disseminated 
tbroughont the length and breadth of Turkey. It is essentially an international creation, as the 
cost of the building (6O0I.) has been l>orna by (he Croissant Bouge. Boron Mundy fitted up the 
interior with the funds collected by him (through the press) in Germany and Austria. Stafford 
House supplied Uie chief surgeon, the beds, surgical instruments, medicines, and stimulants. 
Mrs. Layard has kindly provided tliis model barrack hospital with excellent sheets, flaimels. shirts, 
jackets, &c. Finally, the Queen of Saxony gives the fonr nnrses under the patronage of the 
rrincesa Renss ; whilst the Ottoman Government, to which the school belongs, will provide food 
for patients, and other requisites, 
f On the arrival of a train of wounded at 10 P.M., Dec. 34, 23 cases were selected by me and 

sent to this hospital. They were attended to there by Dr. Mausner, and four nuns who are skilled 
and trained nurses. The following moming two more arrived, making the number 25. They were 
nil old or neglected cases of gunshot injuries, several having been wounded at Eski-Zaghra, so far 
back as July lost. On Dec. 30, five of these cases were, by the ose of frequent baths, oanstent 
irrigation, and antiseptic applications, sufficiently improved to bear removal to a general hospital. 
I'he aim of the hospital is to keep grave cases, as long as they remain in a critical state. The hoa- 
pital is well adapted for carrying out this plan, by reason of its limited extent, and proportionat«ly 
large trained nursing staff, thorough ventilation, sanitary arrangements, and regulated tempefatnre. 
All old bandages, poultices, dressings, Ac, are on their removal consumed in a furnace especially 
constructed for that purpose. The patients are well supplied with flannel shirts, dressing gowns, 
&c. ! they all express themselves highly satisfied with their lot ; the only drawback is that con- 
siderable powers of persuasion are required to persuade them to leave their comfortable quarters. 
A clinical class of 21 senior students has been attached, for purposes of instruction, to the hospital, 
by Marco Pacha, director of the school. They are without exception intelligent dressers, devoted 
to their work, and anxious to improve. During the past week five new cases have*been received. 
I have extracted one bnllet (wound three months old) ; performed three minor operations, and one 
portiol rcacotion«pf the bones of (he forearm. Bevoral cases, at present in an exhausted condition, 
are receiving tilieral diet, stimulants, Ac, so as to be in a fit state to bear the shock of an operation 
at a future period. 

Jan. 2i, 1678. 
Patients in hospital, Jan. E, 36; discharged, 6; transferred, 5; died, 2— total, 13; received 
since Jan. B, 13 ; now in hospital, 26, One death was from pyiemia, and the other from gangrene 
of both feet following frost-bite ; the patient not consenting to amputation. We have performed 
ten minor opemtions and three major, viz., one amputation of the arm. two amputations of the leg. 
Dp to the present, these cases are doing well. This morning, 1 extracted a bullet which had been 
lodged in a man's huttook for five months. In addition to the opei^tions poifoimed on oooupMitc 
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of the hospital, I haro given the use oC an operating room, instruincnts, assistance, &o., to other Dr. Kkt 
suTRponE who were atteuding to the Builerora by the late railway accident on the line. Yesleniay, ^ repur 
the 2Bnt, ItvG ampntatinna were perfunoed. Fonr atadents who have had a month's training in the 
hospital are now employed in attending to the wounded reftigeea at the stAtion. 

Feb. 8, 1S78, 
Remaining in hospital, J&n. 24. 37 ; discharged, 10 ; transferred, 2 ; died, 2 — total, 14 ; since 
admitted, 13 — total, 26. One death reaulled from eitensive Erost-bite, followed by inflainmation 
of the llingB, and the other from secondary hnunorrhage, occorring in the night eighteen days after 
amputation. Since last report I have performed two major operations, vii. amputation of thigh, 
amputation of both feet, and eight minor operaLione. A Rlter which has been fitted ap after the 
design of Dr. Macnamara is found to answer well

Samakov Transport. 

This section was despatched under AsBiatant- Surgeon Sketchley to assist tte 
wounded in the general retreat oF the Ottoman forces from Sofia and the Balkans. 

Period of terviee: Dec. 26, 18?7, to Feb. 2, 1878.— Number of wounded attended 
to during tranaport, 1,265. The following were the staff of this section : Afisistant- 
Sui^eon Sketohley, and Messre. Banfatherand Williams, with assistantB. 

The following is Mr. Sketclilef 's general report to tbe Chief CommisBioner :— 

TiLu-Buanljik, Feb. 12, 1BT8. 

I left Stamboul Dec. 30 to proceed to Bofia, according to iustmctionB received from yourself 
and Mr. Pratt, to transport wounded to Tatar-BaiardjiJt. 

Bee. 31.— Arrived at Philippopolia, where I was joined by Williams, 

Jan.. 1.— Went on to Bazardjik, where I was Joined by Bantather same day ; received telegram 
from you to the effect that if the road from Sofia was out to leave Banfather and Williams at 
Btttardjik and take Barker's van. From information received I found tho road vid Samakov was 
open, and decided to go on and, if possible, carry oat my inatructions. 

Jan. 4.— Started for Samakov, and arrived same night, 10.10 P.M. 

Jan. 6,— Visited Caimakan, who told ua troops were evacuating 8uGa rid Dubnitza with 
wounded ; decided to start for Dubnitxa and render all assistance possible ; met troops on road, and 
returned to Samakov ; dreaacd all men who were wounded retreating from Sofia, 

Jan. 7. — Bechid Pacha arrived with fifteen battalions ; asked ns to stay with troops, as they 
intended to fight their way to Baiardjik ; lold us 800 wounded would arrive same night. Sent you 
telegram for lint, bandages, and L.T.IOO. Same night Nedjib Paclia anived with more troops, who 
told ns wounded had gone round by Dskup. 

Jan. 8. — Oaman Pnoha, commander, arrived with remainder of troops, 32 battalions in all ; 
requested ns to stay with him and attend to sick and wounded ; no doctor with him or any 



Jan. 9. — Gave us large Jewish house for hospital, and placed in it all sick and wonnded ; same 
day informed us of news of armistice ; one hour afterwards (3.30 P.u.) heard cannonading, and 
found fighting had conunenoed half an hour from town. Williaraa and I rode out and attended 
wounded. Oaraan Nouri Pacha sent out flag of truce, and Sghting stopped. Russians knew 
nothing of armistioe. Dressed wounded until 2.30 A.H. 

Jan. II. — Osman Pacha sent and told ns that he wiu sending all wounded and sick down to 
Baiardjik; wished ns to accompany them, as he was going to evacuate troops, started 2.10 a.u., 
and arrived here with 110 wounded and 300 sick at 8.30 P.M. At his request we attend Oaman 
Pacha's troops. We met Dr. McQueen and ambulance at Banya on his way to Samakov, who 
Tetumcd with us to Bazardjik. 

Osman yoiui Pacha treated us with every kindneas, and gave ns all asaistance in his power. 
Williama showed great courage on Uie field, and acted with hia luual ene^y.

The week has been most nnfavotuable to men in camp ; constant rain, high wind, and a low 
temperature. Three hundred and fltty-sii patients have been seen and given medicine to ; of these 
186 were new cases (of which 77 suffered from intermittent fever). The remainder cosea Been 
before and still under treatment, 170 ; sent to hospital, 10. 

Tchifbnt-Butgaa. Uarch ai, 1878. 
Thongh the nnmber of sick baa increased owing to the larger number of troops in camp, and 
the heat of the weather causing a slight increase in tho cases of intermittent fever, the resolts of 
treatment have been most satisfocloiy as far as I am able to learn, only six deaths having occurred 
here since my arrival. The distribntion of sonp to the more severe cases has proved of the gr^I«st 
benefit. One hundred and seventy- three rations of aonp have been given. Number of new cMsee, 
SD3 ; old cases under treatment, 2B7 ; total cases seen and supplied with medicines, 490 ; number 
of cases sent to hospital, 30. 

Tohlfout- Burgas, April h. 1B78, 
The sickness in camp lias somcwlmt diminished. The number of deaths during one month is 
The ambulance was removed on April B, Several dnigs, some bedding, and other nsefol 
tilings have been lianded over to tbe military authorities Bt*thla and other camps. Lists of thaw 
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thinjfa are encloESoil, as is also an acknowledgment in Turkish aigoad by the Paclia and others (or 
the services rendered ta the camps. In an interview I had witli Oaman Nonii Paolia, when leaviag, 
he eipreaseil himself as more than satialied and most gratelxU to Ibe Stafford Hoase Committee for 
what had l>een done. Eight hundred soldiers have received medicine and treatment sinoo the 
auibulonce was sent out, at a cust of less Chan 70 liraa Turkish, incloaive of everything. 
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TCHEKHEDJE AND MakRIKEUI HOSPITALS AND DlSPENSAHV. 

On tbe retreat of the Turkish army to ttie linea of Tchekmedje, Mr. Sketchley 
was sent to that town with the matoriel for a amall hospital and eoup-kitohen. 
When Tchekmedje was occupied by the RassiaiiB, Mr. Sketchley fell back with hia 
Btaffon Makrikeui, where a hospital was at once established. On the withdrawal 
of the Stafford Honae staff, the hospital, with the stores and patients, was transferred 
to the Government. 

Period of service : Feb. 9 to April 25, 1879.— Total number treated, 2,888 sick. 
Average number nnder daily treatment, 182. The following served on the etaffof this 
section : Assistant- Surgeons Sketchloy and Azzopardi, a Dispenser, and R. Williams, 
The following are extracts from reports to the Chief Commissioner : — 

Mr. 

TchRhmedje, Feb. 19, 1878. Sketcki.ey's 

From instractioQg received from Mr. Btoney I arrived at Tchekmcdjfi with staff, the object ^ . "'^ , . -■ 
being to eslabllah a receiving hospital for sick men coming from the lines, to snpply them with soup 
and other oourishing food and medicines, and forward the worst cases to the hospital at Constan- 
tinople. I viait«d the commanding Richa and explained my plana to him, which he at once entered 
into. He said it was the very thing he wanted, as the place was full of sick, and nobody to attend 
to them properly. He at once gave tne a large hmlding that would hold about IfiO men, njiich I EgtaUishnient 
fitted np with Stafford Honae stores aa an hosjufal, and which was completely filled by the following "^ hoapiijj, 
night with men suffering chiefly from intermittent fever, dysentery, and diarrhiea. A few days 
afterwards he gave me another largo house that would hold about 100 men, which I turned to the 
same ose, and also fifteen tcnta at the railway station about IJ miles from the town. These I had "^^^ hosinuJ. 
filled with hay, and gave each man three St^ord House bloakels. To tlieae tents, which are well 
warmed and lighted, I dmft the worst caaes, to be forwarded to the hospitals in Oonstantijiople by 
the first train that arrives. I have also oslahlished a soup-kitchen here, and at the hospitals tJie 
patients are supplied with soup, good nonrishing food, medicines, and tobacco. Many of the men 
are able U> return to their respective regiments after a few days, as in some cases it is simple ex- 
haustion from long-forced marches and privations, and the effect of a little nourishing food and 
attention is miraculous. Within the last week I have forwarded tfl Constantinople upwards of 600 
men, and have nowin the boapitol here abont 200 more. Theyarrive here from the lines in numbers Great amomii 
of from 30 to iO daily, some of them in a most emaciated condition. The pachaa here so appreciate " "ckinu. 
our work that there is not a single thing that 1 have adkcd them for that they have refused ; they 
have even sent away thoii own doctors so that we shall not be interfered with in our work, I am 
also endeavouring to establish a soup-kitchen at San Slefano on the same plan, and hope to get it 
into working order in a few days. 

[Hr. Sketcbloy's work at Makrikeui was carried out in a similar manner.] 

ConstRnlinople, April IT. 1878. 
To-day, Wednasday, April 17, I handed over to Hedjib and Assam Pachas, for the Turkish TrsnafBr of 
Government, the S. H. Hospital at Makrikeui, of which I bad charge, according to the instmctions hDS[nt*l to 
which I received from yon at Constantinople. The mat&iel consisted of 100 beds, bedding, 4:c., "ovBmineiil. 
together with the reserve stock, also medicines, utensils, soup-kitchen plant, and all other effecis, 
which are included in the receipts sent in this morning. A Turkish doctor arrived this morning 
to take charge of the hospital. The Rkchas were profuse in their acknowledgments of the services 
to tbe Turkish troops rendered by the Stafford House Crommittee. Last week Osman Pacha (of 
Plevna) inspected the hospital and expressed himself highly pleased with all the arrangements, [nnn^tinn rf 
Upwaids of 400 eases of typhoid have been treated suoceasfuUy in the hospital, and nmny cases of lirn|iiiii1 l.y 
dysentery, fever, *a OsniBn Pwh*.

Salonica Hospital. 



Large numbers of the sick and wounded from Suleiman Pacha's retreating army 
having found tlieir way to Salonica, the hospitalB of that town became overcrowded, 
and great distress prevailed. Accordingly, on March 1, a strong section was die- 
patched there, and a hospital established in Midhat Pucha'fi Orphan AsjIddi, abuilding' 
choeeu by Snrgcon Ecclea for its elevated position and good sonitaiy conditioQ. The 
hospital was fitted up with 150 beds, which were rapidly filled with some of the most 
severely wounded. To qnote Sni^eon Eccles'a own words : — ' The suffering at this 
time was increased tenfold in comparison to what we had seen during the war ; 
typhus, dysentery, gangrene, and erysipelas swelled the formidable array of diffi- 
culties with which wo had to contend.' 

The work of this section was extended to Thessaly, where, in the middle of 
March, an outbreak of hostilities occurred. Surgeon Eccles distributed relief at 
Volo, and rendered great assistance to the wounded men in the engagements which 
took place between the Ottoman troops and the insurgents on the slopes of Pelion.

The following is a general report condensed by Surgeon Eccles from his special 
reports to the Chief Commissioner, from March 1 to April 15, 1878. 

Advices linving reached the S. H. CommisBioner from H.B.M. ConBul, Salonica, and from Dr. 
Temple, chief mediciil officer Imperial Ottoman Service in Salonicn, of llie great distreii prevalent In 
tliBttown, Mr. Eccles, accompanied by Mr. Beresford andasmallalaflofaaaiatants, wasdeapat^ed 
to Salonica with InBtructione to take such measnres as lie thought best for the relief of tbe ^ck and 
wounded. On arrival, over 3,000 patients nerefoand tjingln the military hospital, bamcbs,iiioaqiieSf 
and oilier baildinga in the town. An epidemic of tjphas had broken out, and large numbers had 
died, the mortality in some hospitals reaching fifteen per diem ; the local government was without 
either fonda or materiel to meet the urgency of the case, and several of tlie Ottoman medical 
officers had been attaoked by disease, thus leaving an inadequate alaff to carry on the work which 
daily became more arduous. Most of the patients exhibited the appalling elTecta of the privstiocc 
they had endnred, many of them had been wonnded at the battles of Plevna, Taahkesacn, Orkhanle, 
and SolJB, having been subjected to the combined influence of femine, cold, and want of medical 
care in their flight from SoBa. In the confusion arising out of the sudden influx of these imfortn- 
nales, mck and wounded had been crowded together irrespective of the injuries or diseases from 
which they were suffering, thus inducing the spread of infectious diseases among patients primarily 
affected with slight disorders. Dr. Temple, who had lately arrived, placed at the disposal of the 
S. H. C. oflicers, H.B. Midhat Facba's Orphan Asylum, a building chosen by Itlr. Eccles for its 
elevated position, and better sanitary condition. This hospital, on the arrival ol the 8. H. section, 
was occupied by nearly 300 sick, though barely capable of containing 150 wounded, for whose 
reception it was speedily prepared. Its previous Inmates being transferred to the large barracks on 
the eastern shore of the bay. The building was thoroughly cleansed, whitewashed, and disinfected 
throughout, a washhonse and store-room were erected, and all the fomiture and neoessai; arrange- 
nients made for the reception of ISO patients ; the bedsteads, bedding, night-clothes, iiO^ being 
made on the premises by the bo}-B of the Orphan Asylnm, under Mr. Eccles's supervision. On 
March 7, 58 parients chosen from among the gravest cases of wounds, n-ere admitted to the B. H. 
hospital, being conveyed from the barracks to the hospital in ambulance wagons, kindly lent by the 
tialonica Hnb-Commitlee of the Bod Orescent Society. On March 13, Hr. Clement having arrived

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witli additional atoTea, wg were enabled to raise ttio number of patients to ]19, reserving the rest 
of oar beds for the isolatioD of gangrene and other Infeclioua cases. 

Many of the patients, in addition to the wounds from shot, shell, and sabre, afforded examples 
of the worst form of froat-bite, while aii were in aaeh a low atate of vitolity that, with the greatest , 
care and attention, restoration to their former physique could hardly be hoped for, but a generous 
and varied diet supplied from our own kit«ben, combined with the extra comfort and the scrupu- 
lous cleonlmess maintained in our wards, soon produced moat gratifyiag results; indeed, the 
rapidity with which patients, with apparently fatal aymptoma, recovered from the shock their 
systems hod sustained, was a matter of great surprise and congratulation for the medical men 
under whose care they had come ; several operations which had been decided on, so soon as the 
palieula' health would allow, were not performed, the reparative poworH eiliibited in the majority 
of cases precluding the necessity of operative interference. 

NotwithatADding the eittaordinary injuries to which our patients were victims, consen'ativo 
Buigery, as our statistics will show, proved eminently successful ; very few of the patients left the 
hospital unable to perform the ordinary duties of life ; indeed, many were ready and willing to 
take the field once more. The snSering at this time was increased tenfold in comparison with 
what we bad seen during the war. Then the sick and wonnded came under treatment at a 
comparatively early date, before Nature, battling against cold, hunger, and neglect, exhausted 
herself in attempting to heal a wound, or mend a broken limb ; but now, added to these, lyphua, 
dysentery, gaogTese and erysipelas swelled the formidable array of difficnltiea with which we hod 
to contend ,' yet at no period of our career, while succouring our fellow-men, did we see the fmits 
of our labours in such gratifying reaulla. The moral influence of our work and tlio physical elTects 
of our treatment as shown, on the one hand, by the interest excited by it among all classes of the 
iiQiabitantB of Salonica, and on the other, by the qaick and established recovery of our patients, 
stimulated each and all the members of the staS to perform their duties with unreloxiDg energy, 
and, although some of ua suffered from the effects of over-work, the retrospect of our short stay ia 
Galonica must be a Booice of pleasure to all. 

The outbreak of hostilities in the province of Theasaly called the attention of the Commis- t 
sioners to a fresh field of labour, and with a view to ascertaining the necessities of those suffering T 
from the effects of Che insurrection, Mr. Ecdes, leaving the section at Salonioa in charge of Mr. 
BcreafoTd, weot to Tolo on March 21, whence, after distdbuting relief to the refugees in that t 
town, he proceeded to Sarisaa, the scat of government, where having made on inspection of the ■■■ 
military hospitals in that town and at Timova, he handed over a quantity of sn^cal stores and 
medical comforts to the authorities, returning to Volo in time to render assistance to those who wera 
wounded in the engagements which took place between the Imperial Ottoman troops and the 
insurgents on the slopes of Pelion. Unfortnnately, oucfands would not allow of Che estAblishment 
of a hospital or ambulance in Thesaaly, bo Mr. Ecoles was recalled to resume his duties as chief of 
the section in Salonica. On April 1, 25 fresh cases were admitted to the hospital, the lobbies being 
furnished tor their reception, as large numbers of aiok and some wounded continued tc arrive in 
the town froDi Uskup and Metrcvitm. On April 8, 76 cases from our hospital, with other convales- 
cents from the hospitals in the town, were evacuated on Constantinople, the removal from their 
quarters to the place of embarkation being effected by means of the Bed Crescent wagons in charge 
of some of the 8. H. officers. Each patient on leoving was given from the S. H. stores one or more 
articles cf warm clothing. The same day lOJ fresh cases were admitted to the 8. H. hospitaL 

Owing to the resignation of Mr, Berestord (who was obliged to return to England on urgent 
private affairs), and the transfer of Mr. Clement to Oallipoli, the medical staff was reduced t« two 
sorgeoDs, Mr. Boe having been sent to take Mr. Berosford's place ; but as the patients, with few 
exceptions, were iu a fair way to recover, we were able with three dressers to continue oni work in Tj 
the wards tmtil April IC, when most of the wounded in the town being convalescent, they were p 
evacuated, with 103 from the S. H. hospital, en Constantinople. Hr. Koe, with a dispenser and two g^ 
dressers, accompanied them to Constantinople on board, the L 0. transport Xfeftjidieh, Mr. Kccles 
remaining in Salonica to transfer the bospiul with all stores and fumiture to the Bed Crescent 
authorities, the wounded left in the town being under 200 in number. 

The food of all the patients during their stay in the S, H. hoapital was prepared under the D 
sHperviaion of one of our officers on the premises ; the otdinaty rations of brood, rioe, and meat, '" 
with charcoal and wood for cooking and washing purposes, were provided by the Govemmont ; but 
all the stores, fumiture, and drugs tor the use of the patients, with the estra articles of diet, #.j, 
milk, eggs, beef-tea, freah vegetables, stimulants, and other delicades, were procured and served at 
the Committee's expense.

The Stafford Hoase operationa at Gtallipoli began by taking over the National Aid 
Society's Uoapital on March 11. The patients were transported into a larger and more 
convenient building on April 13, and this now hospital was kept up until June 1, first 
under Sai^eon Barker and Eubseqnently nnder Sargeon Eocles. Aiter that date 
the work aasomed much greater proportions, owing to Osman Noari Pacha, tho 
Military G-overnor, having handed over to the S. H. staff the medical snperintend- 
enoe of the whole of the troops under his coramand. The increasing prevaleooe of 
fevers and other diseases, and the danger of their spreading to the British fleet 
anchored oC Qallipoli, rendered it most desirable that energetic measures shonld be 
taken to improve the sanitary state of the garrison. Accordingly the staff was at 
once angmentcd and established in tho Sultan rcdoabt in the Boulair Lines, and ft 
sonp-kitchen and transport service between tho lines and the town hospital orga- 
nized. The work of this section conld never have been carried ont on so large 
a scale hud it not been For the personal sapport and valnable advice of R«ar. 
Admiral Sir E. Commerell, in command of the fleet at Gallipoli, and a mem- 
ber of the Stafford Hoose Committee. Among those officers of the fleet who took a 
most active part in the work were Captain Jackson, B.N., Lieutenant Oresley, E.H'., 
Staff-Snrgeons M. Trevan, R,N., of H.M.S. Condor, and W. Drew, R.N.. and also 
Messrs. Gnarracino and Gncrriera.

The following ia a. general report of this section, condensed by Surgeon Eccles 
from the special reports of Snrgeona Barker and himself. This report refere first to 
tbo work at the Qallipoti Hospital and afterwards to that in the Boalair Lines. 




GALUPOLI HOSPITAL. 



Dr. EocLU* 
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On March 11, 1878, the National Aid Society's hogpitjd at Gallipoli, of forty-aii beda, ^ \- o,^ 
was transferred to the Stafford House Conunittee, Surgeon Barker beiug placed in charge t;,^^ 
aa Surgeon- in- Chief. 

The distress among the troops stationed in the Lines of Boulair was at this time very 
great, and much sickness prevailed, while hospital accommodation, the medical staff, and 
materiel were insufficient for the large numbers of sick daily increasing. The patienta were 
lodged in several of the largest houses of the town of Gallipoli, but none of these buildingn OnJition or 

■ 1 any way adapted for the purposes to which they were necessarily put Hospital ^^^ "ck. 
furniture, of the simplest and most ordinary kind, existed only in a few of the hospitals, 
while in many houses the patients lay on mats iipread on the floors, with no other coverings 
than (heir overcoats. Of eight hundred sick, not more than one hundred were provided with 
the barest necessaries, including those under the care of the Stafford Houae medical officer ; 
provisions were difficult to obtain ; of drugs there were none, save those furnished by 
the National Aid Society and the Stafford House Committee, and no means of transport 
ciiated between the Liiiea of Boulair and the town. 

With a view to increase the aid afforded by the Stafford House Committee, Surgecra Barker Enlar^; 
endeavoured to obtain, and with much difficulty succeeded in obtaining, a larger building, 
and opened the new hospital April 13. Surgeon Clement was sent to assist him, and stores of 
mat^friel, clothing, and drugs were forwarded. The number of beds in charge of the Stafford 
House medical men was raised to sixty-five. Surgeons Barker and Clement, in addition to 
their duties in the Stafford House hospital, also aiding tile Turkish medical officers, and distri- 
buting stores where the need waa greatest. A soup-kitchen was established in GaUipoli by 
the officers and men of H.M. ships stationed at Gallipoli and in the Gulf of Xeroa, at which 
the siuk on arriving b-om the lines and the convalescents returning were daily provided with 
wholesome, nutritious soup. 

On May 10 the superintendence of the section waa transforred from Surgeon Barker (on Pr, Ewles 
his return to England) to Surgeon Eeolea, who, with au augmented staff, carried on the work of ijj'^7|,„ 
the hospital in Gallipoli till June 1, when the section was transferred to the Lines of Boulair. 
Attempts were made to obtain another building in GallipoU, suitable for hospital purposes, 
iu order to enlarge the sphere of our labours, but these were frustrated by the objections 
raised by the inhabitants or owners to permit their houses to be converted into hoxpitals. 
Meanwhile the civil and military local authorities were doing their utmost to hasten the 
completion of a barrack hospital, capable of receiving five hundred patients, which was in 
course of construction on a good site just outside the town. 

The deficiency in the medical staff waa only too apparent ; the number of medical officers Wsiit of unr- 
in the Government service was totally inadequate to the demand made on their time and ^ronf iu tbc 
strength ; and the want of officers properly qualified for the Buporintendence of the sanitary 
arrangements of the camps, and the inspection of men placing themselves on the sick list, 
was seriously felt. Over two hundred men arrived dally from Boulair, suffering from 
diseases more or less aerioua ; but the majority of these cases were originally of too trivial a 
nature to require admission to a hospital, if they could have been treated as out-patients 
in the lines, and would have been spared the fatigue of marching nearly ten miles along an 
open road, affording no shelter from the rays of a scorching sun, or the torrents of rain 
which occasionally fell, wheresa after exposure to such fatigue the diseases from which 
these men suffered became aggrarated, and sweUed the number of patients, overcrowding 
the hospitals and raising the death-rate considerably. 

It was impossible to provide room for the enormous number of cases daily presenting 
themselvei for admisaioa to the already crowded hospitals ; patients who were not fit to

return to their regiments were neooaseuily diacharged before their convalMcenca wsa fairly 
BBtablished, in order to provide accommodation for their inure serioiiBly sick comrodeH. The 
Stafford House oflicers were compelled to admit to the hospital a greiiter number thou was 
due for the maintenance of hygiene bo necessary to the well-being of their patients, and 
recognising the deplorable condition of affairs, they were impressed with the neceaeity of 
adopting Bome means to remedy the existing circumstances. 

In accordance with Surgeon Eocles'a suggestion. Assistant- Surgeon Sketchley, with a 
drogomun, was sent to take charge of a dispensary and soup-kitclion established ia the 
Sultan redoubt of the Boulair Lines, and Mr. Williams, with two ambulance wagons and 
a number of horses, was appointed to transport the sick, fit for admissiuu to hospital, from 
Boulair to Oallipoli. 

On May 20 the work of inspection of sick was in full swing, the men preaenting them- 
selves being divided into throe classes, viz. : — Out-patients treated on the spot ; lu-patienta 
sent to Oallipoli hospitals ; Malingerers sent back to their duties. The first two of theaa 
groups received a banin of soup and some bread per head immediately after having been 
seen by the Stafford House medical officer. 

&Ir. Sketchley's work at the tinea soon produced a sensible diminution in the number of 
cases admitted to hospital, the strain on the medical ofKcera was reduced, and much over- 
crowding avoided. But, although the cases fur admission were reduced, the number of 
patients claiming attention at the linoa increaaed, as the season of great solar heat advanced, 
to such an extent that no time remained to Mr. Sketchley for superintending the improve- 
ment of sanitary matters in the camp. 

The advantages derived from the establishment of this branch at the lines were bo 
marked that it became a matter of consideration as to whether the means at the disixisal of 
the Committee were sufficient to warrant the elaboration of the plans proposed for the sani- 
tary improvement of the camp and the Buperintendeuce of the health of the troup>t stationed 
in and about the Lines of Boulair. 

The importance of the means proposed to be taken for curtailing the sickness so rife at 
that time among the troops was fully recigniaed, and the Committee, having made a further 
appeal to the public for support, was enabled to carry out ita work on a more extended scale. 
To this end the Stafford House Hospital in Oallipoli was handed over with its fumitur« to 
the Turkish medical authorities, while the staff, with the necessary material, was transferred 
to the Lines at Boulair.

On Juno 1, the hospital at Oallipoli having been given up to the Turkish medical staff, 
the Stafford House tents were pitched in the Sultan redoubt, which crowns the ridge between 
the Gulf of Xeros and the Straits of the Dardanelles. Close by was a largo barrack, a room 
in which was devoted to the reception and examination of the aick, who, to the number of 
about five hundred per diem, presented themaelves for inapcction.

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TUo room waa divided by barriers, the men, according to their brigades, being eiamined Dr. Ei-ri 
hy one or other of the medical men as they passed his table. Each man on his tirst visit ^ ^ f*[ iort 
received a card, which was taken from liini when ho was fit to return to duty. The name, SjBtem of relief, 
brigade, regiment, titc. , and native place of the individual, with the disease and preacriptiona, 
was written by the medical officer, the man passing on to the dispenHer, who administered 
the medicine and paaaed the patient into a waiting place, either to the right or left, toreceive 
his soup, bread, and tobacco ; such coses as were too severe fur treatment as out-patients, on 
having been examined, passed into a waiting place apart, where they also received soup, Ac, 
and whence they were removed to Gallipoli in tlie Stafliird House ambulance wagons. The 
particulan of each case were entered by a clerk who asaiated at each table, into a book, and 
thus n complete register of the work was kept. 

In addition to the examination every morning of aU the men on the sick list of the Ceniral luni- 
battaliona encamped in and around the Lines of Boulair, the sanitary condition of the camp '"ry nntng*- 
nlao occupied the attention of the Stafibrd House officers, and meaaures were taken to jinprove<l. 
improve the water supply, drain^e, and arrangement of tents, wliile at the same time the 
diet and clothing of the men were augmented and improved on representation made to the 
authorities. 

While the great majority of the cases coming under the notice of the medical men were 
Bcorbutie, much of the sickness of the camp was due to an insufficient water-supply, in many 
instances the water containing decaying organic matter ; but sources of good water were 
eventually discovered, wells were dug, and filters put down. The wells sunk under the 
superintendence of the Stafford House officers were provided with Atkins's charcoal filters, Aiivantnge of 
which were found to ful HI all requirements in effectually destroying the infiuence of deleterious '"" 
matters. After the establishment of a better water-supply the number of cases of ague, 
dysentery, and diarrhoea sensibly diminished. 

Scurvy being very prevalent among the troops, an attempt was made to procure a suffi- Scarvv. 
cient quantity of fresh vegetables ; but the Chersonese peninsula affording none, all fresh 
antiscorbutics were necessarily brought from the opposite coast, where the supply would not 
boar the pressure put on it to provide so large n body of men, so that we were reduced to 
the inferior means of employing lime-juice, vinegar, garlic, and onions, which proved useful 
to a cert^n extent, and after their adoption undoubtedly reduced the number of scurvy 



Careful regulations were made aa to the disposal of camp refuse ; but it was found very 
difficult to contend against the carelessness of the individual soldier, who could not under- 
stand the necessity of the slight estra fatigue required to convey decaying matter to a 
distance, but preferred to throw his sornps juat outside his tent, and contented himself with 
an occasional heaping together of the oilal with which he surrounded his encampment. 

In the month of July two battalions having produced cases of smallpox, one in the one 
case and three in the other, those who had not suffered from the disease were vaccinated, 
the tents in which it broke out were isolated and thoroughly disinfected by fumigation, their 
iumatea being placed in quarantine, while the battalions themselves were also placed in 
quarantine with regard to others, as for as was possible, until all feat of an epidemic had 
ceased. 

Towards the end of the month of June the number of men presenting themselves for 
inspection was so large that six hours daily did not suffice for the examination and treatment 
of the patients, and the tax on the physical strength of the members of the Stafford House 
staff waa conaeqneutly so great tliat all of them suffered more or less from the effects of 
overwork, two — Messrs. Cowan and Williams — being compelled to resign their posts. This 
reduction entailed so much extra work on the remaining membora, that it was feared we 
sliould be obUged to abandon our labours ; but several of the executive and medical officers 
of H.M-'s ships stationed at OallipoU came forward and proffered their services, which were 
gratefully accepted, and we were thus enabled to continue until September 15 in our attempt 
to relieve the poor fellows who were suffering from the efiects of a diaasirous war. Drs. 
Trevon and Drew, Captain Jackson and Lieutenant Gresley, and Messrs. Gt 
Guerriora gave us their help at intervals until the closing of the section.

Drar Kkbnktt, — The lai^e garrison liere are tor the most part composed of Suleiman's 
army, which, after their heavy winter canipugn, have brought with them the seeds of diseaae. 
Typhoid and dysentery are very prevtdent among these, and chest diseases among the 
Arabs and Syrians. The poor soldiers are very grateful for the assistance rendered, and tf 
you saw the poor weary sick soldier toiling in from the lines, you would regret aa I do the 
chance of the withdrawal of the hospital. We have just got a Greek house to hold one 
hundred and twenty men, and to show how the authorities value our assistance, the ciTil 
governor has offered his own house for hospital purposes.

naa appointed chief snrgeoa. The hospital was transferred to Marco Pacha, the 
Director of the Ecole Militaire, in Jnne 1878.

SUmboul, SUfford Hoiu<e Bairack, March 23, 1878. 
On Thuiadax, March 21, the Stafford House hoGpital erected in two larg^banaaks adjacent Mths 
Stambonl niilway terminas, having its first two wards fully equipped with their full oomplement of , 
beds and evccything; ready and in order for the reception of patients, commenced to pcrfo: 
fnnctiona by receiving within its walls 31 wounded patients. The majority of the wonnds ai 
severe nature, and nill require a large amount of slow, earnest, and careful treatment, principally 
on account of tJie low condition (physically) of the patients, produced by their late hardships and 
prlvaticna, and also that the wounds had been gieally neglected during their transportation from 
place to place. Ever3rthing with regard to the hospital is going on in a highly sa tin factory mannrc, 
the wards being in charge of Dr. Lake and myself, with the aaaiatanoo of three Siateis supplied by 
the Qoeen of Saxony, and six aides-chirorgien from the military medical school. I am not at present 
able to give a detailed list of the nature of the wonnds, but hope t shall be able to supply it in my 
next report, Kvery step is being taken to have the other two wards of the hospital made ready for 
the reoeption of patient*. 

Barrack Hospital, Stambool, April 13, 1BT8. 
E^m the date of my last report, written on March 26, up to the present date I am glad lo be 
able to report that everything has gone on in the mn9t satisfactorj manner, and still continues to 
do so, in the new barrack hospital at Stomboul. At the request of Marco Pacha, I undertook a 
class, with the assistance of Drs. Lake and Aszopardi, to instruct a certain number of students from 
the military medical achooL At the first 36 students came regularly and received instructions on 
the natnre of the wounds, their treatment, kc, along with practical instruction in dressing, bandag- 
ing, and prescribing any medicines that might be nccessat;. At present, however, the zeal of many 
of its members has died off, and we have only about twelve to fourteen who attend regularly, the 
others dropping in now and then, as it snite their fancies (after the manner of all students both at 
home and abroad). There are at present in hospital 91 patients, the majority of which are severe 
cases and r<v(uire great attention, which is duly given to them, asallsevere casefl are dressed twice 
a day regolarly, and the Sisters of Charity are always in constant attendance, giving out mil It , 
soups and wine to those who are in most need of extra sapport and nourishment. Since the com- 
mencement of the hospital 10G patients have been treated within its walls; and of these thirteen 
have been discharged to their battalions, and one patient has died, the cause of death being typhoid 
lever, he having been brought into our hospital amongst the finit 94 while snffering from the fltst 
stage of fever ; he had also a severe wound of the upper arm.

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CoDsUntiHUple, April 37, 1878. 
Since the date of my lurt report on the 13th inst. ercTfthmg in caimeotion with the New 
, BsTTBck Hospital has proceeded in a most satisfaetory manner. Daring the past fortnight eleven 
wounded have been discharged cnred ajid fit for dutj, while other three wonnded have died. Two 
of the above deaths were dne to hospital gangrene imported into our hospital from the other 
TiukiBh hospital from whence oar woanded were received. The other death was a bayonet wound 
of the chest. Many of the wonnds, when received into oar hospital, were suffering from gangrene ; 
but I am thankful to say the result of the treatment used in the hospital has been very saccesKfnl, 
and we have but one or two cases only left at present. There are at present in hospital 77 
patients, who are all doing well. 
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Kesanlik Relief Section. 

The following is a report from Mr. R. Williftms, who wns sent to Kesanlik on 
H&rcli 17 with a large enpply of etorea to the relief of over 1,000 Turkaah wounded 
prisoners who had been abandoned there in the ha.Btf retreat of the Ottoman army. 
Mr. Williams distributed the stores, and also assisted in the traneport of the 
wonnded Turks to Phihppopolia : — 

The following is Mr. WDliflmB' report : — 

April 0, ma. 

I have the honour to present the following report : — On Uaroh 17 I left Constantinople and, 
npon arrival at Adriauople, waited upon the Russian inspector of hospitals. He informed me that 
there were about iKH) Turkish sick and woimdcd in the hospitals of Keaajilik under the care of H 
doctors. March 19, left Adrianople and arrived at Philippopolis, Tried to obtain bullock-arabas, but 
did not eooceed. Waited upon General Stalipin, the Russian Military Commandant, who received 
me most kindly, and procured for me four arabas. He told me that the roads were too bad to allow 
of my taking them all the way to Kesanlik, and advised me to go to Earlova, to the Governor of which 
plaoehegave me a letter directing him toassistme in procuring fresh arabas. Oeneial Btaliini) alio 
famished me with a Cossack as an escort. March 21, left Philippopolis (or Karlova. There I 
found fifteen wounded and siok Turkish soldiers in a filth; building, the remnant of a party of 120 
who had l>een placed there two months before. They were in tt oondition of .indescribable filth 
and misery. They bad been totally neglected, except that they had each received half an oke ot 
bread daily, bat ot medical and surgical attendance and of all means of cleanlineas they had been 
deprived. I gave tliem soap, bread, and tobacco, and informed the Governor of their oondition. 
He immediately gave me wagons in which to convey them to the S. H. hospital at Philippopolia. 
I also supplied them with provisions for the journey. At Karlova I procured five fresh wagons. 
March 23, left Karlova for Kcsanlik. At KcBanlik I found 1,324 Turks, viz. — S87 wounded, 294 
convalescent, IGsurgeons, IS docton, 22 aasistant-aargeons, 12 druggists, 279 refugees. They were 
housed in eleven buildings, and although not overcrowded, the stench was almost iompportable. 
The bed linen and bedding had not been changed since the Rassian oocnpation. Cases of typhus 
were scattered amongst the wounded. The doctors were without medical stores of any deccription, 
' not even a bandage. The Rnssion doctors had gi'i'en them what medicines they ooold spare, bat 
that was very little, I at once gave all the medical stores 1 had with me to the Tarkish Gflvera- 
mont doctors, and distributed blankets, tobaooo, Liebig's extract, and wine myself. The RuBrians 
SBpply good ratidffls lo (he wounded, and pay doctors and officers two francs a day. On March S6 
the Russian Governor phtced 80 Red Cross wagons at the disposal of the Turkish doctors, and sent 
330 wounded to Philippopolis, A cook was Bent on before to prepare food at the village of Onb*, 
where the party passed the night. The same precaution was adopted at Thikouv, where the next 
night was passed. On the afternoon ot the third day the party arrived at Philippopolis. On 
March 88, 170 serious cases were sent on to same place ; both parties were escorted by Rimi«D 
■oldieis. I distributed tobacco and blankets to all the sick and wounded, and sent a S. H. man to 
stt«nd upon them. Tliere now remain 160 wounded and 160 oonvalesoenls whom I was unable U> 
bring away, being recalled by yonr telegram. At the time of the Russian occupation there were 
1,920 skk and wounded Turks at Eesanlik, of whom upwards of 600 have died. On March 31 I

left Eeaanlik for Philippopolls ; there I prooured ration-moDej' (IG kopecks per man) for the Mr.WiLi.iAU 
wonnded, and handed it over to tho Red Creaoent dootoni, who are now attending them. I cannot ^ report. 
ooncluile without meDtioning' the courteay and ready help of the Boitaian authoiitieB whercvec 
I have been brought into oonunanication with Ihem.

Tliia hospital was taiiided over to the S. H. etaS hy the Tarkiah medical 

authorities, and contained 300 beds, which were nearly always occupied by aevere 
cases. For a few days, owing to Surgeon Eyao's severe illness, it was retrans- 
ferred to Turkish administration, bat on his recovery and the arriral of an addi- 
tional staff of surgeons, it was again worked by 8. H. surgeons. 

Period of service: Nov. 12, 1877, to April 17, 1878.— Treated: sick, 521; 
wounded, 353 ; total, 874. Avoi-age number of beds occupied, 293, The following 
served at different times on this section : Surgeons Byan, Woods, Stoker, Stiven, 
Messrs. Hai'vey, Morisot, and native aesistanta.

Trebiiond, Nov. 16, 1877, 
I arrived here at nine this tnoming, and called immediately on Mc. Btliotti, the English j. u,^^'.

The Consul thinks it of tliii utmost Arrival of 

im]>ortanc(! that we should try to arrive there as aoon as possible, as there is a fearful 

work to be done there.

ErOTTOum, Nov. 29, 1877. 

We airived beie last night at eight o'clock, having taken five days from Trebizond ; 190 j 
miles over bad road, snow and frost latter half. Woods soSeied considerably, but showed I 
immense pluck. I called at once on ilr. Zohrab, H.M. Consul here, who received me with the 
grciBtcat kindness. 1 had a long talk with him, and eventually agreed with him that the best we 
could do would be to lake over from the Turks an hospita!, and work it in the same manner as 
that worked by Dr. Fetherat«nhangL. I called this morning on Hukbtar Pacha, who received 
me most courteously, and t«ld me he was eiceedingl; glad that we had come, as there was any 
amount of work to bo done ; he also told me that anything he ooold do for me lie would. Later 
I called on Yuaaut Bey with Mr. Zohrab, and have agreed to take a hospital, containing 260 beds, I 
which has hitherto been worked by the Turkish doctors. I am to have sole charge of the hos- 
pilal, retaining the services of four of the Tinkish lairah bashia (otherwise dressers), and paying 
them half what they receive from the Turkish Oovenuuent. I am also taking an apothecary on 
tlic same terms, and will pay the attendants, as they will work much mora satiafactorily. There 
are at pre.wnt 3,B00 wounded here, but I expect in about four or Ave days the place will be 
flawing in blood, as the Turks will make a very determined resistance. Mr. Zohrab takes the 
greatest interest in the working of the hospitals here ; our hospital will be distinguished by the 
name of the ' Stafford House Hospital,' in distinction from the other, which is called the ' English 
Hospital.' [Williams arrived with all stores on Dec. 1.] 

Erzemum, Dec. 1, 1977. 

Since writing to you we have got fairly to work in our new hoepitol and everything now is la 
full swing. We took over from the Turks the hospital just as it was, taking on all tho servants 
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ODDuected, and agreeing lo puj them in Caime one-half of the salary they oaght to receive fiom 
the QoveminGQt. By doing to we get more work out of them, and we have them, to to ^leafc, more 
under oor control, for in case of diBubedicnoe we can punish them b; stopping their ■aLuy. In 
addition to the actual aetvantfl who are necesaacy in carrying on the work of the ho^it«l, we h»v« 
taken on a house-surgeon, whose hnsiness it is to make the visit in the morning, and who has a 
room in the hospital itself, do that in cosob of hiemarrhage we have always a competent perwin there 
to arrest it, until one of ns can come np ; also an apothecary and two dressers. I think it probable 
that we stiall take on another dresser, as we iind our work rather heavy. Our hospital was formerly 
a large khan, and contains at present aoO l)edB. It oinsiatB chiefly of two large rooms, containing 
respectively 98 and 63 beds, and several smallBr rooms ofi the lai^esl room. This is 100 feet in 
length, havbg a width of 66 and a height of about 30. It is ventilated and lighted by means of 
three large glass skylights, which are let into the roof, and which can be opened. Throe timn a 
day I have this done, so that the heated and fonl air can escape. The weatlier is loo cold at pre- 
sent to bare them continually open. In addition to these skylights, ventilation ia carried on by 
means of two large stoves placed at the two ends of tho room, and which arc always lighted, thereby 
causing a good current of air. OS this room on all aides are smaller looma each containing about 
eight beds. These are the worst wards we have, as they are lather small and stuffy. We ore doing 
onr best tu remedy them. We have, I believe, fourteen in all o£ them. In addition we Lave » 
pharmacy, an amputation- room, a doctors' room, and a store-room. The entrance to the large roona 
is a One broad passage about 20 feet in width, and as yon enter the room has quite a picturesqile 
appearance, with its many coloured beds, as most of the quilts are of various hoes. The seoosd 
ward, containing 62 bids, is lilio tlie largest in eveiy respect except that it has no rooms off it. tt 
is 81 feel long by 46 wide, and is, I think, the best ventilated and nunt healthy room we have in 
the hospital. We have also, in conceotiou with the hospital, a kitchen and several closets, t hope 
by next mail to send jou a drawing and plan of the hospital, as poaaihly it may be intercating to 
you. We have at present 299 wonndcd in the hospital. During the last week we have had six 
deaths, and have sent out 30. Mast of the cases are lightly wounded, hat we arc gradoally filling 
our beds with more serious ones, and probably in another week we shall have notliing bnt giara 
cases. We have performed two ampntations, both at the shoulder-joint. One was performeid to- 
day by Dr. Woods, the other was performed by myself. I regret to say wo have found among the 
wounded several cases of typhoid and typbos fever, all of which we sent out to the Medical O^trxl 
Hospital, as we took onr hospital on the condition of having onlysui^cal cases. I am happy to sbj 
we have been so fortur^ate as to obt^n the services of Dr. Pinkerton, one of Lord Blantyre's men, 
who was with Dr. Fetherstonhangh, and as he (the latter) has a hospital cont^nicg 160 beds, he 
kindly allowed Dr. Pinkerton to assist us. I have ordered 100 beds, which are now ready, as many 
of onr wounded were lying only on mattresses ; and have also ordered 30 soft mattresses and some 
stores. We give the soldiers tobacco once a week, as they feel the want of it greatly. We have 
now enough stores lo last ns sometime, and should Erzeroumnot fall (which I sincerely hope it will 
not) daring the next fortnight, it will be free, at all events, until next spring. Mr. Zofaiab is re- 
ceiving quantities of stores from Lord Blaatyre, as also from Mrs. Layaid, but they have not yet 
arrived. I am happy to say that Williams arrived with stores this afUimoon, everything having 
come on all right ; he was delayed on the road in consequence of had weather. Captains Moiisot 
and Harvey (volunteers) have been making themselves very nsefnl in the hospital, in giving beef- 
tea, bandaging, leu. We have had a heavy fall of snow, and in consequence the hospitals here baT« 
been fllled with sick. I believe there are at present about 4,000 sick and wounded here. 

Eruroum, Dea. 7, 1877- 
Horvey leaves to-morrow for Constantinople. I am very sorry to lose him, for he liaa been 
very valuable and obliging since he came here, and has done all he can to be of service. Now that 
Williams has arrived, we can get on quite well without him. Morisot mnkea himself very useful 
in helping me to bandage, and in giving out beef-tea to the patients, ic. We have only two r^nlar 
dressers, and I have handed them over to Drs. Woods and Pinkerton. We have to-day in hOB- 
pital SOS patients. I am most satisfied with the Turkish servants in the hospital; I find that bj 
paying them half of their salary from the Oovetninent they work most satisfactorily ; this applies 
especially to the two dressers, who are capital men. We have weeded and sent out most of ant 
light CJtaes, so that we have a great many grave ones in at present. Williams, the dragoman, maltes 
himself very nseful in the hospital, and I am very pleased with him. We have liad nine cues of 
typhus fever among our woonded, I have weeded them oat from the words, and have had a room 
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BpecUlly prepared to receive l.hem. I am happy to say all are doing weU. I iliould like to have 
sent them out to the Turkiah roedical hospita,!, but as they had all wounds I was unable. We have repmti. ^ 
performed three amput&liotui since we took over Che hospital. Hio lint was an ampatation at the 
bIio Hi der- joint (a gnushot wound, Hliattcrin^c the head of the bono), performed by myself. The 
poor fellow went on very well tor three days, but then got an attack of pleurisy, from whioh ho 
died last night. The majority of our deaths have been from pyiemia, which was raging when we 
got the hospital ) but by paying Che greatest attention to the ventilation of the wards, 1 am in 
hopes of diminishing very conaiderahly the number of coaeB. We have also had six deatlia from 
gnnshot woonda penetrating the lungs. Many of our patients oomplain greatly of tlie oolil, and 
unfortunately Che supply of wood is veiy limited, and at the present time it is impossible to buy 
more, BO that wu can only make up for its deficiency by giving extra blankets to thens, which Kr. 
Zohrab, ber Majesty's Consul, has handed over to us, being some of those sent out by Lord Blali- 
tyre. I make a point, after finishing my cases, of going round and giving personally beef-tea and 
motton-broth to those of our patients who are most in want of it. I enclose you a plan of our 
hospital, which speaks for itself. 1 have had occasion several times lo call on the head of the hos- 
pital here, who has alwnys received me with great courtesy, and who lias been only too willing to Vslnable 
assist nia in every way. I do not know what wo should do without Mr. Zohrab, who devotes a ^'*"^7^\,—t, 
large portion of his very valuable time to oar hospitals. The cold is intense, the thermometer inteiuo oild. 
registering at night 40° below frccsdng point. Every night five or six soldiers aie found frozen to 
death on outpost duty. There arc at present 5,0SO sick atid wounded in Eixeroum, and I believe 
that about 160 to 200 sick come in daily, not more than GO going out. 

Eizeroum, Dec IE), 1877. 
I am glad to say that oor hospital is progressing well. To-day, we have 331 in bo^ital, 800 C^nUed from 
men having come in from Kars. All those who were slightly wounded and able to walk, the Knrs. Uver- 
BaHsiana sent on here, giving each man a small baksheesh ; the men say they were well treated. I rroHilia); in 
sent up to Yusauf Bey to say that we oould not liave our hospital overcrowded, and that we really '™>P"»'«- 
had nut aooommodatiou for more than 300. He sent back word to say that the town was over- 
crowded with sick and wounded and that there was no phice for them ; fortunately they are very 
slightly woonded, and 1 hope in a few days to be able to send about 30 of them back to their 
'Taboura.' The result of oveiorowding in the various hospitals is that both typhus and typhoid 
fevers are rife, and hospital gangrene has broken ont. 1 have had eight caaes, but fortunately it 
does not show a disposition to spread. I have losC three men from It, bnt the other five of them 
have thrown it off, and are now progressing favourably. We have atill about fifteen cases of 
typboa and typhoid fevers, notwithstanding that we have done all in our power to keep a free Prevslence of 
ventilation, but I am liappy to say that nearly all are recovered. I greatly tear that, if the some typbna snd 
number of sick keep coming into hospital, we shall have an epidcmia in the town, which will carry 'J'P'"*"'* 
off a great many. Out of live amputations performed, two are at present doing well, the other 
three having all died from pywmia. We do not find ourselves overworked. Dr. Pinkerton has 
charge of 128 beds and I have the rest ; be has one dresser and I have two, and we manage to get 
on very well Ur. Morisot has been of great assistance in bandaging, giving beef-tea, &c., as has 
also been Williams, who I regret to say is ill. There are tar more sick than wounded at present 
in the town. Even should we be surrounded by the Russians, I have plenty of money, and do not 
think it necessary that yon should send me more. 

Ermroum. Dec. 2S, 1877. 
We have in hospital to-day 815, 40 more than we have room for ; we have only 306 beds, and 
the other poor fellows have to lie on the fioor. Out of seventeen Hungarian doctors here in the 
Turkish service, ten are now in bed, most with typhns fever ; we buried one of them to-day. S""^*^**" 
Fetherstonhaugh is now, I am glad to say, oonvalesoent. All ooi new cases ore frost-bites ; we 
have not less than CO patients who have lost all their toes : but they get on very well. Typhus in 
oor hospital is on the decrease, and although we have had a good many liases, we have had very 
few deaths from it ; also hcapilal gangrc-no has decreased ; we have not more than seven or eight 



Eraerouin, Dec. 27 uid 80, 1877. 
I take advantage of Dr. Fetherstonhnugh's leaving to send you a few lines. Wc have been 
very busy tor the lost few days, owing to an influx of wounded sent by the Russians from Kara. 
Mnkhtar Paclia told me that of 3,000 who left, only 317 arrived ; but I cannot help fancying that 
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ement was a little too highly coloured. At the same lime, the mortality has been Ttxf 
iBvc aboat EO of tbem in hospital at present ; and one tuld me tonlaf that he left with 
a party of 30. and only ten arrived here, the remainder having died on the way. Ont of the ttfi 
LO lurived, seven of them lost all tlieir toes from frost-bites. I am very happy to state that we 
have very nearly stamped out huspital gangrene from oar wards, and both typhus and typhoid 
fever are on the decrease ; btlt I helieve that in the (own generally and in the other hospitals tie 
rate of mortality from these diseases ia on the increase. Three days ago we sent out from hoepilaJ 
6S, who started to march to Baiburt. They were the slightly wounded, and those whom we con- 
sidered able and (it to march, ohieQy those wounded in the hands or arms. We were able to giro 
the poor feUowa warm jeiseys, drawers, long stockings, and oomfortcrSi thanks to the generosit)- uf 
DUtrlbution of Lord Blantjre. To-day we scut oat another 30, and, in addition to giving them clothes, gave each 
._. ^ ^^^ piastres from Lord Blantyie'a fund here (British Hospital Fond). The town has been 

ercrowded, and so these men have been sent out both lo lessen the chances of epidemic and U> 
diminish the work of the dootois here. No less than seventeen of the latter are ill in bed (more 
than 50 per cent.), and four have died during the past month. The number in hospital to-day ia 
281— four days i^ it wos 3*6 ; but we Jmve sent out a great many since ; probably by to-momnr 
morning all our beds will be filled up. Our morbility is becoming smaller every day. Our new 
oases are nearly all frost-bites ; wo have aboat 60 where the men have lost all Umix toes, but. m 
a rule, they do very well. Our Turkish surgeon has been ill in bed for three weeks post, and one 
of our dreasers, so that just at present our hands are very full — not more, however, than we can 
manage, Williams has been very ill with 'Erzeroom fever' (1 know no other name for it) — it 
appears to be an endemiu fever of a malignant type ; but I am happy to say he is up and abcnt, 
and In another week I intend sending him to Constantinople, when he will be strong eiiougb. 
Mr . Moriaot has been ill, but I hope he wiU soon be all right again. Dr. Denniston tells me that 
he has a case of small-pox in his wards, the first that has oome andcr our notice in Eneroom ; 
bat, judging from my experience in Ptevna, it ia not likely to spread rapidly. Dr. PinkertOD ia 
laid Dp with the same fever that Williams had, bat to-night he seems mach beti«r ; he says as 
aoon as he is well that he thinks be will leave, and probably Morisot will leave with him, so tiikt 
we shall send Williams, Uorisot, and Pinkerton off together. Dr. Denniston is working tiio 
Englisli hospital, and I am working the Stalford House, I have a great deal to do, but manage it 
all right. Nearly everybody is ill here ; a surgeon (Turk) was buried yesterday, and great sickneas 
prevails among the poor people, chiefly typhus, 

[Early in Janoary Dr. Ryan was taken ill, and for a short time the management of the hos- 
pital was transferred to the Turkish authorities. The following is a letter from Tice-Consnl 
Biliotti on the subject.] 

Trehizond, Jan. IS, 1ST8. 
I enclose yon a letter which has just arrived from Erreroum through a private messenger. I 
grieve to say that it conveys you sod news of your parly in tliat (own. Poor Dr. Pinkertan is dead, 
- and Dr. Ryan very ilL I ttanscribe a paragraph oonoeming them from a letter from the AmericsD 
Dr. Pinkerton's missionary now at Eraeroura : — ' 1 was down with poor Pinkerton a little time as be was in tbo 
death and Dr, Jast fearful stm^le with the king of terrors. He was delirious tor the lost fiinr days. Now poor 
Bysn's illnoe. gy^n is siok, and I fear may not live. Only one poor lonely fellow. Dr. Denniston, is not sick. 
The sick have been so delirioos that he bad to sit in his chair night after night, and get whftt 
sleep ho could in that position. The sisters of charity assist bim in the daytime. I wished to 
help him, but he would not consent for my sake ; saj-s he has had typhus, so be shall not be in 
danger. Pinkerton woa boried in the Protestant Cemetery at Erzeroum.'

In a private letter of mine written a few days ago, I Informed yoo that I hod written to the 
head of the hospitals here, giving up the Stafford House hospital, as I was at the time unable to 
attend to it through illness, and Dr. Denniston, who snperintcnded the working of it during my 
illncss, had so much to do in bis own hospital that be could not look after it. At the same time 
I informed yon that as soon as I felt strong enough, it was my intention to help Dr. Denniston in 
hia hospital, aa I considered that my own hospital, which contains 300 beds, was too targe for one 
man to work ; bat circnmatsncea have changed, and I found on visiting ttie hospital that it had 
been so miserably neglected tliat I determined to lake it on again, which I liave done, having 
commenced work to-day, assisted by Dr. Bfoker. All the beds in the hospital ore full, by tar tbe 
majority with froiinblt«s. Nearly all the patients woonded liave been sent out cured. HMif ot 
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the cases of trost-biW are vpry seyere, being [ar wotae thttn looflt gonshot wounds ; for the latter Dr. Ryam's 
yon oan do aomething, but for the former oaaea very little. I have more than fifteen cases in reportj. ^ 
■which both feet are entirely loet, and 1 have two in which the frost-bite extended holt way to the jiejonj-tion of 
knee. They are the moat pitiable cases, and generally occnr in men Bo weak and thin that they work iit S. H. 
bavQ no vitaJity, and very little chODCe of recovery, Wo have a good many cases of boBpital hosptal. 
gangrene, bat Ihoyseem to be on the decline, and typhat fever it pretty rrellitamped mit, we having Improyetnent 
no recent cases, only those convalescent. I performed an ampntation of the leg tor fro8t-hil« to- "' ""^^*T 
day. The man bad both feet gangrenous ; one of his legs I amputated in the calf, and I cut his 
other foot off witli a pair of scissors. I do not know what yonr intentiotiB are with regard to Dr. 
Stoker, bnt I hope, if possible, he will remain on, as there is a great amount of work in the hospital. 
We have stores enough to carry us on (or another month, and I hope by then that Bennison will bo 
able to come up. We Hball only rnn short of carbolic a<nd, marine lint and English lint ; we have 
long ago (inishcd all our charpie. The sanitary condition of the town is improving every day, and 
there is not mach typhoa at present. [I have approved of Dr. Ryan's keeping up the Stafford 
bospital at Krzcronm, and shall keep him supplied witb stores until the wounded are evacuated 
elsewhere.— V. B.-K.] 

EraGrDam, Feb. II, 1S7S, 
I have the opportunity of sending yon these fen lines by Dr. Stiven, who leaves to-morrow |„ 
morning. Lieut. Morisot also accompanies him. He leaves at oiu' advice, as he has been very ill i.ieut. MoriiHit, 
with typhus fever, and his convalescence ia natnrally very alow here at present-, while the town 
is full of sickness, and the air far from being pure. He has been of the greatest asaislance to 
me all through, doing all in his power to make himself usefu!, notwithstanding that the town 
waa rite with disease. He insisted on sticking to me, and working with mc, when poor Dr. Pin- 
kerton took ill, and I had the whole 300 patienta to look after. He dressed every day 100 of 
them. He will be a great loss to iib here, as he was also veiy useful In writing letters in French 
to the commander, &o. We are now fairly settled at work again ; the hospital is foil of very „_,,., . 
serious cases of frost-bites. I heard to-day as a positive fact that during the last three months, , 
no less than 9,600 have died in the various hospitals here. As one of the persons concerned, I 
have to thank you most wiirmly for sending relief to ns, when yon heard we were ill, 
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EriBroum. March 8. 1878. 
Onr hospital is working well, and is continually kept full, owing to the Turks emptying their 
hospitals into oars, thereby increasing oor work and doing very little themselves. It is only five 
days ago that 1 liad sent to me a batch of 60 sick, and as my beds were all full, they hod to be 
laid on the floor. The next day, however, I went to the chief of the hospitals, and told him 
positively that I would not take them, and so had them sent bock. There are only six Torkish 
hospitals here at present, the others having been emptied. The new cases that we are receiving 
now arc all sick — as there are no more wounded or cases of froien feet, and the majority of them pKvslente ol 
arc suffering from chronic diarrhcEO, and medicines seem to have no effect upon them, the only diarrhoa. 
treatment would seem to be change of sir and nourishing food. Dr. Denniston had eight cases 
sent to him four days ago; tour died the first night, and the remainder the second. They 
appeared to be Buttering from nothing but diarrhea. The cases that were sent us by the Turkish 
doctors are much the same, several of them often dying tie same night. I must enter the strongest 
protest agiunst the manner in which poor unfortunate soldiers are sent out of one hospilal to die ^'^ ^^"' 
the same or the nelt day in another. Tou will see that our mortality dming the last 34 days has 
been great owing to the above causes. It would seem that wo have the worst or only djTng cases 
sent in to us, only to inorcaac our mortality list. I have locked up one of the small wards contain- 
ing nine beds, as it was too unheallhy, and I intend to do the same with regard to three or tour 
more as soon as I have some empty beds. I have been fumigating all the wards with crude carbolic 
aoid, which arrived a tew days ago with Rennison. I received lost week nine Turkish ofEcere, all 
of whom had been wounded, but are now nearly well. We have only two rases of typhus fever 
and hospital gangrene has almost entirely disappeared. I performed yesterday an ampotalion at 
the middle third of the tibia, for gangrene of the foot and ankle. I also eioiaed a tumour aitnatcd 
just over the upper eyelid. Wo have also had several minor operations tor necrosis, and have 
amputated several lingers. During the lost 24 days we have had 111, who have died in hospital, 
68 have tjcen sent out cured ; 198 have been received in hospital, and wo have at presaol 293 ; out 
of these about 40 are sick, the remainder being wounded, or having lost their fingers or toes through 
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BrainghiBn, and I should Ihink that in anotliei month that they wonld be able to traneport thoae 
, aiok Bod woiittdi.-d reuutming at Eningbian. I believe I mentiotitd to yon in a former report tiiat 
aeoording to a caloiUation which I believe to be quite true, about IB.OOO or 20,000 bodies have been 
buried witliin the walls of the town — 13,000 soldiera, the remainder being civil population. 
Now, na most of these bodies have oulj-been pat aboot two feet iu the gToiud, when the mow metta 
and the rain (alls, decomposition will go on very rapidly, and tho air will be satnrated with tha 
most purulent and unhealthy odoars. The Uossiana are fully olive to tbe danger of a peet which ia 
always Uablu to break out under such conditions, and accordingly Qeneial Melikoff haa sent a 
telegram to TiSis, and a sanitary commission is to arrive in two or three days, to oonMder whftt Mre 
the beat means to be taken, and he has asked ub to attend it, which we shall do. Dr. Boy telle me 
that ten cases were sent into hia hospital last night, and they all died before twelve o'oloolc. 

Cofubuntiiiople, April 18, 18T& 
In accordance with your telegram received on March 27, I made arrangements to leave in 
three daya, and handed over to Ismail Bey, chief doctor of the Turkish army in Asia, our hospital, 
containing at the time 250Bick and wounded. I made out a list of oar stores, reserving four large 
boxes of chloroform which I gave in charge of Mr. Cole, tbe American missionary. I received a re- 
ceipt in full from Hakki Bey, the then Civil Governor of Krzeroum, for the articles received, which 
I enclose. I also received from him his warmest and most grateful thanks for the services rendered 
to tho Turkish soldiers by the Stafford House section in Erzeroom, as also a letter of recommenda- 
tion to the Chief Pacha of the Seraskeriat. We left Erseroum on March ill, and I regret to stale 
that Dr. Price, of the Bed Crescent ambulance, died of typhus on the 30lh. When we left there 
were in Erzeroum 13,000 sick and seventeen Turkish doctors, besides six doctora of the Bed Cre»- 
DenartuM nt <*Wi ""^ ■* ""^ sickness prevailing was not of a very grave character, the work of tho dootora was 
ft.ff far from being heavy. In onr hospital, at the time of handing over, we had eight cases of atnpnta- 

tiona, all doing well, and I am sanguine enough (o hope that under careful treatment theymay all 
recover. We left Erzeroum on the Slst, and look eleven days to arrive in Trebiiond. We were 
obliged to travel slowly, as all onr baggage was conveyed by a Persian caravan. The road over the 
Kop-Dsgb, which is about t),000 feet above tbe level of the sea, waa very bad and dangerotu, tbe 
road being not more than two feet in width, and extending for some miles on the edge of a steep 
and dangerous precipice. We were unfortunate to lose three of onr hoises over it. We all snf- 
fered veiy considerably from the glare of the snow, tho whole country being covered with it for the 
first five days of our journey. We arrived safely and without further mishap on April 10 in Tre- 
hirond, and were most kindly and hospitably treated by H.M. Consnl there (Mr. Biliolti), who, 
throQgbout our stay in Erzeroum, bos been most kind in forwarding stores, telegrams, letters, bb, 
to OS. I cannot lose this opportonity of expressing our thanks forallthat he hasdone for us during 
our residence in Erzeroum. We left Trebizond by the French steamer ^mmi, and after a good 
_ _ passage, delayed only by having to remain for a considerable time in Eerasond, Samsonn, and 

CoDstsfitJaopl*. Sinope, we arrived yesterday. In conclusion, let me, on behalf of onr section, thank tbe represen- 
' tatives of the Stafford House in Constantinople for the prompt and ready measures which they 

adopted for relieving us as soon as they heard of onr illness. I have great pleasure in giving Mr. 
John Williams, our dragoman, the best character; although for a long time very ill and suffering 
greatly, be stuck to us like a man, even though he could have left with Dr. SUven for Constan- 
tinople. 1 feel I am only doing my duty to hira in adding the above. 
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Rrecroum, Feb. 8, 1878. 
Owing to stress of weather we did not arrive at Trebizond until Jan. 27, but found all pre- 
. pamtions completed for our joomey up oonntiy, and after two hours' delay we itarted. [Mr. Stonej 
had telegraphed to Mr. Biliotti.] We were obliged to stop most of the night at Jevislik to rest 
the post-horses. We started early the next morning and spent the night on the top of the Zegmna 
pass ; the road was exoeasively diEBonlt, the snowdrifts were in some places twenty feet deep, and 
what little path there was (about two feet wide) was frozen and slippery, and wonnd along the 
edge of a cliff about 900 feet high. At times the baggage horses fell and we wore obliged to 
unpack and reload them— these unfortunate aocidenW delayed us greatly, and it was two hoars 
after dark before we reached the summit of the pass. The next day we reached Qnmush KhktiC 
withont any ditBoulty, and here for tbe first tine since leaving Trebixond we got a relay of poet- 



On the tollawing moming we left Onmusli Ghan4 two honra before dajlight, Eind after it ride 
of eiglitccD lioum arrived at Baibnrt. We spent Ihe next day endeavouring to gel horaea to go 
on, and aacoeeded at last ; we were, however, obliged to lodge the value of the horses with 
General Kemball, lest they should l>e Meized by Che Russians. On Feb. 1 we left Baiburt, and 
pnsaed the night in Kop Tillage, at the foot of ihe pnas. On the rooming ot the 2nd, the weather 
waa very propitious, bo we determined to try the pass Eop-Dogb, and aft«r a great struggle of nine 
hours succeeded in arriving at Puinagaban. We were informed that the Russian outpost wbs at 
Ashknla, a distance of three hours, so we determined to await daylight toapproach it. Accordingly ^ 
the next morning we hoisted the ambalanoe and English flagti, and advanced to Ashkata. The 1 
Cossacks let as pass at once, and gave ns an escort to Hid ja ; there we were mast politely received < 
by the Russian Qoncral Sistoviloh, who telegraphed at onoe to Qenetal Meliknfl for permission for 
us to pass the Russian lines into BrTeitmm ; he provided ns with quarters and supplied all oar 
wants. As no answer arrived, we were obliged to remain all next day at Ilidja. The longed-for 
permission arrived this morning about 9 o'clock, and we entered Kraeronm aboat 1 o'clock, P.M. 
Thank God, all^nr friends are well, and those we feared to see no more were the Srst to welcome 
us. All except Dr. Denniston have been very ill, Dr, Eyan moat so ot all ; but ho is now qaite 
recovered. Dr. Denniston has done his duty nobly. and we hear bis praises sounded on cveiyside ; 
with his three comrades sick with typhns, and two largo hospitals to mind, he never flinched, and < 
has come most snocessfnlly out of alt his troubles. We hear that there are 8,000 sick and wounded '. 
here, and a staff ot only alxjut 20 doctors. The sick are dying here at the rate ot 200 per diem. ( 
but the lyphus is on the decline, so we hope the city will soon be entirely free ot it. Ton will > 
see that it took ns seven days and a half lo come here from Trobismnd, inclusive of two days lost, ' 
one at Baiburt and one at Ilidja; as far as Baiburt we came with the mails. Considering the bftd 
state of the roada and the lack of post-horses, we hope you will consider that we have not delayed 
unnecessarily under the present droumstanccs. I b^ to state that we received the greatest 
kindness and assistanoe from Oeneisl EembalL He mainly helped as in getting hoTBea to come on ' 
hero from Baiburt. 



Trebizond Relief Section. 

(VlOB-CONBDL BlLIOTTI.) 

Daring ihe whole conrsa of the Stafford House operationa M. Biliotti acted as 
representatire of tbe Committee at Trebizond, where be ronderod moat important 
aid in arranging the transport of the sui^ical staff and stores from Trebizond to 
)*!rzeroum. 

On March 15, 1878, M. Biliotti nndertook the dietribntion of money relief in amall 
Bums, varying from t«ti to forty piastres, to the convalescent soldiers who passed 
through Trebizond on their way home in a miserably poor and half-atarving con- 
dition. 

Nnmber relieved np to April 5, 1878, 21)7; number relieved up to May 14, 
1878, 1,411— total, 1,708 ; total amount distributed, 135 L.T. 

The following are some of M. Biliotti's letters on the subject : — 

Trebiionii, Mwch Ifi, 1878. 

Deas Sib,— Mr. Morisot has handed me yesterday afternoon your letter of the llthinat-.ln M. Bii.io 
which you kindly authorise mo to spend up to L.T, 300 (about 180i,) for the Turkish soldiers . ''"•|^ 
passing through this town. 

I am very grateful for your attention in placing me in a position to take a direct share in the 
disttlbution of the funds placed in your bands, and which under your management has alleviated 
countless cases of misery, and saved many thousands ot lives. There is one way of doing real 
good to the poor, sick wounded soldiers, but I do not know whether what I am about to propose 
is admitted by tbe rules by which you are guided. It often happens that, to make room tor other 
patients, sick and wounded are discharged from (he hospitals, and sent back Ui their homes in a 
very weak Btat«, and with very little money, if any, in their pockets to enable them to travel. 
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RECORD OF OPERATIONS. 

' Under these circnmslABOesi many of t)i(»c pooi wretches die on the losd from privation, and 
those who manage to see their honsea do bo only aft«r great BnSering. 

I witnessed jeaterday morning the embarkation of a nomber of these nnforlnnate poople, and 
was Utinking whether it woald bo possible M do nnj^ing on their bohnlf. The scene n 
heartrending ; those who eonld stand on their legs wore crawling' Co the seashoie ; the others were 
earned b; porters and embarked. Tlte; are landed along the coast, and hare to find by themselves 
their way to their native districts, sometimes several hundred miles from the seaahore. When I 
received your letter in the afternoon, I oonsidcred it God-sent. There is no doubt that a few 
jiiastres may in many cases he the means of saving life, and, at all events, to give some comfort to 
the last moments of those who are doomed to death. What I propose ia, to be authorised to give 
a small sum, varying according to circnmstanccs, to this category of sick and wounded, keeping; a 
detailed list of the names, conntiy, regiment, and battalion of all those so relieved. This is a 
it when an Eurangement of this description would be most welcome, the hospitals being 
mptied as much as poaaible to make place for the sick and wonnded coming from Batoom. 
If yon aocept my suggestion, let me know by telegraph on whom I can draw L.T. 60.

Now that t!ie roads have become practicoible, I 
expect many more of the latter will arrive, and, should more fnnda be available, mucli sulTering 
may be relieved. 1 make the distribution in person just before the men are embarked, which 
allows them to procure provision for the voyage. The sums given vary according to the lengti> 
the voyages, and somefimes the condition of the convalescents.

This hospital was established imdar tlie personal superintendence of Consal 
Zohrab in a large khan. In addition to their hospital duties, the surgeons formed 
an ambulance on the field in the engagement of Dere Bonyonn, and in tlie defence of 
Erzeroam. 

Fsriod ofeeroiee: July 15, 1877; to April 17, 18?8.— Ti«at©d in hospital and on 
the field, sick, 137; wounded, 2,613 ; total, 2,750; average number of beds oocopied 
in hospital, 172. The following served at different times on the atafi'of this section : 
Surgeons Casaon, Fetherstonhangh, Buckby, Gnppy, Finkerton, Denniston, with 
Turkish assislanta. N.B. — All the surgeons were in Lord Blantyre's service. Mr. 
Beginald Zohrab rendered very valnable assistance during the whole period of service 
of this section. 

Sni^ona Gappy and Pinkerton died at Erzeroum of fever contracted during 
tbe discharge of their daty, which they fulfilled so nobly. The gallant condnct of 
Snrgeon Denniston should here be recorded. With two of his colleagues dead, and 
three others lying dangeronaly ill from the terrible fever raging in the town, he re- 
mained at his post almost single-handed, and in addition to his own duties undertook 
temporarily the direction of the S. H. Hospital. Every spare moment was taken 
□p in nursing his sick colleagues, more than one of whom owes hia life to his skill 
and devotion on this occasion. 

The following are extracts from reports to (he Chief Commissioner : — ■ 

Enenmm, July 23, 1877 

I got yoQT tMngB at Trebiiond, and brought them on here. I don't quite know bow M dis- 
tribute tham, as the people at the hospital say they have got all the supplies tbej wanl, bnt I hare 
not a donbt that in time they witlapply tome for them. However, we are working away to rig np an 
' Engliah hOBpitBl,' and by pcrsevenuice and Conanlar coercion we have got a kban — well fiuuiiihed ^ 
as fur as wounded goes— SSO poor fellows in tbe utmost state of misery and neglect I Tbe state b 
of tbe hospitals here generally I have described io a report which I have given to Ur. Zohrab, and 
which he is forwarding to Mr. Layatd. Yoa will no donbt see it at the Embassy. We wont some 
plaster- of- Paris and some good splints more tban anything, carbolised low (marine lint), English 
lint, oiled '>^\ . Bandages we sball want, but the stock given by Mis. Layard and the ladies haa 
helped us wonderfully, as well as the shiria, which are most useful to the soldiers when wounded. 
The wounds are very serious, and require a great amount of lint and oiled silk. Oar stock of 
sticking-plaster is ^so getting low already. Tlie Liebig and port-wine which I brought out are 
very useful, and the application of carbolio acid has wonderfoUy improved the condition of tbe 
wounds, I have had quite a fight to get permisilion to perform opeiationa. I have, however, 
amputated two legs and an arm, besides fingers aud thombs, and Fetlierstonbangh yesterday 
amputated a leg. They were all, however, more or less gangrenous before we were allowed to 
operate, and 1 fear tbe mortality will be great. 300 wounded are expected ki-night from Kars. A 
son of Mr. Zobrab is working well as dresser for as ; he is quite a lad, and deserves praise for his 
work. We are both well. [JVirfs.— On Dr. Oaason's proceeding to the Kara diatrict, Dr. Fetber- 
stonhaogh sncc«eded him.J 

Erufonm, Nov. 14, 1877. 

Denniston and I arrived .here on Sunday, Nov. 4, the day of tbe battle of Dcvc- Bouyoun. 
Next day we went to the hospital, and helped Ketheistonhaugh and Guppy to dress their coses ; a 
number of new men had come in from the battle of the day before. We went on quietly dreeaing ' 
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till Friday, when we were awakeoed about i:dO &.U. by the sonod of goriB; the Banians bad 
attacked Brzeronm. We got eveijtbing ready, and were at work dicsaing the wounded in the 
Seld at 7 A.h. We remained at this place till 1 a.u., and then, as the number of wounded oaminK 
in had diminished veiy considerably, wh eleolt-d lo go right into the fortifications. Besides we 
four, there were two Torkisli anrgeons, and an English surgeon in the Turkish service. We calcu- 
late that wc tour passed pretty nearly 1000 woundM through our linnds. At the fortifications we 
were directed to go to a barrack; tliore we saw about ISO more wounded, a 
dremed in the trenohes, and then about 3 p.m. wb left, as there was no more work to do, Tha 
tmnaport service from where the wounded were dretocd was (airly well done, aa thoy were dremed 
rapidly and roughly taken to the different hospiials. Keit wc went t* our hospital, wbeie we 
found about 160 new cases, a great uumber of whom had to lie on the Boor, as their number far 
exceeded that of our beds; bat we did everything we could to make them comfortable, distriboliiig 
blankets, tobacco, and water ; besides, every new case had a hypadermic of moTpbia. We mailc 
enquiries also, and found that they had all had food. Next morning we discharged every palient 
we could, t« give as much room as possible ; we have discliargei] about 70, about 40 have died, and 
at present we have about 130 in the hospital. We have amputated three logs, four arms, and a 
large number of fingers, all the result of Friday's fighting ; quite as many men remain to be done ; 
and a oimiber have died who refused to submit to operation. As the fighting was at rery dose 
quarters, most of the bullets went right through the port ol the body struck i conseqaently, we 
have not extracted a great many. We have lately adopted a new plan in order lo persuade men 
to submit to operation. A Kurd, whose arm Fetherstonhaugh amputated, is sent to any man who 
refuses to submit to operation ; he argues tlie point with them, and in many eases is mcoesafid. 
On Uunday night (Kov. 12}, about S P,H., the Roasians attacked again, but wo got no frEeh cases. 



Enenmn, Nov. 14, 1877. 
I am Bony to have lo acquaint you with the illnras of Dr. Guppy. He was with us at Ibe hos- 
pital on Monday morning, wheu be had to leave, and has been ever since feverish, witji a Beven 
headache, and very weak. We have had a busy time since Inat Friday, when at 4,30 A.M. the 
Rnssiana attacked Ihu eastern forts, got into one of them, but were driven out at the point of the 
bayonet, and finally repulsed. We were all at work by daylight at abridge close to the town.oTci 
which most of the wounded should come. In a couple of hours we were joined by two Turkisb 
sorgeons, whn worked well; and at aboQt 11 a.m. by Dr. Hughes, T, O. Army, and Hr. Cole, 
American missionary. At 1 p.u., as we saw the wounded were not coming so thickly, we went up 
to the forts and dressed a number of cases which oould not be moved till they were looked to. 
We bad finished there by 3 fm., when we went to our hospital and found the place crammed full, 
eveiy available spot having a man in it. We distributed blankets, becf-tca, tobacco, and morphia 
' injections, iu}., and Imd the poor fellows fairly comfortable by 8.30, when, thoroughly worn out, wo 
' came home. At the bridge and forts nearly 1,000 hod their wounds attended to, and about IfiO were 
. admitted to out hospital ; nineteen of those died during the eight, some few others next day. On 
Saturday wo discharged every case fit to be moved, and so made room for the new men, most 
of whose wounds wore very severe. We have extracted a number of bnllcls, amputated three lega, 
four arms, and a number of fingers since, and have as many more to do. Drs. Pinkerton and Den- 
niston arrived Just at the right time, and without their aid I should never have been able to get 
on. Ur. Zohrab telegraphed to you for lint, charpie, and gutta-percha tissue, as wo are sdig to 
have another attack soon, when the calls upon our stores will be very largo. The latter, even tha 
largest caae, is nearly used up. On Saturday wo were at work from before 9 a.m. till 7 PJ<, on 
Snodaj from 9 to 6.30, Monday from 9 to 6, yesterday from 8.30, and to-day from before !l lo 4,30. 
Nothing can exceed the giutefulness of the wounded, and numbers of the townspeople came to the 
hospital to tiBve their woonds dressed, as they have lately been armed by the Ouvemmenl, and aa 
soon aa the firing began went out to fight. The transport from the bridge where the wounds wera 
dressed was fairly good, a number of wagons being told off for the purpose. They were not com- 
fortable, but got the men quickly to the Afferent hospitals. Nothing has yet been heard of Dra. 
Oasson and Bnckby, but no doubt, if well, they are kept as busy as ourselves. Reginald Zohiab 
assists us at the hospital, and Consul Zohrab is always ready to render us aid with bis presence and 
advice, and every day sends ns lancfaeoa to the hospilaL 
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EneiDnm, Nov. IS, 1877. 
MT DEAB Mr. Babeinotoh-Kesnbtt,— I reqaeated Mr. Layard, by telagraph yesterday, to Mr. Zohrab'i 

to you the sad iotelligeroa of Dr. Goppy'a dealh. He was ill for five or six days, ^ ntwir. ^ 
bnt till the night before lost we did not believe him in any danger ; he had typhoid ; perforation o£ D„th of Dr, 
the bowel touk place early Id liie morning, yesterday, and he tben sanWrapidly. dying at 10 l..ltl. Gappy. 
The very exceptional circamalanoca we aro placed in obliged me to order the funoial far yesterday 
afternoon. It was attended by the medica.1 body, and a gnacd of bonoui consisting of a company 
of infantry escorted the body to the grave, which is in the cemetery belonging to the Amerioan 



This sad event has cast a deep gloom on our little circle. I received yom' telegram 
aDnuunoing the departure of surgeons and stores. I want more detailed informHtlon to organiw 
a second bospKal which the authorities here are very anxioua to see opened. Makhtar 1*00113 has, 
at my request, telegraphed to the Vnli of Trebiiond to send on the surgeons and stores with the 
least poBnible delay. 

I have written to Dr. Oasson to try and return here with Dr. Buokby. My letter was sent by 
Mukbtar Pacha to the Russian lines. I hope to get on answer in a few days. 

We await with deep anxiety a development of the Russian plans. Since the 9th, they have 
not moved beyond Ihrowiog out vedettes io various directions. Whether we are to be boraljorded, 
blockaded, oi left alone, remains yet to be seen.

We have six major operation cases doing well — throe [nlonse cold, 
of Dr. Denniston's — ijr,, two forearms and an upper arm, and three of mine, alt upper arms ; one case 
opemt«d on died yesterday of pysmia. We have no epidemic of any kind, and hope to keep free.

return to England, 1 am now in charge of the English hospital here, and, in accordance with Mr, Dehmbtok'h 
Barrington-Keimett'a request, intend to report the progress of affairs at regolar intervals. The ^ reports. ^ 
average number of cases is 160, and I have two Turkish dressers, who work very well and are ex- Illness of Dr. 
tremely intelligent. Most of the cases were alight, and no freshly- wounded men came in till the Felheriton- 
arrival of wounded troni Kara about a week ago. Their wounds were for the most part ahght and '""'«»■ 
confined to the npper eitremitiee, but tho hardships of the jonmeyand the intense cold aggravated 
their condition very much. As yott have heard, many of the wounded sent from Kars died un the 
road, but those who arrived here gave a very fiivourablo account of the way in which they hod 
been treated by t he Russians. Bach man got bread and thirty piastres fnim the finssian com- 
mander, and they seem to have been treated with great kindness on passing through the lines at, 
Deve-bunyoun, On the Slth inst, I was able to disoharge 6G men ; they were nearly all well, their 
wounds being in a healing condition, and confined to their bodies and arms, so that they were able 
to walk ; they were to be sent to Eninghian, a town about six days' march from this, so I provided 
each man with a little sharpie and a bandage, so that, if required, they could drees their wounds 
on the way. To each man I gave a thick comforter, a flannel jersey, a pair of drawers and a large 
pair of stockings, besides ten piastres. AU who left onr hospital, or the Stafford House hospital, 
would in all probability stand the journey well. 1 happened to see a considerable number who had 
.l>een scnl frr>ni the Turkish hosjiitals, and many of Ihem were in a vcij miserable state, and seemed 
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to snfFer ten-iblj. I saw oue man die on the road before he had reached the gate of the U 
next day abont 60 fresh paUentA were Bent in. Bj tar the greater number of these c 
froat-bites, some veiy aerioos, involving the greater part of both feet, Several occnired on the foot 
here, while others ooonrred in men onming from Eais. I have had abont six cases of typhoid fever 
and one or two of typhus. There hare been also several caaea of hospital gangrene, and it has 
been very fatal. This morning an nndoubted case of small-pox tamed np in one of the wards ; the 
patient had been in for some dafs with a wonnd in bis chest, and was doing well ; where he gat 
amall-pox 1 cannot eay, as, on enquiry, I can hear of no other in Enreroam. I have taken measures 
la prevent its spreading by removing all the other wonnded from the ward, and allowing no one to 
go near him but the ward servant. There is every prospect of our being surrounded, I believe, and 
I only hope that there will be no epidemic, as it would certainly go very hard with both soldien 
and civilians. Williams has been rather ill with fever, but is now quite convalescent. All the 
otlieis are well, and will, I hope, conttnoe «o. 

Erwroom, Jan. 2, 1878. 
I write a hurried line to let yon know the stAte of matters here. Morisot, Piolierton, and 
Williams are all seriously ill with what soema to be typhus fever ; all three are very bad indeed, aod 
cause mo great anxiety, hut 1 hope the issues in all three cases will be favourable. LasI night 
Byau took iU with feverish symptoms, and remained at home to-day. To-night ho is worse, ajid 
the fever has increased, and I very much fear that he is going to have fever of some kind, though 
the symptoms are mild so far. As yon may imagine, I have my hands full. Williams and linker- 
ton are delirioos, and Horisot is very irritable. Ryan will make a good patient, I think. I shall 
try and work both hospitals as well aa I can. The Stafford Hoiwe hospital has plenty of good 
Turkish dreasera, so that B geneml snperiutendence will be all that is required. I hope to be able 
to keep both going till Ryan gets welL The others will go off as soon as they are able, but Rjsii 
will, I hope, stay. The Russiaua are expeoteil to out ns off to-morrow or next day, so that w31 i»- 
crt:ase our troubles. Thank Qod, I am strong and well, and Gt for sny amouul of worit— and Owl 
knows I have it now. 

EizGimnn, Jm. IL 
There ia just a bare ohanoe of this letter reaching yon, but I will risk its escaping the hands of 
the Russians. I really do not know how to begin to tell you the sad news I have for yoa. Ton 
knew that Williams, Pinkerton, and Morisot were very ill with fever. In all the fever was very 
severe and dangerous, and in Pinkerton 'a case I am sorry to say it has proved fatal. He took iH 
on Dec 27, and the fever shortly afterwards developed itself inU) a malignant case of typhus. He 
died yesterday afternoon, having been onconscions for more than a day. and delirions for five days. 
I enclose a full report of his illness and death for the benefit of his father and brother-in-law, who, 
I believe, are both medical men. On Jan. I, Dr. Byan took ill also with typhus, and he is now 
veiy dangerously ill. I du hope that bis strong oonstitation will be able to hold out, but the ferer 
is also of a very bad type, and it will require all his strength to weather it. He is now raving 
wildly, and knows nothing of what is going on. Morisot has been very seriously ill, but is bow, I 
trust, oat of danger, thongh very weak. Williams, 1 am happy to say, is oonvaleaccnl, and will be 
up in a day or two. I myself have had typhus, and have seen a good deal of it, so there is do fear 
of my being knocked over vrith that fever at any rate. The responsibility of taking core of ao 
many serious cases is veiy great, and I asked the Krench Consul to recommend a doctor, and be 
sent an old gentleman who has seen a great deal of typhus, and who is a very good doctor I hear. 
He calls eveij day, and thus the responsibility is divided. Two slaters of charity come evei7 fore- 
noon while I am at the bospitahi, and an old Roman Catholic priest sits for four hours ererj 
evening while 1 rest, and then I watch for the test of the night, so that I think all the patJenta 
get every jasticc. We have plenty of beef-tea and chicken-broth, and that is the diet beat for 
them. The only thing I wont is milk, and that we carmct get in sufficient quantily for lore or 
money. Poor Pitikorton was buried this afternoon beside Quppy. The French Consul and hla 
cavaas, with all the hospilAl people and a file of soldiers, were present. Mr. Cole (the American 
missionary) read the service. The hospitals are of necessity aomewhat neglected at present. Of 
oonrae it is impossble tor me to do justice to 500 wounded, bnt 1 do all 1 can in the way of •ap<ti> 
intending the Turkish surgeon, and distributing storea, &o. The Yeni Khan (iitafford Hoas« 
hospital} is far too large for one man to look after, even though there are a lot of dressurs ; and 
when Byan recovery as I tnist he will, I shall advise him to hand over the hospital to the Tarkiafa 
doctors, and join me in the English boepitol, where there is abundant work for two. Typhoid, and

of B very umlignanl type, is veiy prevalent at tlio Rtoiford House hospital, as it is indeed eveiy- 
wlicre. About 75 or 80 per cent, of the doct^irs here are ill with fever, and morlAlity is obont 60 
per cent. I am going to paj pretty aweetl; to get this letter oat, I beSieve, and it may faU into 
Bosaian hands. I hope tbey will let it go on, though. We daily oipect a bombardment. I do wish c,m 
that the EussLana were in, so as to be relieved ot all this anxiety. If I have an opportnoity I shall ' 
add to this daily till the courier goes off. 

Jan. 10. — A man will get away either to-morrow morning or next day. 8o I add a abort line or 
two. Ryan continnes very bad — lather worse, in fact. This is the tenth day of the fever, and in 
»11 probability it will go on for four days yet. He has lieen delirions for three days. Morisot and 
Williams are slowly gaining strength. I do not go to the hospitals at all, but remain conslsntly 
with Ryan. 

Jan. II. — A man leavee in an boor, so I add this in great hasbe. Byan remains a« yesterday, 
Teryill; the rest improving. My report on Fiokerton's death is not yet ready. I shall send it 
kfterwarda. 

Eraoroum, Feb. 11, 187a 
The Knglish hoB^^tal has been qnlt« filled since my last. At present there aro 1T6 cases in Riifferincfl ^ 
hospital ; of these about 110 are frost-bites, about seven are fever, and the remainder are wounda. '""" 
The froat-bitcfl are very severe, and the cases are very diatreaaing, aa in many both feet are com- 
pletely gangrenons. and in all the men are very weak and debilitated. 1 may n 
which both feet and ankles are completely mortified almost aa far as the knee, and in which ampu- 
tation is impracticable on account of the low state of the patient's health. In the meantime I am 
feeding him up, in the hope of pntting him in auch a state that I can ampatate with some prospect 
of success. I have also a Yus-boohi, in whom both feet as far as the ankle-joints, all the fingers of 
the right hand, and the whole left band are gone, and his ears also wore attacked, bnt not severely. 
I amputated the left band, but have great doubts as to the result. These cases will give an idea 
of the severity of the frost. Many old wounds still remain, and, as a rule, are doing well ; and in 
moat cases there has been a large extent of surface wounds, and a long time is required for 
recovery. I have sent out two amputations of the arm, and have fonr remaining, three of whom 
are doing well. I am sorry to say that we bad quite an epidemic of what seems to be hoepitnl 
gangrene. Till a month ago the hospital had been comparatively pure and free from infections Hospital 
disease, bnt aboat the beginning of January the authorities began to send down ve:7 bad cases of eausr^na 
infectious gangrene, and since then it has spread conaiderably and been very fatal, notwithstanding 
the precautions I took. On Jan. 10,36 coses were sent in, and ot these ten died the lirst night, and 
twelve more during the next 24 hours. Every caae was suffering from hospito! gangrene, and most 
were terribly bad ; almost aO suffered besides from diarrhiEa. The wounds were in a shocking 
condition ; one especially, a cose ot froet-bite of the feet, which had been ponltioed, and the 
poultice not changed for 30 days, and the consequence was that the wound was in a disgogting 
state and covered with vermin. The next day eight more were sent down, and of these seven died 
the same night, and the eighth the next morning. One died before being admitted into the hoa- 
pital. These faola will account in some way for the high mortality in the hoHpital, which has been 
excessive. I am sorry that I cannot give accurate figurea, but while I was so much occupied in the Difficulty 
Stafford House hospital and nt home all atatiatlcs wore neglected. Since these cases have been giving 
sent in the hospital has never been free from gangrene, which has attacked cases which were doing •'*'"'"" 
exceedingly well. One case of amputation was healed to almost a point, when gangrene attacked 
the stump, and the unfortunate man was dead in five days. This state of matters has made the 
work rather disheartening, and I find it excessively difficult to purify the wards.

Eneroum, March S, ]87-t 
Since my last report matterahere have changed little, and the Bngliah hospital mider my charge 
continues to work well. During the past month there have never been less than 168 cases in hos- 
pital ; at times there have been 176 ; 3S have been discharged cured, and 41 have died. The 
most notable feature is the Increase of the numbers of sick and diminntion of the wounded and 
froat-bites. For the post month tliero has been, of course, no outpost duty for the troops, and 
consequently fresh cases ot frost-bite are comparatively rare [ and now, the Turkiah troopa being 
gone, and the weather being milder, no new caaea can possibly occnr. The authorities have been

rapiiUj cmptTing the Turkish hoapitaU in town, with a view, I helicvo, lo th^ir oocupalion bj th« 
Hick, and the palJenM have been dislribnted amnng the ether hospttaU. Ai soon a« any 
bed in the English hospital was vacaol, it was inumediately filled up by sick, and nciw I have at 
least 70 sick in hosjiital. The diseaaes are chiefly diarrhcca, cheat complaint*, convalescence (mm 
lyphoB, and exhaustion. The (liairhica coutinnes very obstinate, and has proved very btal. 
Pnenmonia, broncbilis, and phihisia constitate now a considerable propoii.ioa of the eick, and 
theM alio prove very folal, owing to the weak and ezbaiist«d state of the patients. For oonvales- 
cenoe from typhns, and the extreme state of exhaitalion in which many of the men are from 
hanger and eipoeure, no active treftlment is required, and ap till now I have merely fed them on 
beef-t«a and preserved soups : but now our stock is ran out, and I am obliged to tmst to their own 
not very nutritious food for their recovery. 100 wounded remain, and all, as a rule, are doing 
well. Va aeriona operation has lately been performed, but in several cases diseased and de«d hone 
has been lemoved. and in eJI with good prospect of success. Hospital gangrene, I am glad to My, 
is almost completely gone. The Red Crescent ambulance arrived about ten days ago, and the slaS 
is now working a large hospital, so that now, with the rapid dimination in the number of sick, and 
no fresh oases, there are almost loo many doctors ; in foot, many of the Turkisb doctors from the 
hospitals lately emptied are going about idle. We do not know what your intentions are as re- 
gards our moveroents, and are waiting daily for instructions, I myself think that there Is no 
neoessity for our remaining, as very little active treatment is now required, and all that we now 
do could be done equally well by the Turkish doctors now without work. The BumianE are estab- 
lishing several hospitals in town, I hear, and their sick are very nnmErous. The wealher is 
evidently changing, and though there is still comparatively hard frost during the night, it is 
becoming much milder. 

Erzeroum. March !0. 1ST8. 
I have the honour to report that the English hospital here nnder mychai^e has been emptied 
on the ITth inst. by the Turkish authorities. Up till the 17th everything was working in the 
moat Bfttiflfactory way. 1 had 155 in the hospital, of whom 80 were sick, the remainder being 
wotmded and frost-bitten. Many of them were in a very weak and critical stale, and quite unfit 
for moving, I had no idea tliat anything o£ the sort was oonlemplaled by the anthorities, and 
was exceedingly surprieed when, on Saturday morning early, I was told that they were rapidly 
emptying the hospital. I at once went np and found the bead surgeon, Hussein BSendi, 
ordering them to hurry off the patients before I arrived. Kverything was being done in the 
most cruel way. They were dragged from their beds, and those onable to walk were carried 
to other hospitals, bnt wilhont other covering than their ni^ht -dresses. I endeavotired Co 
make the transport easier by getting stretchers, giving clothing, blankets, Jtc. ; but, nolwilh- 
slanding, the men suffered terribly, and several, who in all probability would have recovered, 
have since died from ihe effects of their treatment. When the evacuation woa complete, I at 
once went to Hakki Bey, Governor of the town, and reported Ihe conduct of Hussein Bflond , 
who was at once sent for and imprisoned. I have since handed in a formal written report, of 
which I enclose a copy. I am now quite nnemployed, but wUl assist Dr. Gyan in the StaSord 
House hospital, though there there is almost nothing to do tor three doctors, If Drs. Ryan and 
Stoker are recalled, I shall wail and go with them; if not, I shall start soon, unless I receive 
insiractions to the contrary. All the blankets, bed-clothing, spliois, kc, I have handed over to 
Dr. Roy, of the Red Cresoenl ambulance, his hospital standing in need of many of these things. 
The health of the town improves, I believe, and there axe now only abont Z.OOO Turktsb sick, 
and there are plenty of doctors. 

April 18, 1878. 

Since my last report I have been assisting Dr. Kyan in the Stafford House hospital. Almoat 
all the cases in the hospllal were insach a ^lisfactory stale that they could be handed over totli« 
care of the Turkish assistant surgeons. There was neither typhus fever nor hospiiat gangrene in 
the hospital when we left In all Ibeliet'e that about 1,300 patients remain, and there are a cos- 
siderable number of Turkish doclurs.qoitesD&iaieat to manage the cases easily. By fan he majority 
of the sickness in Erzeroum among the Turks consists of general debility and chronic diarrhcn. 
Among the Bussians t j'phns fever is exceedingly prevalent, both in the cily and in the village* 
ronnd abont. Wo saw in Ilidjeh— the ftrsl village on the Trebiiood road, and the last oocapied 
by the Bussians— great numbers of Russian sick, suffering principally from typhus, lying in the 
stalls of stables, mtich overcrowded, and without comforts of any kind. On the aathorily of k 
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tolcl that 21,700 meo had died since the Rnssians entered (he plain of ErKC^nom 
of Decemiier I The road from Krieroum to Trebiiond Is yet ntterly impossible for 
anj kind, being in aome places exceedingly danperons. After eleven days' jonmey 
at Trebizond, and were most kindly received by Her Majesty's Oonsal, Mr. Biliotli, 
through the winter done much for us in the way of forwarding letters. On April IT 
ourselves at the office at Pera. I may add that Williams and BenniBon, who liava 
interpreters, have worked exceedingly well ; the conduct of the former especially 
□tion, OS, in spite of dangerous illncas, he continued at liis post till the end.

In Angus! 1877 Surgeon Caason organised a field-ambttlance to be attached to 
Mtikhta,r Pftcha'e head-qnarterB in the Kara district. This ambnlance served at fbe 
battles of Soubatan and Aladjah-Dangh. On the retreat of Miikhtar Pacba, the etaff 
were detained in Kars owing to the illness of Snrgeon Bnckby. They were subse- 
quently captured by the Russians in endeavouring tf rejoin Mnkhtar Pacha's head- 
quarters, and against their will were sent to Tiflia, from which place they returned 
to England. 

Period of femce : Aug. 22 to Oct. SI, 1877.— Number of sick treated, 150 ; 
wounded, 587 ; total, 737 . Surgeons Caason and Buckby served with thia section. 

The following are reports from Surgeon Cosson to the Chief CommiBsioner ; — 

CsDip lieyoail Kub, Sopt. ]6, 1877. 

I left Fetherstonhaagh in oliarge of the hospital at Erxeroum, which was doing well for 200 I>r. Cabso 
patientH, constantly changing. Buokby I have taken on with tne here. I liave a small ambulance, reporw. 
and I go out t-o all the camps after each skirmish, to look up the woojided. Tlie Muchir Las pro- 
mised all possible assistance in the formation of a good anrgioat ambulance, and when the tliio^ I 
telegraphed for arrive we sliall do well, I hope. The stores I gave to Dr. Fliiohs for Olti, Fether- 
atonhaugh tells me, are still at Ersoroum. 

Erxenmm, Aug. 8. 

Since I last wrote, a batch of medical Mores have been sent out by the Stafford House Com- 
mittee. They arrived here on the 7th, in chargte of Lieutenant Malcolm Drummond, B.N., who 
kindly volunteered to escort them from Constantinople on their perilous journey to this outlandish 
region. I have learned within tlie last few days the troth, which I had for some time suspected, 
ae to the utter want of medical organisation at the front beyond Kars. It appears that, with an 
army of 30,000 men, there are actually four doctors— two Germans and two Greeks. There is now Want of 
one cose of snrgical instmmente ; nntil after the battle of Eshek Kaliaa, tliere was not even thia niciiifal 
cose. There is not so muoh as a single hand-strelcher with the whole army. A field hospital of "n!»niB«uoi 
twenty tents has been formed at bead-quaxlers, in wliidi there were .10 patients at the beginning 
of the present week. Kone of these were woanded, but they were principally cases of dysentery 
and tonsilitis. The patients have nothing in the shape of ground-si leets or beds to lie npon, and 
their sole covering for the nights, which are now pretlj cold, ate the great-coato of the men who 
are fortunate enongh to have them. The young German student who is in charge uf this hospital 
writes that he is ntterly wilhont drags or medical stores of any kind, and sends a list of things 
required. At Kars, about 3D miles from the front, there are ten medicals in all, but T believe of 
the usual kind met with in this country; fir a description of which I refer yon to Sandwith's 
' History of the Siege of Ean^' twenty years ago, Uungs, however, being rather worse now than

tilities. Leaving charge of my ' English Huaplt&l ' in the hands of my first companion and 
colleague, Hr, FelhetsUmlmiigh, accompanied by Hr. Baclcby, I left Eizeronm for Kara, whicli is 
nhout twenty mitcs from this camp, on the Z2nd. The taking wiCh na of storee and neceasariea 
involved a EomewhaC slnw journey, as Ihe only vehicles which can be procured are the aiaba> or 
native bolloak-carts, with which a progress of fifteen to twenty miles a day is very fair indeed. 
The.Be araliss are made withont any attempt at springs, and their jolting and jarring on these 
apologies foe roads is aometli log lerrihle — terrible indeed to the poor sick and woanded, whose only 
means of transport from the battle-Seld to the hospital, 130 miiffl away, is on these vehicles of 
torture. Having, after much delay and much tronble, got our caravan fairly on the way. we 
Btarted— a party ofSve— laptiehor mounted policeman.servantBodinterprclPt, syce or groom, and 
myself and companion. After wehadriddenonafowmilea, we had the pleasure of seeing one of our 
arabaa completely hori de combat by the loss of a wheel. This deficiency was made np presently, 
however, hy the subetitution of a pole of pine-wood- Very shortly, we came upon a small camp 
of the Redifs or second reserve ; there were perhaps 300 or 350 men, far too old really for servioe, 
encamped here, their time being apparently principally employed in mending the road, whioh was 
in a very terrible state. I [»id a visit to the Bimbashi in command, and asked him if he had any 
' lladlul T y r ^'^- ^* gave orders for the sick to be paraded for my inspection, and, to my intense astonish- 
ment, 1 found a double rank of men, 130 all told, who reported themselves in need of a doctor. 
Separating the sheepfromlhe goats, 1 found about 30 who really were ailing ; scurvy, intennitteot 
fever, diarrhtca, and a few cases of rbeomatism being the principal maladies. Fortunately I had 
in my saddle-bags a small but oomprehensive 'medicine-chest,' containing, amongst other useful 
things, pills of quinine, opium, and Dover's powder, in practicable doses. Leaving a little stock 
of remedies in the bands of one of the oapfaina who coold speak a little French, and seemed more 
intelligent than the generality of his grade, we poshed along and arrived at Hassan-Kali, a town 
of some little pretensions, shortly before sunaet. It was hopeless to expect the arrival of the 
arabas, with tents and provisions, that night, so we were obliged to avail ourselves of the shelter of 
a khan, which, we afterwards learnt, bad been recently used as a fever hospital. We had to spend 
most of the next day here, as the wretched arahas had not arrived, and it was of no nse lo go on 
withoQt tliem ; so I devoted myself Ui slndying the diseases of the natives, partly Turks and partly 
Armenians, the former greatly predominating. I was greatly strnok with the camber of children, 
the Armenians in partirnlar, who had stmmons nlcers of the cornea; seven children, all identically 
Buffering, were brought to me for inspection, and I saw at least a doneii more similarly affected, 
many of them being quite blind. Scrofula, in some form or other, seems to be one of the great 
ciirses of this country ; but the form in which the evil manifests itself varies much in differcDt 
localities. At Trebisond I noticed many cases of necrosis and affections of the liver and internal 
organs. At Erseroum there seems an immense amount of glandular scrofula ; and further east, in 
the town of Hassan. Kitli and the villages around, this arection of tlie eyes seems to prevail.- The 
Circaasittns, as fine -looking a race of men as you can well imagine, who inhabit some of these 
villages, suffer to an extent that is quite proverbial from pulmonary phthisis. I cannot but think 
that the dark, almost underground hovels which the Armenians call houses, and the abscnoe of 
animal food from their ordinary diet, must have much to do with producing this dire dicciwc. 
Rifling with the sun, we pushed on to Kaprikoui, where there was a large Camp of Basbi-Bosouka 
and infantry. Here I found a doctor, an Armenian educated at the Constantinople Medical 
Bchool ; he informed me that from day to day wonndcd and sick men passed Uirongb and called 
upon him for treatment on their way from Ears to Brzeronm ; but that be had no medicines to 
give them, or materials for dressing the wounds. 1 offered to give him a few cuacntials from my 
Block, but he declined the offer, as he said he was leaving on the following day, having been re- 
called to Krzeroum, he believed, in consequence of hat ing sent a telegram to the head doctor there, 
saying that, as he was not a magician, he could not cure the sick withont materials and medicines. 
I, however, inaisted upon his taking a few opium pills for some soldiers of his regiment who were 
suffering from diarrhiea, and a few other simplea for immediate use. Before I left ibe place, two 
wounded Circassians rode np from Kars ; assuming, as all the natives do, that every Englishmaii 
miut be a doctor, they came np to me, and I found that, in spite of their ridin); as if nothing ailed 
them, one had a compound fracfnre of Ihe mdius of the right arm, a gonshot. wound, which 
wanted dressing badly enongh, and the other had a fractured rib, with a bullet somewhere in his 
thorai, but trAcrr it defied him to lell me, or I, after examination, to tell him. The next day, on 
our way, we met a train of arabas with a load of 160 sick, nearly all cases of fever and iwurvy, 
and five wounded, on their way to the hospitols at Eraerotim. TTiey had been six days on tlieii 
way tram Sars, and I auppoK it would take Ihem about four or tivc days more to reach Encroum. 
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ITortunalely none of them Beeraed very had ; but they complained bilteriy of the noise, tedium, 
and jolting of tlieir most uncomfortable joumey. Tliere was not tlie least atlempl at any sbsde , 
from the burning snn in any of the wi^ina. One ofHcer had had his hand amputated. 1 waa 
Bomewhat surprised to see this ; but at last he inforiDed me tliat it whs literally blown lo pieces, 
BO that its removal was not a. matter involving mnoh deliberation. He said, however, the stunip 
did not heal, which waa not a thing to be wondered at, as the operation was a circular one, i.e., i 
la Tur^ue, an incision made down to the bone, and the bone eawn tJiroogh, the operator not 
troubling himself much about the covering of akin or such small matt era. A Qerninnductor in Ears 
the other day told me he hod improved npon the ' circular ' method, and now always dissected bock 
the skin, ao as to leave a ' lambeau ' sufficient to cover the boae. He seemed rather astonished 
that I did not admire the novelty of hU method. 

Onr journey was oontinaed much in the same manner till we arrived at Kara on the ninth day 
after our departure from Kraeroum, without any incident* calling for special remark. While at 1 
Kara, I visited the hospitals there, and found them all more iJian full, and in a very unsatiafaolory 
itate. A more detailed account, however, 1 must reserve till next week, as the post leaves here in 
on hour's time, and I have many letters to finish and despatch. On my arrival here, I found that 
indeed plenty to be done. The Ru sians, however, have retreated on to their o 



territory, and I hope that something may lie 
the fear of frequent and hurried retreat from 
transport is removed.

fonld be surprising were it otherwise in such a

Ltains — among others, the venerable Ararat, which, though !M) miles away, 
does not appear more than ten. I was moat coortcously and civilly received by the Muchir Ahmet 
Mukhtar Pacha, and am receiving the hospitality and most valuable assistance of onr worthy 
English general. Sir Arnold KembaU. Neit week, I hope to be able to tell you of some practical C 
work done. 

Head-quartBTB of Ahmed Mukhtar racha, Sept. liS, 1877. 
Biuce taj letter of last week, several shoip skirmishes between the Russian Cossacks and out 
Circassian cavalry have taken place, and each day there has been plenty of work iu picking up and 
attending to the wounded, which generally number ten to seventeen in each eDgagemout. A small 
body of infantry bus occasionally also been engaged, and we liave had several very interesting 
cases from among them. On Monday (lOth), a Circassian olEcer of high runk, named Said Bey, 
received a bullet -wound in tlie chest ; the ball perforated the slemom a little to the right aide, 
traversed the lung, and foond ita way out through the left scapula. I toimd him in his tent, 
having ridden home about two miles from where he was wuundt'd. in a very exliausted condition. 
On Thursday, after a very smart a&ir at Jala, in which ten of oura were killed and seventeen 
wonnded, on passing the Circassian camp on my_way home, I was hailed by an orderly of the Pacha, 
to knowit I would kindly call and see a wounded officer. Of course I wont, and found, among several 
others wounded, a very handaome young olficer, with a bullet KtmtiBhfre in the elbow. Attending 
upon him, I found a wild-looking old Circassian, who waa sucking tlie wound, in the vain hope of 
tlius extracting the bullet—the simplest and safest way, he assured me, of performing this ^ 
operation. After this interesting eiperiment had been continued until the operator waa ' 
thoroughly exhausted, and without, I regret lo Bay, his labours being crowned with success, the 
mollah or priest was called in oonstiltation ; but, by this time, the Pacha, who waa present, and 
who wished me to think him superior to the superstitious of his people, asked me to interfere. I 
did BO, on the condition that 1 should have the officer removed to our ombnlance, which that 
morning had come into existence, tliough in a very snuUl way, it is true. To this he consented ; 
and, af(«r his arrival, I put him under chloroform, and found that a good deal of sucking or 
enchantment would have been required to extract the ball, which hod entered the ulna, and 
carried before it a portion of the olecranon, which was wedged firmly, together with the bullet 
and fragmenia of clothing, between the split condyles of the humerus right into the cancellous 
tissue. Having cleared out aU theTrogmenta of bone, I found that a sufficiently complete 'resec- 
tion ' of the joint had been made without my further interference j and, under the nearest 
approach to antiseptic measures which I have at command, in this fiesh healthy air, and with the 
robust constitution of tliu patient, I hope to aave him a tolerably useful am.*

In camp 1 found Ihree wonnded men to attend to, one o! whom was s'rnck on the head by m 
large fragment of slietl, and was insensible, bleeding pretty profosel; from a enperficiKl wonnd of 
the scalp. I oinld detect no fmctore or actnalindioations of arapression. I ordered biacemoTaJ 
to the boapitnl, where he anivcd some honrs afterwards, and where the passago of a catheter 
throngh a moat obBiinale nrethral Hlrictnre was attended with results which soon brought aboot 
complete r« 

My collenpic rode off to a small camp of Bashi-Bazouka, where be fomid a poor fellow shot 
tlirough the abdomen : be died shortly afterwards. At the same csunp, the prerions eveDing, I 
had fo and a It^iahi-ItanoDk with a wotuid which shows how miraculously bnllcts travel witfaoat 
iDJnring vital paj^ The ball had entered behind in Ibe right shoulder — fortunately, in the 
sopraapinonfl fossa; penetrating that moacle pretty deeply, it ascended the neck; winding Toond 
to the front. It came out just above the pomum Adami. and mode a saperficial groove right np the 
angle of the chin. Notwithstanding the diuigeroua path tbioo^b which the bullet travelled, tha 
patient had not lost certainly half an ounce of blood. He is doing very well, and I hope to 
discharge him fnam hospital in a few days. 

We are at present, as I said, in a small way in onr ' Ambnlancc Anglaisc ' ; bat we have got 
eight patients already, wlio are very happy, and are all doing well. AiTajig;ements take a long time 
to develope themselves in a complete slate here ; and np to the present time we bave bad to 6nd all 
provisions for our patients, aye, and to cook them too. This morning, however, a toia-qfieirr baa 
arrived, and he snys other soldier-servants are coming immediately. I have set this ' lienlenant ' 
to dig ont a lalrine trench — work, I sissnro you, which he does not consider at all beneath him— 
and promised him some 'mastick ' every night if be behaves himself. Last night we received 
marks also of onr recognition by the anthoriiies in the posting of two sentries— both of tliem 
Boffering from bronchitis, by the way— to guard my tent. I have had some distingnished patients 
daring the week, inclnding the Muchir himself and Hadji Resohid Pacha. I am gtad to say their 
ailments were not serious, and tbat they are all qnite convalescent by this time. 




HeadMinarten of Ahmed HukhUr Pucha. OcL fi. IS77. 
On the mnming of Oct. 1, after a long intermission of boslilities, very sharp Gring in tJie 
neighbourhood of Jala, on our right cenlro, announced the fact that the Bnssians, whom we 
knew to have received some considerable reinforcements, to the extent of 12,000 men, we had 
reason to believe, intended to give us something to do at laat. For about three honrs, (be 
firing was very close and continoons; and we could not cjuite make out why tie enemy had 
brought out so many men, and a battery of heavy guns, against a handful of our cavalry, most of 
them Circassian irregolars, who were ont probably on one of their ordinary foraging eTpedition& 
1 went down at once, with a party of men with stretchers and a tent, thinking to make a small 
shelter where the wounded might be dressed on the »pot. On arriving at the villiige, however, 
npon which the Rossian shells were pouring fast and thickly, I conld ooly discover one man 
wounded. I got up to him joat in lime to Rnd him dead. He was badly shot throogh the long, 
and haemorrhage had been most profuse. On scarehing about the Held and visiting the Circassisn 
camp, which was in tbe immediate vicinity, I found seven wounded in all, and there was a report 
of another man killed. After a time, our balleriea opened an answering fire upon the assailants, 
who immt^diatety retired with considerable expedition. It was evident, however, that they 
sufforsd severely. I myself saw three aonsocutive shells fall right in the midst of the vnry 
oompoot bodies of troops ; and in the hand to hand engagement hietweeo the opposing cavalry, to 
judge by the number of Russian coats, in which the Circassians had attired thenuelves, tbe 
number of their original wearers killed ma^t have been considerable. Towards evening, the 
explanation of this attack became apparent. 

At the time that this was going on in the centre, a la^e force, which had worked their waj 
round tinder cover of the night, attacked a Turkish position at Nachsivan, on the extreme right ; 
and owing partly to the superiority of the defenders' position, and still more to the indomitabla 
conrnge with which the Turkish soldiers alwnya engage wil1i greatly superior nnmbeTS of the 
enemy, the Bnssians — in numbers at least three times greater tlian oni troops — were three times, 
the Innt time flnilly and completely, repulsed, with very great loss. It is said that at least 300 
Russians were left dead on the Ucld. The accuracy of this st.'ktement I cannot voacb for. Oar 
loss was officially reported In be eight killed and twelve wounded, besides a few scratches that did 
not put Ihe reeipicnls ktn-t de eomhat. Having got this hint that it was time to set onr bonsea in 
order, dtuInK the night I bad all available tents pitched and arrangements for extra su^l; of 




waler and othor neoesaary details oarried out, and the morning proved that all our prepnrnlionB 

mted ! for with the early dawn commenced tha most important battle which haa , 
been fonpht on Asiatic territory since the oommenceincnt of hostilities. Aa soon aa an opinion 
coold be formed wlierc one wss likely to be of nse, 1 set out, with snoh necessary things as our 
borses conld carry, in the direction of the Yhanilagh, a lar^ hill between us and Kais, oconpied 
bv B few of our troops, against which the brant of Ihe Bussiaa attack seemed directed. Column 
n appeared on the horizon, marching InwardB this moontain, and for a time it seemed 
ka it notliinp we conld do conld prerent them making good their way to cut off our communication 
with Ears, and perhaps to turn our left flank. 

Bnt let me say Bhortly here, that nllhongh the pottition waa for a time actniilly taken and ; 
occupied by a email force, the main body of the asBailants met with such a reception a little far- 
ther on at the hands of Mehmet, sumamed ■ Captain ' Pacha, who occupied the smaller Yhanilagh, 
opxKMite to its namasake, that they were glad to make the best of their way back again. I was 
accompanied by a diagoman-serrant, Portnnato, who had only arrived the previous evening from 
~ I had also with me a Turkish soldier who is acting as oar soullery-maid in days of 

peace. Poor Buckby, my junior colleague, had been ailinjt for a day or two, and that morning 
andoubled typhoid symploras showed tliBmsolves. Poor fellow, it is a terrible thing for him to ■ 
go through a smart attack of typhoid in this distant oonntry, without friends or comforts, in a j 
leaky tent, and with only the attention that I can give him in the midst of a preaaore ot work 
which has been almost too much for me. Biding out about three miles, we came upon a botch ot 
wonnded just by one of oar artillery positions. The fire here was hot and furious ; in every 
direction, Fra^^mcnts of bursting shells whiaaed round our heads, and for a moment T doubted 
whether one ought to stay even to attend to the wants of the poor wrelchea. However, after a 1 
minute or two, one gels used to Gre, and carrying, aa well as wo could, four poor fellows very ' 
terribly wounded with shell under the apparent shelter of a ledge of rock, we tiommenced our 
work. Just as we had finished bandaging up the wounds, two arabas, which I had despatched a 
soldier for, came up, and in these jolting caxtd, the only ambulance conveyances we can get here, 
we sent the sntferers to our tenta. One man, with a severe compound fracture of the thigh, died 
before his arrival. While we were thus engaged, a shell bnrat on the summit of tho ledge from 
whence we bad carried oar patients, and killed an officer and an artiUeryman on the spot. A 
little further on, we fonnd agroup of seven wounded, all by musketry lire, and in different places 
we found and tnndc ns comfortable as poasible for the time, in all, 21 wonnded. After being , 
dressed, the poor fellows had lo he told to wait till we could get arabas to transport them t*i the i 
tents i and as we could find no more wounded in that immediate vicinity, I thought it waa time to 
make our way bock to our bead-quarters, where, by tins time, the wounded moHt be be- 
ginning to arrive from different parts of the battleBeld. On the way home, fortonately, I 
observed ot some little distance three arabss, which were evidently being taken away stealthily 
from a little village adjoining to escape their being used by the military authorities. I rode 
up, with the soldier Omar, to this tmin ; there was one man and two lads in charge of them. 
I told the man I must have them to fetch up some wounded, and that if he would go at once 
and bring them carefully, on his arrival I would pay him liberally. However, be flatly re- 
fused to have anything to do with the matter, and so I told him if he did not at onoe go with 
tbe soldier I would shoot him like a dog as be was. Hy threat was snooeBsfuI, and very 
submissively he went off with the trusty Omar, who kept him nnder judicious terror by the 
occasional demonatrativc manipulation of his Winchester repeating carbine, and presently 
eleven out of the seventeen we had left found their way on these aisbo? to our ambulance. Hav- 
ing escaped the fire of the enemy, however, danger was by no means over ; for, after passing 
on our return by the spot where we had left one of the wounded, in pretended attendance upon 
whom was a soldier who ought to have been fighting with his comrades, and who had given me a 
good share of abuse about his friend being left where he was till the arabas might come up, a 
bullet which struck the rock we were ascending made ns tarn roond just in time to see the 
wonnded man or his companion, probably the latter, lake another deliberate pot at ns. This time 
the bullet fell within five yards of my horse. As we were pretty well out of shot, and just turning 
the brow of the hJU, I did not feel Justified in riding Iwick to see the end of the matter, bat our 
lond shouts to slop firing were answered by another shot, which fell short of us. Neither the 
patient nor bis companion turned np at the hospital, or it would hove been werse for them if 1 had 
seen them. When I arrived, 1 fonnd about 70 or 80 had come in for attention, and the work to be 
done — having only the nssi.'^ionce of Fortunate, who worked aa well as any dresser— during the 
whole ot the day and most of the night can be bett«r imagined than described. A striking 
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feature was the enormous proportion of womids oE Uie index or trigger finger ; tba last three dftya 
I molt hare amputated upwards of 40 whioii were literallj smashed to pieces. To describe the 
wounds would be impossible. Oat of the 260, or thereaboata, that have come in for treatment, oalj 
ail or seven were shell -wounds. Considering the very small amount of damage done bf the ooHtlj 
aiiillerj pieces, one wonders that their employment is not discontinued, except for siege pnrpoara, 
bj universal consent. There are several wounds of the lower jaw ; in most inslanc»» the jaw is 
smashed to pieces. A largenumber ore woanded in the chest; in several instances the bullet has 
passed completely tlu-oagh the lung. I have two Russian prisoners, both of whom are shot in the 
chest ; one, I think, will not recover. There are, oat of the whole number, some fire or six cases 
which require amputation of one or other extremity, but I have been unable to get the consent of 
tlie patient ; of course, tbey will be anxious for it when it is too late, our usual eipcricDCO in thitt 
conntry. This (Friday) morning, I have got them all comfortably dressed, some sent away to the 
Ears hospitals, some slight cases sent back to their regiments to attend as out-patients, and ths 
rest, to the number of 86, still remainitig in the tt^nts. The battle continued with some severity 
during yesterday, and a few shots are still to be beard to-day, so we may expect the arrival of still 
vounded. This is the first moment I have had to sit down quietly or to rest at all sinoe 
Taesdsy morning. From that time till now, with the exceptJOD of a few hours' sleep in my clothes, 
1 have been at work without intermission. 

c Stoflord House stores and a large selection of most aseful splint* and appliances^ 
as well as ' medical coiuforts,' which Mr. Toung, of the Bed Cross Society, is sending out from 
Erseroum, are on the road. I hope they may soon arrive, as my splints, such as they were, are 
d np ; my chloroform all but gone ; and I certainly have not more than fifty bandages left lo 
meet all emergencies. 

1 have bad no time Ifi make etuiuirics at the two other Turkish field-hospitals ; but I am nirev 
ir greater proximity to where the thick of the fight has been, that they must each of tbent 
have bad considerably more patienU than ours. On the Hist day, a great deal of the fighting waa 
on the Kars aide, and many wunnded would find their way to the hospitals there. Altogether, I 
sboold say that we cannot have less than from 2,000 to 3.000 wounded. The number of killed I 
have no means at present of jud||;ing, but the slaughter on the Russian side must have been 
terrific WhilHt our men were for the most part behind entrench men ts, the enemy's troops wen 
exposed to our full fire. The Grand Duke at present appears to he well beaten back to his 
starting-point, or even farther, having sacrificed thousands. 

Heod-quinsra of Mukhtat Pacha, Oct, 13- 

As stated in my last letter, I had between two hundred and three hundred wounded upon bit 
hands dnring the battles of the 2nd and 3rd. On Monday, the 8th, I had left in my tents aboat 
twenty palienlfi ; the rest bad been disposed of ) the majority sent to the Kars hospitals, some of 
the slighter cases back to their regiments, and ten, I think, had died : not a very large proportioD 
considering tbe circumstances and the severity of the wounds. My greatest anxiety, however, 
was naturally for my young colleague, who was dragging through the wearisome second week of » 
very severe attack of typhoid. The day was the coldest we had hitherto had ; yon may judge 
what was the state of my feelings to receive a peremptory message late in the afl«moon that w« 
must at once move the ambulance and wounded five miles over the mountain to our rear. There 
was nothing to be done but to ride as quickly as I oonld, taking a few tents with me on baggage- 
bones and arabas, to have a place ready to shelter the unfortunate travellers when they should 
arrive. Having made the necessary arrangements with all haste, I rode back, and found a few more 
arabas joat starting, loaded with my patients, nearly all of whom were thus provided for. It was 
DOW quite dark, and the road over the monntain was a terrible one even by day. J was compelled 
to send oS all tbe patients, including a Bussian, who was brought in at the last moment, having 
just been found on the mountain, where be had fallen wounded six days before, having had from 
that time, he said, neither food nor drink, but having kept himself alive by eating the gnt» ha 
could gather. A biscuit was found for him by a wounded Turkish soldier who was on tbe ssme 
araba, and he washed down a few teaspoonfnls of Liebig's extract with some water. [After a most 
perilous and diMcalt night's march the party arrived at the camp near EoUa-tcpe.] It is not a 
plan of treatment that I should feel justified in recommending for the future to patients suffering 
either from typhoid or from chronic diorrhica ; but it is a fact tiiat from that night Buokby has 
not had one untoward symptom, and I myself have almost got rid of my enemy the diarrhtea, and 
feel stronger and better than I have done any time for the last three months. Our poor fellows 
were also exposed Uiroagh tbe night, harbg, like us, lost their way ; two of the wotst died wid 
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were bnried on the road ; the rest were no worse for their remoTsl. ReniBon reported that. Dr. Cissos's 
almost immediately after our departure, onr old position wns occnpied by a battery of BrtiUery. , _ rtporta. ^ 
In the afternoon there was another brisk fight, which went on tor the two following- days, and Cantinoed 
provided me with a moderate amonnt of fresh work to do in iny new position near the Kolia-tepc. fighting. 
Yesterday I got a very stringent order to Bend all the patients into Ears, and I am now left with 
only a wounded Bimbaahi, who, although about twenty years my senior, has adopted me aa his 
'babiv,' and will not leave me] another officer who haa come in to-day slightly wounded in the 
thigh a few days ago; and one of the goldier-Bcrvanta, who baa an attack of acute rheamatisai. 
These, with Bnckby, who ia progressing slowly but favourably, are my present patients. A con- 
Rignment of National Aid Society's (Red Grose) stores have this evening arrived ; they are selected 
with admirable judgment, and I feel quite rich and fully equipped for any contingenoy that 
may arise, 

Kms, Oct. 18. 
At s qtwrter to sii o'clock on the* morning of Monday, Oct. 16, the English ambulance near Amb 
'Eolia-t«pe, with a iarge white flag, having on it the red crescent, flying in a roost prominent nnde 
position on a rooky eminence just above, received definite orders to move its mtnation, in the 
shape of a lai^ shell thrown deliberately into the middle of the little encampment. It fell and 
exploded ten yards in front of the tent in which I and my sick colleague, Dr. Buckby, were, and 
the fragments, with a shower of earth, tell all around us— thank God I without hniting anyone. 
In abont five minutes' time this shot was succeeded by a second, evidently aimed at the Tnrkish 
ambnlance about one hundred yards lower down the hill ; there was here, too, the ambulance flag 
flying oonspionoosly in [ront. This second shell also exploded, providentially, without inflicting 
damage. I immediately conveyed poor Buckby and the tour other patients to a spot sheltered by 
the rooks from the direct fire, and gave them each a oupfu! of warm cocoa with a little brandy in 
it. Jost then, up rode Ahmet, one of the Hncbir's aides-de-camp, and be told me that the fighting 
was going on near the Nalbnn-tepe, about two miles to onr rear. My search for aralias and 
horses bad now been^ attended with partial success, and, taking a few of the horses, my wretched 
milazim, contrary to my express orders, which were for all tJi move together or not at all, 
packed OD them bis penocal belongings, with a couple of bales of our blankets, and while 
I was attending to the safety of the patients, taking his gaard-Boldicni with him, he mode off, 
caring for nothing but bis own safety. I mustered among the men I had left and the attendants 
of the wounded Bimbaabi two sets of four men to carry Buckby and that officer on their 
Btretchera, the other three patients being able to ride horses. Having arranged everything Figh 
in as orderly a manner as poesible, we set off in the direction of the Nalban-tepe. When we ^^^ 
had arrived at the toot I rode lo the summit to consult the Mnchir as to the best coorse lo panue, 
and he advised a temporary erection ot the ambnlance anywhere in that neighbourhood for the 
reception of the wounded, who would soon be beginning to come in, from the very hot fighting 
going on. I rode down again, and was going to nnpack a tew things tor the dressing of the 
wounded, when wc saw close on our right the whole moss of our skirmishers being driven in in 
ntter confusion. There were Cossacks mljtod up with thum, fighting hand-to-hand, andasweeping 
fire commenced right in our direction. I took ont my revolver, and told the bearers of the litters that 
the first man who attempted t<i desert from his post or to leave the sufferers I would shoot like a 
dog, witbont a moment's hesitation, and they kept manfully and steadily to their arduons toil. 
We were now in the midst ot a crowd ot troops of all arms who were all Dying in the utmost 
confusion from the face of the advancing enemy. We were forced into a narrow defile, where the ^^" 
Bbulls from Bussian batteries on each aide of us, and Congrcve rockets, were incessantly pouring " " 
down upon the retreating masses. One large fragment of shell actually fell between Buokby's 
stretcher and Fortunato, who was riding close by his left side ; I was on bis right, and it passed 
just over ray liead. Our greatest danger, however, was perhapa in the fear ol the litter- hearers 
being knocked down and trampled under toot by the mad crowd of men and boasts, or run over 
by the artillery, battery after battery of which had now joined the general stampede. I saw 
many of the patients ot the Turkish ambulance, who had been deserted by their doctors— a Greek 
and a Turk — who had ridden off to Kars as fast as their horses could carry them immediately 
the sholi was fired at their ambulance, as well as some poor fellows who had been wounded in 
that day's fighting, thus trampled down. At last, we passed safely out of this 'valley of j the 
■hndow of death,' and, having got out into the open plain, we at length poshed on to the village 
oC Veziwkor. [Here Dr. Casson's staff and their wounded were exposed to great danger from 
the disorderly retreating mass of the defeated lorki^h army, and accordingly proceeded to Ka/s,] 
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Hasaein Bey, colonel of mtillerj, the cnmp commandant, nitb a small body of men (who nuulo 
H moflt deteimined attempt to Eirreat the mBd rush onwards of the soldi^ra), let me paaa through 
with my charge, giving me as I passed by what cheered as much as itnatoniahed me — a few wonls 
of encoarflgin^ compliment, in the best of En)i;liah, for what was my simple duty and my high 
privilege to do. By the time we approached the linea, the mad nuh was thicker and more 
dMperate than over, and, to avoid h«ing actually trampled down, we made a few yards' digr^sioD 
to ooi right. Fortunately for ug we did so: for enddenly a terrible ezploevon shook the grouDd, 
while iJiere whs showered all around us a hail of fragments of melaL A limber-waggon fall of 
ahella, jolting in its rupid Right over the loagb ground, had exploded in the path wa had just 
left, and the amount of destruction and death it dealt out to those immediately around was 
terrific A few miuQtes afterwaids, 1 had the intense Batisfiiction of depositing all my patienti^ 
with a few other sick I had picked op on the road, in safety in the consiiltatioD-room of 
the principal hoepitnl of Kara, where, after getting such food as the Greek doctor ■ on guard ' 
could procure for us, I was glad to lie down with them and seek repose after the fearful erents of 
the day, and the wards of my great Master fouud their way into the few utterings of thanksgiTing 
I was capable of: < Of those whom thon host given me have I lost none.' This is not tlie place for 
what might ho eonsidered 'religious ca.nt ' ; but 1 am not ashamed to record my thanks to the 
Almighty, who had protected and preserved us unhurt through all, 

Louaon, April 7, 1879. 
Tlie day after our arrival at Eaxs, after the retreat of Mukhtar's army (Oct. 16), I derated 
to searching for such remains of oar stores and belonginpi as might have escaped capture bj the 
enemy or loss daring the terrors of the retreat, Two only of the eight aiahas arrired in Kara, and 
these did not unfortunately contain by any means the most niieful of our stores. A couple of bales 
of blankets, jerseys, and comforters were rescued, hut beyond these all the newly-arrivod Moras 
sent by the Red Cross Sodely, as well aa what was left of our original slock, were lost. These I 
distiibuted at once to the patients in the Rars hospital, who seemed most in need of them. On 
the following day Mukhtar Pacha left for the 8oghanli-D»g-h, on tlie way to Eneroom. Be 
wished me to go with him, aa he took no surgeon with the remains of his army, but in considera- 
tion of the slate of Buckby's health (he being very much weaker from the excitement of his 
dangerous journey on the IGth), acting on theadiico of .Sir Arnold Kemball, I obtained permission 
to remain behind until nuch time as Buckby should be able either to accompany me in rejoining 
head-quarters or be safely left behind at Kars. For ten days 1 remained within the fortifications, 
ready to attend any wounded that might onme in. I also volunteered to place my services at the 
disposal of Qhalit Bey, the principal medical oi^cer of Ears, hat the hospital orgnnisation of the 
city was in such a stale that I found 1 could be of very little use. In one of the hospitals I fonnd 
a young Englishman, Cowan by name, who was dying of consumption and the effeols of typhtui, 
from which he had only recently recovered ; he died on the 2Gth, and I saw him decently baried in 
the Christian cemetery at Kars. On the S7th Husaein Bey informed me thol if we wonted to leav* 
Kars for Erzcroom we must do so that day. Accordingly Buckby, who was now strong enongh to 
sit his horse, elected to go rather than stay behind, and we set oat, accompanied by Renison and 
Fortunato, our groom and a Persian, with two boggnge horses. (Dnrine his stay in Kan Bookby 
had been most hospitably entertained and kindly cared for by Dr. Schoepps, a German surgeon in 
the Turkish service.) Hussein Bey gave me letters to the Bussian general in case we should bdl 
into their handa, asking that we might be allowed to pnss through on our misson as independent 
volunteer surgeoni unconnected with the Torkiah army. Towards evening we fell in with a 
Cossack outpnat, who conveyed us blindfolded to the camp of General MelikoS, who refused to 
permit us to pass on towards Erieroom. After two days' detention in camp we were sent on to 
Alexandropol under escort, and, after a week's further delay, were subsequently sent on to Tiflia, 
where, through the intervention of Mr. Hicketts, H.B.M.'s Consul, we obtained our freedom. Al 
Tiilis we had to wait some time for the arrival of money from England, and at last we left TiSia, 
travelling through Kussia to Vienna, thence to Paris and home to England. At Vienna and Kuis 
we received most kind help and attention from Sir Andrew Buchanan and Lord Lyons. Beniaon 
uid Fortunato were Bent home to Constantinople from Vienna, rid Trieste. We arrived ta Landaa 
on Dec. 8, 1877, Buckby being convalescent, but very mnch weakened by his terrible illiiiwi aad 
privations.

SSCTIONS WORKED IN GO-OPERATION WITH TBE RED CRE30ENT 
SOCIETY. 

Red Crescent Transport. 

Early in Angnat a large trajiaport Berries waa eslabliehed by the E«d CreBcen 
Society for sorrice in the Balkans. By special arrargeraent Stafford Honse prorided 
he snrgical staff, medicines, inslramenta, &a., while the Bed Crescent defrayed the 
coat of the horses, wagons, and all working expenses. On Nov. 1 the lied Crescen 
took over the whole working of the section, and Sorgoon Stoker's services were trans 
ferrod to that society. Surgeon Weller was invalided to England, in November 
after a most dangerous attack of fever contracted in the Balkans. 

Peritd of combined »erv<ce : Aug. 21 to Oct. 31, 187".— Nnmber of wounded trans 
rorled daring that period, 2,0G2. The staff of this section consisted of Snrgeons 
Stoker and Weller, and Msssrs. Banfatber and Smith.

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PbJlippopolig, Sept. 8, 1877. 
On Aug. 23 I arrived at Yeci-Zaghrs, where I learned from tbe nitlitary commuideT tbM 
■ Snlelnuui PBcha bod left Ham Boghai fivp days before, anil wa« dov aiiackdng the enemy in the 
Bbipks 1^88, so I determmed Ui go to Eski-Zaghra. and from there to Eessnlik. I rode on in 
tzonl to lecore lodpng, Jcc, (or tbe horses. On entering the town, 1 was obliged to dismoorit and 
lesd nty horse ; the itrectn were so strewn with wounded, dead, and dying, to whom it seemed not 
tbe sligbtcst attention was being paid. I nw the head of tbe medical staff, who told me that 
there were onlj four dootors and surgeons to attend nearly 6,000 wounded. We set to work at 
ODCe, and drened EO cases before the night closed in. Tbe next day Dr, Wclier stayed in Eesanlik, 
and dressed with his own hands over 100 cases, and went to the camp with t«ti wagons and broti^t 
back 30 serioos cases. Tbe horses were very Eatigned, so he was obliged to rest them Ute next 
day; while Dr. Wellerand myself spent all day dresaing the woonded. We perfonoed three 
c^tal opetations and innomeiable small ones. I got 60 bollock -wagons from Suleiman I^oha, 
and slart«d the next day for Philippopolis with 2S0 wounded. For the most part, it was impos- 
sible that we could change their dressings every day ; bat we did as many as we oonld. On the 
third day we airived at Philippopolia. There was some difficulty in finding a plaoe to pat the 
wonnded in, as no prepanttions had been made. Tbe Paoha seemed to think it was my doty to 
And a place for my wounded ; but that waa clearly beyond my duty, so I roqoested him to do so. 
At length a place was foond, and the woonded deposited. I telegraphed to Mr. Keunett for twenty 
pairs of caoolets, and pnrpose bringing ten or twenty more w^ons. [JV'ofe. — I sent all I ooald 
spare, three pairs, — V. B.-Eennett.] I have established two slopping places on the road, and 
orrangcd with the head man in each of these villages that, when I send him word, he will have 
sufficient food ready for the number I name as aboat to arrive. There is an lu^nt need of doeton 
here and at Eesanlik.' I beg to call the attention of the Committee to the cioellcnt manner in 
which Dr. Weller and Lientenant Daufatlier have performed their ardaooa duties. 

JRrt«. — Dr. Wellec returned to Const antinople in October dangerously ill from fever, and wa 
nnrsed with great care and devotion by Mrs. Cullen (wife of Dr. Cnllen) in her own hoose, Tha 
following month he was invalided home. 



Varna Hospital. 

(CamUru^ iSrrritia ntith Bed Crrlfent.) 

Varna being a terminns of the Rustchab and Varna railway line, was selected 
for the establiahDient of a aniall hospital. By a special arrangement, the Red Cres- 
cent Society took over the building, and euppb'ed the greater part of the materiel, 
while Stafford Honae furnished the Bnrgical BfElT. Thia arrangement terminated on 
Nov. 1, 1878, when the Hed Crescent Society took over the whole working of t,h« 
hospital, inclnding the services of the Burgeons. 

Period of combined service: Aug. 3 to Oct. 31, 18?7. — Average nnmber of 
beds occnpied, 36; total number treated during combined Bervioe, 96. Sorf^eoDa 
Collen and Konvaras aerred on thia aection.

Stamboul, Aug. 38, 1877. 
On Ang. 20 I was plaoed in charge of the Ochur Eoppall liospibal, Stamboul. It is attached 
to the Medical School, and in ordinary time* is a civil one, devoted to the porpose of clinical 
toaohing, but at present is used exclusively (or military wounded. In a sanitary point of view it 
is well adapted for the reception of soldiers with foul and sloughing wounds, as it is a modem 
building, well ventilated and drained, and is situated, on a height overhanging the edge of the 
Bosphoms, well exposed to the cool brce«es from the Black Seaand Sea of Hanuora. It contained 
eu beds, which were all occupied by casea of shell and gon-Bbot wounds. Many of the men were 
suffering from ininriea of a serious natoie, but 25 wore discharged yesterday (19) cured, and the 
reminder are on a fair road to recovery. This happy resolt is In a great measure atlribulable to 
the hygiene, which for a Turkish hospital is very good, and also to the care and attention bentowed 
on the dressing of the cases by the senior sludonts. There are eighteen of these yeang men, who 
are very active and intelligent in the discharge of their duties. 



BEOORT) OF OPERATIONS. 



First Report by Dr. Buckle, Staff Surgeon, R.N., to the 
Chief- Commissioner. 

H.M.S. ' Akumdts,' B«ilt« B«y, Oct 1, 1877. 
Leaving Ckioalftiitinople by train f or Adrianople, I passed some trains of wounded soldiers sent 
from Sofia and Philippopolis ; Ihe Ufgcrportiim were suffering from comparatively alight wounda 
of tbe heiul and upper ertremitien. and were in ordinary third-class carriages ; the smallf^ per- 
centage of more severe injuries were acoommodated in cots 'fixed ' fore and aft in special cairiagcs. 
S. n. Roiime- All appeared to be contented, comfortable, and well looked aft«r. The energetic Dr. Barker was 
lisn R«ilway in charge of one of these Iraina. At Adrianople Station soup, bread, grapes and cifnrettes were 
Inuitputt. distributed to all; those going to Constantinople had their wounds re-drewed in the huts erected 

for that purpose alongside the railway ; the rest were sent in aiabaa to the large military boepital 
aboQt two miles from the city, one wing of which had been tamed over to the Stafford HoaM 
Committee, and where, at tlie time of my lisit. about two hundred cases were under the care of 
their surgeons, ondcr Dr. Mlror, and abont one thoosand sick soldiers were under the r^olar 
Turkish medical officers. 

Tlie patients were in modem to-sized wards (generally of aboat twelve beds) and in the oofti- 
dors. All had country-made wooden bedsteads (placed, of necessity, too close together) and vell- 
Glled chaff beds and pillows, and good, warm, dark-brown blankets. The wards were very clean, 
and fairly tidy, and the air in them was nnosually fresh and free from any unpleasant hospital 
odour ; the corridors (or one-sided verandahs) being open, and the doors and windows of the wards 
constantly kept open, free drcnlation of air was insured. The patients generally appeared com- 
forlahle, even cheerful, and grateful in the extreme tor the care, skill and attention they received, 
and appeared to have iinlimit»l confidence in the medical olUcers. Many expressed their anxiety 
to get well to rejoin tbeli regiments ; their rations seemed fair in quality, and suited lo their wanta. 
The norsea were soldiers told off for that special duty, and in which they seemed to take interest^ 
and to be very kind and efficient (comparing most favourably with the underpad and casually em- 
ployed so-called nurses in naval hospitals). The rations consisted of fresh meat, soup and bontlli, 
rice, brownish bread, vegetables, and fmit. The cooking was done in the Turkish end of the 
building, in the manner the men were accustomed lo. Cigarettes were issued, and smoking (a 
necessity, not a lunry, to a Turk) was allowed in bed. The resolt of the larger operations had 
been unosually favourable, the Turks, especially the Asiatics, being surprisingly tolerant of Bor- 
gery and very patient, many preferring not to take chloroform, but bearingpainful operations with 
stolid endurance. The prejudice a^nst amputations > was daily becoming leas, as the reports of * 
their good results spread amongst the soldiery. Medical officers not on duty were comfortably, 
though somewhat roughly, lodged in the Hfilel de rEuropo. 

Dnacrrt. — That loose flannel drawers instead of knitted drawers be supplied ; the Turks being 
habituated to loose clothing, anything; tight is irksome. 

At Sesanlik we found many of the houses standing, but all the windows, doors, stairs, b:. 
destroyed, all the former inhahilants eitlier massacred by Bulgarians, Russians, or Turks, or fled. 
The houses least dilapidated were being used as hospitals for the Turkish sick, of whom some four 
hundred wtre under treatment. There were three Italian or Greek surgeons of the Red CreHcent 
who had been taking charge of the wounded, but owing to some change in the Turkish adminiati*- 
lion they were leaving for Pfaihpjiopolis. The corpses had been removed from Ihe streets, but 
remains of those slaughtered in the houses were still mingled with the general ruins or had been 
eaten by the dogs. The bodies of the Bulgarians who had l>Gcn hanged on the trinmphal arch 
they themselves had erected on the entrance of the liussians into Sesnnlik. had been cut down 
and buried. The stench of the town was extremely offensive. The Turkish sick and wounded 
were but pootly attended to by their own people, those who were supposed to look after them 
being too few in numlter, and not doing even what might he done had seal, ability, or ordinarr 
attention been shown. Able English surgeons, with aothorily to act, would save some hundivda 
of lives here. *

In tlio plain to the Boath of the village of Shipka is the bead-quarters camp of bia Excellency Dr, Bi'ckle's 
Suleiman Pacha, about three hours' rido from Kesanlik. I found the Turkiflh hospital and the ^ B ni raiwrt. ^ 
StafFord House ambulance nnder the trees (« the right of the Turkiah position, whilst the Am- 
bnlaiice SthaatopouloB was on the left. The ambulance consisted of three small ahingle hilta, a \ 
ward or hut built of bnahea matted over poles, containing twelre good chaff beds, a smaller but 
similarly bosh-boitt hut Cor an operating tent, and some tents for Bl<ir«8> in which were a f^r 
sappl; of cotton, tow, carbolic acid, medical comforts, bales of bandages, Sie., with a few neccssaiy 
medicines. The patients bad just started by an oraba train for Philippopolis, so that the beds 
were ready for a fresh detachment of wounded then expected from tho batteries opposite Fort St. 
Hicholas. The air of tho camp was very offensive from the number of bodies of men and horses 
left unburied, though a doily improvement was taking place in this respect, almost all tho bodies 
on the Kesanlik road having lieen at least covered over with earth. The means of evacuation of 
the wounded from the front, as far as they went, answered welt, but the number of stretchers and 
bearers was totally inadequate to the demands upon them. All tho available cmphj/et went with 
the troops to theii front positions, but in sach hardly contested and deadly simggles, when often 
from 10 to 20 per cent, of the forces engaged required assistance, their energies and abilities were 
utterly overtaxed. Tho system adopted was that the surgeons and Btretchcr-bearers follow the 
first lino of troops, and on a man falling he was as soon as possible placed on a stretcher, and 
after the surgeon had attended to his immediote wants (generally under a heavy fire) he was 
carried to the rear, or on !« the ombulaace at the camp, vrhere what operations were necessary 
were performed, and he was detained until an araba train had been organised for the three days' 
road journey to the railway line at Philippopolis.' 

The capita] operations performed had been unnsnally successful, for ont of thirty there bad SurRica] opera- 
been bat three deaths, and there hod been scarcely any gangrene or erysipolas. I am speaking t'o""- 
now only of the patients entirely nodor the Stafford House surgeons' control. The sick, of whom 
there were considerable numbers (suffering chiefly from dysentery, diarrhcea, rheumatism, and 
fever), were as anxiona as the wounded to bo taken to the English ambulances, but that conld 
not be. They were all sent to the Turkiah hospital at the north-east of the camp, paat the village 
of Shipka. The accounts from these are very nnfavourable, and there is little doubt the charges 
of want of sbill and attention brought against the Turkiah medical attendants ore loo true. Their 
treatment of the aick and wounded in the araba trains on tho three or four days' journey from 
Bhipka to Philippopolis or Teni-Zaghra, and the neglected, half-fed condition in which the 
patients arrive at the large hospitals at Pbilippopolia, Adrianople, and Constantinople, deserve 
severe censure. Some of the wounded had not been dressed tor ten days, and their feeding bad 
been done 'by contract.' 

The trains of wounded from the Plevna and Orkhanie Sofia district tlirough Philippopolis, Suggcslioni for 
and from Shipka tlirough Yeni-Zaghra, all join the main line and pass through Adrianople to tranaport. 
Conslanlinople. It would save much suffering and many weary hoars of waiting if the entire 
control of these trains were handed over to tho energeticsargeonsof the Transport Department — 
Drs. Neylan, Stoker, Backer, and Messrs. Callen and Skelchley— instead of leaving it in the 
bands of local aothorities, who have no interest beyond their own district. 

At the front tho belief seemed general that. If it had not been for tho oasistance rendered by Ga»t retnlts of 
the Stafford House surgeons, many of the seriously wounded would have been diB[]atchcd where S. H. work, 
they fell lo prevent their falling into the bands of the BusBians and being mutilated. 

Everywhere the Red Crescent as the ambulance l>adge seemed to be known and respected 
by the troops of all tho nationalities composing the Ottoman forces.' The Turkish authorities 
promise every assistance, and really, in many coses, try to fulfil their good intentions. The good 
service the society is doing, and tho amount of suffering it relieves, can only be dnly appreciated 
by those who have been tbrouyh the utterly woatcd district and seen tie extremity of misery 
these poor Turkish soldiers, who are lighting so heroically for religion, hearth, and home, are 
enduring so patiently and pluckily.

Second Report by Dr. Buckle, R.N. 

HJI.9. 'AIeund™,"M»n:h 29, 18711- 
I proceeded to inspect the Stafford Bonae hoaptUla and ombnlonc^s in Stambool, wdA in the 
IPS betireeu there and the Rnasian hend-qoarters camp at San SteCaoo. 
I fnmid tho new building near the Oovemmeot Medical School at Stamboul to conaist of 
^ two dctaclied, shingle -built, oDe-stocy barracks, with led-dle roofs and (lat, false ceilings, aboirl 
260 feet long, 30 feet broad, luid 12 f«et bigb, the floor being- of concrete, the rides plastered, and 
the wliiilc whitewashed. Each waa divided by a transverse partition into two large wards, at 
the outer ertremilies of which wore tour small store-rooms — one for the dispensarf, one for tiie 
officers, and two for stores ; each ward was fitted with fifty beds, the four corner ones being 
screened off for special oasca. The closets were separated from the bnildingB, in Torkisb style, 
well trapped, and drained atrught int<i the sea, and easily Unshed. The bedsteads coosiated of 
two iron irestles, across which three thin planks were placed. They were very light, portAble, 
elastic, and cheaply made, and if any pai1« got broken or lost they coald be easily replaced — m 
tliey were admirably adapted for Geld service. The beds were of sacking, filled with weU wMbedand 
dried seaweed ; pillows (ilied with wool, cotton sheets, and wartn, dark Stafford House blankets. 

The wards were wanned by stoves, the iron pipes being laid boriiontally about one foot 
below the false ceiling and near the ends of the wards. Sand l>aths for keeping food and water 
hot were arranged round the stoves. The ventilation was by the end doors, large central sky- 
lights, and opposite windows, the upper half of which, slanting inwards when opened, directed tho 
in-current of air agunsl the flat ceiling. The water supply was plentiful, bal, like all in Con- 
stantinople, somewhat opaqnc, thoagh tasteless and odourless. Charcoal filters were in use, and 
efforts were being made to obtain a supply from a different source. The diets were aooording to 
the Tnrkiah tnilitary scale — 'So. 1 being rice water ; No. 2, thin broth and bread ,- No. 3, niilk, 
broth, bread, and rice ; No. i, pillaf, meat, soup, and 1 lb. of bread ; No. 6, 1| lb. of bread, mest 
stew, and milk ; No. G (the usual full ration), II lb. of bread, I lb. of meat, rice, flonr, vc^tables^ 
&C. Extras could be obtained, but were rarely needed. Winea and spirits were inaned when 
necessary. The demands for rations were kept by the capUin of orderlies and drawn from the 
commissariat ttorcs. 

Tho nursing was done by soldiers detached for that duty — one captain, one lieutenant, and 
S6 men for 200 beds, or, practically, two men to each ward in regular watches, day and night. 
The kindness and readiness to assist one another, so strongly characteristic of the Turks, makes 
this a fair allowance. Dressera had been offered from the Turkish Medical School, but I did not 
see any in the hospital. One of the ■ blocks ' (100 beds) was still occupied by invalids waiting 
passage to their homes ; they have probably by this lime been sent away, and the wards cleansed 
and filled with some of the thousands of sick and wounded now arriving from Krieronm, The 
dispensary was very conveniently though roughly fitted, and well stocked with drugs. The 
operating room was well lighted from two aides, and provided with instruments, and all that 
was absolntely necessary. 

Near these buildings, in the square of the Government Medical School, Baron Handy had 
erected his model hospital of twenty-six beds in one shingle-built block, divided into two wards 
by a central tongitodinal bulkhead or partition. The beds in a single row faced outwards 
towards the windows ; the fittings were somewhat elaborate; the ventilation, by low movable 
windows and large skylights in the slanting roof, though scientifically devised, seemed scarcely 
to answer so well as the through current of air from opposite windows in the Stafford House 
Hospital Tlie cases were chielly ampntations, frost-bites, and wonnds. 

The hospital for female refugees under Dr. Lagondakia, opposite the railway station, had 
its siity beds full ; the nursing was under the 3t. Vincent de Paul Society (how clean, bright, 
and cheery these nurses look in their starched caps !); fever, dysentery, and chest complainla 
predominated, bat the resnlta of espoanre and privation were marked in almost every face. 

Two hours' ride over an inegular alone causeway and marsh brought me to the village of 
Makrikoni, and in one of the best houses of the principal street I found the welcomed Bed 
Orescent flag over Dr. Sbelobley's hospital. It was a tno-storied building, tlie basement being 




used as offioea. Two apper floors contained four k 

bedfl (seven to dihb in a ward) ; the wide Innding- plHoes being set apart for special cases ; in 
upper one a aospected case of small-poi hod just been placed as I entered. Tbe paticDts ncre 
on thick sea-weed beds, with sbeets and blankets as in Stamitonl. The oases were chiefly 
medical. Dysentery, typhoid, agne, and chest complucts (the Turks seem to call all cases of 
eongh, dyspncES, and fever, by their equivalent to 'engorgement of the lungs'); but the pro- 
t feature in all the cases was intense debility, a, ptsyedontisbneHs, from exposure, cold, 

-work, and bad food. Borne of the men (and Dr. Sketchley, too) had 1ieen from two to three 
weeks before their arrival marching all day, sleeping in the snow, inanlUcieiitlj olad, and wilh 
IS of eitlier black bread and hard biscuit, or sometimes even without tliat. Ilest, warmth, 
good diet given cantionsly at first, the occasional use of stimulants, wine or brandy, soon relieved 
these 8ympt{ims ; many required no other treatment than time to allow nature to restore the 
balance of supply and demand. 

Before my arrival there had been some difficulty in obtaining bread, as the rations were 
■topped, and there was nothing to be bought 'in the linee'; bat through the persistent 
energy oE Dr. Bketchley, who organised a supply train from Stamboul, ail the patients wro kept, 
on fnll rations, thoagh the soldiers had to go without. The hospital rations, when once 
obtained, were on the same scale as in Btamboul. The water-supply was from a well in the 
enclosure or garden. It was semi-opaque, but gave no other evidence of imparity to snperficial 
examination. Boiling and charcoal tiltration rendered it as little injurious as possible. Little's 
disinfecting fluid was used in the wards with satisfactory results, and ss f ar as possible the dry- 
eortli system was employed in the latrines. The hospital was clean and orderly ; the wards 
were free from close or unpleasant odoiir (though I was told it was only maintained so by 
constant supervision, as tlie Turks, in common with many others, prefer Tog' to draught, and 
wiU close ail windows and doors directly they get a chance. The patients, despite their mala- 
die.s appeared cheerfid and extremely grateful for the treatment they received, and evinced it 
by the eager readiness to obey any order or to execate any wish of the snrgeons ; the men were 
only too eager to get back to military duty. ' Tf yim would Jight for lit half at tteB at you pare 
fertu, fhe Muteovet Kouldallbe in the Great Hirer {Danube), mm,' boXA asergetint I had known at 
Shipka, as I passed. 

From repeatedly confirmed evidence there can be no doubt that hundreds of Turkish sick 
and wounded were murdered by the RnaaianB during the retreat— Red Cross, Hed Crescent, and 
Geneva Oonvenlion notwithstanding. 

TliB whole medical work of Nedjib Pacha's division in the Sao 6tefano lines tell upon the 
Stafford Bouse hospital ; tliere were abont 6,000 troops in that part, of the field, and not a single 
Turkish medical officer. If it had not been tor the aid of the English ambulance, hundreds of 
lives must have been sacrificed. Ihe wrelchedness and misery in Uiis district fuUy justifies the 
Graphio'a sketch of the ' Koad to Constantinople ' (March 9, 1878). Besides the hospital work, 
soma 200 to 300 sick were attended in the tents or the open air daily; and some hnndrcds of 
refugees were employed along the causeways to bury the carcases and g^erally clear the roads ; 
but everywhere was mud, misery, and desolation. 



Constantinople Mosques. 

Repori from Sorgeon Babkeh (Jtemporarily attached to the Oompatsicmale Fund), 

Conjtantinoplo, March 2, 1878. 
In accordance with your wishes, I offered my services to the Turkish Compassionate Fund o 
Feb. 23, until such time as our ' Baraqne ' hospital should be ready to reoeive patients. I wi 
appointed to inspect the mosques of Bt. Sofia and Kullan Achmet, till on 36th inst., being joined . 
by Drs. Clement, Edmunds, and R. Leslie, wo were able to divide the work ; Dr. Leslie and my- 
self, each taking half of St. Sofia, and the others Saltan Achroet. I found both mosques very ' 
much overcrowded, and the people as a mle in a very bad state, in many cases being destitute of 
covering, In comparing what I have seen of these two moeqnes, I believe tliat of St. Sofia, though 
(Containing the greater number of fugitives, to be in a belter sanitary state, owing to Uie vast 
amount of cubic space obtained by its large dome and gallery, and its having three entrances in

The refugees, however, id St. 5olia belong to a poorec class, sad w tciy Bsdi 
more dcstitiitc Uuui Uioae in the Sultan Achmet. In St. Sofia the refaf;ees are all placed on IW 
gnmnd floor, the lajge gaiter? being qaite free. In the body of the tnoAqne tbej n* plaoMl M 
tranirene roiri, oqastting in familj drcles, having under them matting which ■■ niiiml orcr tb* 
whole floor, and anj articles of bedding which tiie; ms7 have been able to [aea art In IlKir 
flight. These laat are Dinallj piled in a heap in the ilaytiiiie,aDd gerre ag bonodary linea be» ■!— 
the Tariolu families. In addition to [he^ a few pols and pans, a hsndmill and a '"»"g»*, aad in 
■oroe instances a culwheel, which seems to be Icept as a socTenir of the old eoiuitr7, a» a rale, 
impriies the inventor; of their worldly goods. 

The refugees, who are all Turks, are to be toand in every conceivable nook with wtiidt 
the mosqne aboonds, and, being bnddled togrether, form hotbeds of lliose disease* which we so 
painfnlly making Ihetr presence fell. Eacli family receives daily half a loaf of bread tar ewab 
individoal member, whether adult or infant, from [he Tnrlcish Compassionate Fund, which, ttndet 
the able direction of Mr. Bartlett, is doing a noble work. On no occadon has a caae of any 
family's "latm been paosed over, and they all seem contented. Although many of the refugees an 
Tery poor, they manage aomehow to get leeks and halvah, kc.. to make their bread more fnlatable, 
and I have often seen stont, able-bodied refugees connling considerable snms of caiin§ bdonging 
ihemseives. 

With regard to the kinda of sickness prevaleot. We immediately detected the presence of 
Hmalt-poi, the cases of which were scallered variously over the mosque, bat were in mncfa greats 
niunberinand about the overorowdrd nooks. Most of the cases were of a mild type, and the anfferen 
in all cases children. On the 22Dd and 23id ioat., thiongh the kindness of theiorgconin chargeof 
the TuAish Compassionate Fund's women's hospital, and Marco Pacha's, we were enabled to 
obtain some lymph, and thus we were able to vaccinate a good number. We expected to meet 
with opposition on the part of the parents, bnt were agreeably surprised that they flocked annnd, 
and contended amongst themaelvee as to whose child should be vaccinated nexL I was very aonj 
wbenlfonnd some of those vaccinated a few days afterwards down with Bmall-pox. Bnt this aamimt 
ei lymph was only like a dtop in a bucket, and we oiuid not obtain more unless by paying mosl 
exorbitant prices ; this I found was due to lymph being a marketable article. I hare been inftmwd 
that medical men sell it at the rate of lOi. per tube. I wrote to London for some to the National 
Vaccine Est^lishment, and hope to receive it in a day or two. At first onr chief woA wm to 
hunt out the small-pox cases, and have them isolated, but we eoconntered great oppoeitioii, owing 
it of hospital accommodation and objections of the parents, tiU Mr, Bartlett, by his iiiinailm 
e^rfs, obtained from Marco Pacha a promise that some baraqne hospitals which were in the oourK 
of oonstruction for the National Committee shoold be prepared to receive small-pox case* the 
following day. We found it impossible to send the children without the mothers. These went 
very reluctantly, in many cases running out of the mosque and hiding so that they might not be 
scut. To sach an extent was thia carried on, that we were obliged to apply again to Marco Pada, 
who kindly gave us an officer and men, with full powers to remove any cases we might direct. 
The cases at first discovered on my side of the mosque (since it is of these only I can speak) woe 
all of the discrete form, and as a rule not very severe, but towards the middle of the week tbnr 
number incresseil. and sGvenkl very bad cases of a confluent type appeared. Borne of these it was 
very difficult to discover, owing to titeir being intentionally concealed hy the parents in the folded- 
up bedding or any available place. Towards the end of the week the cases decreased In number, 
bat I am certain that on my side alone I could not have seen less than 60 separate cases during 
tlie week. A carious coincidence in this epidemic is the immunity which adolts enjoyed, the 
most part being children under two years of age. I have only heard of one adult being attacked. 
I visited as a rale each day the small-pox baraquea, and found one containing 30 beds filled on 
the first day of opening. It was a strange sight to see mothers perfectly healtby, in many cases 
never having had smatl-poi, norsing their children. Tliey oonld not be prevailed on to leave 
them, although there are Sisters of Cliarity and special nurses appointed to attend to them. A 
Turkish doctor was appointed to look after them, but for the lirst 36 hours I found they had 
nmther had foodnor medicines, except a small qoautity of milk, and indeed were without disin- 
fectants till I took them some from our store. The sanitary state is reduced to a decided 
Tn iniTp ntn, Owing to the latrines being placed between the two adjacent baiaqnes on either aids 
of the communicating closed passage ■. Another formidable evil we have tried to remedy is the 
bringing back to the mosque, from the hospitals, patients before they liave passed through the 
Infectious stage ; and since the Turkish surgeons will insist on dismissing them, we have no h«]p 
bat to Bend Ihom back to the banqnei. The other chief diseiwes which we meet are tjpfaold 



fcnd intermittent fevers ; scabies, ohiefiy of tlie pustular form; rheumaliam, frost-bilea nnd Bore 
throats, not to xpeak of the ooogha and colds and petty aches of which iiearl}' eTeryone complains. 
To these we f^ve medicines suoh as we have at our disposal, and send the severest cases to 
hospitals where there is room. In addition we distribute milk dailj, and every alternate day soup, 
: requiring better nourishment. On two occasions we have disinfected the 
mosque, once witli Little's Flnid and once with carbolic acid.

A train of Riusian prisoners arrived here the other day, talien i 

■e several wounded, and all looked seedy enough. I asked the Minister of War it jj^^j 
there would be any objection to onr giving soup to the wounded, ' On the contrary,' was j 
the reply, ' we shall fuel obliged if you will treat theui with thesaine courtesy and hmpitality 
which you show to our wounded.' Accordingly, I had soup served as usual. The behaviour 
of the Turks towards their prisoners was excellent ; the faintest buzz of curiosiiy wns 
checked, and tlie Turkish soldiers helped the wounded BuMians from the wagons, and 
carried thum olT with every care 



Extract of a Letter from Captain Buhnaut on Ihn Stafford Hoiisf 
HoxpUala in Roninfilid. 



I arrived at Adrianoplu liLst week, and visited the hospital which is under the supi:rvisi"n 
of the Stafford House Committee siLTgeons. You will be glad to hear that every attention is 
being paid to the wounded. The wards are clean, lofty, and well ventilated. The food | 
supplied is of good quality, and there was an expreanion of pteMiire which passed over the 
pour sufferers' coiintennnoea as the English surgeouc walked around the wards and enquired 
after each man's ailment. I conversed with several of the patients, and they expressed 
their hearty gratitude to the subscribers to the Stafford House fund, the ' Inglis,' as the 
wounded men termed them, who had sent out such skilful and kind practitioners. 1 
enquired of the medical men if any difficulty was placed in their way with reference to 
aurgicil oper.-itinna, &c., by the Turkish authorities. I was assured that this whs not the 
case. In no instance had any opposition been made to the perfurnance of an operation, 
prr)vided that the wounded man himself (the most interested individual) was a consenting 
party, lu several instances the Turkish surgeons had called on the Stafford House medical 
men to amputate in that part of the building which is set aside for the Turkish hospital — 
thus freely acknowledging that the Englisbmen were more skilful operators than the Turks 
themselves. At Philippopolis there is only one Stafford Honse surgeon, as Dr. Eoclex, the ) 
other doctor, has been lately invalided to Conptantinople. There are a great manywomided ^ 
men in this town : 75 of them ore looked after by the Stafford House siirgeuii, to whom I 
have referred. He has more work to do than he can properly perform, and the simner he 
has some more assistance the better. [Note. Dr. Calfoglou sent a few days later to rephice Dr. 
Sccleft.] I arrived in Sofia yesterday, and visited the Stafford House wards. The wounded ^ 
men have every attention paid to them ; they are well looked lifter and caicd fur an they ^ 
would be in any London hospital. Tliere are altogether 150 patients, who are attended to 
by the Stafforil Honse medical gentlemen.

It would, I believe, be rety difficult to find any person who could dispute the great •ervice" 
rendered, Dot aleme to bomanitjr.bat to the inleresla ot England b;the Slaflord Hook Oomniittee 
and otber Societies and persons wbo demoted (heii time and monej for the relief of snflBring 
Bjnoog the Torka and alministered this relief. This work, aa & resalt, miut not be regarded a» 
having been limited to the saFing of life and the oUeriation of Bofferinf;; it went for bejotld tlu& 
The Ottoman Mabommedans have for generations past regarded Rnglanct as tbe faithful and ooa- 
■tanl ally of their conntry, and the English people as their fino friends and proteclora. Tha 
breaking oat of the war with Bn»ia was a sore Irial to their faith, and, bat for the noble eftorts 
of the Slalford Honse Committee, of Lord Blantyre, whose generous contribntioos and onweariBg 
attention to the wants of woonded Torkiah soldiers reealted in the saving of manj lives, and la 
the oontribntion of the British Kational Aid Society, the shock experienced by th«m at the 
Dealtalitf of England which they regarded as an abandonment and an entire seveianoe ot tjie old 
ties of friendship, wonjd bare resulted in completely and irretrievably alienating their love and 
re«pect from England and the English people— result s which wonld probably have serionaly com- 
plicated political relations and added very serious, if not iusaperable, dlfficnlties lo the iolntion 
of the Eastern Qoeation. In tbe aid sent from England to the soldiers who were engaged in a 
death-slroggle for their faith, the Maliommcdana felt and learned that the heart of the English 
people was still tnrncd towards them, and that, however, as a nation, policy might compel Englaod 
to act as individoals, the English were ready to aid and give them comfort in their hopeless 
struggle. The Tarks went to tbe war irritated against what they believed to be tlie daplioity ot 
the English, wbo, they asserted, enconraged them to resist the Bossinns and then deserted them. 
The dose of the war saw a mighty change ; thongii crushed, the Turks no longer bore animosity to 
the English, they no longer resenled the non -interference of England, but lliey blessed and prayed 
for the nation which, remembering them, in their sufferings, sent them food, clothing, and medi- 
cines, and able devoted men to heaX their wonnded. Thoosands of soldiers spread over the empire 
related how they had been cared for, nnrsed and saved by the English, and gralitnde for England 
rapidly manifested itself thronghont the country. This grratitnde is no passing sentiment, but it 
is BO deeply rooted (and I »a.j this from a perfect knowledge of the sabject) thai the Ottoman 
Hahomrocdana would now follow England in any coarse i^he chose to steer if she but placed herself 
at their head. This feeling, now so universally felt by all Ottoman Turks, has resulted from the 
impnlses of those persons, who, putting aside political opinions and leanings, listened alone to 
the dictates of bnmanity, and by their noble action not only saved the lives of thousands of men 
who were worthy of all the aid given to them, but restored to England (hat inSuence in Turkey 
without which her political interests wanld have been seriously complicated. 

Tbe treaty between Turkey and Russia may after all prove but a truce, the question* involvad 
in that treaty are so intricate that tbe probabiEity, which verges on almost certainty, is that mine 
blood-^moch more blood — must be abed before tbe Elastem Question can be finally settled. 
Guided by this belief, I ventore to make a few suggestions as to the organisation and working tA 
liospitala which British philanthropy may again establish in aid of the Turks. The Keal, enei^, 
and devotion shown by the ambnlance stall who were employed in Tnrkey dnriog the late war 
cannot be loo highly eulogised. Hy long acquaintance with Turkey, tbe knowledge I gained ot 
the Turkish army daring the siege of Kars in 1865 and during the Monlenegnn war of 1660-Cl, 
and tbe experience I acquired in hospital organisation and administration at Erzeronm, embolden 
me to make the following remarks : — 

The Turkish soldier in bis home seldom eats meat, ond his beverage is water. The prodocta of 
milk and of wheat consIiIul« the staple fond of the people. Personal comtorln, sach as good 
bedding, nice rooms, solid food, itimnlnling beverages, nre unknown and are unsonght for. To 
give, therefore, to men whose blood may l>e said lo be free from all i nfl am matory matter snch food 
M drink oi a British voldier rcQuiies when under sur;;ii.'id Ireatment n'uuld be unnecessArj' and 
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vrith comforts to which they are ntte 
se oontaining medical oomforts should

The Turkieli drensera were found very apt at their work, and with little training they became 
very efBcienl, and this can be said of all the attendants. It is to be expected that in wliatevor 
town Bn hospital is established there will be likewise a Turkish military hospital ; consequent!}-, as 
in Ereeronm, the food for (he slaS and the patienlB would be supplied from the kitchen of iJie 
Turkish hospital where oooks who know how to prepare dietary food are employed. The clothing 
and blankets »ent (o Krrernum were excellent, and proved most useful. I would, however, make 
the following suggestions; — 

Soeit. — The native socks being stronger and cheaper than those sent from England, I advise 
the purchase in the country of those artiolea, instead of their being sent from Kngtand. 

Slipi>m.—\ found that list slippers, though warm and comfortable a< tirst, soon ceased to be 
so. It is impossible to keep the patients from getting them wet, and when once wetted they were 
soon abandoned. The native leather slipper is much better, and ought to take the place of those 
Bent from England. [Xiite. — All socks and slippers for Sloffurd House Committee hospitals were 
bought in Turkey.] 

In conclusion, I think I but fulfil a duty in bearing witling and hearty testimony to the great 
good effected by the hospitals established during the late war in aid of the wounded of the Turkish 
armies. The number of Uvea saved through their agency I cannot estimate, but if all the hcs- 
pitals ware as successful as the ' EngJUh hospital ' at KrKeioum, the results must have been very 
brilliant, for from that hospital alone fmm 300 to 300 patients were discharged ' cured ' every 
month. Anything I oould say in praise of the volunteer surgeons who worked in Erxeroum 
would become meaningless before the splendid results of their labour and devotion ; they have 
raised for themselves an enduring monument in the many hundreds of lives they saved, in the 
loudly-expressed gratitude of the soldiers, and in the respect and love for England which they 
have received in the heart of the Mosaalman peasant. A> Ol

WiTB the view of prsservinj; some record of tlie work of the medical ofBcert of the 
Stafford House Comiuittee, in regard to the medical, aurffioal, and sanatory aspect* uf the 
duties in which they weiu engagiid during the recent RuMo-Turkish war ; a circular waa 
recently addressed to each, in which he wus reqiiusted to note hix peTsonal experience of 
certain important (juestionB of a technical nature, that might have couih iindtir notice during 
hi* period of Hervice in the Eant. 

The large field for observation, of disease and of the injuries incidental to warfare, 
that was necessarily presented under such exceptionally difficult and trying circumstances as 
those to which the Turkish army was exposed, naturally offered an opportunity uf studying 
many questions of an interesting character, and warranted the conclusion that, not only 
would important information be deriyed from, but that tangible evidence would be afforded 
by it, thai the benefits of medical science hod been largely conferred on the sufferers in a 
campaign that has been unusually fertile in disease and suffering ; and this conclusion bos 
been amply justified. 

The general report deals with the subjects of administration, distribution of ambulanoee, 
the Burrices of the personnel, and expenditure ; it is thei-efore proposed in the medical 
report merely to supplement that information by such reports of special interest as may have 
furnished in reply to the circular above referred to. 

Of the answers received, three or four contain matter that is of sufficient interest to 
be recorded aa a contribution to tlie medical hiatoiy of the campaign. It is to be remem- 
bered, however, that the arduous duties and incessant labours incidental to the peculiar 
character of the services in which these officers were engaged, must have rendered continuous 
or detailed case-taking and recording of proceedings difficult, and often impossible. It is, 
therefore, not strange that material for a history of the purely medical and surgical work 
performed should, under the circumstances, be meagre, or, indeed, in some respects, want- 
ing ; especially as many of the medical officers may not have rcceivixl the circular, some 
having proceeded abroad, others having entered various departments of the public eervicea, 
iiiidertakun other duties, or changed their abode, leaving no address ; whilst one at least is 

Mr. MacKellar, of St. Thomas' Hospital, whoa[>eut some muntlis with theTurkisliforc«B, 
hu submitted a report or rathvr summary of his observations, which, being that of a motro- 
polilon hospital sittgeon, will have the peculiar weight attaching to the opinion of an ofKcer 
of large and varied experience. 

It is to be regretted, lioivever, tliat so little should remain on permanent record of 
the experiences of a body of surgeons who had special opportunity of dealing, on a large 
scale, with matters of prominent interest to military medicine, surgery and hygiene. 
> The great leosons to be derived from such opportunities as those afforded by the Turkish 

anny should be intereeting and instructive ; and there is no reason to doubt that the 
medirsl ofticcrs did, as for as llicir hc»vy woik permitted, avail themselves of such chanc*' 
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as they had of profiting by them ; tlierefure, whilst thoroughly acknowledging the vnhiable 
■ervicea they perfurmud, we can only accept without comment whatevar they had laianre 
ill record and place at our disposal, aa it would be obviously unjust, under the circum- 
stances, to be hypercritical, or to expect rtpjrt* in detail. But it nmy be hojwd that mora 
infonuation will ultimately be contributed by them in relation to the suhJectH of hygiene, 
epidemic and endemic disease ; injuries from gun-shot and other projectiles ; sword and other 
hicised or punctured wounds ; tetanus, pyBtmia ; blood-poisoning ; osteo- myelitis, gaugrene; 
amputations, resections and their resulta, and conservative surgery generally ; antiseptic 
surgery, the use of elUorofomi, ether, or other anieathetics; and other subjects which 
probably have engaged their attention, and on which tmr knowledge being by no means 
complete, any further information would be valuable. 

The report by Dr. Molvor gives a brief summary of the surgical proceedings of the Thr vnrioi 
Stafford House hospitals at AdrianopJe, and will convey also a gtiod notion of the general *"''tP"' 
character of the work done elsewhere by the same department. 

The report by Mr. fiarker gives some interesting information in regard t<i the surgical 
treatment of gun-shot injuries. 

Mr. Weller also contributes some interesting memoranda. 

The report by Mr. Eeclas is an interesting contribution on the subject of the infiuences 
of malaria on the troops and especially tlie wcmnded. As the result of direct personal 
observation, it is a valuable addition to the medical history of the campaign. 

Mr. Mackellor'a report is an interesting summoty of his personal exjierience of the 
medical and sanitary proceedings that occurred during part of the operations of the Stafford 
House Committee Medical Service. 

Dr. Pinkerton's report is also a valuable summary of his experience in connection with 
the Stafford House Medical Service, and would have been extended to a greater length had 
space permitted. 



A ^hort Account of four hundred Surgical Casfs treated at tkt- Stajford 
House Military Hospital at Adrianople. By Robert McTvoh, M.D. 

While in charge of the ahove-named Lospilal, I noted Ihe following cases, which are of .sur- 
gical inlerest:— t 

We occupied a building which was fonncrly a cavalr}- barracks. Tbrco- fourths of this build- 
ing had been destroyed by fire at some distant date, and as the remainder had not I 
for a very long time, much had to be done to make it suitable for an hospital ; and though we 
had not all we wished, oeverlheleas, I think those who visited it were not nnf avoorably impressed 
with the general arrangements, the cleanliness and cheerfnl appearance and satisfactory answers 
of our patients. During oiu residence at Adrianople we received every kindness and assistance 
from the Military and Civil Qovemor, Djaemal Pacha, and most kindly feeliugs existed at all 
times betweea oa and the Turkish medical officers. Had it not been for the excellent arrange- 
ments of Mr. Eennett and his assistants, in forwarding to os all necessary supplies on the shortest 
notice, much of out time would have been lost, and consequejitly mnch snffcring left unrelieved. 

J<et me briefly draw attention to the state of our paLieots on admission. Tbese soldiers were 
for the moat part womided at Plevna or Shipfca, and had passed through a most severe ordeal in 
reaching ns ; in many instanoea the wounds wore of (wo or three weeks' standing, and being con- 
veyed from the Held on arabas, there had been very few opportnnities of having them dressed. 
Suppuration in all cases had done much to weaken the patient, and in some bad accomplished 
irreparable injury. During the anmmer many of the wounds were alive with maggots, the ap- 
pearance uf which was disgosting. Dianhcea, dysentery and fever caused many to snccumb 
during this season ; when winter set in this slate of matters was even worse. Food was to be ob- 
tained in neither sufficient quantities iioi qualitj^ and in moat cases a series of soup-kitchens, 
established by Stafford House along the route, afforded the only nourishment the men had to sub- 
sist on for several days. The dt^pressing indnenceof ihe intense cold on men debilitated by severe 
and suppurating wounds was severely felt. When a numtier of woiiiided arrived a' Adrianople 
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we [nefced out ail the severe caaea for tlie bospila], ao that our t 
treating trivial woanda, which coold be looked after bj' the Torks. 

I Bhsll cnmmtnce withwotiDdsof the upp<^r extremities, and may remalk that these accident! 
are not bo dangerous 1o life as injuries of the lower eztremities : that the prognosis U much 
inBaenced hj the amount of destmclion of soft parts, the extent of splintering of the bone, injury 
to the principal vesselii or nerves, or complications Bach as diarrhom or djienterj. Frsctnres of 
the humerus caused by hullets are always compoand ; in many instances the hone will be fooDd 
splintered longitudinally, causing a number of loose spioulae of the bone to penetrate the soft 
parts, which, if not carefully removed, cause much irritation. I have collected 4t csaes of this 
accident. Five of tliese involved the ahonlder, and two the elbow joint. Of the 37 cases which 
did not involve either joint, nineteen required no operative interference except the removal of 
foreign bodies from the wounds, opening abecesses as they formed, and keeping the broken fng- 
menia of bone at rest by well-padded splints. In fourteen cases we had to resect more or less of 
the hnmems, and of these one death followed from diarrhiEa, which resisted treatment, the re- 
mainder being discharged with useful arms. In four instances it was found necessary to ampalste, 
and three of these cases recovered, leaving hospital with good srampe. Three of the operations 
wne performed at the junction of the upper and middle thirds of the bone by anterior and 
posterior skin and muscular Bapa. The reason why we included the musclef in the itja waa on 
Bocoimt of the sloughing which followed if only skin and areolar (issue were included ; when the 
muscles were included no slonghing took place. The fourth patient's arm was amputated at the 
middle third. The necessity for ampafation aiof« in one case on account of luemorrhage from 
(he bronchial artery, caused by the separation of a slongh, which was probably produoed by the 
bullet at the time of receiving the injury. In the other three eases extensivo neecoaia of the 
homenis, with much destruction of the soft ports, accompanied by profuse snppnration, whi^ 
would have ended in death bad the limbs not been amputated. In the case that ended in death 
evoiything'went on remarkably well for the Gxst fourteen days, when an atlHck of dysentery set in 
which soon caused a fatal termination lo the already exhausted patient. 

In two cases the elbow joint was involved, the bullet having splintered the lower end of the 
bumcnis, which was followed by inflamiualion and suppuration of the joint. In one of these 
cases the amount of destructian of parts was so extensive that amputation of the ann had to he 
performed through the lower third, the patient malting a good recovery. In the second case ex- 
cision of the joint was performed, and although Uie operation wa9 performed with ever; poosiblr 
precaution, the wound being well syringed out with a solution of chloride of lino and corboliaed 
tow applied as a dressing ; nevertheless erysipelas set in and caused much delay in the healing 
process ; but in the end be recovered, having a useful arm, being discharged after the lapse of 1!S 

In the five cases which involved the shoolder jotr 
be necessary In three ; the other two patients were n 

operation, and in these two death followed from exhaustion. In the other three cases amputatioa 
was performed at the shoulder joint, after ■ Larrey's ' moChod. One of these patients made a good 
recovery; the second died on the Uth day, from bronchitis and diarrhoea; the third died on the 
second day, from ooll^ise. 

Fractures of the bones of the forearm are not serious accidents. I have notes of ■ixteen 
severe cases of this accident before me, eight of which were treated without operative interfetcaoe, 
except the removal of dead spicnls of bone, opening abscesses or sinuses when such existed, keep- 
ing the broken bones at rest by means of anterior aud posterior splints, and dressing the wounds 
d^ly. In six cases more or less extensive necrosis of one or both bones took place, and had lo be 
rese«tcd. In one of these cases so operated on, death followed from gangrene of hand and lower 
part of forearm ; in this case the limb should have been amputated, but at no time after his ad- 
mission could we get his health into a condition to bear it. In two cases amputation of the fore- 
arm was performed on account of extensive destruction of the soft parts, with extensive necroaii 
of the bonra of forearm, and in both cases a good recovery followed. In two cases, which had no 
operation performed on them, death was caused by gangrene, accompanied by diarrhiea. These 
two patients were in so debilitated a stnte on admission that it was thought proper not to 
interfere. 

Bullet wounds of the wrist, including ail tVose eases in which the bullet passed throngh tji« 
bue of the metacarpal bones, the carpal bones, or the lower end of the bones of forearm, so as to 
involve the Joint at any part, are conveniently treated of together. Twenty cases of this accident 
were admitted, and although only one death occurred, nevertheless we had a great deal of troahl*

When mucti inflammation existed we kept the 

I band in a hot bath for a tew honis daily, with much relief to the patient and benefit to the 

I wound ; tnany of theee patients were dischareed from hospital with the parts healed up, bat 

; with a stiff wrist joint. In some cases sinusoa existed leading down l« dead bone, but the re- 

r? which took place in some of these cases, which should have been removed by amputaiion, 

impressed me very much with the reparative powers of the constitution of a. Turk. Injuries lo tlie 

fingers and metacarpal bones only require ordinary treatment. Fort; of these accidents were 

treated by us. In two cases part of one or more metacarpal bones were removed, in thirteen cases 

one or more lingers were removed, and in no case did death follow. It was remarked that 

amongst the Arab soldiera the first finger of the right hand was sliot off very frequently, but 

I wliel tier or not the soldiers took this means of avoiding service I was not able to satisfy myself. 

Flesh wounds of the upper extremities are not followed by serious consequences excepl< the 
large vessel of the limb he injured, hut such injuries were treated on the field, and consequently 
did not reach as. Of 50 cases of wounds involving the si)f t parts only two died, and in both cases 
the patients were much exhausted by suppuration and diarrhoea. The treatment of superiicial 
wounds is simple. The bullet should be removed, if possible, as much snppuration is caoaed by itji 
presence, abscesses should be opened iu the most dependent position as soon as detected, the 
Wuuod shoulcl he cleansed daily by means of a good stream of carbolic acid lotion, and a dressing 
of lint wet in some lotion, such as chloride of zinc or carbolic acid, applied, or, what I prefer, a 
pad of carbolised tow — no dressing, from my experience, l>eing equal to il for suppurating wounds. 
1 shall speakof it more in detail afterwards. 

Bullet wounds of the lower eitremiiies are far more serious than those of the upper 
extremities. Wounds of the hip-joint are most fatal aceidetils. I have never seen a patient 
recover whose hip-joint was injured, Fraclures of the femur and injuries to the knee-joint are 
also very serious on accoiut of the amount of suppuration whioh is sure to follow. Wounds of the 
leg and foot ore not serioos, except complicated. No class of cases arc more unsuited than these 
are for removal from one locality to another, and in no accident received on tbo field was the 
result of neglect shown more vividly than in these. 

Bullet wounds of the blp-joint ore most serious accidents, and in nil cases where the health 
of the patient will permit, the soft ports not extensively destroyed or the bone maoh splintered, 
excision sliould be performed at once, and the jatient kept at the nearest hospital and not re- 
moved under any circumstances. If excision is rendered impossible, amputation should then bo 
performed, for neglect of operative interference in these cases is to leave the patient to certain 
death, when some chance of life, with perhaps a useful limb, if the joint had been excised, might bo 
ptonixscd by timely and judicious operative interference. Six cases nt this accident were admittpd 
by IIS, but sappomtion of the joint bad already put them oat of the range of operative interference. 
The pus hod burrowed between the muscles of the gluteal region { hectic fever, diorrhtca, or 
pyiemia followed after some weeks and caused the death of the patient. 

Fractures of the femur are most difficult accidents to bring to a sncceasIuUerminal.ion, and in 
no case of gun-shot injuries should more care be given on the Geld than to these. Every case 
should he carefully examined as soon after the receipt of the injury as possible, andevery possible 
circumstance brought to beat on the point of operative interference ; (or now is the time to decide 
on the future course of procedure, now the patient's life is in the balance, and a step in the wrong 
direction or neglect inadopling the proper line of treatment issure in the end to cost your patient 
his lite. If yon have a femur exteuMvely splintered, with much injury to the soft parts, a large 
vessel lorn, or the principal nerves of the limb injured, or the bullet lodged in the bone, my 
advice is to remove the limb at once, tor by so doing you give your patient the only chance of 
recovery, while by adopting an expectant treatment the chance of recovery is very bad. If the 
bone l>e very little splintered, the vessels and nerves intact, the ballet having passed out of the limb 
or so that it can be easily extracted, and agood hospilAl convenient, witli all the necessary appliances 
for the proper treatment of so grave an accident, then yon may have a diance of saving the limb ; 
but even under the^r favonnibic circnmstances Ihe surgeon shnuli) not fail to examine the limb 
daily, and see himself ttiat Ihc drcssingsarcproi-crlyapplied, that noj Mi* burrowing between lh« 
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9 improperly piwlded eplints, and

care, both from the mirg-pon and nunse, that Ihpse oases are treated auccessfallj. We treated 
twelrc cases of fraclnre of the femur, aid the reanlt was anything but satisfaetni?. On ad- 
miral on suppuration had eBiablidhcd ilsclf, the ends of the broken boni-g were' gurrounded b j pus, 
wbich in nome instajices had bitrrowtd for a conEidirrable length amongst the moKles of the 
thigh, necroniB of part of the fomur had taken place, or vas about to do so, the patient's appetite 
was failing, diarrhcea, hectic fever, or in some instances a low form of blood-poisoning, gtadnally 
caused the patient lo succnmb, but in many coses death did not take pla'?e till after some months. 
Even Qtideribese circumsTatices fotir of our patients surriTed, but it was not till after months 
that they were able to be discharged from hospital, their constilntions being shaken (o the very 
foandatioD. In (wo cases we amputated throu^'h the lower third of the thigh, but dt^atb followed 
from tetanus in one case ond from exlianstion in the other. 

Ballet uronndii involving the knee-joint are most serious acddenta, and rei|nire much care and 
aocurate knowledge Co bring them to a sailsfactoty termination. If the joint be at all injared, 
ampntation should be pnrformed at once ; for to excise a knee-joint on the field, where no hospital 
is convenient, with every requisite for their treatment, leaves tlie patient a poor cbanc« for 
recovery, and it is only where sooh eris's that excision should be attempted. Six cases of this 
accident were admitted into oar hospital, hut neglect Bi the front had already pat them put 
operative interference, such as ezcisian. and in two teases in which atnimtation was performed, 
death followed in one eight days after the operation, from eihanstion ; the other case recovered. 
In two of the casesthe joint was very little injured, and anchylosis followed, and in the remaining 
two tosca death look place. 

Fractures of tlie bones of the leg are not near so (htloiis accidents as might be ima^ned on 
superticinl examination, and primary amputation ie only colled for when there 
■miction of the soft parls with injury to the principal vessels. I have notes of 
this accident before me, and these were all severe cases, which required much care. In six oaaes 
resection of part of the tibia was performed, and five of these made a good recovery, only one 
dying from dysentery and not from the operation. In one case ampntation was performed at Ilie 
upper third, for ezt«iisive destruction of the soft parts, with much gplintering of the bone ; but 
death followed on the second day. the patient's strength not being able to witlistand the shock ol 
the operation. The remaining twelve cases were treated with much eire. Their wounds were 
dresaed daily, all pus being removed by means of carbolic acid lotion, abscctisps were carefolly 
watched and opened, Clyne's splints were well jioddcd ond carefully applied, all pieces of necrosed 
bones were removed, and good food, tonics and stimulants administered in some inslances. In 
two of these cases diarrhcea, and in one dysentery, caiised death. 

Bullet wounds, involving the ankle-joint, tarsal bones, and ba?o of the metalarsn] bones, ani 
all conveniently put in the &ame clnss, for in most caaeji an accident to one of these parts involve* 
one or all of the remaining articulations. Sicision of the ankle-joint is not looked on with 
much favour by most military surgeons, and amputation should not he performed nnteae mabh 
desCmetion of the bones bos been produced. I have been led to helipve in the e.xpe«taat 
treatment in these accidents from watching' a number of cases in our hospital at Adrianoide 
which were eonsider«d proper cases for amputation, but the patients bad refused to labmit 
to the operation ; in these cases wc removed all dead bones as they became necrosed, removed 
all sloughs, gave the pus a free exit, in most cases kept the fool in a hot-water bath for a few 
hoars daily, and sorronnded the whole fool with carbolised tow, gave the patients plenty of 
fond, and, if neoes^^, stimulants. Under Ibis treatment, although the amount of snppim- 
tion was very great, and exercised a very debilito'.ing influence on the health of the patient, 
the reciverics which in most cases took place were satisfactory in the extreme, the p^tienl 
being able tawalk out of hospital with a very fair foot. I have notes of 48 casesof these aoddenia. 
and nine of these ended in death ; we excised one or more of the tarsal bones in eleven caws on 
Booonnt of necrosis, and in one instance Chopart's operation was performed with suooeaa. Wo 
treated live case* of injuries to Ihe toes, and in every case one or more toes bad to be removed ; in 
no case did death follow. Flesh wounds of the lower extremities are of very A-equent oocarretUM ; 
both legs are injured in a good many instances. 1 have seen ca^es where the ballet passed throngh 
the posterior part of both thighs without injuring any important stmcture ; these injuriei require 
mneh care in their treatment ; all foreign liodies should be carefully remnved : the wound should ba 
dressed with lint saturated in the compound tinotnre of bensoin, nr, what is better, carbolised towj 
perfect rest should be inir^ircd if possible. When pus has formed, a free exit shcold be allowed Iq 
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it ; tor, il Dot, it wUl be nure U) burrow between t)ie muscles of the oalf or tbig-b and pat (he life of 
the patient in extreme dangei' ; this was brought very plainly before me b; watching a few cases 
that were admitted into hospital with the whole mnsclea of the thigh, from Lhe knee to the hip. 
forming one large abscess ; in these cases maay incisions had to be made into che abscess in ordor 
to insure the whole of the pos on eiit. The abscesses were syringed out daily with ciu-liolio ncid 
lotion 1 good food, tonics, and stimulants were freely administered, but in most of these cases a 
fatal termination [allowed ; 80 cases were treated in hospitals with a mortality of twelve ; the 
cause of death in moat cases was extensive suppuration, with diarrbcea, dysentery, or pyiemia. 

Gunshot injuries to the skull are most serious and most unsatisfactory in their temiination. ^ 
Unfortnnatelj tew of these accidents were admilled into bospilal, althoueh I never failed to g 
search for such injuries on the arrival of woonded, and the fact of so few cases renohing us 
shows very plainly that death soon followed the injuries in most of these accidents. Simple in- 
juries to the scalp are not of serious consequence, and five cases treated ended in recovery, with 
quiet and simple dressing. In three cases where the external plate of the crania] bones was 
alone injured, recovery followed, although caries of part of the bones followed, with much suppura- 
tion beneath the scalp. In three cases of oompoond fractures of the skull in which the internal 
plate was much splintered, and in one of these cases the membranea torn, dealli fnilowed in two 
from inflammation of the brain and its membranes, the third patient recovering. 

Bullet wounds of the face are frequently followed by erysipelas and both primary and secondary f 
hiemorrhage ; much destruolion of the soft parts is apt to be produced by the bullet, which often " 
requires some plaslic operation to relieve deformity. Ten of these accidents were treated, and all 
ended in recovery ; in three cases the lower jaw was fractured, and in two instances part of the 
upper jaw was removed by the bnllet. la these cases all loose spicolte of boneshonldbe removed, 
and the mouth syringed out daily, the lower jaw being kept in position by a gutta-percha splint 
carefully moulded to the diin. 

When bullcis pass through the neck some important structure is involved in almost every in- C 
stance. Death frequently iaproduccd instantaneously from wounds of the carotid arteiy or iatemal 
jugular vein. Five CAses were treated, in which the bnllet had passed through the neck ; in one 
instance it had injured part of the brachial plexus at its origin, causing partial paralysis of the arm ; 
in another the bullet had injured Hie spinal cord, causing partial paralysis of half of the body ; in 
two cases the trachea was injured , and in one of these the air passed freely through the wound. 
This patient recovered completely ; only a slight bronchitis complicated the wound until it had 
c-jmpletely healed, when several absocssca formed in the cellnlar tissue of the neck, causing much 
trouble. 

Wounds of the chesi are best divided into thnse in which the chosi wall is penetrated and those ' 
in which it is not so. I have notes of four cases in which the contents of cliest were injured, and 
three of these ended in death from the effects of pneumonia or pleuritis : in one instance the 
patient was discharged from hospital after a length of lime in a very weak state ; in this case a 
suppurative pleuritis had discharged for a long time. Ten cases of nnn-penetraling wounds of the 
chest were treated, and in all recovery followed. 

Penetrating wounds of the abdomen were rarely admitted into hoapilal. In one caie the (i 
bullet had passed through the bladder, the bullet entering one groin and passing out of the » 
opposite. Drine was freely discharcred from the wound, and a catheter was inlroduced, and the 
remainder of (he urine drawn off daily, but death from peritonitis followed. In four cases of 
n on -penetrating wounds of the abdomen which were treated by us, recovery followed wi(boiit 
any serioos complication. 

I shall now offer a tew remarks on the treatment of wounds produced by bullets and frag- ^ 
ments of shell, giving my experience of the value of the different drewiaga used by us during " 
' the war ; and let me nrge that all foreign bodies should be carefally removed as soon after the f^ 
injury is received as possible; tor the presence of a bullet, part, of tfie soldier's dress, a button, g| 
piece of shell, small stones, or loose spicula- of b'ine, will keep np an amount of Irritation which 
will act very injoriously od the progress of the case. It can be very easily imagined how injurious 
it would be to have a foreign body lod^d between the frasrments of a broken bone ; yel. in one 
inatanoB a patient was admitted into one of my wards with a frartured femur of two months' 
duration ; and as no union had taken place, I very carefully "lamined the woond, when, to my 
surprise, I removed part of a brass button from between the broken ends of tli* hone. Having 
cleared the wound of all foreign bodies, a good stream of cailMlie acid lotion should be directed 
" into it, when theforce of the current will remove small particles of sand, clota, &c Should the 
wound not be lariie ennugh to admit a careful enaminuiloD, it should be moderately enlarged by

I an {aeuiim, taking oare to avoid any large veuel. If lueinonhage is going on, it need not eicit« 
fear, onlesi thepriaripal vessel be injured; danger is avoided b; pogilion, »7riDgiiigout the wound 
with a cold lotion, and if Ibis fsiJ, plugging it with lint saturated in the oompoond tincture of 
benioin. If a laige veasel, such as the brachial, be injured, an incision sboold be made down 
10 it, and both ends of the vessel ligatured ; or, if there be much dcBtruclion of Uie soft pans, 
with the bone sj:lint«red enemivelj, amputation should be performed. Some surgeons pretet 
amputation in all cases where the principal vessel of the limb is injared. It a large joint is 
pierced b7 a bullet, amputation or excision should be decided on, according to the merits of each 
case, and performed at once, as dels; is fallowed b; bad resalts. I may state that, in general, 
excision of the joints of the upper extremities is followed bj better results than excision of the 
lower extremities ; but I believe that this is caued by the greater dillicalt; of removing patients 
with accidents to their lower extremities without causiikg much dlnorbance of the parts than in 
tlie case of the apper extremities. Primai? excision is muoh better than secondary in all joints : 
but secondary excision of the joints of the lower eitremitieB should never be attempted. The 
dressing which should be applied to gan-sbot wounds is of primary importance in moot cases ; 
lint wet in carbolic acid lotion, Condy's Quid, spirit lotion, or chloride of lino lotion, is applied. 
These dressings soothe an inflamed wound, but t consider them far inferior to a dressing of good 
carbolised tow kept in position by a few rolls of a bandage. In most cases of primary woundsi, 
whether gun-shot or otherwise, in which I have only used this as a dressing, no auppimttialt 
followed ; and in those instances in which suppurstion occurred, its quantity was sinall when 
compared with those in which wet dressings were used, I have also been very fovonrabty im- 
pressed with this dressing in those cases of severe suppurating wounds which we received into 
hospital from the front. Many of these cases were not dressed for days ; and, if dressed, were 
all dressed with wet dressings ; large quantities of pus were being secreted daily, and most of 
the wounds had as unhealthy ao ^)pearaoce us can well be imagined. Nevertheless, these wounds 
soon ceased to secrete so muoh pus ; healthy granulations soon sprang np ; the patients' health 
conseqnently improved, and all this was due to the simple dressing of carbolised tow; for in 
thrsc cases in which we used wet dressings no such marked improvement was nolictkU No doubt 
the power which the tow has of absorbing the pus as it is secreted, and leaving the jonng graoa. 
lations anbathed in a decomposing fluid, its slimnlaling powers, its deodorising and disinfecting 
properties add much to its osefulness. All abscesses should be opened at once, for by ao doing 
ail burrowing is prevented ; and, although it may seem of little consequence if an abscess sboold 
be neglected, nevertheless I have seen the neglect of so dning cost the patient his life. As I bate 
said, il is of the utmost importance that all bullets should be removed. I believe it is also very 
nece&sary that the proper precautions should be taken when so doing, as many limbs have been lo«t 
by the careless use of bullet forceps. No surgeon should ever introduoc a foroepe into a wound ontil 
he has discovered the exact seat of the bullet, and even then caution is necessary in order not. to 
catch hold of any important vessel oi nerve, or, what is often done, pull at a broken bone. The 
choice of forceps for extracting bolb is also a ditGcolt matter, as, nnfortimat«1y, not a really good 
pair is in existence. I oonld always extract bullets belter with an ordinarypair of dressingfotoepa 
than with any of the forceps which I had. Their strength and shortness render tliem valttable, 
as you always have them under control j but where bullets were seated deeply, I foand Weisa' 
forceps with overlapping long claw points to be useful in m

T. INJURIES TO HEAD. 

a. .ViuBMTcal propoTtioH. — I shall catimale approiimately for the whole period ; thej- were ', 
about half per cant., but for the first two ^^T three inoiithB quite five per cunt. ; this I attribute to , 
the severe fighting at Bkipka which u<;caTr(^d llieo, and from whence most of the men caine. j 

A ComplicMimu. — The chief and almoKt only one wds ecyaipelaa, and it was not common. h 

y. Tyeatment. — The part was covered with cotton wool, and perchloride of iron adminiatKreil. 
Trephining never had recourse (o, and only in one caae were there any symptoms of compression, 
and these but alight. 

t. Jtetaltt.- — These cases hore transport very well, but this can be accounted for by their being 
iwlected from hospitals, and lapse of time since receipt of injury. In several cases where the jaw ' 
was fractured by a bullet, during the warm weather the sufferers were greatly troubled by , 
maggots, and these I was only able to destroy by means of a solution of carholic acid 1 in 100. 
This afforded great relief and was effectual. 

COK I. — Case of shell injury of lower jaw. Omar Mahomel, private soldier of Brd Begt. 
Tira Battalion. A native of Anatolia. Woundpd at the first altack on Plevna. Had been J, 
wounded 34 days whea he came under my caie. A fragmpnt of shell, which hod burst j, 
near him, carried away the whole of the body of the inferior maxilla as far as the angle on the 
left side, and the lower part of the ramus in addition on the right side ; carrying away the soft 
slractores as well as leaving a gap oi wound, which was bound above by the upper jaw and lip, 
below by the hjoid bone, and on either side the soft stTuctures of the ohcek beyond the angle, the 
edges being somewhat uneven. The tip and about an inch of the right side of the tongue was 
carried away. Could speak, though not distinctly, but could make himself understood. He stale* 
that it bled very much at the lime, but not since ; he suffers from Ihc loolhaohe in upper jaw, also 
in wisdom tooth, which is left on left side with part of angle of jaw ; looks well ; stales that lio 
has lost flesh, and suffers from hunger ; his diet consisted of milk and beef-tea, but has also taken 
meat. Does not suffer much from salivation ; no pain about part. Plow of saliva increoJ'ed aft* r 
food; great amount of induration about hyoid bone. Tried t<i bring parts together; would be a 
good subject for a plastic operation to restore the floor of his mouth. Can smoke a cigarette 
when bis dressings are on. Oa arriving at Constantinople be was sent to Haidar Pacha Hospital 
(Florence Nightingale's) at Scutari, where 1 heard of him three weeks after as doing well. 

Com U. — All Hnstapha, Snd Begt. Beyroot Sandjak. Bullet struck him on right temple and | 
passed round skull, passing oat at occipital proluberanco ; temporal artery Dot wounded ; sinus ' 
formed in track of bullet in which suppuration occurred ; linseed meal poultices applied, Ery- 
sipelas occurred, arrested by iron treatment. I removed a sequestrum of frontal hone. 

The first of these cases shows how a vital part may be mutilated and the man recover. Tlie 
second how a direct shot, though coming with great force, may be diverted from its coarse by a 
slight obstacle ; the force must have been great, otherwise it would not have passed out, owing to 
the elasticity of the structures of the scalp. 

Com UI. — A man wounded at Ubipka iliree days previously was handed over to my care at | 
Fhillppopolis ; the bullet struck him on the cheek, and fracturing the ramus of the jaw just below f> 
the condyle, part of which was carried away, together with a part of the petrous portion of the 
temporal bone, exposing and laying open the middle ear, tjie small bones of which were visible ; 
in addition it carried away a portion of the belli and the lobe of the external ear. The man wax 
mad with pain, and in his movement had a tendency to tumble towards the wounded side. I 
should not have taken him had not all the hospitals been full. I put him under the influence of 
morphia by means of hypodermic injections, and kept him so best part of the journey to Adri- 
nople. where be died In great agony shortly after our arrival. In this case there was hemorrhage 
from the internal maxillary art«ry, and the carotid could be seen pulsating in the wound. Be 
was sensible, but maddened by pain.

AfMb«.— Kon-penetiating wounds bote transport remackablj well, and some woe doing 
well id caae* at ioiurj' to shoulder-joint where operations had been performed. Amongct 
tbe |>etteliMing wooiids the results were not so satisfactory, as the motion of the train eaueed 
great discomfort, (hough to this there were exceptions. I have been told that penettating 
wounds of cheat seldom reooTered, bat I nw one or two cases which seemed on a fair waj tow«td* 
reooveiy. 

Com l,~A man was wnnoded through the upper part of his left tnc^ps, and the b«U bad 
d out, bat on examination when he was stripped we discovered a slight corvalare of abnn\ 
the tottrtfa or fifth dorsal vertebra to the right, and on the left of this a soft flactoating ttunonr, 
with no Inflammatory symptoms, which su^ested a chronic abscess from caries of the vertebra ;

IV. INJURIES TO UPPER EXTREMITY. 

a. Fleih mmiiiii were very numerous, many being caiuod by pii^ees of abell. 

B. Compauad Fracture: — Conapicuocs amongst these were fmclnres just below Ibe shoulder- J^j 
joint. In one case I ampuiaied, but as a rule t removed any apiculm and put the arm on splints, up; 
owing to difficaUy of performing amputation en nrute and having- no coUeagne. *" 

y. JVcflfoipnt.— Conservatism seemed to be the general practice amongst Turkish aurgeoos, but 
with European surgeons amputation was more frequent than excision, if I may judge from the 
cases that came under my care. No casos of excision tliat cane nader my notice seemed to do 
badly. 

S. Amputatien, — I ampniated in a case of compound fracture of the humerus, of standing — man .4,, 
being worn with supp oration —forming the tlapa frum wound, which was Irregular. The case did 
well. In anolber case where there was a wound of the radial artery above wrist, with great tedema 
of arm as high as elbow, with incipient gangrene oE hand, I removed the arm above the elbow by 
the circular method. I employed Eam&rch's tonrmqnet. The man had lost a good deal of blood. Em 
Though the operation was performed nnder most disadvantageons circnmstanoea, at a railway ton 
station, on a troll; beside the line aa an amputating tnble, and myielf the only person present 
who bnd seen an smpolation before, yet with the aid of stimalants, becf-lea and eggs con- 
tinually administered, the man was able to be conveyed to Oonatantinople, where he evcntoally 
recovered. Amputations with oircular division ot the rausclca as a rule answered heal, flaps seem- 
ing to take longer to heal, I usually dressed fresh wounds with lint anaVed in carbolic acid 
solution ; hot for chronic wounds, and where there was much discharge of pus, the marine lint 
answered very well indeed. Ligature was almost univenially resorted to, but several cases of 
fatal seoondarr htemorrhage which came under my notice, I attributed to the Turkish surgeons 
having tied everything unsafe, in no cuse Beparaling the artery from its vein. In no case that I 
saw did an amputation appear toheal by first inlention, owing I suppose to the bad stale of health 
of the patients. Finger cases were, I ahoold say, approximately five per i^nt. ; quite aa fre- 
quently on the right band as the left. I believe this great percentage lobe due (o fighting behind 
earthworks, where the bands would be exposed whilst firing, those struck on tbe bead dying 
where tliey fell. In only one case do I remember finding a case which I believed, from the marks 
of powder and position, was self-inHicled. 

Betnltt. — I was struck by the amount of pain caused by finger injuries, the men — often men pj, 
who bad hardly complained whilst a limb was amputated— if a phalanx of a finger only were 
removed, complaining bitterly ; and even amongst those who had the misfortune to have suf- 
fered both these accidenls, they often complained more of the tops of their fingers. I am nnable 
lo account for this. 

V. INJURIES TO LOWER EXTREMITY. 

a. Fkih >piTHinir.— These were not s-i numerous m those of the upper extremity. This could In; 
doubtless be accounted for lij the more severe CBsea having died olT, either from hsmorrhage or '''" 
from hectic, caused by the great drain on the system caused by the profuse suppuration which 
occurred in these cases as a rale. Most received their wounds below the knee; many through 
the ralf of the le;. Above the knee the rhief part of the wounds weie eitbei where bnlteta had 
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gTfoed the akin or had not peoetitiMd very deeply, also enperlicial lacerated shell wounds. In 
sea the ballets bad peDetrtited deppiy, and were extracted at a great dintaDce from 
where they entered, passing betnean the niDscles, and in severKl casea in close proximilf to tlia 
main artery, wltboot wounding it. One had a good many cases wbere the boUet either penetrated 
and passed oat, or, penetrating thioogh the hamatring muscles, was fonnd embedded 
in it ; and in two coses the bnllet was extracted from the scrotum, which alone it had struck. 
These scrotal cases aa a rule did well, and in no case wan castration resorted to. 

B. CompoH<idfra<rtHrct, except those where the (ibia was fractured, bore tnuisport badly ; bul 
they were very few. 

K Treatment.—la no case did I amputate the limbs, but had numerous cases where it would 
liave been advanla^^eoDS to the patieni ; bat with tlie difficnlty of transport, and baving no 
cnlleag^es with me, I considered it better that they should be deferred till the patients were 
placed in hospitals. In the cases of wounds of the foot, t amputated toes or removed splinters of 
bones where easily removable. In cases of fracture the wire splints were very usefnl, and hy 
their aid. with the strong Leslie's plaster, one was able to secure them fairly well. In old wonida 
I found the marine lint a very nsefol dressingi providing the wotinds were not infiamed ; bat ia 
fresh wounds it bad a tendency to cause inflammation, and a tendency to erysipelas. In many case* 
cbarpie was used where there was not a great amount of snppniation, in which case one applied, 
as a role, a thin layer of charpio, and over this a thick layer of marine lint. Carbolic acid waa 
used in most dressings, and In many cases ivith a marvellous effect— wounds which came under 
one's care in a sloughy state taking on a healthy action very quickly. 

). Ampvtatien. — In many of the cases where ampntation had been performed, the flapa had 
sloughed, and the bone often protruded from the stump ; but these were cases which bad as » rnl» 
been nnder the care of Turkish surgeons. In several cases in which circular amputations had bern 
performed (with circolar through the muscles), the stamps either bad healed or wen? doin^ well 
when they came under my charge. Most amputations were primary ; bat none, that I can 
remember, were above the knee. 

Cat I. — A bullet struck a man just behind the great trochanter on one side, passed through 
the nates, gnued the posterior surface of the scratuin, and then passed through the other buttock 
and departed. This man had to lie on his face, having an a complication a large bed-enre. 

f^aie IL — A man was struck with a bullet in the anterior part of the thigh — about its oroti* 
in the middle third; the bullet was extracted just above the ankle, lying beside the tendon 
Achilles. 



VI. IKJDKIB8 TO JOINTS. 

a. Ifon-pfiietrating jrounib.— These were mostly found to be in connection with the shoulder 
aud elbow joinU. 

" B- Peiustratiiig rrouiidi. — The moat frequent, were those of the shoulder and wrist, also in the 
foot a good many ; 1 can only recall one of tlie knee, and in that case the bullet struck tie patella, 
and caused a longitudinal fracture. A Stafford House surgeon amputated. The joint was full of 
pna; and the man died the next day, having well-marked symptoms of pyemia. 

K. CoiiipHcatuMt.—PaiBXys\a of the limb below the part aSected was of not utifreqoent 



(. Treatmeat.—in no case did I perform excision ; but when spicuhe or sequestra of boss 
oonld be removed without ilanger of hemorrhage, I removed them. In most ca^es the joints were 
secured as well as possible, allowing of aa little motion as poaaible. Kxcision in aome of 
the cases wbere it bad been performed seemed to answer well, but to others there were not such 
good results.

In many cases limba were rendered quite useless from the nerves being wounded, but in nuuiT 
cases they might have been ameliorated with proper atiention, anoh aa aplints, lie. Alao many 
joints became completely anchylosed from want of care.

It was mostly 
of the dry description. In tbeae cases I covered over the part with marine linl, and gave Tr. opii 
where there was severe pain. 1 had not the cases long enough under my care to see the results. 
In many cases the gangrene was due to cold, and often then a sequence of troat-bite. This was in 
nearly every case in the feet, 

Pyainia. — Of this I saw very little, and treated It with qnioine and brandy. I do not remem- 
ber having any coses of tetajius under my care, but saw several at our hospital at Pbilippopolis. 
Erysipelas was not of (reqaent oconrrencB, and when present I treated it with cotton wool locally, 
and purgatives when admissible. 

Fnint-biU was of frequent occurrence amongst the men in the months of December 1877 and 
January 187S, most of whom came from Plevna and Kamarli. Some of these were in a frightful 
state, their feet being gangienous almost half way up the shin, the feet in many cases having 
wholly or in part dropped off; either one or both. I cannot account (nr only the feet being frost- 
bitten, as they were as a rule better protected than the hands and face, by shoes made of cow's- 
hide, and inside this sackcloth bound round the leg. I only saw two cases of frost-bite of hands, 
and these were only incipient ; I was able to restore circnlation in tliem by friction with anow. 
I never saw a case where the frost attacked tbe head except in my own case, where my nose waa 
touched. I believe there may be some explanation of it in the Turks never taking alcohol.

Section B. 

I could not say what proportion sword wonndsformed, but they were more rnmerous towards Sword woi 
the latter part, after the hand-lo-hand fighting. The sabre cuts were mostly on the sctlp and face, 
and seemed to do very well, also cuts on the hands. Many of the coses of cuts on tbe limbs 
suffered from want of previous attention, in some cases the use of the part being lost ; as regards 
healing, they usually did so very quickly. 

Treatment the same as ordinary wounds. 

In one case a man received six gashes from his neck to half way down his bock from a 
Russian cavalry soldier, but he recovered. Some of the gnshes were quite six inches in length, 
and some of the spinoi of the vertebne were partially chopped off. 

Bayonet wounds were not so numerous, and mostly in the lleehy parts of tbe limbs, the BsyoD'-t 
worst having died I suppose before reaching me. In one case a man bad bad a bayonet right ' 
through his chest on the right side, and the Russian soldier bad to place his foot against the 
Turk's chest and give three wrenches before be could gel it out ; and yet the man recovered, and 
I believe was afterwards raised to Ihe rank of an officer. 






II. MEDICAL.— Section C, 

Hoat of the medical eases which came under my notice were either in the mosques of St. 
Sofia and Sultan Acbmet, or at the Stafford House hospital at Gallipoli. Tlie greater part of 
the sick transported by train were cases of the fever of the country or dysentery. 

Amir Rheumatitiii.—Thii complaint was rare, and in no case do I remember finding heart 
CMmplications. As our store of drugs was extremely limited, we gave sulphate of quinine and ' 
bicarbonate of potash, the former reducing the temperature well. 
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! Pnau moBia.— These 

type, and we followed a 
quinine ; brandy. 

Diarrluiea.'-Tbia, ss a rule, was a complication, if not a symptom, of all the oases nndet onr 
oliarge, aoii often nl n verj intractable sotl, medicincB seeming to have no effect, bnt diet did 
wonders in some cases ; but the anbjeols in whom it occurred were, as a rnle, in a very bad state 
of health, broken down with fatigue and waatof food, and having fan'd to wulk a distance of seven 
miles from the Lines of Bonlair, in a scorching sun. The medicines which in some cases did goad 
were Dover's powder and I'r. opii, but chlorodyne was as a rale nseless. 

Dyttnterg. — This was of very frequent occurrence, and like diarrhcea, il was best treated b; 
diet, though ipecac, in several cases, when Uie atrcngth wai not too roach exhaosted. answered 
very well. 

Cholera. — Two cases which died very suddenly somewhat resembled cholera in their symptonu. 
hut did not live long ennngh <o allow of a diagnosis. The stools certainly were like rice waler. 
Bjid patients died in a stale of collapse. 

Ague.—lAaay cases occorred of an intermittent type ; some of these quinine wonld not tonoh, 
as a rale it was quotidicn, but in other cases of a tertian type; it seemed to answer well, and had 
moat effect when taken whilst the sweating stage lasted. Several cases were of decided remittent 
type, and these did badly. The miasma was propagated by the men having to obtain moat at 
their water from a well at the lines which was situated in a swampy part, and the ground wa* 
impregnated with vegetable matter in a decayed state, and the weaiher at the time waa vctj 
warm, there having been heavy rains some time before. 

Smallpta. — We had three cases sent to onr hcspital, bnt as soon as diagnosed, we had them 
transferred to the hospital specially set apart for it, and had all articles worn by the patient 
thoroughly disinfected. In the Mosque of Bt. 8o(ia we had to searoh for the children— who wei« 
the victims for the moat part, adults seeming to be exempt— under bedding, or araCFOgst Ihelt 
parents' clothes, and then order saptiehs (policemen) to see them removed. Parents on seeing ds 
approach would hurry out of the mosque by some aide door to avoid Iheir children being sent to 
the hospital, and wonld mam abont the streets till we bad finished our visit ; and it was onlj by 
combining in onraelvea the funation of distribuiing soup tickets and prosecoting onr search tbftt 
wBwere enabled to capture the truants. Most of the cases were of the confluent type, very bad 
indeed. The smallpoz hospital was tmder the charge of tJie International Committee, bnt 
owing to mismanagement, what with patients getting no food, or not being properly at- 
tended to, it was impossible even by force to keep the patients in hoRpital; hence the qoa- 
rantine was only nominal. We obtained a little vaccine, and vaccinated as many as we could with 
it, and they were very glad to be done, there often being quite a squabble as to who should >« 
vaccinated next. 

Typ\iu.—0^ this we hod a good number of coses, but not in all was the rash well ma^ed. 
In three cases there was inflammation, with aappnration in one of the parotid glands ; and in two 
of the ca!<es which lay in adjoining beds, the man who first had it on his right side, and the secorid 
who had it, who 1^ to the right of the former, had it on his left side. One of these cases 1 know 
died. I do not know if these cases are suBicient to prove the contagiousness of the affection of 
the parotid gland in typhus. DiEtusible stimulants and diet played a great part in the tiBKt- 
ment, the lyphtis being of a low kind. 

Typkaid. — This was rather commiQ, but the presence of the rash was rare ; whether it wia 
due to the parienls' skins being so dork or not, I do not remember seeing it in more than one or 
two coses, and one eoa'd consequently only diagnose by the other symptoms, most of wtiich, u * 
rale, were present. The treatment waa expectant, with rest and carefnl nourishment.

after the immediate wants of the patients. 

[NOTE.^ These remarks of Mr. Barker are valuable, but it wai utterly impossible in Turkey to 
establish a sjatem of free communication between the carriages, and the other conveniences 
mentioned, as the carriages in which the wounded were transported were, with few eiceptions, 
the cominnn luggage vans and cattle (rucks, which had been used to send troops or provisions to 
the front, and were filled with Ihe sick and wounded on thoic return journey. The best that 
could be done was to make tliese aa comfortable as possible by laying duwn mattresses or loose 

The Red Crescent tnun conaisted of luggage vans, fitted np with slung stretchers on the ayatem 
proposed by Boron Mnndy. One van was fitted up as a dispensary, and another as a kitchen, with 
cooking apparatus for providing dinners fur 300 men. It also included one passenger carriage for 
theaoeommodationof the staff, and a few luggage vans fitted np with rough divans stuffed with 
hay, for the uw of patients not seriously klL 

Mr. Barker had at hia disposal four luggage vans fitted up by the railway company with 
wooden beds, and a fifth wagon fitted up by the S. R. Committee as a dispensary. These were 
attached under Mr. Barker's charge to the trains full of wounded retnmlng to the rear. — V.B.E.] 



Two interesting Cases of Gunshot or Shell Wotmds. By J. Welleb, 
Esq., M.R.C.S. 

A yooog Arab soldier at Kesanlik had a bnllet wound in the back, about two inches from the j 
spine on the right side ; the wound was faat healing, and had been inflicted eight days previolisly. 
A probe waa passed, when it was found that the bullet had taken a circuitous course. An exami- ' 
nation of the whole chest was then made, and a hard aubslonce detected almost in the middle tine j 
of the sternum, about the junction of the gladiolus andensiform appendix. An incision was made 
about one inch and a half in length, when the ball readily earaped. The man made a good and 
speedy recovery. The hall was a smalt round revolver bullet about half an ounce in weight. 
This is the only case I have seen of a bullet travelling round the ribs and intercostal muscles. 
The explanation given by the patient waa that his back waa turned to the enemy when in the act 
of loading his rifle, and that he was shot by a Bulgarian with a revolver. Beyond strapping and 
the application of carbolic solntion no farther treatment waa required. 

An Arab soldier, middle-aged, had received a wound in the back o[ the middle third of thigh ] 
from the bursting of a shell. He had suffered intense pain, the wound waa granulating, was about 
four inches inlength and an inch and a half in breadth, of asingiJar crescent shape. It had been 
dressed by a Turkish surgeon, and the case had not attracted much attention ; having had a simi- 
lar case with Dr. Wood at Adrianople I examined him carefully. The leg waa drawn up and very 
cold. The man exhibited well-marked Risus sardonicus, but was able to move his jaw perfectly. 
1 passed a probe, but conld not find anything tor some time ; when it suddenly entered a small 
ainua ; an escape of pus followed, and the probe touched something hard. I cut down upon the 
foreign body, and with some difficulty removed a piece of shell exactly corresponding to the ei- 
temal wound in shape. On introducing the finger I could distinctly feel the sciatic nerve 
stretched as tight Bs a barp string. I syringed with p weak solution of carbolicadd, and treated him 
for tetanus. Tbe next day the leg was better, hnt the jaw wasflxed. However the man expressed 
himself as 'greatly pleased.' He had a severe rigor in tbe afternoon. I then lost sight of the 
case, lo my great disappointment, as 1 was ordered to convey wounded to Philippopolis. On my 
letnm I was informed that the man was able to walk, and that all signs of tetanus had dis- 
appeared, r did not, however, see him again. JOHN WBI.r.ER.

Ai the lati«T eai of Angiul, IS'fi, 1 foond tnyaeU in charge of a batlAlion of TmU^ Bedib in 
the prorince of Thenalj, wMcb affoided me o[^ioitaiiiti«s of obaening tfae diffeMOt fonn* of 
malarial poUoning at greater leimre than if I had been appointed iiiiai«diatel7 to tlie wBt of w*r 
in Berria, as come of nxj more foitimat« comrades in the Ottoman medical lerTice^ 

The men who came onder m; caie daring the first three mantha BpenC in the dtj of lailwa 
were all native* of the pronnoe, inhabitants of the villages or hamlets, scatlered i^ot ca tbo 
great plain extending from the slope* of OljmpDa, Oaia, and Pelion, on the one hand, to the rsng« 
of moontaina forming the frontier of Oreece on the other. The boepitals, both of mj own tegi- 
ment and of the other troops in the place, were crowdMl with caaes of intermittent fever, while a 
large nomher of out-patients enSering from the milder forms of ■g'oe presented themselvea eTerj 
morning ; indeed so great was the proportion of malarial fevers over diseases of other nstnre 
existing among the soidierj that the first sentence 1 learnt in the Torkiah laognage was ' SiCmar 
var ' (Anglice, ' I have the fever '), and 1 was speedily introdoced to a class of disease fortunate]; 
almoat unknown in this ooiinir;. 

The mUder caaa were for the most part of tlie tertian type, a smaller n amber being qnatidiena, 
while those which were admitted into hospital ptutook of remittent chaiBCters, or rather were 
more appropriately named by my Turkish colleagues sTationed in the town fiirrtt ptmiei^itttt, 
whose existence and diSerenliatioD from the bilious remitient, better known to British medical 
officers, onr French brethren recognise more clearly than oaiBetves. A sabseqaent intimate 
aoqojuntance with the mode of life, habitat, and lang^iage of the men under my care enabled me 
to deduce the following facts bearing on the natore and prodaciion of tnalorio. 

It is allowed that malaria may be produced and exist in localities which are cot swampy in 
tbeir nature not neceanarily infected with the miasma arising from v^elable decay, altlioagh 
popular error has always associated the cxislence of organic putrefaclion with the production of 
malarial poisoning. Striking proofs of agae, attacking subjects who had not been placed tudei 
the conditions for imbibing the exhalations from decaying vegetable matter, were notioed ; and 
especially In the case of a battalion of Arabs, who, antecedent to their arrival in Tbesoaly, had 
inhabited a region in Syria, accnralely described to me as a desert, with no vegetation, except at 
great intervals ; yet the large majority of these men presented all the characl eristics of persona 
who had suffered from ague : the sallow complexions, yellowish sclerotics, wrinkled skin, onnata- 
rally protabemnt abdomens, distinclly large spleens, and general look of prematnre old age, with 
that peculiar diilness of mental faculties which, I believe, is the outcome of repeated attacks of 

"^UB. 

Yet, while recognising the fact that maJaria does exist, and is produced apart from vegetable 
putrefaction or a swampy soil, one cannot disguise from oneself the very noticeable inflneiicc 
which the peculiar conditions of atmosphere, associated with low.lying marshy districla- in high 
temperatures, exercise over the type of ague produced within such an area, and from personal 
observations made on the malarial poisoning produced in localities with dilTerent soils and atmo- 
spheric conditions, I am inclined to believe that the type will vary with the dampness of the aoil 
and the stagnation of the atmosphere. In the plain of Larissa, where the soil is dry and under 
cultivation, bnt subject to heavy rains at certain seasons of the year, followed by great solar beftt> 
it will be found that the fever prodnoed Is generally of a comparatively mild type, protMbly 
quotidien, while ' pernicious fever ' or ' remittent ' will not occur except as an intensiScalioo of 
the ordinary intermittent from which the patient was previously Buffering, and as a result of aome 
excess or of want of proper care, or total neglect to arrest the course of the disease ; whereas when 
a patient not predisposed to ague by a previous attack ha» been exposed to the eSects of i 
arfiivg in a damp marshy local! ly "r in alluvial soils, such a" the banks of a river subjet

the summer, but became 
living numberless small tributaries 
vegetation ; about the centre of the 
plain is a large tract of marsh rich in vegetable and animal life, and intersected by numerous 
small alaggish streams ; the atmosphere of this locality in late summer and autumn ts peculiarly 
stagnant and the heat very oppressive. 

Several times during a. day's march the men were obliged to ford the shallow rivers, and were 
constantly slaking their thirst at the varions ronddy pools along the line of march ; but, with the 
exception of the first night., none were exposed to the night dews ; yet before our destination was 
reached I had three men Bartering from pernicious fever, and on our arrival in Tricalla the hospital 
of 60 beds was immediately filled with cases of malarial poisoning occurring so suddenly that at 
first they were mistaken for cases of insolation. Six of these terminated fatally before the lirst 
exacerbation had ceased ; for them (he treatment adopted had been that recommended tor sun- 
stroke, and I think those of my readers who have met with coses of heat apoplexy and remittent 
will not hold me greatly blameworthy in having at first tailed to differentiate insolation from 
certain forms of malarial poisoning. The men were brought to me during the night and day fol- 
lowing our arrival in quarters at Tricalla, and from notes taken at the time 1 find that the 
symptoms in the first 24 hom^ differed but little in the different cases, the general conditions 
being the same. The countenance was livid, headache with vertigo was sometimes complained of ; 
while to other cases the patient was comatose, great beat and dryness of the skin, with a tempera- 
ture ranging from 103° F. to 106° P., a Cull hard pulse and dry cracked tongue (the pulse reaching 
120 at times) were invariable symptoms, while vomiting, dyspofsa. and a tnmulluons action of the 
heart were frequent accompaniments. Those oases which terminated fatally sank very rapidly, 
the patients never recovering from the slAte of stupor, into which four of them had fallen before 
they reached the hospital, the other two caaes being distinguished by convutsiolu. 

The treatment employed in the first ten cases, six of which proved fatal, was the following : — ■ 
With the exception of one in which venesection was praclisod against my better jndgment, but 
which, contrary to my expectations, did not prove fatal, the patients were placed in a cool ward, 
with a verandah running round two sides, and were exposed to a current of oool air. The head 
was shaved, oold affusion sapplied, and iced water administered internally. Blisters or mustard 
leaves were used as counter irritants and derivatives on the nape of the neck and calves, and the 
body was divested of all snperBoous clothing. In those cases in whioh depression was most marked 
I administered ammonia, 

Kix deaths, occurring within thirty-six hours of our arrival in Tricalla, produced great con- 
sternation among the troops ; and the men of our battalion, with the readiness of Turks to believe 
in Bupematural agency, ascribed the unwonted mortality to the influence of the Devil. Indeed, 
they loudly complained to their commanding officer that my hospital was Siaitaa n (_' abode of 
the Evil One •). 

Wliile watching at the bedside of one of my patients, I remarked the acuession of a slight 1 
perspiration, whioh gradually inoreascd and was attended by a remission of the graver symptoms ; 
the temperature fell, the pulse became more soft and teas frequent, and the patient regained 
eonscionsness, taking nourishment with apparent appetite. 

A warm bath was ordered, and immediately after it he fell asleep. My liopes were raised, 
and I looked upon his state as indicative of reooveiy ; but two honrs later my attention was 
called to a new feature in the case. On reaching the bedside I found the sufferer in a state of 
rigor, the coimlenance was pallid and drawn, the whole surface of the body presenting the con- 
dition known as 'goose skin '; the pulse was frequent, thready, and irregular; the respirations 
were shallow and weak, the temperature sensibly decreased, and the extremiiies cold. A little 
urine was passed, but instead of being thick and higb-oolonred as in the early stage of the disease, 
it was aow pale and watery ; indeed the symptotos, though utterly opposed in character to those 
which had gone behire, were snlUciently serious make ns tear impending diasolntion ; but

In the KTeret fonai where the remission was slight, ihort, and sometimta baralf 

Dotieeafale, I did not bentata to give Urge doeea of quinine daring the attack*, a ptaciioe att^ided 

bj Ibe beat remlU. 

The plan of treatment adopted woa generally the foUowing, with such ali^t modiGcationaaa 
theapnptonudeniandfd: An aperieiit, or in same cases an emetic, was gifen at first, followed two 
or three boon later bj a foil dose of th« aolphate of qoinine ; as numj- as twenty gfuns at ooee 
have been giren withont anj ill effect. If the stomach was too irritable to retain the &m doec, I 
have repeated it. giving ice, and applying sinapisms to the epigastrium ; and when these meaanita 
failed, the qoinine was administered per rectnm. Half a diacbm of the anlpbate with twen^ 
minims of the Liquor opii sciUtiros, in two oiuices of a we&k mncilage of gnm aiabic, was fotmd 
lo be the meet sore and convenient method of exhibiting the specific as an enema; and in veryfrw 
caaea did it fail to prodnce a decided abatement of the symptoms, while almost always the eStet 
prodaced was the best that oonld be desired. If the first dose has failed to modify tbe symptoms 
decidedly, I bare repeated it after three hours ; indeed in some cases, almost despaired of. tha 
patient has taken as moch as forty grains of quinine in twelve hoarv before any effect was prodnoed. 
In ordinary cases the first dose has been followed by ten grains every four boors ; and if an inter- 
mission occurred, a dose of twenty grains of quinine with ten minims of tbe Liqoor opii was given. 
As the patient's condition improved, the quantity of qninine w» rednoed and administered witli 
Fowler's aolntion of arscoic in five-minim doses twice daily. During convaleEcenoe, tbe dttate 
of Iron and quinine, or a combinaiion of tbe mineral acids with one or other of lie preparations 
of bark, was foond niefal. It is needless lo say that measures were taken to avoid tbe expoanitt 
of the patient to any malarious influence ta far aa possible ; and in all cases where it was expedient, 
obaoge of air was ordered. 

The good physique and great powers of endimuioe of tbe Turkish soldier have been recogniaed 
by all those who have seen him under the many and varied haidships to which be was exposed 
during Ihe late campai^ ; and not a few have been compelled to admire his capability of witb- 
aianding llie effects of cold. Lunger, and faligue under the depressing influences to which be was 
•ubjooted, whether on the march, in the field, or lastly, but not leasi, when stricken down by tbe 
Are of the enemy, be lay wounded and helpless to defend himaelt against the attacks of diaeasa 
more (aial than his original injury. 

Tbe rate of morlalit j daring the late war was undoubtedly high ; but, when we remerobei 
Ihe deficiencies of the medical department both in personnel and mnlf rieU and tbe length of tima 
«■ which elapsed between the reception of an injniy and the subsequent admission of the patient 
into a hospital or even field ambulance, one must allow that the number of fatal cases was oom- 
paraliiely small. While we may justiflably account for the high rate of mortality in laying it 
dtwn to circumstances inducing erysipelas, gangrene, and pysemia on tbe one hand, and typhoid, 
dysentery, and diarrhoa on the other, there yet remain two causes, apart from these, safficiemt 
in theaaelvei to influence considerably the tennination of cases which, without than, wryold hara 
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cominanded a faTonrable prognoais. I refer Mj scurvy and malarial poisoninfr, from which the 

great majority of tlie sick and woucded who came trnder oar care during and attei the war were nporl. 

found to be suffering. Of scurvy and its influence on the health of the Icoops I do not Loteodto ^^ ' 

treat ; so much has been written on the disease, and tlie subject baa been bo thoroughly well ven- 

tilaled, that it would he onneceasary and preaumptnous on my port lo tioahle my readers with 

observations which could only boost of being reiterations of those already made by many who 

are authorities on the nature and history of this terrible scourge. But 1 iiavo not been able, in 

any of the treatises on Malaria which I have read, to discover more than a casual notice of ita 

eifeois on wounda. That there is a decided and noticeable local effect produced on wounds has 

been mentioned by Dr. MacCuUooh in his "Essay on Intermittent, 4c.,' where, in speaking of the 

symptoms in the cold stage of an intermittent fever, he says : ' Pains of the limbs, and chiefly of 

the bacli also accompany, with shrinking of the akin and extremities, often attended by the drying 

Dp of ulcers and the sutisidence of tumours, should these be present.' * 

The following cases, selected from a collection of notes hastily made at a time when great 
pressure of work precluded the possibility of more detailed and accurate case-taking, will serve 
to illustrate the local effects of malarious poisoning on wounds. 

CaiBl.— All Suleiman, oorporol Eegular Infantry. Admitted into S. H. Hospital (Bulgar Gunshot 
Metropole) at Pliilippopolis, Oct. 16, Suffering from gunshot wound of right leg, with compound J'onn'l of right 
fracture of Ebola. Patient was a tall, powerfnliy bnilt man, a native of the provinoa of '^' "^ 
Brouasa. On admission was suffering from the effects of exposure to cold ; had been wounded 
six days, three of whioh had been passed on the road between Eesanlik and Phllippopolis. The 
patient was placed in bed between blankets and artiiicial heat applied l« the extremities ; a basin 
of warm sonp was taken. On examination a small wound was found on the outer surface of the 
leg, two inches below the head of the fibula, the bone being fractured in the same place ; the 
probe passed downwards, backwards, and inwards to a large lacerated wound on the inner aspect 
□f the calf. Tbe wounds were exceedingly foul, the edges of the lower wound sloughing. On 
syringing with a solution of carbolic acid (1-100) a large quantity of discharge with slough and 
pus came away. The woimda after bavinf* been cleansed were plugged with carholised oiled tow, 
and the limb at and around the seat of injury was enveloped in the antiseptic marine lint, a 
splint being applied to tbe outer aide of the limb, which was swung by means of a back splint 
ona cradle. There was no great pain complained of. but a sensation of nnmbnesa was referred to 
both lower extremities. On visiting the hospital during the night I found the patient restless 
and complaining of thirst, with pain in the head and in the seat of the injory of a throbbing 
nature; had not slept and said he had fever. The face was flashed, the skin hot and dry, the 
tongue slightly furred, with a temperature of lOO-S" Fah.. and pulse 10.1. The dressings were 
changed, as the discbarge had been profnse from tbe lower wound, about which was some swelling 
and redness. Injection of morphia gr. ) was adniiuistcred. 

Oct, 16. Patient had slept well. T, 99°. P. 7a. Bowels open once. The wound was dressed, Dsily progreM 
discharge offensive, but edges of inferior opening were healthier. Full diet, consisiicg of meat, |.egitijaijon, 
bread, rice (pilaf) with beef lea, was ordered. IJ, Deoocti cinchonc, ,^. ; Ammon. carb. gr. v. 
iras prescribed three times daily. A 3,30 P.M. I was told that the patient was worse, and I found 
him with all tb« ordinary symptoms of the cold stage of ague, and complaining of severe aching 
pain down tbe back of the right thigh and leg. The dressings were changed, the limb being cold 
to the touch and the pans round the wounds looking blue and dull, the surrounding skin present- 
ing the peculiar puckered appearance generally observed in the cold siage of ague. Warm brandy 
and water was given. Two hours later, on visiting the ward, the patient begged thai the splint 
should be removed, as it seemed that tlie leg was becoming too big for it. He was very restless, 
tossing about, much Unshed, the conjuuclivsc were injected and some little sordes was noticeable 
on the lips. Great headache and heat about the seat of injury were complaicied of. The splint 
was readjusted and dressings changed. The upper woimd looked inflamed with much redness and 
tumefactionextendingover the anterior surface of the leg, which was tender and hot to the touch. 
A large slough occupied the cavity of the lower wound. The ayiinge was used with carbolic acid 
as before, the surfaces of tbe lower wound bleeding freely on the detachment of the slougli ; the 
dressings were applied as described above. P. 106. T. 101'3°. ^. Fit. quin. sulph. gr. x., to be 
taken as soon as perspiration tets in, and another after four hours. 

Oct. IT. Passedar«stlcssnight:hegsn to perspire about 3 A.M.; one pill taken. T.Pfl". P, 80, 

1 Hemittent and Intermittent DiaeMes, including Harsh Fever and 
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Not ao mncb paio in leg, whicfa iraa less nroUen. The discharge was veij oopioiu and otleniave. 
Wound* not lo angry looking ai laat ui^t ; Sfriagiag wilb solatioo ol cajtmlic acid (1-40), ■ 
dreatiogi aa betore- Diet u yeateiAaj ; repeal mixiiue and pUl. 6 p-U, Hut bad a slighter 
atuck of cold stage, which Btill coniiDues. llic whole surface at the bod^ in the condition known 
as ■ goose ikiii.' The edge* ot the wounds are flabbj and purple in coloar, [he saironiiding p«rta 
being doll in boe, liule discharge from wonad ; on removing the dreesings a thin iehorans fluid 
tricUed from the inferior opening ; the bandages mpporting the splint were found to be slack. 
Beef-tfia ordered in place of ordinar; meal of solid food. 10 P.H, Bot stage, snbjectiTesTinptoma 
■tighter, pain about seat of injurf comparatively le« ; bat on chao^ng the dressings tlie odge« ot 
the wounds were fonnd lo be hot, red and paBj, the Buifaccs when exposed appeared raw, the 
discharge bdng profase, tinged with blood and having a very disagreeable odour. Uorphis injec- 
tion, i gr. T. 102". P. 110. 

Oct. IS. Hot itage ceased about the same time as jesterdaj; patient was sleeping on mj 
anlml in the ward. Woundi prescQIed no spetnal s;iiiptom> ; the feaTurc* were drawn and the 
palieoL complained of feeling exhausted. T. 96-3°. P. 76. Bowels open. Brandy and egg mix- 
tore, milk and beef-tea ordered. Prescriptions : repeat miztnie. Pill to be taken immediatelj-. 
I( P.M. Vo return of fever : dreasiogs changed. 

Oct. 19. Slight attack of ague during the night, commencing aboat 8 P.M. Had taken s 
morphia pill at 7 p.u. ; bowels not open. T. 99'!'*. P. 90. Woonds look rather iodamed, dia- 
charge very opious, dressings chaog^]. ^ Uagues sclph. ^., Aqns meuth. pip. jij. 6 p.m. 
Patient has been easier during the day, takes food well ; bowels open once. Dressings changed ; 
quantity of discharge smaller, wonndi looking quiet. QmniDe pill to be taken immediately ; 
morphia injection at night when fever had not returned. 

Oct. 20. No fever during night ; upper wound looks hcalihier. lower wound discharging 
thick pnmlent matter ; no slough about the edges, which appear firmer and leas irregular; dietrinp 
asbetoie. T. and P. noriDal. Full diet; repeat mixture of Oct. 16. 6 p.m. Dnssings changed ; 
bowels open once ; tongae slightly fuired. Morphia injection at night. 

Oct 21. No fever since I8tb inst. T. normal. P. 80. No diBoharge from upper wonnd, from 
which gnumlations appear to be springing; lower wound still discharging, but swelling of mr- 
rounding parts deoreaaed ; dressings aa before. J^ Decocti cinchonse ^, viD. mbri jsi., anuDoa. 
carh. gr. v., three times daily. 

On November 10, this patient was still in the hospital, the upper wnund was cicatrised, and 
the lower one rapidly Gllitig up with healthy granulatians. The patient's general condition wa* 
improved, and the size ot the spleen (which had been much enlarged daring the attack of ague, 
from which he suffered in the early days of his slay in hospital) was much reduced. 

Out n. — Biia Hamid, private, Regular Infantry, st. 26. Dale of admission to hospital nn- 
known. This patient, a spare, dark-iximpleiioDed man, bom near gulina, was admitted to tfa« 
hcwpital soon ^fter the general aaaaiilt by Suleiman Pacha on the Russian positions at Sbipka, »nd 
wa4 in the hospital before it passed into the hands of the S, H. medical officers. 

Oct. 10. This patient wassuffering from oompoond comminuted fracture of the hmnems, with 
much laceratioQ of the left aim. There was no attempt at union of the fiagroenis which wen 
not in apposition, and the aurrouDding tissues were unhealthy and sloughing. The counteoaiice 
was anziuus, the conjuDctivse suffused much, sordca of the lip, and a dry brown cracked tonga*, 
with a rapid jerky pulse, high temperature ond low mattering delirium indioated the presence of 
a low type of fever. The body waa much emaciated and the spleen enlarged, so that it coold ba 
felt extending into the left iliac region. The wound was cleansed as far as possible and the ana 
placed in an angular perforated »inc splint. Brandy, beef -tea, milk, and eggs, were ordered to be 

given in small quantities at frequent intervals; and the following mixture prescribed: 

^ Qoin. sulp. gr. v.; Tinct. opii. niij.; Bp. ammon, aromat. 7ss. ; Aquie camphor, tj. ; to b« 
taken thrice daily. In the evening the condition of the patient had not improved, bat noBriBh- 
ment had been taken. 
{ Oct. II. Patient is sensible and has slept. T. 100°. P. 96. Discharge from wound Teiy 

offensive ; stringy sloogha were removed, and the parts well bathed with carbolic lotion * the 
wound was plugged with carboliaed oiled lint in narrow strips, and a poultice applied. At 3 p.m. 
the patient had a distinct rigor, which was followed by a sensation ot great cold, tremor ot tbo 
limbs and a contraction of the features were noticed, the lips and oonjunctivtB were bloodlees 
apparently, tlie pulse wss very feeble, sometimes scarcely perceptible, and the general condition of 
the patient waa akin to the stale of cnllapae. The wound was examined, and its a^ipearanoe was 
' ^ly described by the dresser as 'dry.' The dlBcliar^'p had ceased, and on the removal of tlic 
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itoDghs there was no tendenc; Ui bleeding. Stimulanla, sncb as ammoniA and warm brandy and 
water, were fieel; exhibited. After about an hour and a half tlie poise became somewhat fnller and ^ 
assumed a bounding cb&iacteT, the breathing was quick and the head's action plain)]' disocmible 
to the eye. The countenance relaxed, but was dull, with the eyes injected, the veins o£ Ibe fore- 
head swollen, and the temporal pulse could be felt disLinctly throbbing ; the patient became 
delirious and very restless, tlirowing his limbs about and crying out. T. 103-2°. P. 120. Ten 
gruiiiB of quinine had been taken during the day in the mixture prescribed, but the severity of 
the disease and condition of iny patient induced me to give twenty grains in the form of a pill 
immediately. About midnight I again visited this patient, whom I found in the some condition 
in which I had seen him on the fOth inst. Thedressingaweresatnrated with discharge, which had 
soaked through them and stained the bed clothes. The wound was found to be ranch inflamed, 
there was great beat and redness of the suirounding parts, spreading up and down the arm, which 
appeared swollen and glistening ; the appearances had altered so completely within the few hours 
that had elapsed since I last saw the wound that I could scarcely believe it was the same. 
Towards morning the feverish symptoms remitted somewhat, but about midday of the 12th inst. 
rigors again set in with such severity that I did not expect my patient to survive them ; in the 
afternoon I waa sent for, and on reaching the bedside discovered that the dressings were saturated 
with discharge, mixed with some little blood : fearing hieraorrhage the subclavian was controlled, 
while the dreaaings were removed. Sloaghing was spreading, and Ihe edges of the wonnd were 
thickened and dusky ; coagula of blood were mixed with dibrig in the discbarge, indeed the wound 
had all the appearances of gangrenons phagedicna ; the wound was plugged, bnt during the nighl 
I was again called ; the patient was in high delirium and trying to remove the bandages ; it was 
impossible to count the pulsations ; the temperature was 105°, and 1 believe if the thermometer 
had remained longer in the axilla the degree registered might have been higher, for the restless- 
ness of the patient would not permit of its remaining sufHoiently long in contact with hia body. 
The urine and motions liod been passed involuntarily. 

Oct. 13, During the remittance of the symptoms of fever a full dose of qninine was given, 
beef-tea and brand; were freqncntly taken during the day, but about three o'clock the patient was 
Bci);ed with rigors which lasted only balf-an-hour, and were followed by Ihe hot stage at 6 P.M. 
I saw the case in consultation with one of my colleagues, bat it was decided that nothing oontd 
be done during the exacerbation ; about midnight I was sent for but did not reach the bed- 
side early enough to control the bKmorrhage which had burst out before it had proved fatal. 

Gut III. — 0smBn;Mustafa,privateReaervc9,fflt. 22. analiveof Monastir, was admitted into the 
Stafford House Hospital at Salonica, March 6th, 1678, suffering from shell-wound in the buttock. ' 
This patient was wounded at Orkbanie, and had been an inmate of one of the Qovemroent hos- 
pitals at Bofia until the evacuation of the town by the Turks, when he, with a large number of 
other sick and wounded, was conveyed to Metrovilza, whence he was transported by rail to 
Salonica, and was received into the hospital immediately on arrival. The wounds were healingin 
SoSa, but the sul)Bequent hardships endured by the patient had brought on an attack of ague and 
caused the woonds to enlarge. In addition to the sheU-wounds which were situated one on the 
left bnttock and the other on the externa! aspect of the left thigh, there was a large sore over 
Ihe sacrum. All the woimds were foul and sloughing : the patient was fearfully emaciated, and 
sores were threatening over all the bony prominences of the back and thighs. He was placed on 
a water-bed, and the wounds, after having been thoroughly cleansed, were dressed with ca-T- 
bolised oiled lint packed under the overhanging edges of the sores, the whole being covered with 
pads of antiseptic marine lint. Hilk, eggs, beef -tea, chicken broth, and rum were given in small 
qnaniities frequently. 6o great was the pain and tenderness in and around the wounds that the 
patient was obliged to maintain one position lying on the right aide constantly. After a fort- 
night's rest and treatment the wonnds, which at the time of the patient's admission wore foul 
sloughing eoTcs, presented all the appearances of healing ulcers. The general health improved, 
and after an absence of some days from Salonica, during which time this and others of my 
patients had been under the care of my colleague, Dr. Beresford. 1 returned to find my patient 
fairly on the road to discovery. But owing to the carelessness of an attendant Ihe patient was 
exposed to cold while having his bed arranged, and on April 2 was attacked by ague. Quinine 
in flve-grain doses thrice daily was ordered. 

April 3, 7 A.M. Had slept well after 10 P.M. when perspiration set in. T. 98'. P. 70. All 
three wounds looking well. 1.30 P.M. Cold stage set in, shivering, very severe sensatioD of 
numbness in womids. Oranulations pale ; on removal of dressings no bleeding as usual was 
Ihe case; theedges were smooth and adherent, but the snrroandingskin was so pale, that the soar 



tisane Blreadf formed at tbe ed^ of the alcer could not be diBtisgaisbed from it. Diacliarge 
, thin and small in qoantitj. T, aT'6°. P. 6S. 1 p.m. The hot Mage had aQperveoed, the pMicsc 
was very teBtless, complaining of ijreat pain of a bnming character in the wounds. The dreasings 
were covered with thick purulent diacbarge slighily atreuked with blood. The edges were swollen 
and glistening, Ihe Burronnding akin being hot and red. The base of the ulcer looked raw and 
sngi7 ; the gnuiulations ivere very tender, and bled on being toadied. An injection of morphia 
was given. T. lOH". P. 100. 

April i. The patient had slept from 7 P.M. till earlj' morning. Slight hesdache but no 
feverish sjmptoms ; no pain in woonds except when the dressings were changed ; there were do 
signs of inflammation, an area of slight redness abont the sore over the sacnun, all three wounds 
looked healthy ; the amount of discharge during the night had been great. T. normal. P. 80. 

April G. Slight attack of ague; hot slage lasted only three hours yesterday; wounds 
heating. 

April 15. HsB had no return of fever; original wounds cicatmed ; sore over sacmm oboat 
the size of half-a-crown. This patient was oonvalesceot when the hospital was handed over to 
the Oovexmnent authorities. 

The cases cited above are three out of many which came under my notice, all preaenting 
more or less the aame characteristic ej'mptoms, under the conditions of ague attacking Individnsls 
already suffering from wounds in different parts of the body, and of varying severity. 

I mnch regret that more detailed notes were not taken when the cases were under obserra- 
tion, but the large namber of patients coming under our care precluded the possibility of keopiog 
a register of all ; still, from observationB made on 60 cases of wounds, I find that 36 presented 
symptoms such as have been described above, the patients suffering from one form or another of 
intermittent fever. During their stay in hospital, ton were suffering from malarial cachexia, 
while fourteen showed no signs of having suffered from malarial poisoning. Of the 36 who 
suffered from remittent or intermittent fever, nineteen died, while of the 2i who had no attad 
of ague while in hospital, three only died, one of them haiing the appearance of a patient soSer- 
ing from malarial cachexia. I tgaote these statislics, not as evidence that the ejrislence of 
malarial poisoning necessarily increases the fatality among patients severely wounded, becsoBe I 
cannot show the cause of death, nor how far the symptoms of the coses were modified by the exla- 
tence of Ihe fever; hat I believe that, the nervous eihanstton induced by repeated attacks of ague, 
and the inflammatory condition of the blood during the attack, are anfficlent to infioenoe vety 
seriously the prognosis in cases otherwise doing well, and undoubtedly recovery is retarded, and it 
is not until the patient has got rid of an attack of ague that one can hope to see a wound take on 
or resume healthy action. 
J The local effects of malarial poison on wonnds may be recognised from the notee of the ttire* 

cases 1 have taken as examples, differing, as has l>een shown, aotnrding to the stage of the attack. 
In the oold stage the discbarge decreases in qoantity, and sometimes, if the stage hSB been pro- 
longed in duration, ceases altogether ; the surfaces of the wonnd will look bloodless or vrill ap- 
pear congested, and change in colonr from a bright red to a dull purple or grey hue ; the grajial*- 
tions, if there be any, are pale and bloodless. In this stage pain is rarely complained of, a 
sensation of numbness being often referred to the wound. In the hot stage all the local xymptoma 
nndergo a decided change, the discharge becomes thick, copious, and sometimtn fcelid, alonghiitg 
OMurs in many cases, the surface of the wound looks angry and inflamed ; the grrannlationa ai« 
Borid, sensitive, and bleed on being touched ; sometimes on removal of dressings the whole surface 
of the wound becomea bathed with blood ; the edges are puffy, swollen, glistening and painful, an 
area of redness extending some distance around the woond. The patient ofte^ complaiiia of 
burning or throbbing in the seat of injury. During the intermission, the wonnd generally n 
ita ordinary appearance, but not nnfrequently the inflammatory action set up during the t 
Magaoontinueo, and the local effeota remain after the cause has oeased to exist.

Siirijical Experiences and Observations as an Ambulance Surgeon m 
Bidgaria dunn;/ the Ruaso-Tttrkish War of 1877-78. By Robert 
PiNKEHTON, M.B. and CM., Member of the Order of the Medjidie. 

During tlie late RnEso-Torkiah war, I was Bent out b; T.nrd Itlantyre, oa a Eurgeon, to asalst 
the Torkiah wonnded, and In tbat capacity acted both independently, and atlaclied lo Otloman 
Bed Crescent ambnlancea, and alao, for a ahart time, took charge for Stafford House Society of 
tlieir hoBpitala at Fhilippopolis. 

In this work I travelled from Constant inople to within a tow miles of Plevna, wlien I waa 
slopped by the advance of the Bnssiana. 

I saw some of the active fighting on the Plovna road, and had conaiilerable experieDoe of the 
wounded from the fighting at Shiplia, the hospitaJs at Fhilippopolis being the fii-Bt place to which 
the Shiplta wounded were removed, after treatment tiy the ambulaacea stationed there. 

My lime was so much broken up by being hurried about from place to place, and the amount 
of work, both anrgicai and medical, was an overpowering, not only from the large numbers of sick 
and wounded, but also from the very small number of medical men, together with moat Inadetjuate 
assistance for dressing the wounded, that any definite or detailed record of my work is reodered 
qnite impossible. Yet I venture to hope, the simple siotement of some of my eIpe^iencl^B and 
observations may not be devoid of intelest, 

Tlie timt point I would call attention lo is the fact that only very few of the wounded, in 
modern wars, arc wounded by oats and stabs, so few, indeed, that to one who reads in newspaper 
aocounia of battles, of desperate charges with the bayonet, of tearful liand to hand fights at the 
taking of redoubts, and so forth, where the imagination pictures the wounded from bayonet slabs 
at hundreds or more, the real number mu»t appear absurdly, even incredibly, small. 

In the late Russo-Turkisb war, where I had the opporinaitj of seeing tboosanda of wounded 
men, I am auro I did not aeo more than half a dozen suffering from sword, or sabre, or lance, or 
bayonet wounds. And all the enquiries I could make did not enabje me lo oome across any one 
whose experience diEFered much from my own. Why is this ? I suppose it is due to the recent 
improvements in the hrearms with which troops are armed, especially the introduction of breech- 
li'ndin):, >iy which the rapidity of fire can be so very mncb increased. In consequence of the ease 
and rapidity with which a soldier can load and (ire bis riUe now-a-days, the firing of shot takes 
place even at close quarters. Even in a regular charge, I believe, it is in great measure only 
tboae who fall wounded who are bayonett«d— the attacking part}' and the attacked boUi trusting 
more to a rapid fire of amall arms than to the bayonet. In the case of an assault, tor example, on 
an earthwork, the holders of the earthwork, if moderately ooo) and steady, pour in a close and 
murdprons fire op to tlie very moment the enemy enter the detenocs, and altliough there then may 
be some little hand to hand fighting, it is comparatively trifiing, as the defenders of the earthwork 
if beaten, either retire precipitately, in which case they are fired upon, and only those who fall 
woimded are bayonetted by the pursuing enemy, or they retire slowly, showing a steady front and 
keeping up fire, so that the enemy prefer to answer tliera in like manner. There is another 
reason why we see so tew wounded by either cuts or stabs, besides the fact that in recent wars 
cuts or stalls are comparatively rarely given or received. And that is because, I believe, the great 
majority of cases of cuts or slabs prove fatal on the field, and are, therefore, lo be numbered 
among Ihe killed. If one thinks tor a moment of the drcumstances of a close hand to hand cun- 
Sict with tlie bayonet, a scene where the wildest passions reign, and a tigci-liko ferocity seems to 
characterise the ciimbatanta, where an enemy is not only overthrown, hat trampled upon, one will 
see the rensonablaneas of allowing that few of those wounded under such circaraatances, and with 
such a weapon, survive the final Ihrusl, and liardly one lives to be taken off the field. Then there 
is the fact that the liayonet is, after all, a climisy and inefficient weapon for close quarters. In 
fact, it not nnfrcquently acts lis a sort of trap for ita unfortunate employer. It may become fixed 
in on enemy's body beyond power of withdrawal, in time at least to lie a defence ; or it may be 
rendered aselcfsa by having a body hurled upon it, as was done with so much success by the Zulus 
at the recent battle of Isandula. Soldiers, at least Turkish ones, don't like the bayonet as a 
weapon ; they diatTust it; and,'aa a rale, prefer tiring their rifie to using tbe bEiyonet. A weapon 
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such as the short heavy knife with which onr Indian Qorko regiments are armed, or the regulation 
bowie knife of the Americans, is the deadliest instrument in hand to hand fighting. 

In a cavalry charge, especially when the weapon of the attacking party is the lance, yon can 
understand many a man laid low by a comparatively slight flesh wound. Indeed, more than one, 
of the half-dozen I saw wounded by cuts or stabs, were wounded by the lance of a Cossack. 

The number of wounded in modem wars, from any other and from all other causes than gnn- 
shot, is so insignificant, and the injuries of war which the modem military surgeon has brought 
under his notice, and is called upon to treat are, therefore, so almost exclusively those resulting 
from gunshot, that practically the entire scope of modem military surgical teaching comes to be 
the proper treatment of gunshot injuries. 

The nature of the ground over which fighting has taken place will modify the appearance of 
bullet wounds, as also it will affect the proportion of wounds in the different parts of the body. 
If, in inspecting wounded in an hospital in Philippopolis or Adrianople, you found a large number 
of them suffering from wounds of the upper part of the body, especially of the hands, face, and 
neck ; if you found, moreover, that the wounds of entrance, in most of them, presented a peculiar 
appearance, being large in size and oblique in direction, — and, further, on looking more closelj 
you found that this large size of these wounds of entrance was caused by a superficial furrow or 
planing off of the integuments leading up to the point where the bullet began to penetrate the 
deeper structures, — that, in fact, the wound was a combination of ' a razing shot * and a penetrat- 
ing shot, then you might be perfectly certain they were men who had been wounded in the fight- 
ing at Shipka. The wounded from Shipka were easily distinguishable by the nature and position 
of their wounds, which were nearly all in the upper parts of the body, and in most of them, the 
bullet appeared to have struck the body in an oblique direction. This is, I think, satisfactorilj 
accounted for by the nature of the ground over which the fighting took place. The ground was 
steep and rough, being the entrance of one of the Balkan passes ; and, while climbing up the 
slopes, and over the rough and broken ground, the Turkish soldiers had often to do so on hands 
and knees, all the while exposed to the fire of the enemy above. Under such circumstances the 
upper parts of the soldier's body were very much more liable to injury from the bullets of the 
enemy, and especially was this the case with his hands and face. And this same formation of the 
ground readily accounts for the oblique direction with which many of the bullets would strike ; 
and for the same bullet, especially in the neck, causing first of all a < razing wound ' and then 
penetrating deeply. Generally speaking, you may expect to find in cases of bullet wounds, where 
the bullet has passed out, that the wound of exit is larger, and with its edges more ragged and torn 
than the wound of entrance. Of course, besides this, in the wound of entrance the edges are 
inverted, while in the wound of exit, they are everted. But in these Shipka wounds, the wound of 
entrance was much larger than the wound of exit, owing to the oblique direction in which the bullets 
must have struck. But this largeness of the wound of entrance, as Mr. Longrmore remarks, < is only in 
seeming, and is owing to the projectile having struck the surface slantingly, so that parts of the 
skin and subcutaneous areolar tissues have been shaved away, as it were, before the projectile 
had passed inwards through the superficial fascia.* < There is here,' Mr. Longmore continues, 
' strictly speaking, a razing wound on one side of the true wound of entrance ; for the true 
entrance wound is, of course, the commencement of the track of the projectile through the deeper 
structures.* 

A great deal of fighting in this war took place under cover of earthworks, and here the pro- 
tection, afforded to the lower parts of the body by the earthwork, made it almost impossible for 
the men to be wounded in any other than the upper parts of the body, and also made it very 
difficult for them to be hit at all. For example, the farthest point I reached, before being met by 
the Russians, was a small village called Tells, about six miles from Plevna. Here a camp had 
been fixed by the Turks, and earthworks thrown up for the protection of the road into Plevna. 
On one of the attacks by the Russians on this earthwork, although they vastly outnumbered the 
Turks, they were driven off, leaving behind them on the field many hundreds of dead and wounded, 
while the Turkish loss only amounted to some 21 killed and about 50 wounded. Here the earth- 
work gave complete protection to all but the heads, shoulders, and upper part of the chests of the 
Turks, hence the remarkably small number of their men hit, and likewise the reason why nearly 
one-third of those hit were killed. Those killed were nearly all shot through the brain or chesty 
and died instantly. An enormous proportion of the bullets fired here by the Russians lodged in 
the soft breastwork of earth and did no damage. As an example of the same thing — vis., of the 
effect which protection or cover to the men fighting has on the proportion of hits to shots fired« 
Mr. Longmore, in his recent work on * Gunshot Injuries,' mentions how, on one occasion, daring 
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the war io Hew Zenlnnd, the Maorica attacked a Bcitiah force From cover of thick buah, and both 
killed and woundsd some of our men, and f et it is not aiipposed that our men succeeded in killing 
or wounding one of the enem^, although they lired off more tlmn 20,000 rounds of ball cartridge 
in the attempt. 

I have got notes of only about 100 cases, and these are looslly cases from Shipka, or cases seen : 
by ma on the Plavna road. ' 

I find that of these — 

B2 are wounds of the upper eitrGmiliea, 
2<i of the hend and neck, 
1,1 of tlie lower extremiticB, 
e of the chest, 
3 of the abdomen. 

The very marked preponderance aliown here of wounds of Ihe upper parts of the body should 
certainly be attributed to the fact that tLey are mostly c&aes from ^ibipka and Telis, where the 
circumstances, as noted by me above, under which the men fciughb, modided the regional diatribu- 
tion of the wounds. Still the fact remains tliat the general Impression 1 have left an ray mind on 
reviewing the wounded as a whole ia Chat, dividing the body into an upper part (embracing the 
head and neck, upper eitremilies, and all the thorax above the level of the nipples), and a lower 
part (ineluding all the cheat below the line of the nipples, the abdomen, and the lower ezlremi- 
ties), wounda of Ihe upper p.irt were quite as numerous as those of the lower part. But liere, 
again, comes in the modifying fact that, in a great deal of the lighting, the Turks fnught from 
cover of one kind or another, not from an; fear of meeting the enemy in the open field, but simply 
because, when it could be done, it was most advantageous for the Turks, who were often in inferior 
force, and the attacked and not the attacking party.

showing that half of the entire number of wonnda of the upper extremities arc embraced under 
wounds of the hands and Gngcrs — tbia representing ono-fourth of the wliole number of wounded. 
This is a very lar^ proportion, and from the very partial atatiatics on which it is founded, Iwouid 
certainly not think of building upon it in any way. At the same time the large number of wounds 
of hands and fingers has been noticed and remarked upon in many previona wars. In the Ilalinn war 
of 1863 more than one-aeventh of the whole wounds received during the war were returned as 
wounds of the hands and Qngers. This frequency of wounds of the hands and Bngcrs has been 
rightly attributed, I think, to the nature of the lighting. Wherever the bands have to be much 
used and exposed, as iu climbing alopea, or in firing from cover of any sort, as houses, walls, earth- 
works, or rifle pits, there yon must have a large proportion of wounds of the hands and flngeri. 
This certainly waa Ihe nature of a great deal of the fighting in Bulgaria, and the large number of 
wounds of handa and fingcra was a constant subject of remark amonj;st the snrgoons. 

One day three wounded soldiers were brought into the camp at Orkhanie. They said they 
bad been wounded three or four days before in a skirmish with the Kussiaus. but as there were a 
number of suspicious element* in their story, they were sent aloijg to the hospital to bo examined 
as to whether their woonda were possibly self-inflicted. On examination I found one suffering ' 
from a very aevere wound of the right elbow— Ihe tKinea composing the Joint being comiilelely 
shattered, and the soft parts immediately round it carried away or destroyed. Anotiier hod a 
severe wound of the rigbt liand — the bullet having pasacd throuj^h the hand, anlering on the palinaT 
surface and fracturing tha 3rd and ilh metacarpal bones about half an inch from their carpal ex- 
tremities. The third had the index finger of his right hand nearly blown off — the finger remaining 
attached to the hand by a few shreds of skin and muscle only. From a surgical point of view the 
most suspicious circumstances in all of them waa that the firearms, wliioh produced tlie wounds, mutt 
have beou iliachargeti close to the body, so close, indeed, as to sooroh the surrounding parts ; and 
on careful examination grains of gunpowder ouuld be detected embedded In tbe skin and surround- 
ing tissues. Of course 1 bad to return an answer that any of Uie wounds might have been self- 
inflicted, The two men, with wounds of elbow joint and liand, were in a remarkably deprcsae'l 
■late, their wounds being exceedingly nnheut^hy and dangerous lookinc. Ttiny had evidently

I I had a (troi^ miuealai jonng fellow nnder m j care for a sbort time, who bad cdg^l maoda 

caomd hj one bullet. Tbe ballet struck hin on the outside of tbe middle of the right ant. and 
pamtd tlmsgh ibe arm, caiutDg a linipte flesh wonni ; then it [sused ihrmigb tbe Oeabj part o( 
the ligbt breaM, helnw the nipple ; then thmogh a correspondlii^ part of the left breast ; and hat 
of all raaw^ tbroogh Ibe left arm, fracturing the linmenu about iis middle. Tbe man iafonned 
me be recelTed tbe woand aa he waa leaning forward, uid just about to bring his life ta On 
•boolder to fire, wbicb position eipIaiDi perfectly tbe oonree of tbe bullet. 

Anotber man had a bullet lodged in tbe left orbital fossa, from whiob it was extracted. It 
entered IhroDgb the left temporal fossa, and oanaed protnaion of the ejehall. which had to t« 
extirpated. Thin man wai under toy care far •eretal dajs, during which i ime he w:as pmfrta n ng 
farotnxblf, but I bad to leave and, so lost sigbt of bim. 

Another man bad the entire bod? of the lower jaw, together with the soft parts anKmd and 
Cortning tbe floor of the month, carried sway bj a fragment of shelL Although a hideoiM- 
Inoking object, be reoovered so rapidly that he was able to be alilised as an hospital attendant in 
a few weekg. Generally spealdog, however, wounds of tbe face, do matter bow dangBrons lookiiK 
healed np woailerfully quickly, and welL 

I taw very few woonda of the bead, but thoro I did see, impressed me with the importaaoe «t 
non-interfi-Tence on tbe niigeon'a pan, aniens for the relief of urgent sjinptoms. Kvea in ^me* 
of depreased fracture with erteroal wound, if there are do nrgeni Byraptom-s tbe less the atUBeon 
interferes the belter. I bad one case under my care illustrating Ibia. This man was wounded, in 
an attack on the BnjHiau positions at Shipks, by a bullet over the vertex. The ballet bad uuoed 
aoro«a tbe head, at a rigbt angle to the direction of tbe sagittAl gotore, causing a vromid in the 
scalp of aboot two inches long, leading down to a depressed fraclnre ftiUy a qoarler of an 
inch in depth. Tbe patient, at the moment he received the wonnd, was mnning forward Grinit 
bia rifle, and be fell over tbe trunk of a tree, and lay stnnnedforasbort time. Wlien I saw him he 
WM quite fensible, and complained of nothing but tbe blow be had received on his cbcai in faUiiur. 
He did not think the wound of his bead had caused him to fall ; in fact, he would not adnit tint 
at all, but believed he had accidentally tripped over Ibe fallen tree. There were absolntely no 
symptoms demanding interference, so cold water dressing was applied to the wound, he w^ kept 
quiet in bed, and special care taken of his stomach and bowels. He recovered perfectly. 

I bave several limes had men brought from the Geld in a comatose state, with a bullet deeply 
lodged in the brain, or having had one driven right through the brain. I have Been men in tiat 
■late live tor several houm, bat I mention tbem, merely lo remark, that they are cases which, how- 
ever hanh il may seem to say so, had better never be removed from the field at all. Hopeless casei 
like that, which most die, and that generally within a few hours, should only be attended to after 
you are pTlain there arc no more poor fellows lo whom your services and Bttention may be at 
some avail It is here our new Army Hospital Corps of trained bearers, for gathering np the 
wounded during a battle, and removing them to the dressing stations, will most conapicnouxlj 
' show the advantage of organised method in Each work. Instead of spending their time (as hw 
, to »o great an extent been the case in similar circumslanoes hitherto) in removing the wnundtil 
prom lncuoQiily, often taking npamsn who dies before tbey reach the soi^eon, they will lie tjuigfat 
lo distinguish between the wounded, and to carry olT only those to whom tlie surgeon'a akill on 
be of some use. Without this picking out process, in a big battle, a large part of the time and 
(trcnglh of the bearers will be spent in carrying off hopelessly wounded men, lo the lasting deiri* 



mi^iit ot many others whom tbi'j leave beliind, and to whom their early 
meant life aail home ngnin. 

The beat wayin which loaaminiBteroMorofonn to patients, al>out to undergo oporalion, I have 
found a BDlijeol of great dispute, and one aswiciated with wide differences of opinion, Generally 
Bpeaking, 1 foond that, our Sciitch style of giving it on a foliied t«wol was lookul upon with great 
diHtrnst and aversion. I found, however, thai, formiliiaty praot ice at any rate, in digpensing with a 
Bpecialapparatus, and in Uie saving o( lime, the Scotch style had important advantages over the cone 
of lint or linen, or one of the German apparatus, such as Esmarch's (torroed by alretching a bit ot 
flannel on a wire frame), which were the methods commonly made use of. Wherever yon have a 
towel, or handkerchief, or bit of cloth, there yon may give chloroform according to the Scotch 
style ; it is. therefore, always ready to hand. Thos given, as I sliall dctAtI below, the patient falls 
into the condition of complete aniesthesia in very much less lime, remains In such a stale mora 
ipiidily, and comes out ot the inflnenoe of the drug mnre rapidly than In any other mode of 
administration. 

The conclusion to which I have come in regard to the administration of ohlorofoim is that 
the giving ot it should be entirely in the hands of one individual, with, at most, a single assistant, 
chieily to take charge of the chloroform bottle, and to hold the forceps when applied to the 
tongue. The person iotmsted with the giving of cliloroform should see that the patient ia lying 
comfortably on the operating table, taking care that, his head ia low, having it raised bat slightly 
above the general level of the body. He should see that all constriction caused by tightness of 
clothing is relieved by loosening the dress, which shoukl also be thrown open so as to expose, 
fully and freely, the front of the cheat, as far as the pit ot the stomach. He then takes his stand 
at the head of the patient, with a pair of ordinary bull-dog artery forceps hanging trom the front 
of his coal, and, having folded an ordinary towel once or twice, till it forms a square ot about a 
foot, he should poor about a couple of draohms of chloroform in the centre of the towel, and, 
telling the patient to shut his eyea and breathe quietly, should with one hand hold it down, in a 
simewhat arched form, over his month and nose. He notes the pulse by keeping his other hand 
over the temporal artery, and the respiration, both by attentively listening to it, and by keeping 
his eye on the movements of the diaphragm at the pit of the stomach. He shonld take an occa- 
sional look at the eyes ; and here, Bryant's mie for complete aniesthesia is a good and safe one to 
follow— viu. ■ when the upper eyelid can lie raised without muscular resistance, and no mnscular 
contraction is caused by toitchtng the cornea, the patient is, as a rule, sufficiently under the 
inflnence of ameslhelic for surgical purposes." Dntil this condition ia reached, the chloroform 
should continue to be given freely. And it Is of the very highest importance, when this state is 
reached, not lo allow the patient to coma out of it for a moment, but by careful regulation of the 
□liloroform to maintain him in it until the operation is so far completed that, by then stopping 
the administration, he should be restored to complete consciousness about the same lime that ha 
is ready to be removed trom the operating table. If, during the administration, the patient's 
breathing abows signs ot becoming arrested, aaauming a convulsive character, while the abdomen 
and chest retract and become bard like a board, the chloroform cloth should be removed for an 
instant, at the same time giving a smart slap or two with the open hand over the chest, and it 
will usually go on all right. Whenever the breathing becomes snoring, as it generally does in the 
stnle ot moat profound tolerance, the bull-dog forceps should be introduced into the mouth, and, 
getting a good hold of the tongue, it should be pulled well otft of the month and held there. 

Patients treated in this way, getting cliloroform in large quantity from the first, so as to bo 
brought quickly and thoroughly under its inSuencc, stood the administration of chloroform 
better, came out of it sooner, and sullered less from shock than did those who hod it given to 
them in the usual sbw and gradual fashion. The giving it in this way saved both time and 
a^iatantH, and llie quantity of chloroform used was often actually less than in the gradual system. 
The patient also passed through no stage ot excitement hurtful to himself, and requiring the 
attendance often of several men lo control his struggles. Out oE the number of coses in which I 
have given chloroform in this way, I have not seen one exhibit really dangerous symptoms. I have 
come lo regard the first five minutes sb the dangerous period in administration in this way, and if 
you get safely over that interval, the patient is likely to behave well all through any ordinary 
operation. At the same time, I never give chloroform but I feet impressed with the serioasuesi 
of the situation, and that (ho patient's life or death may depend on the vigilance and care of the 
administrator. This sense ot grave responsibility, which will deter any one occupying the posi- 
tion of administering chloroform from removing his attention for a single instant from his 
patient, even to look at an interesting point in ao operation, is, I think, a safeg^oard not nnfre- 
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OeDcrallT fptakinf, skio fls^io, wiili a cirenlar cat Ihroogh tbe miutjei, wQl b« fowtd tbft 
bmM twefnl mrethod of operating in case* o[ gnmhot injoi? ; for tbU reaaoa diiieflj, that jon will 
often get good akin flap* mach lower than jon can gret niDscalar Saps, bolleta injariag the iVnn i 
tiama foe concideiable diMaeces tuoimd tbcir ttaek. But here, aa in citU ptaetioe, he is ths best 
•nrgeOD who is Iea*t tnunnielled hj either special methods or special instrnments, and who, wock- 
ing on some aonitl general priDCipIes, can impioviae both methods and instnunents if required, 
and treats ea^ oase on its indiTidnal merils. 

Tbe general resolt of snTgiea] work in Ibis war was nsfaroimble, owing principsUr to tbe 
bad bjgienic sorrotiDdings of the wmmded, especial!; in (be matter of overcrowding. Tbe 
woBoded were in great part tiaiuported from the Geld in nalire arabas or bollock csrta, Tcfaidea 
quite devtrid of springs, the jotting of which orer the rough roads made conrejanec in then ba 
looked npon, even b; * Btmn;; faealthj individoal, as a kind of horrid torture which was ninplj 
intolerable for an; length of time, so ;oa can fancy what it must have been in the case at helplnB 
wounilbd. Aikd, as they do not travel above two miles an hour, yon can imagine the length of 
time the wounded moat have been sabjected to this torture before getting snScieiitlj to the nafi 
at the fighting, mocb less to hoflpitals 30 and 40 mUcg ofL 

The conseqnence was that Ihe condition of tbe woimded. received at a pl»ce like I%i)i|>- 
popolia, little more thnn 30 miles from Shipka, was reall; dreadfnL With their woonds in a elttie 
of the most profiue and nnbealthy sappoTstion, and nften alive with mage^)ts — with bcMhini; but 
some batd biscuit or black bread for their noorisbmenl b; tbe way. there is litiJe wonder that the 
fatigaa and torment of this awfa! joumej, made as it was loo at a time of the year when tbe beat 
was perfectly tropical, lacdod them at Fbilippopolis tar more dead than alive. And ifct saieki 
splendid and unbroken constilntioos bad tbese men that, after a few days' rest at PhilipoppoUa, 
Uiey were incessant in tbeir desire to be taken on to StambonI, wbiob they regarded ae tbeit 
haven of rest. 

And here it is I should like to say something in regard to the anti(«ptie Irea'oieDt of woonda. 
If aaliseptie surgery had done nothing more for ns than introdoced to our notice carbolic acid. 
I shoold nj that for that alone it deserves our very best tl;anks— at least, of those of oa who bare 
been in similar positions to those referred to here. With a I to SO nat«ry solution ol the amd 
wc attacked Chose foul sapporating wounds, and after a ihorongh ajringing oat with it, we washed 
them out once a day, oftener if possible, with a 1 to 10 Bolution, and in a few daya the woitnds 
were oomparativety fresh and clean, and the patients were neither a source of dan^cer and dis- 
oomfort to themselves nor to olbera — the sickening smell of the pairid wounds havioi; giv'en place 
to what, by way of contrast, might well he termed the fragrant odour of carbolic acid. 

It is, I think, absolalely impossible in military practice to expect ever to be able to fsmj out 
the antiseptic treatment of wonnds with all the regard to detail required by Mr. Lister. Even 
Hr. Lister, in some dirroiions he published for use during the late Franco-German war, entiilni 
'A Method of Antispptic Treatment Applicable to Wounded Soldiers.' although he is evidently 
*lriilng lo reduce to a minimum the necessary details of such a treatment, yet moet sif^ially tails 
to solve the military surgeon's difficulty in this matter, and show a possible way of (ictlins; sone^ 
M least, of the beneliis 6t the antiseptic treatment in active military practice. Tiic method be 
proposes U cumbersome to a dr-iiree, both in regard to tbe m&'erial and the time aeoeamuf ; and 

I agree most fully with Mr. Lon^ore in bis adverse criticism of il, especially when bo cmoliKtc* 

■ftom tbe nature of gunohot wounds, and from tbe circumslauces under which they arc infltelol 
in warfare, it is scarcely credible that any plan of trcalment, the success of wbicb must depmil 
on the rigid exclusion of such germs, oao ever possibly be carried into practice in the field.' At 
the same time, 1 do not see why this system, tbe fundamental principles of which are now so 
generally admitted to be true, should not t>e carried out in military pmatice so far as poefdUe. 
It is a mistake often made, to suppose that yon must tlirow the whole thing overbiiard because 
you cannot carry it out In its entirely. I think in miliiory practice a great step will havo been 
made in this direction, from which we ma; expect no small amount of benctit to follow, if the 
Listerian ideas were only carried out so far as to make it possible to dress each wnutul with car- 
bolic acid dressings, and wash it out thoroughly and regularly with a carbolic solution of deSnile 
•trength, Tliis U llie length to which wo may rensonably expect to be able to cany out tbe anti* 
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Boptic triHklmeDt in militaiypraclice — the only reqaisitea being a good Bupplj' of the nciJ, with 
meana of making up the wiluliun as near m poaaible, at least, to a Btandnrd slren^h, and, abovo 
all. an ample sapplj of suitable sjringes. If this were canied uul fairly well, we might reason- 
ably expect a large dimimitioQ of anliealthy atinlting auppuralion atnang the wonaded, which, 
besides the general cnmfnrt resulting therefrom to the patients themselves, and to tliose about 
tliem and working with them, would mean vastly lessened ohanocs of pyn^miu atid septicwniia, 
and tlierefore a proportionately larger roll of saved lires among Ibe wounded. 

My lirsl. o)ieration in Turkey so far illustrates this point. At Pbilippopolis I performed 
excision of the sboulder joint on a yonng Turkish soldier about 35 yeara of age. He had been 
wounded some days before at Shipka, the ballet — having entered the joint at its outer and 
posterior aspect just below the acromion, and fractnring tbe humerus, both head and abaft — 
passed out abont 2 inches b«low the joint on its inner napoct. The soft parts were lacerated and 
contused, but not more than wan usual in ench wounds, and pretty free suppuration had com- 
menced. The young fellow was much delighted when told that his arm would be saved — (hat we 
onlyintendedremovingabitot the bone— so he readily consented to the operation. In this case, 
as in all others. I used one of Dr. Foulis' bands for controlling h^morrha^e. having taken several 
out with me — and I would like lo mentioQ here, tbat X found them exceedingly useful in the 
exigencies oF military practice, being preferable In my opinion to either Esmaroh's india-rubber 
tube apparatus or Nioaise's compression belt. They were easily applied, and just as easily taken 
otf, and oft«n eniibled yoa to dispense with an assistant. 

Knowing the great abattering power of the modem conical bullet, I determined to make my 
incision large, and also, for another reason, I decided to bave it quite apart and diatinct from the 
bullet wounds. Entering the knife a little to the outdide of the coracoid process, 1 carried it 
downwards and outwards for about 6 inches, making one clean cut right down to the bone. The 
joint was dHSil; entered, and the musoles attached to the humerus cleared away — the long hi.-ad 
of the bicepa, being fortunately uninjured, was carefully preserved. I did not require to remove 
more than about 2 inches of the shaft of the bone besides the head. Washing the wound 
tlioronghly with a 1 to 20 watery solution of carbolic acid and inserting a di^ainage tube, I 
stitched it up with silver wire, putting in a large nmnber of stitches, and putting them nnnsnally 
close together. With a simple pad in the axilla, and his arm in a broad sling, the man was put 
to bed, where he got a hypodermic injection of morphia. Next morning I found the patient bad 
slept well— he telt very well, and had taken his breakfast with an appetite. I carefully syringed 
the wound with a carbolic solution (strength 1 to 10) through the drainage tube and applied fresh 
dressings, which consisted simply of a, couple of Ihicknesses of lint, saturated with the carbolic 
solntion, snlEcienlly large to envelop the whole aspect of Ibe joint embraced by the wonnds both 
of knife and ballet, which in turn was covered in by a piece of gntta perclia tissue, and the whole 
bound loosely by a tew turns of roller bandage. The wound was only dressed once a day from 
the Hrst. On the third day the woond looked so well that 1 removed every second suture, and 
on the fourth day the drainage tube was removed. By the ninth day the wound was completely 
healed, all the sutures removed, and the bullet wouods were granulating up from the bottom. I 
bad to leave Pbilippopolis that day, but instructed the man bBfori) leaving how to carry out 
passive movements in his arm himself. I never saw him agun, but believe, after serving as an 
hospital attendant for some time, he left for his homo in a distant part of Asia perfectly well, 
and with a remarkably useful arm. 

1 suppose it will be freely admitted that those wonnds heal most readily which are the result 
of a single clean cut, and tbat being so. it is a matter of much siupriae that the sound practical 
principle embodied in siioh an admission is so seldom kept prominently in view in actual practice, 
In the caie jnst quoted {excision of the shoulder joint), it was a very simple matter lo out right 
down to the biinu in a single clean out, and yet 1 have noticed not nnfrequently in similar cales — 
for what reason did not appear^a decided failure to do so, and rather a lendL-ncy lo make 
several cats in places whore one would bave sufficed. I merely refer to this point, but — as I 
believe one u! the most important lessoiis to be leamt in practical surgery Is, thai, having made 
up yoor miud lo o|ieraIe, and knowing exactly what you have got to do, you should accomplish it 
in the fewest number of cuta of the knife possible — I trust the reference may not be considered 

Tben, ag^n, I have observed that one of the best means possible of getting a fistulous 
opening, of moderately recent standing, to close up. is by making a counter opening, and on this 
principle I made my incision for the excision (contrary to the usual directions), qiutc apail from 
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the bullet wonnib. The result, I tliink, juatified the method, both wounds bcgiimiog to heal np 
together and doing »o quickly. 

Agnin, I employed a large nombcT of sulurea, for tlie puipoae of keepinf; the tetuion oa equal 
aa possible along the whole length of the wound. My atteolion was Grat directed to this point 
by my friend, Dr. Mocewen, and my eiperieooe with him as house surgeon, and sinoe then, haa 
confirmed me in looking upon tliia as a very neoeaeary precaution tu take, when you wish to secure 
healing by first intention. 

Then the washing oat the wound tlioronghly and carefully with a 1 tiD 30 carbolie add 
>= soluiion, the dressing with a simple carbolic acid watei dressing, and the careful ayrioging with 
B carbolic solution so long as there seemed to be the slightest fear of discharge lodging in the 
inlarlor, were all the antiseptic precautions adopted. And I leave it to you, genllemen, to aiy 
whether, with the above mentioned simple preoauiiocB, wliich are capable of being adopted by 
any one, and which, so far as I am aware, f<irmed the only difference between my case and other 
similar cases, in the same hospital, which died, you do not think that some part, at least, of Lhe 
success in this case is to be attributed lo the antiseptic part of the treatment, even partial and 
imperfect as it may appear. 

The only other operation lo which I shall specially refer is that known as Teale's amputation. 
Teale ampntated by a long and a shnrt reolangular tiap, the long flap being cut from that side of 
the limb where the parts are generally devoid of large biood-vessels and nerves, these structnies 
being included in the short Sap. The advantages claimed by Teaie, for this method, are a goad 
covering, a dependent opening for discharges, and a cicatrix free from pressing from the end of 
the bone — and all tliis may readily be granted, and against it put the disadvantage of having to 
saw the bone at a higher point than when you use two short fiaps. I have already referred to the 
wedge-like power of the conical bullet, used in modem warfare, by which it splits and deatroyi 
a bone far beyond lhe point where it actually strikes. In this very fact I thought 1 saw a reason 
why Teale's operation should be a good one in military practice. Tlie bone is often injured 
badly a good way above the point of injury to the soft BlructureB.80, by adopting Teale, I tliou^t 
I would get all bis odvanlagea without any drawback at all. I soon oarae across a (irst-rate case 
for the purpose. At Orkhanie I performed this operation on a soldier under 30 years of age, who 
had received, a ballet through the left libis. The bullet bad entered the leg on its outer and 
anterior aspect, just above the ankle joint, and, missing the libula, smashed through the tibia, 
emerging behind otwut an inoli above tlie inner malleolus. It had evidently passed through at & 
high velocity, judging by the large and irregularly torn appearmice of lhe wound of eiit, and 
from the great shattering of the bone, which could be made out by inserting a finger into the 
wound. The man was in remarkably good condition, not much pulled down by bis sofferin^ 
and seemed a strong healthy fellow. No case certainly coiUd have appeared more favooiable for 
B Teale. The limb was amputated between the middle and the lower thirds of the leg, tbe 
situation considered most suitable for a Teale. The force of the bullet having fallen in. great 
measure upon the bone, left the soft struciures comparatively uninjured. The nature and extent 
of the injury to the bone necessitated its division high up, operate by whatever method we chose, 
and yet it was possible to get good flaps a considerable way below the point, where the bone 
required to be sawn, especially on the anterior atpect just where Teale's long Sap comes ftvm. 
I meafinrcd and marked out the flaps, with ink, most accurately, according lo the rule laid down 
by Teale himself. Tlie man stood the operation welL Unfortunately I had to leave next morning 
for duty further along the Flevna road, and when I returned, some days after, I found the OtfM 
had sloughed, and the leg had been ro-amputated higher up. This sloughing of the f\ape, espe- 
cially the long one. Is the constant experience of all military surgeons who have tried Teale'a 
operation, so that 1 am afraid we must look upon it as a most unsuitable metliod. 1 certainly 
would never think of trying it a^in, not because one unsuccessful case is snlflcient of itself to 
condemn a surgical method, but because (bore was everything possible associated with this par- 
ticular case to make me distrust this style of operation. Mr. MacCormac, of St. Thomais' Hos- 
pital, in bts ' Notes of an Ambulance (burgeon during the Campaign of INTO,* states tliat the only 
fatal case of amputation in the middle third of the leg was one where Teale's operation had been 
performed. He aigniticautly adds, 'it was the only instance in which recourse was had to tbU 
form of operation.' 

Althongh not a military case, the following, as a rare and what some may even consider an 
obsolete sui^ical operation, may be interesting: — ^Whilc I was acting at Philippopolis aa cbief 
medical oflicer for tiie Stafford House Hospitals there, I come a good deal in contact vrlth Dt. 
Vlathos, the chief civil practitioner of the town and district, and who was, beaidea, one of Um 
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■nrgeoni in connvction with the Goyemment hospitals, Dr. Vlathos was of Oreek BatiDnaliCy, 
About 62 years of nge, and had studied acd taken his diploma from the Vienna School of Medi- 
cine. He was a moat intelligent and agreeable gentleman, and a very good surgeon, and took no 
little trouble in ahowingme those cases in his private practice which he thought would be int«rest- 
ing to me. One day he asked me if I would assist him at a private operation for stone, to wnich 
I most readily assented, never thinking of anything but lateral Uthotomj. Accordingly, late in 
the afternoon, we proceeded to the honse of a. Greek merohant, where Dr. Tlathos operated on his 
little boy, nine years of age, by the fiapmpuhic method, and suMeeded in extracting an encysted 
mulberry cnloalui, about the size and sliape of a pigeon's egg, and weighing nine grammes. The 
wound healed by first intention, and iivD days after the operation the boy was running about 
qnilB well. The operation was performed as follows: — After preliminary Kounding, in which 
there was considerable difficulty in delecting the stone, the sound was withdrawn, and the point 
of the penis compressed by an assistant to prevent the escape of urine. An incision was then 
made aboat two inches long, carried from the pubis directly upwards in the mesial line, and the 
tisanes carefully dissected dawnirards. till the external coat of tlie bladder was fairly e^iiosed. 
Daring this dissection, the peritoneom was wounded, and the bowels had In be prevented from 
protruding through the wonnd. Dr, Tlathos remarked on tliis incident that, in his experience, 
he hod never seen any great harm come from simple wounds of the peritoneum, if properly 
attended to. He thought sni^eona irere too much afraid of wounding the peritoneum. He then 
thrust the knife right through the coats of the bladder, at the same lime causing the point of the 
penis to be let go, when at once the urine passed out freely by the orethra. He then enlarged 
the opening into the bladder by catting downwards towards the neck, and, introducing his finger, 
found that the stone was entirely enclosed in a long deep cynl, somewhat like the finger of a 
glove, the top of which was covered in by a thin membranous substance. To get at the stone he 
had to introduce the knife, and cut through this lop covering, after which, by means of his finger 
and a scoop, he extracted the stone. After the extraction of the stone, I introduced my index 
finger, which I could easily insert into the cyst, right up to the webbing at the top of the finger. 
Tlie cyst felt thick and fleshy, and stood out into the cavity of the bladder. A single sritch of 
silver wire sofflced to bring the edges of the wonnd closely logether, and after a simple water- 
dressing a sponge was put over all, and firmly bound down. The little fellow was put to bed, and 
strict injunctions given to keep him on his back. The urine came away readily by the urethra, 
without the use of a catheter, and there was never iJie slightest suspicion of urinary Infiltration, 
the wound having healed by first intention. The experience of Dr. Tlathos, of Fhillppopolis, was 
entirely in favour of the high opeiution for stone, especially in the case of children. The ca«e I 
mention here was the ninth of a series of guccessfol cases. In nearly all these cases, the wound 
healed by first intention, and the urine came away by the urethra from the first, without requiring 
to use a catheter, and in all of them the patient was going about very much sooner than he could 
otherwise have done had he lieon treated by the lateral method. A^in, in the case which I have 
described, the extraction of the stone, though completely enclosed in a deep and Hesby cyst, was 
easily acoomplisbed, which, I am sore, by the lateral or any other method would have been not 
only difficult but, impossible. I was muoh impressed by this operation, and the more I have 
studied the subject and its lileratin-e, the less am I able to understand why an operation, with a 
history so successful and encouraging as that of the suprapubic operation (or stone — one so easy 
to periorm, with so little risk attending it, either of danger to the patient or of failure on the 
■orgeon's pari, an operation, moreover, from which the recovery is generally so rapid and complete 
— shonld be so entirely ignored by modem surgeons. 

1 have already incidentally referred to the loathsome presence of maggots in the wounds of 
•oldiers daring the hot weather. Fortunately we found the ordinary strength (1 to 10) of carbo- 
lic acid solution, which we used for dressing the wounds, a perfect protection from this plague. 
Wlien we got a case of a deep woimd filled with maggots, and where they had probably burrowed, 
onr usual plan was to inject a I to 30 solution of carbolic acid, which effeetually killed them, and 
allowed of our picking them out of the wouod. After cleansing out the wound thoroughly, we 
dressed it with lint or charpie soaked in the weaker (1 to 10) solution, which we found proved a 
oomplele safeguard from the attacks of the files. Mr. Longmore, in speaking on this point, says 
■ that the weak solutions of I pari in 100, such as are usually employed in direct dressings, are of 
no avail in warding oS flies.' This I can easily believe ; but I certainly never sawsnch weak solu- 
is employed in direct dressings, having always nsed myself one of, at least, the strength of 1 
, put in 40. 
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I have already mentioned as b most useful inatnuaent Dr. FuulU' improved eliutic tourniquet. 
But when 1 Bpcak of it in Ihis way, I do bo simpler in connection witti its empldymenl hy a sur- 
geon at an operation where it is used under professioDfll direction, and whore the time it is 
allowed to constrict tbc limb is limited. For 1 consider it, as well as all other forma of lonmiqaet 
which act by firmly CKiiistricilng a linih in its entire circumference at the point to which they ore 
applied and completely arresting its circulation, as most dangerous, and, unless in eioeptional 
circumstances, most anwarrantsble contrivances for the arrest of hiemorrhage on the field. On 
tlie battleReld a saigeoa never knows how long a toamiqnet, once applied to a wounded limb. 
may be ailowod to remain without the patient receiving the necessary aid and attontioii. In a 
wounded limb left for any length of time thns tightly compressed and strangulated, jou cannot 
expect to find anything else than a gangrenous state of the parta thus Dnnaturally dealt with — and 
the more complete this constriction, and the longer it ia continued, the greater will be the 
extent of the porta involved, and the more thorough will be the action of the gan- 
grene. To avoid the great risk run by complete constriction of the limb, toumic[uelA faave 
been devised with projecting wings for the purpose of relieving the limb from oimpreasion, 
unless jost over the main art«ry, and on the opposite part of the limb where counter- pressure ih 
exerted. This is certainly a step in the right direction, and provided the idea can he cDicienll/ 
carried out in a practical instrument for field use (as it appears to be in MoBilt's winged acrew 
tourniquet), it ia certainly the only form which sliould be allowed for use on the Geld- Toumi- 
qaels are comparatively seldom required on the field, primary lucmorrliage being an infroqaeat 
caose of death on the field. When we consider this, therefore, and look at the risk run bj on- 
limited application of tourniquets, the conclusion, come to by so many army sorgeons of expeii- 
ence, and which ia said to have been resorted to with much success in the Biissian army in the 
Crimea, that tourniqnetB should be dispensed with, and the practice taught of stopping tuetnor- 
rhage by inserting a finger into the wonnd, seems a most practical one, and one thorooghly de- 
serving a fair trial. 

Splints were a source of much trouble to us in Turkey. AVe had a large supply of ordinary 
wooden splints, but the diffiouliy of finding one to fit each particular case, and the trouble entailed 
in making them fit was a constant source of annoyance. How I have wished for a good supply at 
. Qoocb's splints, to which I had been accustomed in the Glasgow Eoyal Infirmary I I am quite oon- 
vinoed there could not be a more suitable splint for military practice than this ttexible splint of 
Gooch's. It is firm and light, and easily cat to any shape or size yon require, and from its perfi 
flexibility crosa-ways admits of considerable moulding to the limb. There are two other vniieties 
of splint formed on this model — vis., Schnyder's cloth splint and Esmarch's splint material. Mid 
although I have never used either, I am satisfied, from my experience with Gooch's splint, that 
this is the proper idea for splints for use in military practice, where lightness, combined with 
firmness, and the rapidity with which a splint can be fitted to any particular cose, are of the 
utmost importance. Prepared splints, wliether of wood, or pasteboard, or wire, or tin. are of oo 
poratively little use, as you seldom get among a stock of prepared splints one whicli will ezaotly 
fit the particular case ; and the trouble ef motdding and fitting a prepared splint to a particnlac 
case is greater and more annoying than any one would believe who has not tried it. With splint 
material, like Quoch's, on the other band, you cut out in a few minutes with a pocket knife the 
sort of splint most salted to each case, and splints moreover exactly to your own mind. 

In speaking of exdaion of the shoulder, 1 mentioned that after the operation the arm was | 
up with a pad in the axilla, and supported by a broad sling. Now this pad was roughly Knd 
quickly fashioned after the manner of Btroroeyer's triangular cushion, the idea and purposaa of 
which I have always, since it first came under my notice, accepted as correct, and endeavoured li 
carry oat in the treatment of injuries of tlie upper arm and shoulder- joint. And after oonaideiable 
experience of the sort of cases to which it ia applicable, I can well understand the high value 
Stromeyer places on this invention of his, than which nothing could be more natoially fitt«d fur 
treatment of compound fractures of the upper arm and cases of injury to the shoulder- joint, 
gives a position of moat perfect support, stability, and comfort to the wounded limb, while at tbe 
same time it entirely removes any risk of the occurrence of gangrene, which is so much ta b« 
dreaded in such a part when anything is applied likely to constrict the limb and interfere with its 
girculation, such as splints and bandages. 1 think a most valuable addition to army sorgical 
stores would be a supply of such ooshions made of india-rubber, and arranged so as to b 
Stted tor use by being filled with air, or they could be stuffed with any soft material, sooh ■ 
wool or chorpie, it their air-holding capiibiliiics were in any way interfered with or deatniyed. 
In such a skeleton form, made of either india-rubber or light canvas, of various slies (from IS ti 
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Plaster of Paris was oaedagood deal tor splints, but my eiperieuceof it is cot very favourable. 
I chiefly object lo it on account of its weight and liability to ciack, and especially in the case of j 
men who had to he conveyed for long distances over roogh roads in apringleas macbines. did these I 
objections show tbemselves and prove most imnblesome, 1 think paraffin, aa aoggeattd by Dr. 
Macewen in a paper pabliahed in the 'Lancel>' August 31, 1878, would form a much more desimble ' 
and useful maleridl (or splints. It has the very great advanljtgeB, from an array surgeon's point ot 
view, of beinj; light to carry, not bein)> easily injured —water especially being quite harmless lo il 
—and it may be used many times, old splints being melted down to make new ones. Any one 
who has imd the opportunity of seeing, side by side, two cmtes of fractured leg, one done up in 
plaster of Paris and the other in paraffin, will never forget the incomparable look of comfort pro- 
duced by the lightness otthe pamSin splint; and when yon come to speak of transporting the two, 
the enormous advantages of the light parafBn ^lint will became more and more apparent. The 
only seeming disadvantage attaoheil to paraffin, oa compared with plaster of Paris, is that of its 
requiring heat for its application ; but Ihat is a small matter to put against its very great advan- 
tages ; besides, fire could readily bo gt)t at the first line of hospitals, where the application of such 
•plinls is most likely to lake place. 

The Turks are notoriously a tobacco -smoking people, using however, as a rule, the mildest i 
varieties of the fragrant weed, and chiefly in the form of cigarettes. Nothing, therefore, was ' 
more acceptable to us in our work among the wounded than the large supplies we received of , 
tul>acoo. I really do not know what we nvould have done without it. As Mr. Longmore most i 
truly and appreciatively says, ' No one can doubt ils soothing effect on men sufFeiing from the ^ 
pain of wounds, or that it allays nervoos excitement, and produces a slate of calm which helps to 
secure the rest which is so beneficial to them in every way. The contentment it affords lo the 
patient helps the surgeon in his work, and enables a man to submit cheerfully to many depriva- 
tions unavoidable from the circumstances of his position, the absence of which, without it, would 
fret and worry him.' I have seen the aspect of a whole ward of wounded men changed, as by a 
miracle, from a silent, sombre wretohedness to one of light ajid glad oonl-entment by the oppor- 
tune distribution of a few packets of tobacco and cigarette papers. To have seen sach a sight 
was, in itself, enough to make one for ever thankful ttiat there ia such a plant as tobacco, the nse 
ot which is capable of affording so much comfort in distress, alike mitigating the tortures of a 
pain-racked body, and sootiing the misery of a troubled mind. There does not appear to be any 
good reason why such a powerful aid to the doctor should be so thoroughly excluded from our 
civil hospitals. Ils allowauce, under definite regulations as lo lime andplaoe, there ia little doubt, 
would benefit many, and that, iao, without interfering in any way vrith the comfort of uon- 
amokers ; while the fact of its being allowed would prevent its use in a surreptitious manner, 
with its attendant risk of Ore. However this may be, there are no two opinions regarding its use- 
fulness and almost necessity as part, of army hospital stores. 

There are still many interesting points which [should like lo have touched upon, had apace per- i 
mitted ; but I will conelnde by referring briefly to the noble work of aid to the wounded, conducted f 
by [.ady Rlrangford during this war. One of the greatest difficulties we had to contend with, in 
our treatment ot the wounded, was the almost entire absence of nursing. There were soldiers, no 
doubt, to attend and watch the wounded, but you could not call their care of the wounded, well 
intentioned and kindly though it always was, nursing, unless by a moat vague and general use of 
that term. How Lady Strangford, in her private hospitals, assisted by her staff of female nnrses, 
succeeded In showing a result, in the comfort of her patients and their chances of recovery, that 
was utterly unapproachable in the best and most carefolly conducted hospitals, where there was 
only the usiml male nursing, any one ot the many who have had the pleasure of visiting her hoe- ^ 
pilals can abundantly testify. Women are incomparably better adapted, both physically and d 
morally, for the duties of nursing the sick than men. and tiuioed female nnrses are simply 
invaluable to the surgeon. Their aid cannot well be rendered available on the battle-Beld, but 
there is no reason why it should not be ready to band immediately in the rear of the fighting, and 
kfter the battle. 
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INJDRIES OP THE HEAD. 

Tlic number of head iojuiies was undoubtedly lar^c in proportion to the whole oninber at 
rled ; varioiislyandapproximalelr eBtimalud from 10 to 15 percent. This targe propOFtion is 
readily acoounled for by the Turkish mode of lighting from bcliind eotreDchmcnta, no that tiie 
head, neok, upper extremities, and upper part of chest, fonn the target offered t<i the fire of Ihe 
The battle of Teliche is a good instsjice of this, I can vouch for the facts. A Knssian 
force, Domposed principally of regiments of the Guards, cumerieall/ more than doable, if not 
BCtuallf treble, the strength of their opponents, stormed the strong earthworks of Teliche. Tbey 
came up the glacis in more or less solid fortaation, only breaking iato loose order for a GnaJ 
assault when within 400 yards of the parapet. The Tucks, acting purely on the defensive, had 
reserved their Bre until this moment, only showing aufficiently above the breastwork to enable 
them to fire; they then pouredinsiicbmurderous volleys that Ibo Russian attack completely failed, 
and the stoimers retired precipitately, in most complete disorder, arid leaving some hundreds of 
de^ on the ground. The !oss of the Turks, sheltered behind their breastworks, was 21 killed and 
60 wounded. Of the 50 wounded the majority were struck in the hand, fingers, or Bhouidcr; a 
few received grazing injuries of neck or scalp. Of the 21 killed, two or three were shot throogh 
the cheat, the remainder through the head. Uany ^ed iostantAneoualy. The others, allowed 
to remain where they fell, were removed by the Eogliah surgeons, tn all cases there was exten- 
sive fracture of the skuU, with protrusion of brain substance. They lingered periods varying 
from 21 to 36 hours from receipt of the injury ; but. with one exception, all the oases terminated 
fatally. The reason tliat, although the proportion of such injuries was large, comparatively very 
few of the cases came under surgical observation, was probably due to the fact that in the Ottoman 
arm; there is no systematically organised and properly trained corps of Kiaokeo-tjwiger, or nek 
bearers, to remove those eo severely wouaded hs to be incapacitated from escaping from Ihe line of 
Hre, so that, unless they attract the attention of a passing Hucgeon, or cluuilable comrade, they 
perish where they fall. 

Serious injuries involving fracture rarely came under the observation of Ihe surgeon. 

Dr. Mocpherson reports two such ctuea under his csre in the hospital of Orkhauis. (1.) A 
gunshot fracture in odipital region, with protruiiion of brain substjuice. The man died 21 hours 
after admission, (2.) Cnmpoond frao'.ure of the frontal bona from fragment of shell received 
eight weeks before at Flema. Had been treated expectantly in Plevna with wet eompreasea. 
SnSered from hernia cerebri and dementia ; general health good. 

The consensus of opinion of Stafford House surgeons was unanimous in favour of strict obser- 
vance of the rule of sorgical non-intervention. 1 cannot better express this opinion than by quot- 
ing from Dr. Pinkerton. Dr. Finkerton says : — ' I saw very few wounds of head, but those I did 
see impressed me with the importance of non-interference on the surgeon's part, unless for tba 
relief of urgent symptoms. Even in depressed fracture with external wound, the geocTAl prin- 
ciple of non-interference should bo the rule of practice.' In these judicious remarks, all sorgeona 
having practical experience of warfare will concur. 

Oraxing injuries of the skull were comparatively rarely followed by pymmia, unless the 
patient was placed in a hospital already attacked by pyemia. Dr. Casson reports a case of > 
patient whom he trephined for depressed fracture, and removed some fragments of bone Bud R 
quantity of bidr that had been driven into the brain substance. The man made a good recovery. 

TrfatmeM luiially adnpUd. — Cold applications, absolute quiet and rest when possible, fre« pur- 
gation and low diet. 

I do not know of any case where eitlier local or general bleeding 
necrosed bone were never rashly removed. The Turks, tli 
habits, frequently mado marvellous recoveries from grave 
nuMt unfavourable oircnmstances. 

Dr. Bandwith reports that among the wounded at Adrianople in July 1877 was a Turkish 
soldier, who was shot through the head from Ihe anterior part of the right temporal fossa Lo a 
similar point on the left side. Both his eyes were thoroughly disorganised, and the bridge of his 
niMC was entirely smashed. Dr. Eandwith removed the contents of each orbit, and also aevctal

Bpliaiiin of bone. His wi>uDdt< wtre treated with ordiruuy carbolic dresainge, and he made a 
good recovery, tbe only symptom rcEErable \a Uie btvin being severe pain in the frontal region ^ 
lor a time. His face was permaueDlly mnch less disfigared tbao nas origically acticifated. 

Several eilensive shell woonda of head were seen at Shi pita, and at other places where j 
mouDlaiD fig'hiiDg was carried on. In some cases the whole of the skall-cap was removed, o 
with tlie dura mater stripped off, and the pulsating, irregular surface of brain matter luUy ex- 
posed. Tlie victims of these disastrous injuries remained in a state of complete coma fur periods 
varying from two Lours to two days, and, ax a matter of course, died. The treatment was abso- 
lutely nil. and the men were nsitflly allowed to remain in some quiet place in the Immediate 
neighbourhood of the battlo-tield until their inevitable end approached. 

Once, while engaged in choosing cases for transport to tbe rear in a superior form of ambu- 
lance wagon, the attention of Dr. Sandwitb was directed to a man who was sitting on a form 
with a nomber of others badly wounded, in a very crowded room. His face was covered with 
blood and with a yellow, pulpy matter, which bad rnn down over his forehead, almost blinding 
him, ai.d matting together the hair on bis face. Upon removing the clothes which were bound 
round Qis head. Dr. Sandwitb discovered a large shell wound of the frontal region. Tbe bone 
was removed over a space of two inches square, and the brain over this area was disintegrated, 
and liad partly escaped. Yet this man, though sa-fcring from complete aphasia, retained some 
oonHciousnesB, and conld move his left arm when told to do so. He rapidly became comatose, 
and ilied on the following day in the hospital to which he bad been immediately removed. 

Dr. Kirker reports the cose of I'einel Suleiman, agral 30, wounded at Shipka on August 13. 
He hud been hit by a bullet gred from a considerable height above him. On eiaminalien there 
was found a compound comminuted fracture of skull at the upper end of right occipilo-parietal ( 
suture. His wound, not dressed for several days, was swarming with maggots. Tliere was no c 
other wound. The man did not know whether tbe bullet had dropped out or not. Dr. Kirker 
made a careful digital examination, but failed to find it. He removed several smashed fragments 
of bone, but left one large splinter, which n-as firmly attached. The patient was dull and listless, 
moaned, and turned often in bed. Light dressing was applied, and aperients given. The biali 
remained in same condition tor a fortnight and tlien gradtuUly improved. On Oct. i Dr. Kirker 
notes: ■Constitutional symptoms disappeared; wound grannlating healthily; pulsation of brain 
commimicatcd to it.' He was shortly afterwards discharged nearly well. 

Dr. Kirker bad under bis core a man wounded in right frontal region. The bullet had evi- 
dently struck him obliquely, for the inlegnment bad to be raised, and tbe linger passed in some 
disliLUCo to reach the point of fracture. His injury had previously been regarded as a simple 
scalp wound, and treated as such. There was mnsiderable comminution of bone ; the splinters 
lay loose in a thin poiifnrm fluid ; no action about the external wound. Tbe man was dull, stupid, 
and feeble, and suffered much from diarrbixa. Dr. Kirker removed the loose splinters, and saw 
brain pulsating beneath. A few days later, his skin and conjunctiva became yellow ; a large 
abscess formed beneath the scalp, at a point remote from the seat of injury ; tbe diarrboia 
increased, tbe motions being passed invulnnlarily, and he rapidly sank. Although no distinct 
rigor was observed, there is little doubt but that his death was due to pyitaiia. There was no

Wounds of tbe upper part of chest were frequent, as this, in iulrencliment fighting, was a , 
region (euuliarly exposed above the breastwork lo the Russian lire. The opinions of the sue- g 
geons as to the proportion of these injuries vary, those at the front giving a large percentage, and 
esiiecially if their experience bos been of fighting behind earthworks and inshelter trenches. On 
the other hand, those in the hospitals of the rear — j.«, Philippopolis and Adrionople — eslimatecbe^t 
injuries at a low figure, the worst caaea having died daring tie tedious transport, or the crowded 
pestilential bospilals on the mute, the convalescing esses having been ktpt near the battlefield 
where they received tlie wound. Many die on the hnttlelield instant aneously from penetrating 
wonnd of the heart, or more or less rapidly from hiemorrhagc or snlfocaiion. 

Contusion, and non-penelrating injuries from spent bullets, at long ranges, were common. ] 
Frequently the injured Turk thought the injury too slight to require surgical assistanoe or to ' 
warrant his reporting himself wounded. If laler he came under Irea'menl, it wss probably for 
•pitting of blood, withaome dyspaoH, due lo the congeilionor cet^ymoeia of Inng. l%eM were

Dr. lla^benon reporlA lix cases coming' under his ore; three, treated to temiiuitiant 
died. Id one cue, » foUieDt arrived at the Orichanie h«pit»l, baring been wonniJed u Plens 
tfaree weeks previoual J. A fragment of iihell had passL-d tbroogb Ibe upper right seapolar n^un. 
Iraeloring (capnla and claricle. The woonda of enirance a,od exit were lileiallj alive with 
maggot*. The man was much exhausted. The fragment, a piece of the stod of a shell, m c a n ir- 
ing 3} inebes bj one, was removed from wound, where it had lain for near); tbree weeka. 
Patient died ■nddenly three days later, apparently from tntemal haHmorrbage. 

Dr. 8ti*eii reports two deaths in the Enstchuk hosplal from penelialing woimdsef lung. 

Dr. Byan reporla six deaths from similar ininriea at Sneromn. 

Dr. !>'ejiwi reports the case of a Tarkish colonel who had seven waands, five Sesit woonda ol 
extremitiea, a penetialing wound of thorax, and a penetrating wound of abdomen. In the dieat 
the ball bad entered to the inner side of the tight nipple, traversed the right luitg. and was lying 
beneath skin jnst below inferior angle of scapula, from which ulualton Dr. Ne;lan eiliacted it 
by incision- In the abdominal wound (he bullet had entered almost midway between nmbilicna 
and anterior soperior opinous process of ilinm, and emerged posteriorly near end of last rib. Dr. 
Keybn sa^s : ' Dyquicea was urgent, and death Eeemed immioent.' 

Hot withstanding the gravity and Domber of his wonnds, the colonel returned to bis regimeni 
three weeks later. The tare and moal interesting feature of this case was the developtnent of 
consecutive pnenmoeele, or hernia of liuig, posteriorly at Ibe hiig of the cicatrix of the incisioD 
for the removal of the bullet. The patient had had occasional con vnlsive fits of coughing for sonta 
days previously ; when Dr. Neylan discovered the hemiatbetomour wasof tbesixeofa small OTangrci 
crepitant, and raried in size witli the movements of inspiration and expiiution ; it gave tbe man 
no inconvenience ; a simple pad was applied to protect, and the colonel left the hospital well, and 
relaraed to duty. 

The results of Irealmeut of penetrating wounds of the r^on of Intig seem to bate been 
directly influenced by the locality, character, and quality of the building in which the nBOtxiDg 

Casps treated in tbe immediate vicinity of tbe hattle'fie'd, in small baildings sncb as Bol- 
garian onilagea, with plenty of cubic space, isolated from suppurating and foul wounds, gave a 
fair percentage of good recoverirs. The Turk, from his temperate and ahstemioos habits, and by 
bis splendid constitution and physique, is predisposed to make a good recovery from severe in- 
juries it be has only a fair chance. Tbe simplest forms of dressing were adopted ; opiiun was 
found an invaluable adjunct in the treatment. On the other hand, cases sent to the rear, often 
transported long distances without dressing, without food, exposed to all weather, fioally ad- 
mitted into buildings totally unfitted for use as hospitals ~s.^. mosques, where the sir w«a always 
slBgnatit, never changed, no veutilation, and no drains, filled to overtlowing, with sapporsling and 
often gangrenons wounds—the poor invalids, breathing a pestilential atmosphere, rapidly be- 
came poisoned, and almost invariably died from alow form of pleuro pneumonia or sank exhausled 
from constant, long- continued profuse suppuration. 

Mo instances of hermetic scalinu of chest wounds nor of venesection in the treatment of in- 
flammatory complications came under my notice. 

WOUNDS OF DPPER EXTREMITT. 

I Wonnds of npper extremity were extremely numeroos, occurring with especial frequency in 

the hands, elbow, and neighbourhood of shoulder. The left hand and left shoulder Eeem to suffer 
more tlian the right. In tbe case of tbe liand, the entrance wound was usually foimd abcnit the 
middle of the dorsal surface, or at the metacarpoiplialangeal articulation, tbe exit wtmnd in tbe 
palm being large and mgged from bone being driven oot, many spicules n 

The position of these wounds is readily explained by the frequency of the soldier reoeivlng his 
wound whilst in the flring position, as also by the hilly and rugged chaiactei of the ground oi 
which many of Ihe engagemenU were fought.

Obliqnity i^ WoKnd.—^efsrs. Attwood, Home, and Sandwith, who formed the 8,H. Ambn- 
latice At Shipka, bad been slnick with the great obliquilj and large size of entiance of wouads ^ 
received in the heaTjr fighting- there, espooially after the severe and dettrmined attack upon Fort ^ 
St, Nicholas on September 17, when a forlorn hope, oomposed of 3,000 voluiHeers, issued from the q 
Buasiau advanced tionahcB, distant about ISO yards, and elormud the impregnable crag above them, n 
being during the period of their advance exposed lo an almost vertical lire. 

So characteristic was this peuuliarily that Dr. Pinlterlon. who was never at the ahifika, 
but who had coDBiderable ezpeiicnoe of the wounded in Phillppopolis aod Adrianople, was able 
at once to distinguish those wounded at Shipka. I quote from Dr. Pinkerton's very able and very 
interesting paper, read before the Medico-Chirurgical Society of Glasgow, and which ho]>pil/ forms 
part of the present report : — 

'If, in inspecting wounded in a hospital in Philippopolis pr Adrianople, yon found a largo 
number of them Buffering from wounds of the upper pari of the body, especially of the haiuls, 
face or neok— if you found, moreover, that the wounda of entrance in moat of Ihetn presented a 
peculiar appearance, being large in size and oblique in direction ; and further, on looking more 
closely, you found this large size of entrance wound was caused by a supeifidal furrow, a planing 
off of the integumonta leading np to the point nhere the bullet began to penetrate the deeper 
struct urea; that, in fact, the woimd was a combination of a raaing ahot and a penetrating shot~ 
then you might be perfectly oortnin that Ihey were men wounded at Shipka." 

The wounded from Shipka were easily distinguished by the nature and position of their 
wounda, which were nearly all in the upper porta of the body, and in most the bullet appeared to 
have slruolc the body in an oblique direction. This wan especially the case with the wounds 
occurring amongst the troops occupying the Turkish centre, and having for their objective point 
the Fori Nicholas, situated on the blnlt above them. This steep formation of the ground fully 
a for the oblique direction and peculiar rasing charactoi of the woimda. 
. Pinkerton quotes Professor Loagmore's explanation, that this largeness of wound of 
, obliqiuty of direction, and rasing character of wound ' is only in seeming, and is owing 
to the projectile having struck the surface slantingly, so tJiat porta of the skin and areolar tissues 
hare been shaved away, as it were, before the projeci ilc had passed inwards through the super- 
ficial fascia.' 

Mr. Longmore conlinoea that this is strictly speaking a rasing wound on one side of the true 
entrance wound, for the true entrance wound is of oourse the commencement of the tractc of the 
projectile through the deeper structures. 

A similar condition of wounds was met with by other surgeons having eicepf ional eirijcripnce 
of fighting in hill; dislricts. 



FINGER WODNDS. 

The proportion of finger injuries was very large, in some engagements coiiaiiluting 80 per Injiirii 
cent> of wounded, the Itngers of the left band being more frequently wounded than those of the ""G*"^ 
right hand. The phalangeal articulations of Ihe left index finger suffered most. Many of the 
surgeons in Tnrkey had served with the Servians in the war of the previous year, and had ob- 
served the unuaually large percentage of finger iiijuries, and the increase in nnmbeis of this class 
of wounds aroused their suspicions as lo the frequency of self -mutilation fur the purpose of claim- gfir.|n 
ing exemption from military service. The fact that the (inget injured was usually the •trigger 
finger,' wounded on lis palmar aspect, indnced a more careful examination, and more extended ob- 
ser%'al ion, fully confirmed their early suspicions. 

The Servians guilty of these dastardly acts were generally men of puling, whining aspect, and 
of poor physique, without any previous milltarr knowleilge or training, suddenly transplanted from 
their nnrmBl occnpntiona of agricultiu^ and commerce to the uncongenial arena of warfare. Self- 
mutilation accounts for a very small proportion of such injuries amongst the Turks in the Ruaso- 
Turkiah war ; the tew exceptions being limited to the Egyptian and Nubian conlingent. 

During the severe weather at Kamarli, when the degree of cold was so intense that the 
Turkish sentries bad to be changed every quarter of an hour, in order to avoid theit being finKea 
to death at their posts (and even with these frequent changes men were occasionally found dead), 
the Kgyptiana, to whom cold, frost, ice, and snow, were alike alien and unfamiliar, endure<l great 
sufferings, and at times yielded lo the lemplalion o( blowing away a finger to escape further 
hardsbipa and further danger. The HuslKfii, or third resene, moatly elderly men, afflicted with 



hemfa, siul with do atcrmacb for Ggbting. could not lesist foUowrng the example Mt tfaem bj thq 
SgTptiuM. BdI the greater munbei of finger injoriH i> readily and at once explained bj the 
Tmkiuli netliodi of Aghtiag trom behind cover, be that cover tree, iaeqnalit; of gnmnd. ahclter- 
trench, or [wrapet of redoabt. It is not alwajg eaaj to determine ai to whether the finger wonnd 
received in legitimate warfaie, or baa been self-inSicted. Although in tbe latter ctaiB 
the finji^r and haod u plentifnllj begrimed with powder, this charred appearance, considered b; 
flaelt, is by no means abaolate proof qf guilt, for a similar condition obtains in tbe case of a soldier 
firing manj oonsccativa roondj of ammanition with a rifle beated by repeated and rsipid djs- 
chaTtie*. Then, again, a man receiving bla wonnd at close qnarten will very probablj have aome 
powder driven in with the bullet. As we have before iDdicaled, more trustwortby goidee are the 
particular fingen woiuided, whether tbe dorsal or palmar aspect be injored, and tbe characteriiitle 
•battered appearance furnished by a wound received bj placing a finger over the mnizle of 
a gun- 
Field dressing molt generally adopted in the treatment of flesh wounds consisted of lint or 
charpie naked in carbulised water, with bandage vei7 li^tly applied. A pad of catloliaed 
oakum was found very serviceable placeil over the dressing in anticipation of the liability of tbe 
pniient goin^' tjcreral days withonlasecoud dressing; ilsloose poroos teitnre causing it to rspidly 
absnrl) tbe discharges from the woand. The lar which it contains renders it a valuable antiseptic 
and deodoriser, and facilitates its combustion when quantities of it have to be got rid of after 
having been oaed in hospital practice. As a pad, it also protects the part daring rough truisport, 
and diminislies the tendency to hiemorrha^e. In wounds of large size, accompanied by great con- 
tusion and laceration of soft parts as in aheU injuries, where the pain is oflen ertremely aerere in 
character, ibe carbolised oil is a grateful application. Sabseqnently, in tbe hospitals, the dresa- 
inga will vary with the extent and character of tbe wonnd, the constitution and habit* of tbe 
patient, and tbe sanitary conditions by which he is surrounded, tn ancomplicated casea, Ike 
patient being a healthy man, and tbe building in a satisFactory hygienic condition, warm valcr 
dressing will be all that will be reqaired. Under conditions less favourable, free nse of disinfec- 
IsnlE, notably carbolic and Condy, frequent change of dreaing, generous diet, combined with Ionics, 
will be required. 

Bere may l>e noted in the case of the Turk the great diflicolty of perstiading a wounded man 
to take medicine. He invariably replied, ' I am wounded, not sick ; I therefore need no mediciae.' 
Tbe religions scmples of the Turk with regard to wine or stimulants had also to be overoame ; and, 
in addition, many were unwilling to lose caste among their fellows by tasting the foibidden 
liquor. 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon tbe importance of tboiough free ventilation, and tlie 
prompt destruction of used dressings. 

Where burrowing of pas threatens, early incisions, use of drainage tube, thorough emptying 
of ainosea, and frequent itrigation most be employed. 

Aa early examination of wound by finger, and extraction of tbe bullet, fragments of clothes, 
batlona, or other foreign bodies most be made. When the bullet is beyond reacli of the finger, 
a long bullet probe mnst be introduced to Qscertain direction of channel. It is desirable that a 
Nelaton's probe be provided, but it cannot lie implicitly relied upon. By far the tiest forcepa 
for the eitraction of the ball are the ' rat-Ioothed ' forceps of Tieman, conunonly known as (be 
American bullet forceps. Ordinary forceps dilate in the wonnd too much and prove oaeleas if tbe 
bullet is beyond the reach of the finger. The forceps should be so oonstrocted that the i 
of the handles is very slightly greater than at the teeth. The catch ordinarily fotmd on t 
forceps is useless and objectionable. 

During the late war, a loathsome but frequent complication of all wounds 
of maggots in great niunbers. They may be best got rid of by irrigation with very strong 
bolic Bultilion, repeated every few hours. A strong solution of common salt also readily destroys 
them. Weak solutions are nseless. 

Flesh wounds of shoulder were especially frequent, oxpliiined. as before mentioned, by the 
firing posilioD and the mode of lighting. 

Compoond fractures were more frequent in (he apper arm than the forearm, and as a rale 
«ltnal«d in the upper third of the humeros. They were always treated conservatively, nnleas in 

Bsof great comminution of bone, injury of arlery,cstensiveaplinleringiQlo neighbouring s 
lalion, profuse suppuration, and colliquative diarrbcea, or the reduced and weakcaed oonditnB 
of patient urgenily demanded amp ctat ion. 

Complicated splints are a large and expensive mistake. Plain pieces of wood, J inch 
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willi B saw, BO that (he Burgeon csn adapt the splint t« the patient nith |iada to correspond, ai 
tached by pieces of tape, toother with Stromcjer's cuahions and bandages, might all he packed in 
one box For field Bervic«, and will prove aafBcient for most pnrposes. 

I can warmly endorse Dr. Pinkerton's recommeodatJon of Gixwh'B Bplints. 

Stromejer's ciubions were largely used by all the Qying ambulances, and were found a boon f 
of onspeakable value to the wounded in the arm. ' 

Angular wooden splints and those made of light French wires were the splints very generally 
used ; a small gatla-percha saddle eplint formed a useful adjunct. 

Piaster of Paris splints, with fenestra corresponding to site of wound, are well adapted for fixed PltuterofPiirii 
hoHpitttls when employed by surgeons acoualomed to their use and application, but are dsjigerous ■ 
at front, or on transporl, and when applied by inexperienced individuals. Disastrous results have 
followed the indiscriminate use of plaster of Paris, by inexperienced surgeons using Ihtm fur the 
Hist lime, and applying them so tightly as to cause a degree of constriction resulting even in 
gangrene of the Umb, 

ComjKinnd fractures of forearm were common, and were always treated conservatively when 
possible, usually with good results ; straight wooden and French wire splints were generally 
applied. 

The reparative power of the hand is, if pnasiblp, more marked in nulitary than civil practice: 
in many neglected cases of severe shell wounds, with great comminution of bone and laceration and 
bruiBing of soft parts, profuse sappuratioa had taken place, and exIonsLve sinuses with necrosis 
of bone ; where there had been no previous surgical attention aod no dressing in many cases 1>sd 
been applied to the wound, good results were obtaine<l by means of a hand aplini, and thorough 
cleanliness and patience on the port of the surgeon. The lea^l possible sacrilice of parts ought to 
be the golden rule of practice. 

AjnjmtaHoit* of the shoulder- joint were performed by the flap and by the oval methods. They 
were usually necessitated by severe shell injuries, causing complete destruction of the articulation, 
with extensive loss of soft parts, often requiring the exercise of all the surgeon's ingenuity as well J 
as considerable tailoring skill to provide sufficient covering for the stump ; in some instances it was 
abeolaltly impossible lo do so, and the huge wound had to be left to granulate. 

Asui illiutmtlon of the frequency of such coses, I may mention that during one afternoon of 
artillery duel in Plevna, in whidi the Gravitxa redoubt was engaged, Osman Effendi, one of the 
ablest surgeons I had the good fortune to meet in Turkey, and 1 were compelledto disarticulate at 
the shoulder- joint in four cases. In a Rtlh case a soldier, aged 2G, liad sustained a compound frac- 
ture of upper arm from riSe bullet; he declined amputation, and gangrene rapidly super rened. 
Eventually he agreed to submit to amputation at tlie shoulder-joint, and made a rapid recovery. 
So tar as it was practicable to follow up the cases, I understood that all these men recovered ; but 
I only saw three of them afterwards, and they were making a satisfactory oonvalescence. 

AmpulatioQB of arm and forearm were generally made by the circuhir method or by the com- 
bination of skin Baps with circuhir division of muscle. I instance a few of the Plevna cases: — ( 

Salim, ago 30 years, compound fracture of both bones of left forearm by bullet, amputated in 
the npper third of forearm. Recovered. 

Muat^ha, age 22 years, compound fmoture of right npper aim by ballet. Ampntatiou. 
Recovery. 

Tahir, a^ 3S years, compound fiactnre of right upper aim by bullet. Amputation. Becovcry. 

B£ker, Lieutenant, age 29 years. Left forearm carried awaybyashelL Amputation through 
the arm. Recovery. 

Hahl, age 36 years, total destruction of right elbow- joint by ball. Amputal lo: 

Mnstnpha, age 3G years, gunshot fractore of right arm by ballet. AmpuCa 

Hussein, age 24 years, gunshot fracture of left arm. Amputation. Recovery. 

Saiil, Lieutenant, lower third of forearm torn oS by shell. Amputation ii 
Recovery. 

Ahmed, age 27 years, gnnaliot fracture of elbow-joint, with exte 
splintering of lower part of bamoTus. Amputation of arm. Recovery. 

All Baba, age 60 years, right hand and thumb of left hand carried away by shell. Ampnta- 
tion through right forearm, disarticulation of left thumb. Beooveiy. 

Rodjib, age 31 years, gunshot fracture of right arm. Amputation. Recovery. 

As ill nut rat ions of 'least possible sacrilice of parts,' in extensive dam^e from shell injtirles, 
I may mention two cases of amputation at the wrist-joint by Drs, l«4lic and Sandwiih, In

the Shipka Pass. In one case (Dr. Sandwilh's) tbe noand heaJed eUq 
inteoliOD. 

Exciaions o( shoulder were ntuneroos, and the results e»c*edinply gDod. When possible, Ihey 
shnold be primary ; they shoold be pertonoed aa early after Ihe reception of the wonnd as cir- 
cnmatancoa wiU permit ,■ when. this is not iwwnhle, the operation sbonld be deferred nnlil the re- 
actionary infl animal ion has subsided. Lanf^nbeck's operation was the one nauatly selected- It 
was the one that I invariably performed on my own patients, A straight incision is made from 
the anterior border of the acromion process, for three to foar inches down the bicipital groove, Uie 
biceps tendon being: oarefnily dissected out of its groove, and the petiostenm carefully preserved. 

By the (rinserration of the pcrinslpnm and the attachments of the varions muscular instrli 
amuml the head of the bone, a greater range of m»tion and degree ot power woa secured to the 
patient tijan could have been obtained by any other mode of operation. A chain saw is of the 
greatest service in removing the head of the bone. Tlie after treatment consisted in the use of 
draiiiaje-tnbesfor the first few days, free and cnTpfiil syringing, the arm supported on a Stromeyer's 
coahion, and a gutta-percha splint so moulded to the shouldar as to give support withoat press- 
ins- on or in any way interfering wilh the incision. Passive motion was and always shoiJd bo 
commenocd early, or from the IStli to the ISth day. Of course under the circumstances of the 
ounatant evacuation ot the wounded and daily change of patients in hospital, it was ahaolntely im. 
possible to follow up the casiis as satisfactorily as ould have been desired ; but, so far as I know, 
the cases all did well. I know of no death ; and those patients which I saw some time alter 
the hejilinft n( the wound had a very fair and useful amount of motion and of power in the limb. 
The weak point in the after trealment was the alisence ota course of electricity similar to the one 
enjoyed by patients whose joints had been excused in the Franco -German war. Cannatalt uid 
Wiesbaden proved most successful physicians in caaea of this hind. 

A few cases of gunshot injuries of shonlder. joint, treated expectantly, were snccessfnl. A 
man undnr my own care, wounded in Plevna, liad his rifrht ahoulder pierced hy a Ijullet, wfaioh 
entered cloio to the greater tuberosity of the humerus ; rather more llian half the sphere of tLe 
oapat humeri was comminuted ; there waa no wound ot exit. I aligblly enlarged the entntice 
wound, and removed three large lione splinters, and several amnll pieces, together with the bullet, 
and a piece of the man's coat. The wound was kepi thoroughly syringed wili carbolic loljon. 
The patient had no nntoward symptom, and recovered completely, with good molioo and aa iwe- 
ful an aim that he was able to return to duly. 

Srnticn of tllHnt-jmnt.—'Sraa.wry, camplrte excisions of elbow gave good results, e«peciaUy 
where the patient remained stationary for some weeks after, and bad therefore good and coutiooMn 
treatment at the liands of the same medical officer. In all my own caaes I excised by the strmiicht 
linear incision. I believe this was the operation generally selected and adopted. The beau-ideal 
of a good exci>^ion-apIint is undoubtedly tlie one recommended hy Professor Kamarcli. The 
splints used under these circumstances were generally extemporised from any materials to hmH ; 
and in default of tliese an ordinary cushion was reanrtod to. 

In all coses there was abundant suppuration, treated by constant irrigation with carb<)lie 
solutions, use of drainage-tubes, and counter-openings when necessary. Piissive mntion, when 
poaaible, waa commenced early, and the earlier this was done the more succesafnl the case and 
great«r the utility of limb. 

Seoondary excisions, as a rule, did hodly. In most of these, the injuries were inflicl«d by 
shell, wilh great oomminution of bone and loosration of soft parts ; in many cases the exdsion 
waa done as the alternative of amputation. This latter, having been refused by the patient, be 
arrived at the station hospital after a tedious tranaport in bullock -wagons of some days' dutatioa, 
with his wound in a fteiid and semi -gangrenous condition, and devoured with maggots, hia 
health broken by long-con tinned hardship and privation, and atill further reduced hy want of 
food and an exhausting diarrhoea or dysentery; excision wasadopted by the surgeon under these 
circnmsiances from sheer necessity, and the wonder u not tliat many died, bat that any survived. 
Of three snch oaaca in the hospital at Orkhanio, two died, and one recovered only when 
the patient, worn out hy severe suffering, consented and aul)miited to arapntation. t^nisl 
ifactory as they were injudicious ; as a rule they were only attempted by 
inexperienced surgeons. There were some rare instances of gunshot injury of elbow -joint treated 
expectantly ; in some casus fairly good motion was obtained, otLers tcrmiuatiug in ancliylceia. 
No inatanec of exciaiotl of wrist came under mj observation. 

There was but little difficulty experienced in persuading Turkish patienla to euhmit to lb* 
operation of excision j on its being explained that it was only for the purpose of remoTing a pieM 
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of dammreiJ bone, in order to giTO Ihem b good uhanoe, nol only of saving tlio limb, bui at making 
it useful lo Ihcm, thejr rexdjly oonnenied. KcsccUodh in cnntinuity of sbaft of bones wera 
exlensiyply practised ; furUter refBreDc* will be made to them in the section on injitries of lowot ■ 
extremity. 



MJUHIES OF ABDOMEN. 

THjurifi of Jbdamait. — Injuries of the abdomen were comparatively very rare, probably o wing to < ■ 
the protection afforded ^o tbia reg'ion by the Turkish predilec'ion for enljenchment Hghting-. The al« 
non.penet rating wounds were much more frequently met with than the penetrating. Presumably 
many of the peoEtrating woands iorolving injury to important organs never came under Ilia 
observation of the surgeon. Owing Iji (ho absence of an organised corps of strctcher-boarera, 
they were left lo die where they fell. Thia siateracnt was to some exlenianpportcd and confirmed 
by examination of the field of battle after an engagement. 

Oblique woonds of abdominal wall were cooimDn, especially among the men wounded 
BtSliipka; wounded as they invariably were by bullets Bred from a considerable height abnve 
Ihem. In these oblique wounds the bullet usually i-ntercd at the n|ipcr part of the abdnmen 
above the nmV.ilicns, and burrowed often for long distances between skin and muscles, amongst 
these or between them and the peritonenm. Lis vel(«ity becoming so lowered that not sufficient 
force remained for it lo enter tha peritoneal caviiy. Not tlie least striking peculiarity ot these 
oblique, non-penetrating wouods was their urraliccourjie, the bull having been dcHec:ed by some 
tense tendon, aponeurosis or muscle. 

Biich injuries, with their concomitant symptoma of great collapro, vomiiing, pain and 
aMominal distension, often closely simnlated the graver lesion of penetration, and required » 
careful examination, assisted by experience, to digtingnish them from cases of visceml injury. 

In these cases the superiority of English methods of Irenlment was most marked ; early dis- 
covery of ■ bagging,' collections of pus, counter-openings, thorough drainage, syringing of wounds, 
opium to control moscniar morement, and suitable diet, gave good results; whilst, on the other 
hand, cases treated on the laUtn-aller syslenj, pus allowed to accumulate and burrow, sloughing 
of muscle, and the cell ular and fascial planes, abscess hnrsting into peritoneal cavity, with cuu- 
soquent acute peritonitis, Ac, were tolluwtd by death. 

Extensive lacerations of abdominal wall, as also sli.mghs from oonlnaion by shell splinters, 
were frequenlly seen. In the rare cases of wounds involving llie peritoneal cavity, the principle 
ot ncin- interference was the absolute rale of practice ; no digital examination, or examination by 
means of sonnd ot probe, was permitted ; all protruded purls if not damaged were rclamed, and 
simple dressings applied. Opium was regarded as tlie sbeet-anchor in Ircalmeul, assisted by a 
liquid diet. 

I am not aware of venesection having lieen rosorte<l to in any instance. 

Dr. Macpherson reports toDT cases ot penetrating woimds of abdomen. One was doing well Cis< 
when last seen. One with a ficcal fistula in groin died exhausted. Two, involving injury of 
bladder, died. 

Or. Goodridge reports the case of a private who was wounded by a bullet entering just above 
the pubes ; there was no wound of exit ; a catheter was passed, and some bloody urine drawn ud j 
Uiu catheter was then retained ; the following day urine passed by the wound. Sloughing of 
llie tissues aronnd the wound took place, rapidly followed by peritonitis and death. Bullet could 
nut be felt by catheter in btuddur. Orrcumslances did not permit of the making of a 

Dr. MacQueen records the case of a Turkish colonel, mortally wounded in abdomen (Elena). 

Dr. t^asson reports three cases ot recovery from peueliuting wounds of the abdomen in the 
Krieroum liospila! ; in two ot the casea the bullet remained in the abdominal cavity. 

Dr, Kcylan reports soma Interesting cases, t. A regular bad a rifle ballet wound of stomach, 
with gastric fistola, through which food esc^>ed a few seconds after eating. A plastic operation 
was not possible, as telonos with severe opisthotonos supervened. The tetanus ceased, and the 
patient made a good recovery. 2. A colonel had seven wounds, five in the extremities, one pene- 
trating wound of thorax, and one penetrating of abdomen. When first seen dyspnoai was urgent, 
and death seemed Imminent. Three weeks after the injury he returned to his regiment. 3. A 
bullet in one case entered the right buttock and emerged from the left, pmsiug in Inint of Iha 
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■ two spans of bowels.' Both wounds healed rapidly. There n 

Dr. Sliven had a caao under his care in the Rustchnlc hospital of a young Turk shot throngrh 
the abdomen from front to bock in the left lumbar region. The bullet hod entered alraort oodi- 
rerging between anterior superior spinous process of left ilium and nmbilicua, and emerged below 
last rib just at outer edge of quadratns lumborum ; there was no protrusion of viseeia. A c&re- 
n of the abdominal wall was mode, which proved that the ball had traversed I be ab- 
dominal coiilj, and not merely travelled round under the skin. There was no peritonitfa. no 
vomiting, but some troublesome constipation. Simple carbolised dressings were applied to tbe 
wounds, and the patient put upon a liquid diet. He left perfectly well in seventeen days. Hb 
had been wounded close to his own home, and during his slay in hospital he was most tenderly 
and devotedly nursed by his brother, a Basbi-BozonV, a young lad of seventeen years at »gc, 
whom nothing conld indace to leave for a single moment the bedside of bis wounded brother. 

Di. Btiven reports another gunshot injury of abdomen, where the bullet hod enterccl trtaa 
behind in tlie lumbar region ; no wound of exit, nor could bullet be felt, nor waa there any eridenoe 
of its lodgment. After severe constitutional symptoms of some days' duration, a hard moss was felt 
in the epigastric region, a poultice was applied, and the mass became soft and ductoatiag, the 
abscess was opened, f<etid pus escaped, and the bullet was foond in the abscess cavity. The maa 
made a good reccverj. 

Mr. Baird Douglas, whose fate it was to fall into the liaudii of Qcneral Quuriio's troops at tbe 
capture of Telichc, reports a case of ' wind contusion ' omong the Russian wounded at Bogot. A 
Cossack of the Don, on liie morning of General Skobelctf's atlach and capture of the ' Gr«ea 
Hill,' at Plevna, was seen lo fall in the ranks. He wai picked up and carried to the rear. Ha 
stated that lie had been hit by a shell, or piece of shell, in the abdomen, and was knocked down 
insensible by it. On examination no sign of laceration or contnsion conld be found, bat tbe duib 
still persisted tliat he hod been hit. He was brought into hospital that night. Bad OD the 
following morning another careful oiamination was maiae of him. This also failed to elicit any 
evidence of injury. He wat kept in bed, and in a few days his stiffness having worn off, he 
was found covered with bruises about tJie abdomen. He distinctly said that it was no halluoi- 
is pari, but that the shell buried itself in tbe ground a few feet tram him, luckily 
initluiia crjilodiii'j. 



mjOHlEd OF LOWER EXTREMITY.— GUNSHOT FRACTURES OP THIGH, 

The eiperience of recent wars with regard l<i (he great penetrative power of tbe cjlindr"- 
conoidal or modem riHe bullet, and its terrific twmminiiting effect on the part of bone struck, waa 
amply confirmed. Never perhaps in the sntgica! history of war was the condition and treatment 
of gunshot injuries of the femur more hopeless than in the recent campaign ; the suiveons, dis- 
heartened by the grovity of Ihe injury, and by the insuperable difficulties with wbii^ its 
treatment was beset, were stilt further baffied by the obstinate refusal of the patient to aabmit lo 
amputation. They had reluelanlly to admit the impotence of their art, and passively to await tbe 
advent of that inevitable death which seemed only loo long in coming. Even those whom previooa 
experience of war had in some measure ]iTepared for this state of things stood appalled at tbe 
ghastly spectacle and fearful mortality. Much has been said in the English joumala about, tbe 
objections of the Turks to amputation. The objections may be tlius stated. The Turk, aware o( 
the promise of the Prophet tlist the soldier falling gloriously in battle against the enemies of bii 
religion, his Padishah, and bis country, should be at once and without intervening pargratory uana- 
lated lo the Paradise furnished with the most boautifn] of houris for his special enjoyment and 
delectation, has a very natural horror to enter such an abode of bliss with any physiiial defect tend- 
ing to disqualify him in the minds of the fair ones. Again, mutilation by loss of limb is one of 
the old Mohammedan forms of punishment ; therefore the Mossulman soldier is loth to be ile«nised 
as a criminal when he ought rather to be admired as a hero. Further, this repugnance to amputa- 
tion is intensified by thp fact that Ihe Ottoman Government makes no provision and awards no 
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pension to its cripples and invalida. Anjuno acquainlfld wilh the ohajTicIer of the Tnrkish soldief 
will not be aurpriueilBthis natural Bvers ion to add to the legion of maimed beggars who horrify tha 1 
Western traveller aa he croBses on tlie Gslala bridge. Perhaps the moat pot«nt reason of ^ 
all waa embodied in tlie fact that in the early part of this war amputations, and indeed 
operations of all kinds, in the hands of unskilled flurgeons, without adequate appliances, and 
never performed until the last moment, had proved so invariably fatal, tliat the Tork had come to 1 
tepard operation as practically eynonymons wilh death, and preferred to die with a whole talher '' 
thnn a mnlilated body. Aa the last remark may appear to reflect somewhat harshly npon onr 
Tnrkiah coUeaguea, from whom we receivtid at all times kindness and oomi^i^. and our relations 
with whom were chamct^riBed by perfect harmony and good feeling, I may explain thai, without 
any wish or intention to disparage their surgical skill, inasmuch as only a limited nnmber of bodies 
per annum is supplied by the Imperial Academy of Medicine of Constantinople for the instTuc- 
tion in anatomy and aurgery of their large numbers of students, the majority can only have 
been spectators and not actual performers of operations; and they can neither he expected to 
have the anatomical know-lcdgc, the manual dexterity, nur the surgical eipericnoe (only acquired 
by long practice) to conduct an amputation to a successful issue. 

The most brilliant exception, I know, was found in the person of Osman EFfendi, a Turkish C 
gentleman who had studied for three years in Paris, an able surgeon and aa expert operator j for- 
tunately the accident of war has placed bim where his services were most required ; in Plevna he 
was emphatically the right man in the right place. When the patient could be induced to submit 
to operation, omputjition was tbe almcet invariable rule of practice. It would have been a criminal 
procedure to have attempted conservative surgery under the adverse oircnmstances by which the 
surgeon frequently found himself Surrounded. Even if the surj^eon hud the rare good fortune to see 
his patient immediately ofter the receipt of his wound, the necessity tor prompt evacuation of 
the lield hospitals, despatch to tbe reserve hospital, usually at a long distance in the rear, the 
arduous and weary transport in open bullock wagons of ten days in duration, expoatd to inclemency 
of weather, the vague uncertainty as to dressing of hie wound, and even sapply of food daring the 
transit, perhaps in the end for the patient only to arrive at a. hospital nrowded with wounded, 
decimated by pyxmia, and to fall inl« Ibe handa of unskilled surgeons— surely these were- circum- 
stances, combined with the frequent absence of splints and necessary appliances, sutHcient to deter 
tlie most conservatively-minded surgeon. But when, as was more frequently the case, the soldiers, 
with constitutions broken down, and worn out by lon^-continucd expoanre, 1iardshi]i, and privation, 
Btill further reduced by nu exhausting dysejiteiy, which treatment seemed powerless to relieve, with 
wounds stinking with decomposing sloughs and fnetid pna swarming with maggots, came under 
notice only some days after the injnrj, the only chance was immediate ampntnlion, if the patient 
could he prevailed upon to submit to it. Could there have been a more emphatic endorsement of 
the terse axiom of Dupuytren that he who attempted to save limbs lost lives I Puat-morlcm ex- 
aminations generally disclosed very great comminution of bone, with eitenslve splintering of tite 
diaphysis to some distance from point struck ; large sloughs which burrowed in all directions, bathed 
in fiBtid pus ; and no attempt at union. The best marked instances of conservative surgery, re- 
markable to say. occurred in Plevna, and form a striking corroboration of the experience of 
Btromeyer at Floing near Sedan. 

The sufferer had to be carried into the nearest building, and there tre^itcd on a laiiiez-ulUr 
syslem ; no splints were applied from sheer lack of them, although one is disposed to regret 
that, the Ihonsands of rifles captured from the Russians, and useless as weapons for want of corre- 
sponding ammunition, had not been utilised as provisional substitutes ; the limbs renuitied 
passive (the patients were on the board of straw) from utter inability to move them. lu several 
instances firm union had taken place, with production of enormous masses of callus, great thickening 
and shortening, together with an infinite variety of mol-posilioo; some cases, from the amount of cur- 
vature and distortion, quite justifying the epithet of 'ramshom ' applied to them by a S. H. surgeon. 
These men had been brought from tbe scene of action hard by, had been subjected to no arduous 
transport, had been well housed and well fed. This striking corroboration of Stromeyer's experience 
should suggest the expediency of treating this class of injuries when possible on the spot ; in tho 
event of retreat in civilised warfare, let the surgeons avail tl emselvee more fully of the pririlegei 
and provisions of the Geneva Convention, and allow themselrei wilh their wounded to fol! into (he 
hands of the enemy. It appeared to me that the deformity in the cases above leferred t< 
have been readily remedied by subseqoeni refrtMiture or by subcutaneous osteotomy. 

In the oases where conservatism may he attempted, and immobiliiy, rest and food c 
ensured, let the burgeon keep the limb atrait,ht, and not be over-anxious about exictision.

Death jhjuu l e d ao^ie days 
laf^T frr/m pjwaoM, which was at that tiiae rife in that hospitaL No caae ti c mued of aaqnitatioa 
of hip^yAnu Pecetrating injuries of knee-joint with fracmze were genexaDj treated bj ampiita- 
tioo. Seme caarjs treated oocservaSlTelj made remarkable and unezpecred reooreries : aome easaes 
haring refused ampatadoti, with accfajloeis, but with a nsefnl limb. Onlj one caae of excision is 
reoTirded which ought nerer to have been attempted. 

Gimsbot injuries of leg were freqnentlj treated ocmserratiTelj, with good resolta ; cywing to 
fass abstemious habits, woimds do not ^ipear to supp urat e so abundantlj in the Toik. 

When so trealed the splinten were remoTed, and the limb pat iq> in f^ieatnted plaster of 
Paris, fft wire and box splints were enq>loyed. 

We may learn a lesson in osteoplastic s t ir geiy from the Circassians, who practise in no mean 
degree the art of surgery. A Circassian may consent to part with an upper eztremitj, bat nerer 
with his k/wer ; he rather prefers death than a mutilation that will prerent him fran moonting m 
hoTM ; a Circassian not able to ride would consider himself degraded in the eyes of hia people. 
In gunshot injuries of leg, all splinters are carefuUy remored by them ; if difficulty in redaction 
is experienced, protruding fragments are sawn off ; if a hiatns remains, a piece of bone of m siae 
and form calculated to fill the gap is taken from a foal, or, failing this, from a youn|r bullock — 
tbis is put into the interspace, and allowed to remain there. The limb is then put op in band- 
ages, soaked in a paste made of ground Indian com and water, thickened with white of egg- 
I hare never seen tbiji actaally done, but I know many people of authority and position wrbo can 
vf/uch fr>r the fact. I have seen old fractures said to Lave been so treated, and certainlj their 
efmdiiion left not bin;? to be desired. 

I Kave attended a Circassian for a gunshot fracture of leg, who had the fracture pat op in the 
way I describe, and who showed me an old fracture of other leg ; the injury had been receiTed 
many years previously, and bad been treated osteoplastically, in the way I have mentioned. 

(H injuries of ankle-joint treated conservatively by removal of splinters, immobilisation, Slc^I 
saw many cases, some of which appeared admirably suited for excision later. 

Owing to the unwillingness of the Turk to submit to amputation, resections in the oontinaitj 
of the shaftH r/f long bones were more extensively resorted to than under other and different cir- 
cumstancc-s would have been justifiable. The results on the whole, however, were not enooorag* 
ing. Excixions of portions of the bones of the fore-arm were most successful ; next in otdter, 
excision (tf parls of the shaft of the tibia. Excision of the diapbyses of the humeraa and femur 
were almrjst universally followed by a fatal result, osteo-myelids being the tangible cause of death. 
Ampntations were always primarily performed when circumstances would admit, and when the 
sanction of the patients could be obtained. 

Ilcvna, where the amputations were performed within 24 hours of the receipt of injury, gaTe 
a uniformly good percentage of recoveries. A few such cases may be cited ; — 

Achmct, aged 30 years. Compotmd comminuted fracture of upper third of right 1^, 
tat ion of thigh. Recovery. 

Mehmet, aged 30 years. Compound comminuted fracture of upper third of left leg. 
tirjn of thigh, llecovery.

tiun of thigh. Bcoovcry. 
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Rijrtt leg curried ftway by shell. Amputation of thipli. Eecnvety. 
1, aged 36 yearn. OompoaiMl oomniinnted frecluro of npper part of right leg, involving 
knee-jidnt. Amputation of thi^b. Reonvery. 

Achmet, aged 24 yeara. ComplelcilualTucticin of left foot and lower third of leCt leg, by aheU, 
Ampn'Btion of upper third of leg. Recovery. 

OjiBralitnu leleeted, — The drcular method, or the comhlnntion of skin-Saps nrith circular Onem 
division of muBcle, were the tonns of operation naoBlly preferred and selected. In ths case of sducted. 
amputation of the leg, Teale'a ompatation by rectanfp^dar finps was in some instunc^s performed, 
hut with nnaatigfactory rosnits, the flaps (generally Blonft^ng away within the Urst few dayi. In 
one case Dr. Pinkerton wiia oompclled to re-amputate higher op. The arteries were more traqnently 
tied than twisted. In my own o^ises I generally practised torsion, and with the best results. 
Second h^emoirhage rarely occurred. 
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LANCE, It.\YOSi;T, ASD SABRE WOUNDS. 

The nnmhar n[ bayonet wounds coming under nliBervatinn was eioeediogly Bmall. The few 
opp^rtunilnee that were afforded and ntiUsBd of examining the dead on fields where bayonet cnti- 
fliotB had taken place would tend to show that the majority of those receivinf; bayonet injuries 
expire on the field, for the rfmple reason that the assailants do not cease their strlte nntil one, fre- 
quently both, falls dead. They were not so numerous as sabre cats. The rarity of bayonet wonnds 
received in recent wais may be accounted tot in varions ways, but principally by the intro- 
duction of breech -loading riQea, which, by givini; increased rapidity and accuracy of Dre, and at 
long iangr«, have greatly lessened the opportunity of using the bayonet with elfect. They became 
more nomeroos in later part of war, in consuqnouoe of the greater frequency of hand-to-hand 
cunHic's. CliieSy met with in fleshy parts of limbs, more rarely piercing the thoracic and 
alidominal cavities. 

A Turk had a bayonet driven completely through the right side of his cheat by a Russian 
snJdier. Sncb was the degree of forca naed, and so oompletely gripped was the bayonet, that the 
Russian, to withdraw it, had to place his foot on the Turk's chest and forcibly wrench it out. No 
outward symptom occurred. The man made a complete recovery, and was afterwards raised to the 
grade of officer. 

Dr. Sandwith repnrla five bayonet wounds in a small Balgar child in fleshy parts of llmSs. 

Sabre cnls were more nnmeroiis than bayonet injuries. Usually of the scalp and face. Healed 
mpidly. Most frequently met with among Circassians. 

A Turk received six gashes, from his neck to half way down his back, from a Ru-sian cavalry 
soldier. Some of the gashes were quite six inches in length. Some vertebral spines were chopjjvd 
off. Mao made a good recovery. 

Sabre wonnds were only too common amongst the wounded women and cliildren in the female 
hospitals of Adrianople. The neck and upper back soemed to have been the main points of attack. 
In the case of Bulgarian (and in some instances, Turkish) women, the Circassians and BuhM 
Bazouks had literally gashed the baolc to ribandB, in a manner anaIogm;s to the ■ crimping ' of 
codfish. Generally the poor sullerent sank rapidly, from the combined effects of shock, exhaustion, 
and hicmorrhage ; but I saw several cases where. In spite of the severity of the injury, the patients 
bad msde good recoveries. 

Tliis ' crira[wng ' seemed to he a favourite amusement of Circassians j we saw it later among 
the mutilated Russian dead of Teliahe. 

Circaasians were fraqnently the recipients of sabre cuts, chiefly on head, face, neck, or sword 
arm. All did well. 

T^noe wounds were very rare. In the hospitals of Shumla were Turkish women and children, 
recipients of these injiuies, inflicted, as they said, by Cf«sacka. A few also In the hiispitala of 
Adrianople, which Torkisb women and children hod receivetl at the hands of the ■Dulguriun 
(tvengets.' 



INJUEIES OF ARTERIES.— H^MOKHHAGE. 

My own eiperience if wsrf.ire leads me tn believe that death from primaiy btemonrhH^ rat 
the battle-field ocootb much more Freqnently than hue geoprallj been nupposod. The tardineBH of 
the Ottonuui authorities in the interment of the slain atTorded aousual facilities of eiaoiimne the 
dead. At Teliche, where I had the opportunity of exainininir nearly *00 dead, with special reference 
to cause of death. 1 found that the injaries. followed by rapid death, were wounds of head involiinf; 
brain, penetrating' wonnda of chest, and wounds of lar^ arteries. I saw several bodies where 
woandin^ of the axillary and femoral arteries had □ndoubtodly been the cause of death ; prob&bly 
the tension and slretchin); ot the axillary artery during the act of firing, arid of the femoral in 
certain positions of Ihe lower limb, speciallyprediapose these arteries to injury, Between Plevna and 
Dubnik I was requested by a Turkish officer to examine the body of a Turkish soldier said to have 
been the subject of atrocities at the hands of the Cossacks. The story was tliat a convoy of wonnded, 
numbering amongst them the pricat« referred to, had been snrpriaed and attacked by a bond 
of Cossacks. The man was said to hare been shot as he lay wounded in the wugon ; when I saw 
him ho lay upon his back in a large pool of blood, his tunic, nnderolothing, and upper half of tmnk 
being completely saturated, the body blanched and of tallowy whiteness, liis rij^ht arm was out' 
Htrotohcd, and in the axilla was readily seen the hole in his coat made by the bullet. On slitting 
np the sleeve of the tunic one saw in tho middle third of the axilla the wound of entrance. On 
dissecting op this wound and dislodging aqnantityof clot, one came readily upon a large lacerated 
rent in the coats of the artery, involving nearly three-fourths of its circumference ; he had no other 
wound nor mgn of other injury. His fingers were blackened and grimed with powder as if from 
recent firing. Near him were the bodies of other soldiers also recently killed. 

After a skirmish between Circassians and Cossacks in riding over the scene of conflict, we came 
across the body of a Cossack shot through the femoral artery ; the loss of blood had been enormous. 
Dr Edmunds reports a case under his care in the Bnstohuk hospital of a man wounded itt tha 
upper part of thigh ; there was only a wound of eotraoce. none of exit. Examination showed that 
the bullet had lodged on the outer side of the femoral artery and in immediate contact with It. 
As the bullet was being removed the artery was distinctly reen and recognised ; it hod ceased to 
pulsate ; 36 hours later the whole upper part of the thigh became gangrenous, Uie patient dying 
*8 hours later. In Plevna one frequently saw cases where a limb had been completely carried away 
by shell, and the large arteries were seen plugged and pul.sating ; the amount of ht^morrbage had 
been comparatively Ulfliag. Very few oases of primary ligature of a large artery came under my 

.The want of barrack hospitals was severely felt ; wood was in abundance ; skilled labonz cotdd 
be procured and at a trifling coat ; but the anthnrities could not be induced to erect them, I am 
istrongly of opinion that their employment would have been the means of saving many lives ; as it 
wns,*the wounded were crowded Into mosques, konaks, Bolgarlan churches and schoolsi, cavalry 
barracks, and other buildings utterly onsuited for hospital purposes. The consaquencea were only 
too disastrous. 

Uuch has been said against tho nursing of Turkish wounded by women. It was aj'giied 
that female nurses would be constantly exposed to insult in their dealings with their padeitta. 
Lady Strangford and the nurses with her were unanimous in affirming that quite the contrary was 
the case j they found that Turkish patients were far more delicate in their relations with fenutles 
than the averse of male patients in an English hospital. In a conversation which I had with 
Ujeroil Pacha, the military commandant in Adrianople, he assured me that, even if Lady Sliang- 
ford bad done no greater work, she had broken down the barrier of Turkish prejudice against the 
employment of females in male hospitals, and that he was perfectly charmed with the result, and 
that he hoped lliat in the future, in military and civil hospitals alike, women nurses would be the 
rule and not the exception. The nurses sent by the Queen of Saxony to Turkey and emplojed in 
the Bed Crescent hospital at Beylerbey and the Stafford Hoose hospitals at Stamboul were eqnall* 
loud-spoken in their praises of the Mnsaulman us a patient. Similar testimony is given by the 
French Sisters in Adrianopio. 
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Mb. a. Stuons Eccles' Report of Hospitals at Constantinople. " ■ — 

M«j- S, 1878. 

In acconlauce with yaxa inatiiictiaris I Lave aacertiaiiicd the fallowiiig fncts relative to the 
sick and waui>d<!d at present Ifing in the hospitals of Constantinople. The informatioD is derived 
from affioial sonioes and from peTsonnl observation. On Wednesday, May 1, there were in the 
hospitals Id and aboat CoDstautiuople nearly 22,000 patienla, of whom 1,000 aie suffering from 
wounds received on the field of battle, between 2,000 and 3,000 from wonnds due to expoEnre to 

climate and other inSuenoeH — I.e. frostbite, ke while Uie remainder ore the subjecls of fevers, 

either of a tjphiiid or intermittent type, dysentery, diarrbiea, and in a few cases of small-poi. 
Among thes? patients there are about 2,000 who are convalescents, obiefl; those whose nonndd are 
cicatrised ; but the great majority are individuals who shoatd not be inmates of an faospital, ozposod 
to the influonoes of bospitoliani, than which no other better ciamplo has been afforded of lata years 
tlian US one sees it to-day in the overcrowded, ill-adapted buildings, necessarily converted into 
hospitals (or the reception of the many sick and wounded still needing care and nttenlion, and the 
large nnmher of patients daily amving from the encampments in the environs of this city, 

There are at present 27 buiidings in Constantinople and its suburbs occupied as hoipitals for Tnrkish 
the Turkish military sick and wounded. The list, as foUowa, is arranged ia acccudanca with the hoepiuls. 
siie of the hospitals : —

Of these Haidar Pacha, Maltepf, Coiimberhan6. SelimiS, MedjidiS, Daond Pacha, IpIikhanS, and 
Conleli are largo buildings containing over 2,000 patients, and, with the exception of Daoud Pacha ( 
and Iplikhan^, were built especially lor hoepitals, the saniiary arrangemenla of which, although ' 
not as good as could be wished, are yet vastly superior to the other buildings more recently appro- 
priatod to the use of the sick and wounded. 

Many of these are barracks which, perhaps, were well enough constructed to meet the reqoire- 
menta of a dwelling-place for men in good health whose life was spent in the open air ; bot they 
served only as foyers for disease, as they are now occupied by patients who have suffered terribly 
both morally and physically, and who are perforce crowded together in ill-vanlilaled and badly- 
drained buildingB, whete isolation and attention to the rules of military hygiene are out of the 
qaestion. A visit to three o{ the hospitals in Constantinople, selected as types of the majority, 
combined with one's previoos experience during the campaign, and the knowledge of the condi- 
tions under which the Turkish soldier has fought and snSered either at the hands of the foe or 
from erposnre to hardships, has enabled me to judge of the general slate of the sick and wounded 
in the Constantinople hospitals, of the causes of the condition of affairs, and what appears lo me 
the most feasible way of remedying the eiisting evils. 

The patients in the hospitals of Constantinople may be divided into those who are wounded ( 
and those who are diseased, but many who originally became inmates of an bospitaJ as wounded, t 
liave since been attacked by one or other of the prevsleat diseases. Of the wounded 1,000 odd are 
oonviklescent, their wounds being healed ; but of these not a few arc maimed for life, while ifthura 
have fallen into such a deplorable state of ill-health that they ore unlit either for active service or 
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for the ordinary duties of life in their own hoiUL-B. Of thoae who are not yet enfficiently leeorered 
. to be lUscha^ced. a large niimber are still suiForiiig from the eScotH of berious iiijuries, or are the 
riotiniB of ose oi more of the discaaea which have played havoc with tbe patietita io this city. 
Bome of tliem are suffering from erysipelas, gangrene, and hectic fever, otherB hare been atlaclced 
by fevei of a typhoid type, ot are exhausted by dysenteiy and diairhiEa, and many are letardul 
in their recovery by falUag into a icorbutic state, their wounda. instead of healing, taking on Ihe 
characteristic action of scorbutio uloeistion. Of those wbo are diseased, one can only say that tbey 
have |ieen exposed to the predisposing and exciting CAuses of these diseases ; the majority of tbem 
display great loss of flisb, nervous exhaustion, a peculiar muddy tint of the skin ; their eyes ar« 
sunken, and the depression of spirits, from which they all suffer, renders them liable to contrnct 
the prevalent fevers. Many of them are Boorbntic, and I believe it would be difficolt to find any 
among them who had not the spleen enlarged, and who had not at some time Buffer(>d from one 
or other form of ague ; indeed tnany of them present marked symptomH of malarial cachexy. Id 
the hospitals I visited, the majority of patients, soScrini; from diseases of different organs and 
natures, exhibited intennittent symptoms. 

We have seen that the patients are amemic, scurbnttc, snbjcct to ague, and generally ill in 
'■ mind as well ns in body. What are the causes for this condition of affairs I 

Of those wounded who are not yet convalescent, the caoaes of their tardy recovery are obvioiu 
enongb. All have been exposed, iu the early days of their injittieH, to the most fearful suffering 
and hardship. Many have sustained injuries at Qrst sight almost incompatible with life. Nomben 
hftve passed through the miseries of a long sJege, without even the neoesaties of life ; otben bavo 
sustained the hardships of a prolonged retreat ; while all have passed days and weeks without the 
care and attention which might have cnrtailed their sufferings, if it oould have been bestowed in 
the first instance. Nature hns been eihausled in the attempt to Huatain life against the odds of 
physical iiijmy, want oE noorisbment, and exposure to cold and wet. Tliese remarks are in a great 
measure applicable to the sick also. These men have passed through the same hardships as their 
wounded comrades, and, excepting that (hey have received no aclual wound, they have be«n 
equally injured. Want of nouriabroenl, clothing, and habitation, added to the moral depivaeion 
following defeats, hafl brought men, who were in the first place bat ill-adapted for the haldshlp* 
of a winter cumpBign, into their present condition of health. 

It moat be remembered that most of the patienta in the hospitals belong to the ivgerrtM, wbo 
were called out after the youngest and moat vigoreus men had been drafted into the army. Many 
of them have contracted diseaaes since their arriTal In hospital. Admitted originally for diairbaa 
or a^e, their low condition of health has predisposed them for the attacks of typhoid and other 
fonne of blood-poisoning, from which they are suffering ; and it la to their temperate and regular 
habits of life that the majority owe tlieir lives to-day. 

It Is impoaaible for the medical men under whose care these men come to treat the cases as 
they ahoold and would do. They have neither the time nor the meana at their dispoaal whic^ 
sbotild be allotted tn each case. Many of the medical men in the hospitals of Constantinople are 
foreignera, whose services have been engird for a short term, wbo have not had the opportontty 
of acquiring the langonge of their patienta, or learning the rulea of the aerrice so an to enforce 
their directions and orders. There are, at present, only 2O0 medical men in the Conetantinc^le 
ho8[rftals. The Government has been taxed in i's resoorces to the uttermost ; every available 
native medical man has been engaged ; others have been brought from the Continental medical 
centres. But what can the most, skilful medical men do if they have not the means of tt«atin2 
their patients ? The Imperial Ottoman Governmenl. in addition to the thousand and one other 
claims on it to-day, bus to provide places, furnitore, food, clothing, medicines, and attendaats, ta 
more than 50,000 sick and wounded soldiers. It is impossible, under exiating circumstances, that 
more can be done on the p.irt of the Governmenl; but , if it were possible to alleviate the Bafleringa 
of the primary victims of this war, the meana must be ad^ted to the needs which one eee« cvny 

The fiiBt step to be taken towards remedying existing evils is to avoid overcrowding, and W 
isolate infectious diseoaes. This can only be done by establislaing convalescent hospital^ where 
all who are no longer suffering acutely should be received. Special btuldings most be reserved 
for feveis. Then those ack who swell the nnmher of patients daily, from the encampment*, 
should be received and oared for in barrack or tent hospitals, within easy reach of their t^gimenU; 
thia would curtail the length of their illnesses, avoid over-crowding, and prevent the spread of im- 
feotions disease. The next great necessity is food, sufGdent in quantity and qnality. AlivAdy otie 
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has seen the effects of & wholeaome, well-oooktsi, and varie<l diet among patients whose Uvea were 
almost dttspaired of, Manj who cannot take the fairly liberal diets prescribed in tha OoTemment 
scale would rapidly improve on a more delicate and varied diet. Bnt the Qovemmem resources 
are already subject to heavy prcsaiue in order to provide the seven ordinary diets ; delicacies and 
cilras are in consequence only prescribed in cases of absolute necessity, and sometimes not even 

If eonvaleieent heiyitali could be established, iiolntiaa carried out, the present diatt nipple- 
meiitad, and barraet AaipitaU attached to Che camps around Consiantioople, the present number 
of aick and wounded would capdly diminiab, their BnfferingB would be curtailed, the spread of 
disease would be arrest«d, and the present high rate of mortality would bo semibly decreased.

Dn, Stivbn 071 the Ruflchuk and Stamboul New Barrack Hospital. 

The Kuslchuk hospital was first started on July 9, for 100 beds. It reoeiced its first 100 
wounded on ^pt. 3. It was then enlarged to an extia 110 beds— 10 beds being set apart for 
officers. The building was the engine worltshopB of the Busrohuk and Varna Railway. The wards 
were large and aiiy ; so ventilation did not enter into the arrangemeotB, as it was already well i 
ventilated. The jwrwinei oonsiated after its extension of three English surgeons, and an lutsistnnt o 
Turkish surgeon. The nuraing was done by Turkish soldiers, about 30 in number. Six other men, ^ 
paid by the Society, were instructed how to make poultices, and dress simple cases : their further 
duties consisted id each taking bis turn of watching in the wards two hours every night, and they 
ware mode responsible it they did not report at once on cases requiring qnalifled auistance, 
Bs in lieuiorrhage, &c A dispenser was also procured from the Turkish Government. The 
other subordinates were three washerwomen, constantly at work : one woman for mending and 
general needlework ; and one store-keeper in charge of linen, whoso duty it was to see that all soiled 
sheets were removed at once from the beds every morning and clean ones supplied, also to check 
the giving and taking of tbe washing. The rations were supplied by the Oovcmmont, over the 
giving ont of which a captain of the Turkish army presided. There were twooooka, two water-carriers, 
and four infimuere, who had to make themselvea generally useful ; there were also two barbers. 

The beds were made of wood^two aupporta with three planks laid across ; (Jie head support 
being carried up, and a tray of wood jutting out behind to support the medicine bottles, spittoons, 
&o,, thus obviating the necessity of little tables aloogside the beds. They were supplied with a, 
straw mattress and pillow, and a soft sheep's wool mattiese and pillow, with slieelj, blankets, and 
coverlet stuffed with sheep's wooL 

The principal dlfficultiea to bo incurred were in the forming of kitchen, washing-house, and 
closets. The kitchen was a wooden shed erected outside the hospital. The waste of fuel w.is 
nnormoTUi at Qrst ; this I obviated by makinga ditch of about two feet deep, tunnelling it over nith 
brlcV, leaving three apertures for the canldrons, which were supported on iron girders ; the one 
end of the I unncl was patent, where the wood was pushed in ; the other was closed, and connected 
with a Sue projecting outside the shed ; a good draogbC was always present, and the smoke did 
nut annoy the oooks. The same plan was followed in the wusbing-housc, tor the boiling of soiled 
linen and bandages. The closet woe a movable shed, placed over a deep ditch dug out, about sis 
(eetdeep, and those patients who were able to move about had to nse them. The closets were con- 
stantly supplied with chloride of lime thrown dowt:, and the shed removed every month, the ditch 
being ailed op with mud and ahloride of lime. The bed-pans used in the hoB{^ital were always 
e mptied down these cloeeta and washed with carbolic acid, before being returned to the ward. 

The sanitary condition of the hospital was good, as we did not have any epidemic of et^fu- 5 
pelas, .ind hospital gangrene was unknown to us. The precautions taken were as follows : constant '^ 
supervision as to the patients having clean sheets, shirts, and diswen, whenever soiled by ei- ' 
oretory matters, blood, pus, or otherwise ; the washing of the patients, especially the feet, by the 
servants, and fur tlioae who were more or less convalescent I had two baths erected, which simply 
consisted of a concrete floor, with waste-pipe and a boarding run round. These were situated in 
the shed ereol«d for the servants, and they were supplied with warm water and soap ; they could 
thus cleanse the whole of their bodies as often as they pleased. Snlphiu' was burnt in the wwds, 
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bnt more fteqnently carbolic acid. Before Buppurating woundB were opened, k BhoTel with red- 
, hot cinden was brought in, and some alrong- carbolic acid wattponred oo the top ; this was placed 
iiDdeT the bed, and the wound opened under tLe fumes ; the fumes were not disagreeable to tb« 
patient ra pBtienta on either side, and it acled wimlrably in destroying all nozionB odoor. 
After diesdngs were flnishal the wards were oarofully swept, and carbolic acid sprinkled on 
the floor ; and also the fumes were made to purvey the whole ward by men carTTing a shovel of 
hot cinders up and down, and pouring a Itltle carbolic acid from lime to time on them. All caaea 
showing any inordinate inflammalion were dressed last, and prjaipelaa OBBefl were at once isalsted ; 
these wore never dressed till all the other canes were finished, and then under the tames of car- 
bolic acid, and never by any other hands hot our own. The general routine followed naa an 
early morning visit to all onr patienla, eiiunining them bh to iheir stale of health medically, pre- 
scribing any medioinea necessary, and writing up their rations ; we then adjourned to breakfast, 
and after that was discussed, dressed the patients, each personally. 

The closets in many particulars were inconvenient ; but, I believe, being quite apart from the 
building, added to its sanitary state. All bandages thoroughly soiled with pus were never used 
again, but burnt. The beating of the words was accomplished with the aid of lai^ brick stoves. 

The Slambonl New Barrack Hospital was constructed in two long, low barracks. The beds 
were supported on a couple of iron supports with planking. It was Sticd up with 98 beds. The 
closets were attached to the building between the two wards, being approachHl by a short passage. 
Largo apertures were made throngb the walls of pasBage, to allow a through cross current of aii, 
and carry away any smells that may have reached that length, without which it would have 
entered into the wards. The closets were connected with a drain, and were fitted np with syphon- 
shaped tubes. These latter acted well, being constantly sluiced out with water; a nutn was 
there for IJie purpose every time they wore used. Strong carbolic acid was always pooled down 
and sprinkled ahimt them. Ventilation of the wards wna carried on by a centre shaft, and every 
second window was made to fall inwards, the sides being protected by boarding W stop all draught 
at the sides; these were always kept open, and thus fresh air was constantly ooming in, im- 
pinging on the roof firal, and then falling downwards, as all cold air will. Sanitary arnuigemeat«, 
as to the free use of carbolic acid, were here also carried out. The parlann^l included a dispenseT, 
three doctors, and a few soldiers as general servants. The nursing was done by German sistera 
aent hy the Qaeen of Baiony.

Ambulance and Transport in Oriental Countries. 

Since the existence of the Geneva Convention, and the establishment of sotneties for rendering 
aid to the sick and wounded in war, but little experience bad been gained as to the oondncc of 
, ench aid in Oriental countries until the recent Rufso-Turkish war. 

After the Prussian campaign in France, claljorate treatises were written, and the falleat 
information may be obtained as to ambulance organisation, where railways, sound roads, Ac, nm 
found, and where troops are well equipped and supplied with good food, as well as models of the 
w^ons, hospitals, stretchers, &c., of the beat oonslruotion. Gut in an Asiatic campaign cironin- 
slances are very different, both as to the nature of the countjy, roads, Jtc, and the habits and 
mental condition of the inhabitants, and thus ambulance organisation must be condncted iukIm 
very different rules; the main difference being that, instead of doubts as to the beat fonn <■[ 
relief, the dilEcnlty would he that of combating time and distance, and prejudices in snpplyicg 
relief of the simplest description. 

In the late war the distress was often so great that the difficulty was not how the wnnnded 
should be dressed, but that they should be attended to at all ; not how they should be carried 
but that they should not die on the road ; not how fed, hut that they sliould not starve. 



FIELD AMBULANCES.

STAFF FOR FIELD AMBOLANCE. 

Wlien eommnnicationa are bad, an ambulance shonld consist of three surgcong— i.f. the smallest 
cumbei; this would be, H,t intervals, reduced to tvo by sickness or otherwiso^one chemist, a 
dresser, cook, afreut, interpreter, and two native servants — all acting, when necessary, as dressers, 
or to carry water, be The latter in Turkey were generally non-cammisaioned officers and con- 
valescent patients. 

Their transport ahould consist of flii or eight wagons, sufficient to carry in the worst weather 
all tbe medical stores and pcovisions ; these may be daily employed in carrying sick to the rear,

All boxes shonld average about 2 feet by 2 feet by 3 feet, and 60 lbs. in weight, made with rope 
handlea; all contents labelled mifuZr; if this is not done it always causes the greatest inconvenience, 
loss ot time, tec Boies of this siEe will go into any wagon, and pack most conveniently on 
Loraea or moles.

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GENERAL DEME.tNOOR (AMONG ASUTICS). 

It is advisahlp amoogst Orientals (and MnsBnlmans especially) to respect and yield to, as far as 
possible, all religious prejudices. They feel strongly on certain subjects which we are quite Indif- 
ferent about. A reverse policy can only causa ill-will and olatruction, and is easily avoided. At the 
same time Orientals are more impressed with a quiet demeanour and politenutp, and have oft«n 
better taste in some toatteia. They cannot understand noisy singing, nor any, apparently, except 
through the nose. It is better to meet equivocation and deceit with candour and truth than try your 
opponent's weapons 1 at the same time a judicious miitare of kindness and physical force is veiy 
advantageous. 

TBANSrORT. 

In an uncivilised, roadless country, the ordinary pattema of Red Cross wagona arc quite use- WagonsL 
less ; they are far too heavy even for strong horses, and quite beyond those obtainable in Eaalom 
countries. They cannot be mended on an emergency by the driver ; harness cannot be supplied 
when deficient. During the retreat of the Rueainnsfrom the Lom Valley they were able to save every- 
thing but theii ambulance wagons; these were offered to the S. H. C. by the Turks. In the middle of 
a long train of Brabae, full of wounded from Orklianie, was one Red Ctoeb wagon, empty, because it 
could only just be dragged along, and conld not carry additional weight. This same wagon had 
slung stretchers, but wounded put into tliem woidd have been Frozen to death. 

Ottomans have a dislike to lying out straight on strelohers or beds ; tbe latter they are quite 
unaccustomed to, and sometimes refuse to enter, preferring the floor. They would generally be far 
more oomforlahle coiled up in the straw at the bottom of an ataba. 

In Turkey the beat vehicle for transport was the country M>ba. I. It oonld be easily mended Aisbu.

In annuner the great objection to it is tbe impossibility of fixing up any awning or 
ao tbnt it will stand the straining and jolting, owing to the sloping sides and rt 

In winter this woold not be so necessnrr, as a. waterproof sheet over and round the wounded 
men would be ivarmifr, drier, and better in every way, and would need no fixing. 

In a country where the roads are bad, light spring wsigons would be serviceable for moving 
rapidly Burgeons and their stores from one point to anotlier. The harness should be very light, and 
tbe wheels should track and allow of the carriages taming sharply. For tranaport of wounded 
the slow heavy wagons of the peasantry are better adapted, and would probably be the only means 
of evBDoalicg large numbers after a severe engagement; aid should therefore be given in the 
shape of shelter and food, by improving these carts by awnings, mattresses, and slung strelcheis ; 
by supplying surgical assistance and medioal comforts at depols and en rmtte. It may be oon- 
sidered wrong to add to the belligerent power of either aimj by superseding the medical staff in 
ordinary routine of campaign work. The great object of a Voluntary Aid Society would therofoiB 
be to organise its slaS so as to meet emergancies at a moment's notice. Its chief representative 
should therefore have in difforcnt districts responsible agents, with as great discretionary latitude 
as possible, under whose oontrol the different ombalances should be placed. These inspecton' 
sboold be always riding about in the neighboorhood of the combatants, preparing for probable 
batties, searching tor places where help is needed, and in giving relief in money where advan- 
tageous. It is quite possible for surgeons to be in close prozimil j to a great battle and yet qaite 
unaware of it, especially if away from a high road, or at all oooupiod, until the urgent need lor 
their services has passed. 

On a quantity of stores being despatched for distribution, the simplest syslem of recording 
their destination is to have the boxes numbered and entered leparattU/ with oontenta on the sepa- 
rate left-hand pages of a book ; as received, or surgeon reoeiving one. or taking one from alora 
signs for it on the right page, or for whatever medicines or clothing he may take from them. A 
book thus kept comprises a list ot stores, n delivery register with vonohera, and is also useful for 
reference ; in such a form that they cannot be lost or mixed, aad can be totted and andite/i mlheitt 
troubU. 

It seems to be almost necessary to Che practical utility of volunteer societies that their staff 
■hotild work independently of and untraromelled by the roilitary regulation of army surgeons. 
Should volunteer surgeons be under any control of other tlian llie higher authorities, diffioultivs 
would be sure to arise, owing to the obviously not unnatural jealousy with which they would be 
regarded.

Dkar Barbinotom-Kennatt, — Before you leave foryour short trip to England, yoa will 
permit me to intpresa un you, in regard to a very important asniatanoe whicb you have 
already afforded to tbousands and thousands, in reality, of starving aoldiera, coming from the 
front sick or wounded, by railway or other means ot transport— I mean, of course, your ad- 
mirably organised service of Houp-kitchena. Having bod, eu often, opportunities of witnoa- 
ing the arrival of the wounded and sick at all hours of the day and night at the railway 
atationa, and seeing at the same time the mural and physical result of the nourishment and 
refreidinient (pillaf, coffee, tobacco, and cognac) on tKeae poor fellows, which, if forgotten by 
the Stafford House Committoe, would not have had any chance to keep their ainking bodia 
and souls together, 1 must confess that no money was cerlaicly better spent, or in a mor« di-- 
serving way, than by these equally humane as hygienic correct work. Knowing that nioio 
than 20,000 sick and wounded soldiers have enjoyed these benefits by Stafford House help, 
by this charitable urganisation of your soup-kitchena, I compliment you highly on it. AIli>v 
me to add that in my belief this institution could be more practically developed by buying 
Tiioveable kitchen-carts, and fitting up kitchens in railway carriages, of which designs and 
samples are very well known to you. I am sure that jour Committee would not object m 
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speniliug fur audi a work a certain amount of money, if it would be proposed by you and 
curried out energetically and economicaJly, qualities which jm\ posaesa both. 

I cannot finish this letter without giving myself the pleasure to eipress to you and your 
Committee the highcit consideration which 1 feel in remembering the method in which your 
ambulance wmk was carried out in this war, iiuder the most difficult circuuistsncea which 
I ever met before. Your detached sectiung at the front, your permanent hos|>itaU, have 
been of the gi-eateat value to the victims iif war. Your transport work, although too limited 
in materiel and personnel, by want of funds, for this most important branch of the military 
sanitary service, has nevertheless done great good. You will not, I hope, call me presump- 
tuous if I advise you ^ain and again to devclope more and more the transport service, for 
the success of conservative surgery. 

Everybody of your staff and ymir fellow-labourers, beginning from the chief conimia- 
siuner to the last hamal who has been by you engaged, merits both praise and acknowledg- 
ment, and certainly, above all, your brave and skilful surgeons working in the front, to the 
benefit of the Turkish army and the honour and repute of their own country. 

I hope your health will be improved by your short trip to England, and that you will 
be able to return soon amoi^at us here to continue the noble nark which you so splendidly 
have carried out, not only on this occasion, but always in war tinte, when you have been 
called for by charitable societies.

OBITUARY. 



F. L. ATT WOOD. 

rrderick Lyndon Attwood waa educated partly in England and partly upon the ContineiitT 
utd from his eaily years possesaed and diligently cnltivated a taate for Ictlera. He received hia 
medical education at St. Maiy'a Hospital, London, and, sabsequently to his qoalificaUon, held 
the posts of Beaident Medical Officer at tbe Lock Hoepital, and ol Houae Siu-geoa at the Koy&l 
Free Hospital. His career as a militAcy surgeon cximmenced in the Franco-German war of 18T0, 
bat was cut short by ill-health, which obliged him to retire before the oonclosion of the camfai^n. 

In the Bummer of 1 876 the aooonnlH of suHering among the Servian soldiery, engaged in the 
Toioo-Servian war, aroused in England a feeling of deep sympathy. Attwood, witii a anum 
nnmber of English surgeons, left England in Jnly under the auspinea of the Knights of Si. John 
of Jerusalem, and formed an ambulance, afterwards U.keti over by the Kationat Aid Society : with 
them he travelled to Belgrade, and soon afterwards proceeded to the front. The Tucks b»d driven 
back the Servians to their aouthem frontier, and were about to oommence an attack upon Alex- 
inatx, Tliis town was reached by the English surgeons on Aug. 19, Che liaj on which the series 
of battles that took place around Alesinati commenced. The Bnglish ambnlmice was at once 
engaged in very heavy work, that had to be undertaken nnder circumstances of exceptional danger 
and difficulty. Attwood proved himself of special service. TTih untiring energy, his conscientions 
performance ot work that lay upon him— to cope with which hia delicate physique was so little 
fitted — formed an ezampie of enconragcmcnt, as hia skill and kindly help formed a valuable 
aasislance to all those asaocia(«d with bim. Mr. Attwood was afterwards appointed to take 
charge of the National Aid Society hospital at Belgrade, On the withdrawal of the National Aid 
Sode^ on Dec. 1, 1876, Attwood determined to keep the English hospital open, and if neccsmry 
to supply the (unda for its maintenance from his own purse. The hospital was maintained in thii 
way until April 1, 1S7T, and although some subscriptions were collected, this act of charity was 
performed by Mr. Attwood at a cost t« himself of several hnndred poonda. 

In the spring of 1ST7, when the declaration of war between Rnssia and Turkey appeared im- 
minent, Mr. Attwood returned to England to ascertain in what direction hia services might be 
again applied, and was appointed on the ataS of the Stafford House Committee. He arrived in 
Constantinople in Joly, 1877. and was appointed chief snrgeon of the Stafford House ambnlanoe 
section attached to the headquarters of Suleiman Pacha, then operating near Yeniaagbra. He was 
subsequently engaged on very heavy work at Adrianople, where he superintended the formatiim 
of the Stafford House hospital. In August he returned to the front at Shipka, and rejoined hia 
section, which did auch good work during the severe lighting in the Balkans. In Deccmbei tlie 
Shipka ambulance was withdrawn, and Mr. Attwood and his ataS were appointed to join the 
Turkish army retreating from Taahkesaen towards Bazardjik and Philippopolis. On Jan. 11, while 
waiting to recover some ambulance stores, which, in the hurried march ot the preceding night, had 
been left in the wagons broken down in their attempts to traverse the prectpitions and ioe-bonnd 
roads, Attwood was taken prisoner by the Russians, under circomstances described ia his letlcir. 
Mr. Attwood did hia duty nobly. He immediately took charge of IGO sick and wounded Ttukisli 
Boldiera, who hod been abandoned in the hasty retreat of the anny ; but, cut oft from his ambolaaoe 
and ootleagues,withoutEaropeancompanionson whom he could rely, without supplies in aootmtiy 
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stripped bare o( proviHions, in a diBtrict whose air wos satnrttl.Hl and whose water was poiBoned 
with pestilence, the posilion was, to one more fitted for hardship, hazordons ; to Mi, Attwood we 
amy aay that it was &tal. Already exhausted by hunger and fatigue, he oonld no longer resist 
the poisonous inflnencea which iiurouBded him, and was soon proBtratod by the fever. Ten days 
later the order arrived for the evaooatioD of the village, and Mr. Attwood was transported, by a 
journey oocQpyiQg two days and nights, to Philippopolis. He waa here found in a condition of 
onoonsciouanesa by Mr, Hnme. who hod been sent to his asaiatanoe. when it was known tliat Mr. 
Attwood had been taken prisoner. Mr . Hume scarcely left bis aide ontll bis apporent convalescanoe, 
and with Baron Mundy nursed him through along illness. His 8uhse([uent prostration was ao in- 
tense that three or four weeks, daring which his life was in continual and imminent danger, elapsod 
before he was in a condition to be removed, even at great risk, to Conatnntinople. His improvement 
wnaso gradual that it was not antil .Tune that he reached Enghind; he was then apparently conval- 
escent, but in a short time he was attacked with a condition, attributed to the malarious poison with 
which he was infected, bo painful aa to render him entirely helpleas, and almost incapable of any 
movement for nearly three months ; the improvement that then occurred never proceeded to complete 
recovery ; the conBtilntion had been loo protoondly ahnten to ever be really restored. Although 
unfit for hard woA, he went np to Cambridge for the Lent term, with the intention of taking hbi 
degree. He had, however, overrated his strength, and soon aftor returning to London he was 
evidently under a melancholy impression that his mental power was permanently weakened. His 
physical exhaustion and the melancholy arising from it, acting and reacting, resulted in a 
condition of despondency which terminated only in his death, which occurred upon Friday, 
April II, 1879. Aged 35, 



JOHN PINKEETON, M.B.C.M, 

It is with deep regret that we have to record tJie death, on January T, 1878, of Di. John 
Plnkerlon, of typhus fever, at Enteronm, in Armenia. He was bora al Rutherglen in 18611, and 
was thus in the 26th year of his age. He graduated at Glasgow University in July 1876, and in 
Novemlier of the aume year entered ttie Royal Intirmaiy, as resident assistant to the aurgii»l 
WBlds under the cars of Dr. Hector Cameron. Six months later be paiued to tlie medical side 
Ol Ibe Bouse, as assistant to Dr. M'Laren. 

in the antnmn of 1877, Lord Blantyre, a member of the Stafford House Committee, sent out 
MTwal snrgt'ons to the seat of war in Turkey, and among these was Dr. Ilnkerlon, who set out in 
October, in company with Dr. Denniston of Onienock. They were delayed a short time at Con- 
stantinople, but ultimately set off for Eixeronm, which they reached early in Kovember. On 
approaching that town, a skirmish waa in progress between the belligerents, and Pinkerton ajid 
his companions narrowly escaped falling into the hands of the Biiasiana, all their personal baggage 
being lost. Tlie town was soon bclcagoered, but letters came at inlervata tbrongh the Suaaian 
lines, written with all Dr. Pinkerton's hopeful spirit, but abounding in details of the misery and 
death that wore rampant within the walls. The sorgeona had indeed work enongh to do. Owing 
to the fearful overcrowding of the city, and the great privations to which the besieged were ex- 
posed, typhus fever of a virulent type aoon broke out, and aaaumed all the proportior* of a plague, 
A letter received from Dr. Pinkerlon, dated Chrislmas-day, reported him as well, a::d one dated 
December 2B bore a similar report. Ho more was heard of him till in a letter from Dr. Dennis- 
tnn, of Jacooiy 3, he was reported as dangerously ill of typhus, and a telegram of s subsequent 
dale, from the same writer, brouglit the sad news of his death. He scbms to have sickened about 
December S8 ; delirium supervened at an early stage of the disease, and he died on January T, the 
tenth day of the fever, having been comatose fur some time. He vras boiied within the walls. 
Nearly all the otlicr surgeons were lying prostrate with the same disease ; but it is consoling to 
tliink that oil that care and solicilode could do (or him was done by his friend and countryman,. 
Dr. Denniston, who aeema to have tended him with the cure and afFection of a brother. 

Dr. Pinkerton was well known and ranch estoemed in college circles. His profesBlonal a» 
quirementa were varied and sound. His death has been deeply regretted in Uhisgow ; and in Lbe 
circle of ills more immediate friends, to whom bis kind disposition and frank and manly spirit 
had muidi endeared him, it haaevoked expressionsof Ihedeepetit personal sorrow. Much s^-inpiithv 
i& felt for his parents in the loss of their only Kin. 
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The Saltan, wishing to confer on the memory of Mr. Pinkerton the same honour as on that of 
Mr. Quppy, presented to his family the Turkish war medal in recognition of his great services and 
noble self-sacrifice. 



W. G. GUPPY, L.RC.S., EDIN. 

William Good Gappy, son of Dr. Stokes Gappy, of Falmoath, was bom in 18o5, and in 1877 
became a Licentiate of the Boyal College of Surgeons, Edinborgh, with a view of entering the 
medical service of the Boyal Navy, in which his twin brother is now serving. In Jaly, 1877, Mr. 
Gappy was engaged by Lord Blantyre, of the Stafford House Committee, to join his staff of sorgeons 
who had established the British Hospital at Erzeroam. He at once proceeded to the seat of war, 
and immediately on his arrival at Erzeroam was engaged in hospital work of a most trying nature 
In the following November Mr. Gappy rendered most valuable services on the field at the battle of 
Devi-Boyoxm and the attack on Fort Assizi, being at times exposed to a heavy fire while attending 
to the wounded. His friend and colleague. Dr. James Denniston, who was with him in his last 
illness, writes as follows : — 

' Guppy died on Nov. 17, 1877, after about six days' illness. His illness we at the time 
took to be an acute form of enteric fever, but from our later experience we agreed that it was 
a fever peculiar to the district and well known by the inhabitants, among whom it was very 
prevalent and fatal. I believe it was from the same fever that both Fetherstonhaugh and Woods 
suffered. Guppy was a fine, plucky fellow, and did his work like a man. I have no doubt that the 
excitement and hard work we all experienced in the beginning of November [at the battle of 
Devi-Boyoun and attack on Fort Assizi] told a good deal on him and affected his health, which 
never seemed particularly robust. He and Pinkerton are buried alongside each other in a little 
enclosed cemetery where lie the few Europeans who have died in Erzeroum.* 

The Sultan ordered the Turkish war medal to be forwarded to the family of Mr. Guppy < in 
recognition of his services at Erzeroam in aid of the Ottoman sick and woxmded for whom he so 
nobly sacrificed his life.' 
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
